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PREFACE. 


A fourth volume of “ Selections from Calcutta Gazettes' 1 
bringing the .reader up to a comparatively modern date, 
cannot be expected to coutain so many curiosities as its pre¬ 
decessors, although it furnishes many items of interest which 
might otherwise be lost or forgotten in the lapse of time. 

The present volume embraces a period of ten years, 
from 1806 to 1S15, or the third year of tho rule of tho 
Marquis of Hastings, to the conclusion of peace in Europe. 

Accompanying the volume are a map of Bengal as it 
existed in the year 1760, and a plan and view of Calcutta in 
tho year 1756, when there were but seventy houses in 
the Town, when tho site of tho present Fort was a 
jungle, and modern Chowringhee, with other parts of tlio 
Town, consisted of bamboo groves and paddy fields. For 
the reproduction of these maps, .1 am indebted to tho kind- 
ness of Captain Melville, of the Survey Department. They 
belong rather to the first than to the present volume of the 
series of Collections.

officers ol' the fort or station, to make themselves acquainted with all 
general orders that may have lieeu ti%ued, ami of attending occasionally 
from time to time at the office of the public officer for the same purpose 
during the period they may reside at any station to which they may not 
belong, on kmve of absence or any other cause, ami of reporting their 
departure, for tlio information of the commanding officer. 

His Lordship now call* upon all officers whatsoever, to pay tlie 
strictest, attention to such points in future, and officers cummoinliug at 
the [fitaddency and at all the stations and posts uf the army, are directed 
to tno their best endeavours to exact attention to those orders, and to 
report the name of any officer, who may neglect to comply with them, 
for the information of the Commandcr-in-Chief. 

flis Lordship desires tho officer commanding at the presidency 
will not only direct all officers, surgeon* and uristunts, returning from 
Europe, to p rooted without delay to join their corps, but that he, oa 
well ns all officers commanding stations, &t\, will call upon all office**, 
surgeons and arivtaut*, who may arrive within the limits of their 
reeqaetivv commands to report to them on what account they have 
arrived there, if on rick certificate, or other leave, and For what time, ami 
require thrir dqiarture at the time necessary to enable them to rejoin 
by tho expiration of the leave j unless a renewal of sick certificate, or 
other sufficient cause be assigned for prolonging their stay. 

After the promulgation of this order, staff officers of stations, fa, 
will bo relieved from the constant interruption they now experience by 
receiving written requisitions for orderly books, copies of orders, &c.. See., 
which practice being altogether irregular, will henceforward never l« 
allowed. 

It will moreover lw the dnty of officers commanding stations not 
to allow officers, nagtou, or assistants, who may >« pairing station* 
to join their roqw, or on any other duty , to make any unnecessary delay 
witliin the limits of their respective commando.

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Uw British Empire in India, of tho public services of that gnatand v«rer- 
u t,Ui nobleman who lately jttmhlrtd in this Government, the charge of 
superintending tho conduct and tire internal* of the Col lego of Port 
William ha* devolved upon mo; and it him become my duty on tho pro- 
*mt occasion to addtvs" you ujmu those anbjwt* which the ptogrraa and 
effect* of this institution, ainco tho period of time when it* illunliiou* 
founder lust uddtvsaxl you, have suggested to my observation. 




On the occasion of tire first public disputation hnWan in the College 
or Port William (when the absence of tire visitor imposed open roe tire 
»dutv of pnWiling in the gaaombly of ita officers and siudenia), I stated 
my O 'fivirtioti that Ureprogrismire operation of those advantage* which had 
|>cen maUiif^ted even at that early period of the institution would realm; 
it* intended Iretrefft*, ami justify the expectations of that wisdom which 
planned, an»Kthat energy which animated tire progress of, tliis judicious 
system of puhhin education. My judgment has liven confirmixl by the 
cAjairrenire of CTOw suceesfivc year, and by the sentiments which at each 
•noeesri\c dUj>uitm have been ddivtnd by tire illuatriou* founder of tho 
College of Kuril William. 

AltLnudft tlu, practical iiwtnimcute of every branch of that system 
of literary instruction which lire institution waa intended to embrace 
have not ^'/ccn attainable in this distant, quarter of the British dominions, 
thu*<Oinuu’hM ot projected educutian which wo have hud the moans of 
Jprosecntiog have been cultivated beyond the limit* of our most rauguiuo 
expectations. 


Tire «tndv of the oriental languages has necessarily constituted 
n primary object of the institution. 'Hie indispensable irecvssity of 
.inquiring a correct and practical Icnowleilgo of one or more of the 
oriental languages for the effioreut duohnrgn of tire duties of every 
department of tire administration ha* liwn Mifficicnlly illustrated on 
former oaxssions, and the sacoess with which that study lure lieon prose- 
CUted by the atiulaute of the college lias boon aiaiiife*l«d, uot only by 
tho result of tire public examination* and deputation*, hut bv the 
beneficial application of thoir acquired knowledge to the duties of the 
public service. 

The prescribed studio* of thr college have also produced tire import¬ 
ant collateral advantages of extending those habit* of application, and of 
regular attention to business, which am so escntially requisite in every 
public situation; and I discharge a satisfactory port of my duty in di* h-. 
ing Out, aa Ctr na my information lias extended, thr»«* students of the 
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college who luiV' U"ti distinguished for their prulickmry in itn prcxribed 
•tidies, anti Invc Im-n employed in patilio situation#, ha« t> maintained the 
credit, and demonstrated the advantage* of the institution, hy tin* dietin- 
gi indu'd merit or tlu'ir general conduct, and hr their j-'euli»r aldlity, 
industry, ami judgment in tho execution of the duties committed to 
their charge. 

Tho momentous occurrence* of preceding years hare fumialied occa¬ 
sions for employing tho talents nml exurtiouB of sonic ol the most meri- 
torinuii stud cuts of the college in the arduous mid important duties of 
the diplomatic branch of the puhlic *erviee; und it i* an act of justice, 
equally due to the merits of those students and to the credit of tho 
cllcgC, principally to ascribe the uhility with which tlicy have conduct¬ 
ed the duties of their respective station-* to their huulahlr improvement 
of the advantages of study and education which this institution is exclu¬ 
sively coleuluteil to afford. For this single hranch of puhlic education, 
therefore (the study of the oriental languages), p.xperiuiuv luu shown that 
tlio advantages of this institution are oommensuratr with tint itnj*ortnmv 
of the most essential internd* of tho llrittsh Empire in India. 

An opinion baa, I understand, prevailed that the Oriental Seminary , 
established in England under tlus authority of tin- IlouTdo the Court 
of Director*, is calculated ultimately to supersede the existing institution 
of tin* College of Fort William. I deem it. proper, therefore, to take this 
opjxirtimity of stating tlwt the Oriental Seminary founded in England is 
out intended to wpenwlA the College of Fort William; aud it i* my 
deliberate opinion tlrnt the system of oriental stndy projected in England 
will tend to supjxirt Uu> efficiency of this institution, an.l to accelerate iw 
operation, by affording to the youth who are destined foe this country the 
ail vantages of an curlier proficiency in thoae hranehtai of knowledge which 
are considered to he jwculiarly adapted to the nature of their future duties, 
and of an earlier acquisition of tlie rudiment* <»f tho oriental languages. 

Tin- combined ojkcnition or the*? institutions will enable the students 
to extend their acquirement* in a degree unattainable under the limited 
duration of their studies in the College of Fort IV illuun, without tho 
aid of tho advantages of previous preparation, which the seminary in 
England is intended to offiml. Tl«? establishment of the Oriental Setni- 
| nary in Eugland, therefore, constitutes on additional motive for maiuUin- 
I jug the efficiency or tlie College of Fort William; and for employing 
every effort of individual ami, activity, ami attention, in promoting the 
objocta of its institution. 
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1 am happy la timl that the mult of the public examination* in 
the prrspnt year has bet'll highly creditable to the character of tho 
college, to the real uni ability of the professors, anil to tlie diligence umI 
merit of the students.

Mr. Willium Dorin, Mr. Henry Newnham, and 

Mr. Edward Parry. 

Of thfiM! gvntlrmru, Mr. Christian lm» merited the peculiar dis¬ 
tinction of a degree of honor in three languages, This distinction has 
ant been acquired by any student of the college since the year 1808. 

It. will be in the recollection of this assembly that the Lite illus¬ 
trious visitor Marquis Wellesley, in his address delivered on the oocaKinn 
of the public disputations which took place m the month of September 
ISO t, recommended a more general attention to the vernacular language 
of Bengal. I observe with great satisfaction the effect of this nxxnn- 
mtmilation in the progressive improvement of several of tho students 
who linve directed their attention to tho acquisition of that useful 
language in which Mr. Hugh George Christian, Mr. Henry Ncwidmm, 
and Mr. Edward Pany have obtained degrees of honor. 

The exercises of the present year have also Inxm distinguished by 
Uw successful study of the laws and regulation* enacted for the Govern¬ 
ment of the British territories in India. 

The students who have l>een distinguished by their proficiency in 
this branch of important knowledge are Mr. Willinm Wilberforee Bird, 
Mr. Walter Ewer, and Mr. Henry Newnham. 

Adverting to the degree of proficiency which throe students have 
attained in the acquisition of the oriental languages, their successful 
study of the laws and regulation* afford* a ilintinguiahcd proof «1 
meritorious diligence- 

in concluding my observation* upon the progressive course of study 
in tho College of Fort William during the last year. I deem it proper 
tu state tlrnt, in tho distribution Of appointment* U> the students now 
alx>ut to engage in the public service, strict attention will he paid to 
their respective degrees of litomrv qualification, and to the rwonuuendaUou 
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of the count'd of the oolfegc. It mu« occasionally happen that situations 
in th« public aervice, which the student* who liave obtained ilcgrws <>f 
honor on* tleemed qualified U> fill, may Hot 1* vacant at tlic period of their 
quitting the college. In such ewes, an order will be ivixmlwi in the 
proceedings of the Government providing; for their nomination to uuitnhlo 
offices as vaeauciee may occur. 


But the principles of a just and efficient system of puhlie mlminurtra¬ 
tion, which suggwt the expediency of rewarding lUstinguiabcd merit m 
the students of the college by their nomination U> offices of trust 
and emolument, equally iui|>oee n|»n this Government tin* duty of mani¬ 
festing iU disapprobation of tlu« atadenta who shall violate the statutes 
of tlic college, or neglect the advantage* or study and improvement 
which tin- institution aflunle. 1 trust, therefore, that a jus* appreciation 
of the puhlie honor and reward which awaits the proficiency of tlur students 
in tlic objects of tliuir respective studies, and a due sense of the unfavor¬ 
able eloquences which must attend their miseomhwt or neglect, will 
animate the exertion* ul the students in the acquisition oftW bronchia, 
of knowledge which are so monifistly requisite Tor the efficient discharge 
of the duties of their future situations in the service, and the mean* of 
which are so amply afforded by the trfabliahod system of instruction iu 

the College of Fort William. 


Satisfied that the most important interests of the British Govern¬ 
ment in India are connected with the efficiency of this institution, 1 shall 
consider a vigilant observation of the conduct of the .tudcnU and of 
the progre* of their studies, a due enforcement of the sUtute*, a»l an 
unremitted attentinn to every department of the college, to constitute 
a primary obliiption of my public duty. 

From the exjwrienec «f the post, however, I entertain the roost con¬ 
fident expectation that the general conduct of the students, the ass.du- 
ott* attention of the professors, and the xealous activity of all Urn officers 
of the college, will continue to merit every po«h!e denumstnitnm of 
public appreciation and applause. 

In reviewing tho literary works puhlhdieil under the auspices of 
the college during the last year, I notice with sentiments of peculiar 
satisfaction an elementary analyst. of the laws and regulation* of the 
government of the British territories in India. The facility which this 
work is calculated to afford to Uie study of the laws and regulation,, 
the practical advantages which may be derived from ,t m the 
administration of them, render it peculiarly valuable both to the college 
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and the public. The design and execution «•!' the work ore cre¬ 

ditable to the seal, industry, ami alrility of its diatiuguuhcd author, 
Mr. Jolra Herlwrt Harington, the second Judge of the Court of 8udder 
Dewumr and Niramut Adawluu, and Professor of tliu Lawn and 
Regulation* of thu British Government in India. 

Mr. Harington's application of the inconsiderable portion of leisure 
tune which the duties of hi* arduous and important public situation have 
oflunhid to the accomplishment of thin lul-unoug undertaking, manifesta 
a degree of public spirit, and individual industry, to which j-erhap* no 
otln-r jiandUl urn Is? found than in the eminent exertion* and scientific 
InUrra of his colleague, Mr. Hirury Thomas Colobreuke, to which the 
college and tho public arc indebted fur various important additions to 
the general stock of literary knowledge and instruction. Tho assiduous 
attention of both these able mul respectable public ofticeni to tlni in tennis 
of thia institution, Iwth a- professors and members of tin* council uf the 
college, roil « u thu highest credit upon their cliumrtrr oiul talents, mul 
establishes their claim to the public npprol-ation and appLiwv. 

Otlicr work* of great utility and merit have also distinguished iJ| L . 
litcrarj' labors of the past year:— 

A Hindnatant'c Dictionary now in the pr<ss; 

A Geucral History of the Hindoo? ; 

A Review of tho manner* and cnstonM of tlie Hiniksw. 

For the Iwn hut mentioned works, we are indebted to the lal>or and 
ability of some of the learned Native* attached to the college. 

It i» highly sati.fact.ny to me to olwerve the Native officer, ol tUv 
odhgc imbibing Uie spirit of literary industry, and employing thek 
talents^nnd acquirement* in the ctiltivation and diffusion of literatim, 
and science. 


There are also vnrioiw other rueful and ingvnhnw work, which 
muler the patronage of the college, lure* engaged the labor* of several 
-uenbfie pere..«s aobxwWt to the post year, and have either been 
actually published or are now iu Uhj press. 


I deem ,t an act of justice to the industry and ability of Mr 
Mathew Lumadi*. the first. Amkbmt to the Persian and Arabic PhdW 
u- notice, in term, of peonliar aj-probation, the Grammar of the Por^mn 
language which 1u« long engaged the Id-ore of that gentleman. 'Hie 
acknowledged dafccU of crery Work of that description now extant hnie 
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rendered the construction of un accurate grammar of that language 
peculiarly desirable. Mr. Lain»lon'a ex tenant* knowledge of Arabic ami 
Persian ho* enabled him to discover the true jirint iples of the diuK't of 
Persia as it at pm«nt cxiyt* in it* condition of intimate combination 
with the Ian linage of Arabia ; and with rinirular judgment and discern- 
meat, Mr. Lutnaden has adapted the v instruction of the Persian language 
to tho principle* of general grammar, The* completion of thk valiudilo 
work will materially facilitate the acquisition of the Persian language, 
will constitute an important addition tu the existing stock of philological 
knnwltxlgc, and will re Owl dmtingnished credit on iu author, ami no 
the institution which has encouraged and promoted it. 

I have roaeived with great satisfaction the information that under 
t)ie patronage of the Asiatic Society, the Society of Missionaries at I lie 
Danish Settlement of Seram pore, aided and *u]»*rintriidcd bv the ability 
of Mr. Carey, Professor of the Sanscrit and IloiigaW languages, baa 
undertaken the translation of hhiih of tlic most luicinnt and uiitlieiitio 
work* of literatim* in tlu* former of those language*. The greatest 
advantages may Im uxj*ot’tod to the interests of Eastern literuturv from tliiii 
co-opemtion of the Asiatic Society with the College of Fort William in 
facilitating the acquisition of oriental knowledge and science. 

I notice a!»o with peculiar satttfautian the extensive and valuable 
collection of books which now enriches the library of the College of Part 
W illiam The preservation and augmentation of the collection of Eastern 
manuscript** afford tin* only mean* of arresting the progressive dcstrur- 
tion of oriental learning. Since the disuiemljoraicnt of the Mahomndon 
Empire, those works haw been dispersed ovttr India, and luivw ham 
exposed b> tin* injuries and hazards of time, accident, and neglect It is 
worthy of tlu* ambition of this great empire to employ every effort of its 
influence in preserving from destruction and decay these valuable records 
of oriental history*, science, and religion; and in encouraging indivi¬ 
duals who may be iu possesion of scarce and valuable literary worit#, to 
promote this iuij*orlaut object by depositing works of lliut description in 
the library of the college. 

I am happy to learn that the descriptive catalogue of tho books and 
manuscripts, which constituted tho library of Tipjxv. Sullaun, 1ms k-.ni 
completed by the industrious lalmra of Captain Chads* Stewart, second 
Assistant to tho Persian Professor. I understand it is tlu* intention of 
Captain Stewart, who Ua> proceeded to England, U> print that useful and 
interesting document. 
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I *umol clue my view of the literary brand, of tide institution 
wit bout adverting to the advantage* which may be expected to I* derived,

Few engagements have ever Ixtn more obstinately fought, and in 
none was the sujKriority of tho British navy bo cmincntlv mauifisitod. 
At five o'clock in tbs afternoon «if the uLivc day, nineteen of the enemy'a 
ships hud snnvndurud, live of winch sunk soon after, and unoihnr 
was blown up. Admiral Villeueuvt', the French Commandor- in-C Luef, 
the French Hear Admiral* Dumnnnir ami Magon, were made prisoners, 
nnd the Spanish Admiral DeAlava wag mortally wounded. 

But the nation lias dearly purchased tho victory which it has ob- 
taiiu'd. Lord Nelson is no more. Having in the heat of tho action 
1hs*ii wounded with grajK* filait, Ilia Lordship was carried Udine, but a* 
soon us his wound was dressed, tho gallant Admiral insisted no Lung 
brought buck upon dock, where shortly after ho received a second Wound, 
more wwt s than the firvt, tins consequence of wliieh must lx* for over 
lamented. The illustrious commander lived, however, .sufficiently loan t<» 
know the fall extent of the service lie hud on that day rendered to hn 
country; ami, like Wolfe, lu‘ died in the arms of victory.

1. Lieutenant General Janssens, the Governor, retirxd with the 
remainder of his forces and the militia of U h i countiy to UoUeptot's 
Midland, where he occupied a strong-position, cutting offoor Commtini- 
cation witli tlie upjs r districts. Ah soon as tlio cavalry were mounted 
and drought cattle procured for our guns, I proocwled against liiin, and 
after a few movements which it waa necessary to make in order to cuiuo 
iqwin hi* rear, the Lieutenant General agreed to tlie capitulation, u copy 
of which I have also the honor to endow.

Court, Mr. Lumsdi-n, the Provincial Commandcr-in-Chicf, Major General 
Sir Ewen Bwillie, and Mxyor General Macdonald, the Judged of the 
Suddcr Dcmuuiy and Nixainut Atluwlnl, tire Members of the Board of 
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Trade and Revenue, and all the pr incisal Civil and Military Officers at the 
Praridmey, assembled at the Government House. 

At the same hour a deputation, consisting, of tlir Governor General * 
Private aud Military Secretaries, and tlu' Town Major of Fort William, 
proceeded in the GomtjflT General's carriage*. escorted Ly the body guard 
under the command of Captain Gall, to the rweudenoe fll Sir George 
Barlow, Tor the purjiutt of conducting him to the Government House. 

On his arrival at the northern gate of the area of the Government 
House, Sir George Barlow reoeivnl the salute of the troops under anus,

Sir George Burl»w returned to his bouse accompanied bv the mom- 
bora of the first deputation, and the Governor General’* body guard, 
and was sainted as lie jiassed by the troops under arms. 

Tlie company invited to l*s present at the investiture re-assembled 
iu the evening at a dinner, given by the Governor Geuural, to Sir George 
Barlow, in honor of this distinguished ceremonial.

General in Council, date 2Utli October 1803, mis pleased to permit 
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tbo exportation of gnun of every description from Denied to any British 
(Kjrt in India, arc Bow republished Idr general information, with tluj fol- 
lowing modifications:— 

1. AH pcRtons who may 1*' dorinm* of exporting grain from 
Bengal liy sea under thin proclamation, are inquired to moke application 
for that purpose hv letter to the Secretary to the Government in the 
Public Department, stating the quantity of groin to be exported, the jxirt 
to which the grain is to Im consigned, and the inune of Urn vessel on which 
it is to be shipped. 

2. Every such triplication mast also qxwtfy the name of one r>-- 
]xmnible jmtsoii, uu inhahituut of Calcutta, who may W willing to cx rente 
a liond jointly with the proprietor or shipper of the grain, engaging, 
under a penally of ten Sicca Rupee* per big, that the grain shall be 
delivered at wimn British port iu India, and that a certificate shall lie 
produced to the Secretary to the Government in the Public Department, 
from the proper public officer belonging to the port to which the groin 
may be consigned, certifying tliat. the cargo lias been landed at such 
port. 

3. Immediate attention will lw given to every application which 
may be made to the Secretary to the Government in conformity to the 
terms of this proclamation, and the bonds will be prepared at his office, 
and executed without any expense to the partit*. 

4. The 1 >onds shall remain in full force until the production of the 
certificates os above directed, which ore hereby required to be produced on 
the return to this presidency of the ships or vessels to which the bonds 
re*p<'Ctivrly refer, or in the event of the ship* not returning, at the expira¬ 
tion of six months from the date of the bonds. 

5. In every instance in which the exporter of grain shall fail to 
produce the required certificate within the time prescribed, or to furnish 
reasons which, in Lho apiniuti of Government, shall 1 m considered satis¬ 
factory for his not producing it, the penalty specified in the second article 
of these rules will be strictly enforced. 

0. The Collectors of Government Customs at Calcutta and Chitta¬ 
gong are strictly enjoined not to permit any grain to be shipped, nor 
to grant a port clearance to any ship or vessel loaded with grain, until 
they shall receive a certificate from the Secretary to the Government in 
the Public Department^ certifying that the bond required by this procla¬ 
mation lias been duly executed. 
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7. The preceding rule is to U in like manner duly olmcrved by

The Governor General in Council, having had under ht» con- 
ihh ration Uw> rules by which the table allowance at firwent grunted 
Fur officer* on board of the I Ion'hie Cotnpnny*a ship* or transport* not 
proceeding from port to port lina been established, ia of opinion that they 
do not alli ed on adequate compensation to the commanders of such ship*, 
and nlsn that according to the rates allowed for tho passage money of 
officers on board of ships proceeding from port to port in India, the 
commanders in some ease* are overpaid, and in others arc not |iaid 
sufficiently. 

Uis Lordship in Council therefore, with the view of fixing a* far 
as may be practicable one uniform rate of allowance to be granted in all 
cases fur the table and passage of officers embarking on lioard of ships on 
the public service, has determined that the ditfercnt rates heretofore 
allowed under the several resolutions of Government, dated die sJOth of 
March 1708, the 0th of August 1790, tho 27th January and 21at July 
1803, shall be discontinued, and that on allowance of Sicca Rupees 1 per 
day shall lie granted in lura of them. 

This allowance is applicable to the chartered ships or the Hon'ble 
Com[«nv, and generally to all ships engaged as transport# preceding on 
the public service, unless in the instauee of ships of the latter description, 
cirrumttonres shall render it necessary to provide for the accommodation 
of officers under a special engagement for that purpose. 

But His Lordship to Council judges it to be proper to signify bis

4. The cadet* have likewise delivered U> them a copy of tlte article* 
of war, and you will observe in tlte terms alluded to that the cadet 
is required, upon his arrival in India, to sign a declaration that he has 
frequently and attentively perused the same during tin* voyage gut, aud 
that in the event of his having neglected to peruse them, he is not to 
he entitled to liis pay, or to he considered on tho strength of the, army 
until he shall scud into the Government a written declaration that he 
has carefully perused the same. 

5. We enclose also a copy of the declaration signed by tho cadets 
when they receive their appointment, and we trust the measures now 
adopted will effectually suppress* that spirit of insubordination which has 
manifested itself among the cadets at the institutions* under your presi¬ 
dency, and of which you complain in the paragraphs before us, as none 
will in future proceed thither without being fully apprized of tin* nature 
of their appointment, and the rule* and order* to which they are expected 
to submit; hut if contrary to onr hope and expectation any of tho 
cadets should evince a disposition of insubordination, we direct Unit you 
exercise the authority with which you are invested, by suspending or 
dismissing them onr service as the case may require, and that you im¬ 
mediately order these who may be dismissed to return to England at their 
own expense.

The Governor General was accompanied to the plaou of lu» em- 
lurkution, hv tin* Hon'bln Sir Henry Russell, Knight, Chief Justice, 
nod Sir John Boyds. Knight, Puisne Judge nf the Supreme Court ; 
John Lunwden, and H. T. Colehrooko, Ewjuircs, Members of the 
Supreme Council \ Sir Ewon Baiffie, Hie Commanding Officer of the 
Garrison; and by many of the Civil and Military Officer*, aud the 
principal gentlemen of the Settlement. 

His Lordship embarked, at ufomt six o'clock in the morning, on the 
JPkfrnkt yacht, appointed to convey His Lordship to the iMar f'ngutc 
iu Saugor Hoads, under a solute of IV guns foui the ganisou ol 
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Fort William. TV vessel immediately got under weigh, and a second 
white was fired whim the yacht passed the fort. 

Hi. Lordship was also minted from limn. Kyd's Dockyard at 
Kidih-rpore, an the vessel passed that place. 

Tin, yanb of tho Phtenis and wvcrjd Government vessels, in attend¬ 
ance, were maimed, and cheered on Ills Lordship going on hoard. 

Tho Sooauatoohre State Pinnace waa decorutcd with thr flags of all 
nations.

Shortly 
afterward* the frigate weighed and stood down channel, and from lire 
winds that have prevailed, she probably got to sea, and .piitted her pilot 
in the course of Tunaky, or yesterday morning.

Tlio Governor in Council lute received intelligence that the troops 
at Chittlwlrnog, consisting of the 1st Battalion u( the 8th and 15th 
ISoginicnu Native Infantry, seized, in the latter end «»f Jul_v, the public 
treinnm* at Unit station, deserted tho post entrusted to their care, and 
in obedience to onion, which they received I’rom a committee, who have 
usurped the public authority at Scringnpotam, matched on the 6th instant 
t 0 join the dimUlectcd troops in that garrison, plundering the villages on 
their mute. The British Resident and the Officer Commanding in Mysore 
prohibited in the most positive term* die advance of tlm troop* fnun 
Chittledmog; nnd demanded from their European officers u compliance 
with tint resolution of the Governor in Council of the aJOtli ultimo, by either 
declaring that they would obey the orders of Government according to 
the tenor of their commissions, or withdrawing for the present from Urn 
excmiwj of autliority. Tlic officers having refused to comply with hi* 
requisition, and having persisted in advancing toward* Seringajmtara, it 
iMHwtne unavoidably necessary to prevent by force their entrance into that 
garrison. In the contest which ensued, a detachment from the British force 
under the command of Lieutenant-Colonel Gibb*, aided by a body of Myw.ro 
Horse and 1st Battalion 3rd Regiment Native lnfuntrv, entirely defeated 
and dispersed the corp* from Chittlrelroog. During this affiiir a sally was 
made bv the garrison of ScringO|«atam on Lieutenant-Colonel Gild*’ .amp, 
but w»u instantly driven back by the pickets and 5th Regiment of Cavalry 
under the command of Captaiu Bean, of Hi* Majesty's 25th Dragoons, in 
cliargvr of that Regiment. 

Nearly tlu? whole of the rebel force wss destroyed, while onn 
casualty only was sustained hy tlte British Troops. Lieutenant Jeffries, 
of His Majesty's 15th Regiment Light Dragoons, having zealously offer¬ 
ed his services to carry a (lag of truce which Lieutenant-Colonel Gihba, 
anxious to prevent the effiwion of blood, was desirous of dispatching to 
the rebel troops, was slightly wounded in tho execution of that, duty by 
a vulley fired tmder the express command of an European officer. 

While the Governor in Council participates in the feeling* of sorrow 
that must have bean ejqwrii'need by the British forces, in acting against 
tlio rcU'l troop*, and deeply lament* the unfortunntc hut imj^nout necessity 
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which existed for that i-roctcding, he cutwidem it U« U due to l * ie 
conduct of the British heroes t© express hi* high admiration anil applause 
of the real, firmnM, and patriotic which they displayed on that most 
dtanssing occasion. Their conduct afford* a further proof of the superior 
influence in their minds of tlio principles of virtue, honor, and loyalty over 
every other eonxiderotirm, and eminently entitles them to public api-odw- 
tkm. Lieutenant-Colonel Gild**, Lieutenant-Colonel Adams, Major 
Canlmv, Captain Bean, and Lieutenant Jeffries, availed tbemsolvc* <>1 the 
opportunities offered to tliem on this occasion of serving their conntry. 

The Governor in Council i* ahs> Imppy to distinguish the zenl and 
h-valtv displayed by the 6th Regiment Native Cavalry. Urn l»t Battalion 
3nl Regiment Native Infantry, and the Mysore troops, who all manifested 
an eager desire to perform their duty. The MyaOW non*, on one occasion 
put the column of the Cliittledroog troops to flight, and took two guns 
and L-th the colon from one of the battalion*; a memorable proof of 
the weakness of men ueting in the wont of causes. 

Tliat a l*«dy of British officers should deliberately disobey Urn »nler 
of their Government, ««e the puhhe treasure under their protection, 
abandon the post entrusted to their charge, march to join a party of men 
in <>]*n opposition to authority, plunder the dominion* of a British ally. 
and finally 1-car arms against their country, must excite grief and 
astonishment ; Irat the comlaet or these officcre in urging the innocent, 
men under tlieir command, who liad the most powerful claims ou their 
humanity anil care, into the guilt and danger of rcL-llion, constitutes an 
aggravation of tlieir offence, that cannot be contemplated without feeling* 
f,| tlio deqx-st indignation and rorrow. 

The Governor in Council is very far from wishing to aggravate the 
misconduct of those deluded nnd mihuppy men, but hr earnestly hopes 
that the example of their crimes and their fate will still impress on the 
minds of the officers who hare joined in their plans, a sense of the danger 
„f tlieir situation, and tlio propriety of endeavoring, by Uieir early 
rAwdienrc and future xeal, to nflare the deep stain which has fawn cast on 
the honor of thr Madras army. 

In announcing loth-' Native troops tho distressing event described in 
this order, tho Governor in Council must express his concern that any 
port of tho Native army should be an far deluded by mwrepm*ntut»niw. 
and m lo»t to a sense (if the obligations of fidelity, honor ami religion, a* 
to art against »h« Government which has mi lotig *up|*>ttrd tln-m. The 
General Order* of the 3rd instant, nnd the conduct that ha* been ol-crved

however, lx*n spared me by the return of the officers to their duty, a 
final renunciation of the criminal designs which liatl directed thnir luto 
conduct, and an unqualified submission to legal authority before my 
arrival at Madras. 

The leading' anil principal facts had Iwen placed ho entirely lievond 
doubt or question, by the bold, undistinguished character of tin) revolt; and 
the general principles of the deliberation on which 1 was entering, are so 
plain and manifest m thonwnlvee, that a resolution might perliajw have 
been aal’cly token with little reflection or delay. 

Tim consequence, however, of the judgment I had to pronounce, on 
the one hand, to the public intercut, andun the other, to a numerous I indy 
wh.iec title to respect and regard could not lie entirely effaced from my 
mind even liy the culpable excesses of a short and distempered period, were 
so momentous, that I could not lYmsctit to hazard a decision unsupported 
hy such previous investigation both of hart and argument, n* the urgent 
nature tit the aubjoct arlmitted. It is mutter of much comfort to uiy 
own mind, therefore, and will, I doubt not, afford satisfaction to oUion, 
that the measures I have now to announce to the army, have lieen the 
result of individual enquiry as to facts, and of the most mature, as well 
ns anxious jK-rwinal meditation on every point of justice, public pulicy 
nnd official duty, which ought, to guide the delilieratiunv and counsels of n 
flownunait on such a question. 

1 have not neglected to look lack once more fo the origin of there 
trouble*, and J am constrained to repeat the sentiments I liavu already 
delivered cm that branch of the subject. Nothing can justify the revolt 
of on army, hut 1 have been diHapjsiintcd in my worth even for circum¬ 
stances of mitigation in this revolt. No injury lias, in my apprehension, 
been done to the army, in any stage of a contlict which began iu » 
laetiuus attack on Government. But if in tin- u©oc**ary vindication of 
authority any point may have arisen which might lie thought interesting 
to the military Iwdy at large, the regular and legitimate recourse to the 
ultimate authorities war* not only open, hut was actually in prngn*^. 
Seditious comhinution, therefore, can find no apology in the care, neither 
ran punishments inflicted on individual acta of (edition, furnish 
n just provocation to general confederacy. 

Tlw commission of crimes draw's after it tlw {tonalties attached to 
lltvin, and in thi* process, it i* Gcvcrnmenl which is drirni to repeal 
punishment* and multiply r<strain!* by the growth and repetition of 
offence*. Il docs not lio in the ufl'ctulcrs’ mouths to say, that they hove 

L 
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lv«u driven into lin* '-•>mnu»si<m of crimes by the repetition of punish¬ 
ments. 

Such, htmcvcr, «pi«ir* to have been the falaeand inverted principle 
by which this contagion bur spread from a partial faction to general 
revolL 

The later excesses of the revolted officers appear to hove nought, a 
justification, and perhaps to have found support, Grom mi error extremely 
•bailor. 

Tlte ni'ttMMty Immw the only effectual menu® of dofenee which 
GorrmitiKut Could employ against the violence? with which it wja 
threatened. have been converted into arguments of grrater viokaww, have 
Iwvn treated u crilBN, and os new provocation* to that very reltelbon, hy 
whicli thcoc measures were, themselves, rendered indispenadjlr. 

On the other lumd, I luive examined with more than impartiality, 
tluit h to ray, with an earnest desire to establish the most favorable 
lomiusious fui the officers of this army, all the cimunstniices which 
uttcudid and might he supposed to have influenced the sudden return of 
tin* army to it* duty. 1 urn little inclined to pruuoiuu'r an adverse and 
iingTneiuos judgment cm that interesting |>wui(. 1 "ill not, however, 

either on this or any other occasion sacrifice truth to the indulgunco of 
mv jieremud «lin|s»itiim and wUlu-s, wul 1 have to regret that neither the 
partii'nlarrireumstatHT* of the moment, nor the specific information which 
has fallen under my observation, can warrant, ns dearlv us I wish, tho 
ojntium I am dcsirtm* of entertaining, tliat the submission of the army to 
legal nnthr/rity nuiv he exclusively uscriU-d to a returning senre of duty, 
and tho more o|>r ration. of public principle. I am at tho same time 
unwilling to jirebe tliat (pie*dion mom deeply tlum tho occoaion nsjuiree, 
and I am entirely disponed, amongst tho complicated motives of an action 
good in itself, to discern »t least the co-operation of worthy and honorable 
inducemrnta. Tho latter sentiment lata not been excluded from the enn- 
siditnitinns on wliich my judgment hoe Ik'cu funned, and has hem allow «.h| 
a most welcome and acceptable influence on the final mcasuree that have 
lareu adopt#*d. 

It is not my intention tn enlarge on the grounds of tlic opinions I 
hnvn now delivered, and I huvu touched ujwn them only fur the purpose 
of explaining one of the principal foundation* of my decision. The u>'l* 
being in themselves highly criminal, I have discovered neither in the 
motives that ted to llunn, nor in the immediate inducements to ■ubmis- 
xum, suflkieul jntihatiou to entitle uffunce* «o ihmgcrou* to our country 
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uud Urn world to simple impunity and panton. Clear and incapalb 
»»r doubt as this proposition is, I have u.»t yielded my implicit and 
final assent to it, with.,*) a repeated review of every consideration that 
could oppisr tl u ,t, cmidusir.n, nor withnul many struggles of private 
sensibility and feeling against the lamented H -hirh must, 

practically result from it. But‘these are questions not of private wnnn- 
Isiliiy but ..r pul,lie trust 1 have in charge. the discipline of future 
annu’t; the maintenance of that fixed and immutable principle that 
military’ Mies are Subordinate to the State; in a word the fundamental 
seeiiriliiS of human tu««:iatinn. 1 cannot nteludo from my mind tlm 
intimate conrieiion that the total impunity of revolt under all the .ir- 
cuni-Uneos of 1h« present events u not compatible with thorn securities; 
that the airmen of the law. iu tlm case of anus turned against the Oovmi' 
inont that gave them, of fortresses seized hy those wlm were stationed 
to protect them, of troops seduced by the otlWrs to whose bettor 
guardianship tboy were committed, could lie ascribed to no inoUve, and 
produce on the minds of t.hrwo who should witness it ovun &u m « distune* 
no impression favorable to obodumee and discipline. Cpou what distinif- 
tiou shall we rely hereafter iu the punishment of inferior offenders, mid 
ae.ta „f miner insubordination, when impunity ia the eatetdiahad result of 
mutiny, in which the officers of a whole army wore the nAttn and of 
whieh theirsujioriora and commanders liarc berta the principal promoter* 
and leader*? 


Tltis painful argument is extorted from me. not for the purpow of 
reproach, but to fortify my unwilling judgment in the afflicting hut 
inevitable conclusion, that total impunity ia forbidden l,y every’ obligati,. D 
of my Uiprli trust. 

There- n- yet. 1 lu^ic, a mitigating principle in the most au-tcrroTcrowe 
of English jm,tie,*; that jnatiec, which, while it obeys the „U „f 
safety, is ever utvcwihlo to tlu? interceding voice of’clemency and mercy. 
A lenient und even a tender adminiat ration of justice is n t once the lsswt 
and privilege of our glorious and happy country. From its sterner duties 
I must not entirely shrink, but if 1 nm prompted by the Mi propensito-r 
of every human bosom, to iufifa* into tlir Correction of anbdrml ofRmeea, 
the largest. mra«ire of indulgence compatible with tlm end. j, w ri 0 . > 
1 -hull Iw leu a faithful representative of oar ouurnnru Sovereign, und’ 
shall but illustrate and exemplify the nntioual character of his poopfa. 
T<» this truly Kiiglidi virtue 1 dull appeal, if any one should think that, 
either ui tlm gratification of pcrHuuul feelings, or in emulation of the 
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characteristic Irinty of English, I may hare given loo will.* a scope to 
indiilgenw, ami have doni' little for public dwifdith;. 

In pursuance of these views, the principle I have thought myself at 
liberty to ailnpt, lion fxvn to limit tin nomlH-r of pu ni sh men ts, sinco 
impunity cannot ho general, ami to mitigate their degrees to the utmost 
extent of lenity, not entirely incumputibl© with the public good, anil the 
indispensable dermiuili* of justice. 

In ihu execution of this principle, it ha* boon necessary to moke a 
small selection from a great moss of delinquency, all subject in strictness 
to the jieiudtii* «it‘ the law, anil that «nh a chcdtr should neither lw 
capricious nnr subject to the suspicion of partiality, 1 have adopted 
general criteriouip, the principles of which ure manifestly just., and tins 
application of which to particular uu*s> is subject to no difficulty. 

Thu first gronnd of selection is the cnmmiwinu of some overt act of 
rebellion or mutiny', such as seizing of fortresses, or public treasure; 
actual hostility against thu troops of Ilia Majesty, the Company, or ita 
allies, ipiiuing the station allotted to troops without orders, or tlie 
refusal to oliey the orders of Government. 

This principle of wdcelhori would liberate a eoniritle ruble proportion 
or the army; but it would involve a much greater number than it 
enters into my views to exclude from punloo. 

It is necessary, therefore, to select from the mime mas elate already 
described, a smaller number comprised within a numiwer haul of 
distinction. 

That selection is to consist of the officers in commuml of slut ions, 
or bodies of trooj**, commandant* of eorpa, and jn*n««n« ptiuliurly dintin- 
guislied for a forward and violent part in the most criminal acts or 
proceedings of the army. 

The whole of thin highly criminal and [xvtiliarly responsible, hut 
not numerous class, will most justly lie submitted ton trial by court 
. martial. 

Uni ns the courts-martial may of noevesity be lmnnd to pass 
auntuuccs oT greater severity than it in in contemplation to extend 
without diftinct'uu. to the whole number of those <ul Knitted to trial, a 
mom minute sub-diviriuti will yet 1*> made, and the nffitiov in command 
of garrisons, or considerable bodies of troops, will Ik* sepnruloi) on tho 
ground of login r responsibility, from the commandants of corps, The 
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former will be subjected at all events l<» trial, Uni latter will lie allowed 
the option of a trial, or dismissal from tin 1 service. 

In tinier t hat no anxious uncertainty may remain concerning the 
application of these rules of selection to individual eases, the mums of aQ 
the officers intended fur punishment, arc expressed iu the following list, 
it will be found not to include Uni commandant* of corps at Sccundenu- 
IkuI, although that force fell too distinctly within the principle of selection, 
not only on account of the lead it assumed ui the criminal combination 
and the violent pttKVrdings of the army, but mi having committed ojsrn 
mutiny in reftming to permit tho march of the 2nd liattalion lutii 
Kegiineut, to Una. 

I have however thought the example, which that force wus Uui 
first to set to the revolted officers, of un early return to their dutr, and 
the influence of that example upon other part* of the army, may lie 
admitted as a ground of special indulgence and pardon. 

I have aUtuiuod fnuu looking too narrowly into tho variety of 
prswible motives tluit may In? supposed to liave actuated the senior officer* 
of tins force in their exertion* to withdraw it from further resistance U» 
Govflrhinent. In my dt*ire to restore my tirat evt.vm to the officers of 
this army, the better and more honorable inducements may Ik> allowed at 
li'a.-t their share in this commendable part of Uicir conduct, and iu nty 
-ulicitude to extern) the principle of i.lmnmey to it* utmost allowable 
bound*, I have deemed the lienofit derived both to the public and to Uni 
army itself from the auhmUsion of the Hyderabad furw? suffirirnUy 
im|«>riaut to warrant, even witliout regard to motile* or inducements, 
tho extension of indulgence to that body-, It. will 1» n signal testi¬ 
mony that Government, is not unmindful of the services which an* 
n-nileml to it, and that, while it is im|xilled, only by naceaatr, to the 
exvrcwo of itc severer Bmetwns, it seizes with garisfoetiun cvcrv oppor- 
t unity to forgive and reward.

It i* tendered os an act of total and amowo oblivion ; it offer* on the jwrt 

of liovernmi-nt a full restoration of couMuhv and esfeem, and it innu-s 

Irum those, who are the object of it, not a sullen discharge of cawlrain.d 
duty, hut obedience which comes from tho heart, and the cheerful, 
animated wniot of cordiality, alfoctiuu and *cal. 

My sentiments concerning the lato event liavc Urn bxi clearly pn>- 
uouncid to admit of an amnesty tlraa general, king en far uuinteipntft] 
*" to bring in question tho deep sense I continue to entertain, !*olh of tho 
gnilt and the clangor of those actions to which this indemnity is granted. 
It is not on a principle of justification but of pure indulgence umnixed 
with any otlurr consideration that I have acted on this occasion. I have 
rei'ollccual the prnnenrc* ol‘ our oommou nature to error; the dominion 
of the pttaftutt over reason; the iufluet^o df rank, authority and talents 
• over young and feeble minds; the j>owcre of contagion, and the irresisti- 
hle torrent of general example. 1 have considered the small and reamdy 
perceptible degrees by which innocent men are conducted, from tire; fimt 
(.light transgreaaun*, to crimes, the cnonnity of which their miud* would 
have revolted nt, if presented at onco to (hrir view. To resist these 
seductions is tlio port or sound judgment and manly character. Such 
efl'orh* are most honorable to the distinguished few who tire gifted will* 
the union of these qualities, lint they are, 1 fear, too raw to I* required 
of all. To such conaidcratiom. the extent of the present clemency must 
U; referred. 

When tlie officer* included in tliis act of grace rellecl on tin; luipj.y 
cliango it has operated on their condition, I am sure the first sentiment* 
of tlmir breasts will Ins thor of devout and fervent gratitude. It is my 
wish to point these acknowledgment* to their proper objects. 

Their first obligation is to the firm counsels and vigorous measures 
or that upright and hanorublu man against whom their hand* hare been w> 
unjustly raised. To the fortitude of his mind, which must challenge 
the respect and rstoem even «if his adversaries, and to the energy of the 
Government of Fort Saint George, the officer* are indebted for their 
narrow cecajc Irom the guilt of a monstrous and unnatural coullkt with 
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ilmif onrntry, anil from Um ruin, which, in every possible issue of that 
contest, muvL haw onartrlnjlnwd themselves. 

Nc-xt, for tho recovery of life, honor, Ilnur own evteem, lhi* confi¬ 
dent** of Government, tho regard of lheir countrymen, untl, I trnst, a 
firm security for tlx* perpetual duration of Uu*8 liWing*, their grateful 
benedictions arc due to tho Itenevnlent goniiw of their country, of which 
1 am only the organ. 

If tho accents of reproof have not been entirely excluded from this 
address, they have not been dictated by an angry, or vindictive nund; 
uni in the full assurance that they will never rector in tlw intcreuurwJ 
between the Government nnd tlur .\rmy of the Coast, I shall conclude 
witli tin- last admonitions of a truer nnd safer friend than any flatterer of 
their passions and errors tarn ever !>e. 

If in this awful moment 1 have acquired any title to their confidence 
nnd attention, let me implore them to think haw lightly, than it is evident 
ilinir minds have Ixeo accustomed to do, of violating the first, the most 
«acivnl, and tlic most rhametunatk duly of a soldier, fidelity to the power 
lie serves. Let them think lets lightly of turning the arms they linvo 
accepted in trust, ogaiust the Government which has reposed that . 
confidence in their probity. Let this be the trtM> jHiint of n soldier’s 
honor, which stamps with infamy every «pnri»u> preterm*.* to that sacred 
title; every pretence which is in contradiction with this jirimary 
obligation, and which would strangely and unintelligibly pnstjtonr a first: 
ongasement, for the performance of legal duties, to a posterior and 
gratuitous pledge to commit crimes. Let them retlect on tho gnilt, the 
dishonor, and tho peril exemplified but yesterday, of tliis false* 
casuistry. 

I entreat thi*ni to 1* persuaded that no man of honor at the head of 
Government will ever compromise with revolt, and that in every ease 
tlie conflict must be carried to tin* last extremity. My sentiments on 
that subject are not equivocal, mul ore uot assumed fur thus occasion. 
Tlicv have- been pronoun<*d long since, m»d previous to any indication of 
trouble* on the Coast. My fixed and firm principle is, that the utmost 
evils that can flow from a contort with revolt and even from defeat, are 
much inferior to the greater, more |HTrmuncnt, and more extensive 
mischief of concession. In such case the revoked party may recede, 
and will always do so witli honor, rai-rifiuing nothing but |iaasiou# and 
Crimes, The Government against which the revolt U made ha* no option 
but to oi-oniimi u*. luulcst, or abandon iU trust, and fly from its duty. 
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My filial and liwt advice is to reject the finrt step thut leads from 
the Ixxtti-m track of professional demean our, os if tin? worst extreme of 
ripened and atrocious guilt were pnq>cwed at once to their acceptance. 
Tho widest stride of all is from innocence to guilt. Tliat boundary 
once passed, the gradations of crime are shorter and lues sensible. lie 
who withholds his voice from early clamor, and his pen from the first 
irregular signature, is safe and blameless; beyond that clearly defined 
line, all is jierplesity and danger. With these friendly suggestion*, 
prompted by a pure solicitude for the honor and welfare or fliose whom 
I address, I take leave even of admonition, and of every other form of 
address which can imply reproof; awl purging my mind of every 
painful recollection, embrace the happier prospect which is now presented 
to mrr view, by the final termination of public discord, violence and 
trouble, and the re-establishment on a firm, and I trust secure and 
permanent, lands of tranquillity and order.

To C. IsfBtUSOTOS, Esq., Ac tiny Secy. to Goil., Secret, roll, and 
Foreign Dept*., Fort JFilliam, 

Six, — I am directed by the Right Ilun’ble tho Governor 
General to acknowledge the receipt of your letters of the loth and UHli 
nit mm, enclosing copies of dispatches announcing the assault and 
capture of the fortified town of Bhownnro, by tho British detachment 
under the Command of Lientennnt-Coknicl Bali, and containing tlie 
details of that brilliant nnd important achievement j together with copioa 
or General Orders, issued on this occasion. 

Tho Governor General « satisfied of the indispensable necessity of 
proceeding to the assault of Bbowanoe, nnd derives the highest, gratifi¬ 
cation from the success which has attended it—a success which must 
be productive of the happiost effects in the complete establishment of 
the British authority, and of permanent tranquillity in the province of 
Humana. 

The just applause Isis towed by ITu Excellency the Commander-in- 
Chief, and the Hon'blv the Vice-President in Council, on Lieutenant 
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Colonel Bull, anti the officers and men of the detachment, employed in 
tlie execution of this arduous -‘rvire, leave* to the Governor General 
onlv the duty of expressing hie entire atul cordial concurrence m the 
sentiment* announced by those authorities, in their respective general 
order* of the 2nd and 19th ultimo. The zeal, judgment and prof.*- 
•ionul ability displayed hy Lieutenant-Colonel Ball, in the dispositions 
prejiarstorv to the assault ; the eminent excrtionB and gallantry of thore 
officers, whose distinguislicd menu, have claimed tlie expression of 
•piHiifK! admiration; and the intrepidity and martial spirit which 
animated the whok> body of officers and troops composing the detach¬ 
ment, are deeply impressed on the mind of the Governor General. His 
Lordship considers the success of this assault, rendered doubly arduous 
by ill# strength of the place and the desperate resistance of t lie enemy, 
as worthy of itting ranked among the number of those brilliant exploits 
which have added lustre to the British aims, anil security to the British 
interests in this quarter of the Globe; and the Governor General desires 
that his thank* also may l»e com muni cated individually and collectively 
to the gallant officer* and troops, by whose prowess and exertions it; has 
been oceomphabixL 

His Lordship unite* in the sentiments of regret oxpreswd hy the 
IWble the Vice-President in Council and His Excellency the Com¬ 
mander -in-Chief at the loss which has been sustained, and at. the suffer¬ 
ings of the officer* and men who have been wounded on this occasion, 
and anxiously hopes, that by their speedy recovery, the latter may again 
be restored to the exercise of those professional duties which, with dis¬ 
tinguished credit to themselves, and advantage to the State, the late 
memorable siege has called into action.

The following intelligence, extracted from official documents, is 
pub&had for geueral information:— 

Although the failure of the late gallant attempt to effect Uio 
capture or destruction of the enemy’s ship of war in the lmrU>ur of 
1‘ort South-East, in tlw Island of Mauritiu*, and especially the I<>— of 
the ship which have been destroyed, and of the many valuable officers 
utid meu who have fallen on this occasion, ia n subject of deep and 
general regret; it in yet satisfactory to reflect, that the hiiUttv of tlib* 
enterprise is alone to ho ascribed to the operation of enures tioynnd 
the control of human foresight and precaution, while it aflbrds onothor 
and distinguished instance of that spirit of heroism which characterize* 
the British Navy, and which in the recent contest has ham displayed 
in a manne r seldom equalled and (icrhaps never surpassed, under the most 
trying circumstances uT difficulty, danger and distress. 

On the 14th of August, the Isle do la Ruse, commanding the 
passage into Port South-East, was taken by assault by the beats of His 
•Majesty's ship* Sirius and Jpiigeaia, and garruouod by 130 soldier* 
from Bourbon. 

On the 20th, the enemy’s frigates JJelione, Minerva, and Victor, 
returning from a cruize with the Coy ion, captured I inhuman, ran through 
the pafsage into Port South-East, 1 laving received while pacing in the 
Narrows several choU from tho battery of the Isle dc la Posse, ami 
broadsides from tho Nerride, frigate, which was anchored close to that 
buttery. Captain Ihrcn, commanding His Majesty’s frigate Sirius, then 
cruizing off the Island, immediately prepared In attack tin* above 
force in Port South-East, witli the blockading squadron, consisting of 
IIi* Majisty’s ships Sinus, Iphigenia, Magicienne and Ferritic. At 
this time the enemy’s frigates the Venus, La Mancie, L‘Fein's, am! 
L'FnirqtrmvUe, sloop of war, were wady for mm, in Port Louis. 

<>n tho 23rd the SLtnnei gun brig brought iDklligcnce to Com¬ 
modore Rowley, thnt three frigates were preparing to came out of Port 
Louis. In consequence of this intelligence, the Commodore immediately 
sailed in His Majesty’s ship Boadicta with a transport and 300 troops, 
to support tho other frigates and the British farce at the Isle de la 
Pome. 

In the meantime the Sirius, Captain Pym, having urn veil at the 
Isle de la Passe and joined the Nereids, Captain Pym decided on an 
immediate attack. The signal was then mode to weigh, but when 
within a quarter of an hour’* run ul the enemy, the Sirius unfortunately 
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rtrnck on the edge of the inner passage, ond did not get off rill eigbl 
o'clock next morning. At uoon on the 23rd the JpMigenin anil Magi- 
rirtme came in sight; tlie enemy hail in llie mean time moved further 
in, constructed aeverul batterios, and manned the East India ship, and 
took many additional men on hoard the frigate*. 

Captain Pym now made the signal to the ahtpa of the squadron 
under hi* command to weigh and push for their stations, ris. t the Sinn 
alongside U Brilonr, the NeteUe between her and £a Firior, tho 
Tpkigenia alongside tlic Minerva, and the Ifugiciem* betweeu liar and the 
Kant Indiamnn. Just as the enemy 1 * shot began to reach the squadron, 
the Sirin* grounded, nn a nnall bank, not known; Captain Lambert, 
of tho Ipklgenia, gained hia post and had hardly given liia third Inxul- 
„idc before his opponent cut her coble. 

Tho Magif ienne close to the Iphigenia ran on a hank, which prevented 
her from bringing more than six gun* to l*ar. 

Tlte Srrridt luul nearly gained her post, anil in the most gallant 
manner, maintained that and tho one intended for tho Sirin until th^ 
Bailout rat her cable. All the enemy's eh ip* I icing on shore, and tho 
enemy observing that the Sirin* could not get off, tho whole fire of the 
thins opened on the AVrride, ami men in this unequal contest, and being 
■ground, she did not cease firing till ten o'clock, when the Captain and 
errrv officer and on hoard wns killed or wounded. Captain Lam¬ 
bert would have ran down with tho enemy, hut was prevented by an 
intervening shoal; no exrrtioua however were wanting on the part of 
tlial gallant officer, wlw kept up a heavy though distant fire on tlul 
enemy. Every possible exertion was made to get the Sirin off, hut 
all to no effect. At that time tho JVsmVfa was a perfect wreck. Tho 
Majieic*** was in as had a situation as the Sirin, and tho Iphtgatu* 
could not pwrihly close with the enemy, whose «liips were on Bhore in 
aheap. Every effort to move cither the Sirin or the Magi rime, 
proving ineffectual, it was found necessary to abandon than, aiul the 
crews being withdrawn, both ships were ordered to 1* burned on the 
evening of the 25th. 

The S’erride, after l>eing exposed to the firo of sixty pieces of 
cannon from the land, the enemy** frigates and the Oglo* Indi anan 
bv which every officer and seaman was either killed or wounded, drifted 
on shore, and was taken possession of by the enemy. 

Captain Wilbnghhy, who commanded the Nerridf, was severely 
wounded, with the loss of one of hi* eyes, and fell into tho hands of tho 
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enemy, having nobly refused to quit hi* ship, when a boat was rent lot 
him by Captain Pynu 

The master of the XertitU motet gallantly fought Use ship after 
Captain Willoughby was disabled, until he foil among the heap* of slain 
upon tlm deck. 

But to the last moment, notwithstanding the anguish of his wound*. 
Captain Willoughby kept encouraging tin? crew, determined never to 
strike Ilia Majesty's colon while a man could be found alive to lira 
a shot. 

Authentic intelligence has been received, that the Hon'hle Cunt* 
pony's ship H'iaJAam which with the Ceylon was captured ou the 3rd 
of July, olT the I s l a nd of Johanna, by the Frvnrh squadron, was rut 
•nit of Block River in the Ire of France, by the boats of the Sinai, and 
bad safely arrived at Bourbon.

Honorable Company's ships Ceylon, Windiam, and Astell, were engaged 
with a very superior force of the enemy on the 3rd or July. 

In affording this public testimony of the just sense which Govern¬ 
ment entertains of the merits of Captain Hay, his Lordship in Council 
cannot refrain from expressing his concern at the severity and duration of 
that gallant officer's sufferings under the wound which he received in the 
late engagement.

His Exeollenuy the 
Vice-l*residi3nt in Council, ns a signal mark of the enormity of his crime, 
and at salutary warning to others, is pleased to direct, in conformity tn 
the Resolutions of Government under ihite the flth of May 1809 on the 
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subject of duels at Barnwut, that Mr. John RolwirUon l>e suspended from 
the service of the Hon'blo Comjwny until the pleasure of the Hon’blo 
the Court of Directors slrnll l«> known, am] that be he required to proceed 
to England on board of the Huu'hle Company’* dsp“ City of London." 

11» Excellency the CommaudiT-iu-Chicf is requested to talc 
such measures aa he may deem expedient, regarding the disposal of 
Mr. Robertson in the interim, and to cause him to be conveyed on board 
of the “City of London” nt the proper period.

information 

Extract from the Proceeding* of tic Biyit Ilon’lle tic Governor 
General i» Council in lie Public Department, under date tie 2Of* 
Anymt 1813. 

pint. _As the most natural distribution of clerical duties seems to 

be that of alternate weekly attendance^ the Presidency Chaplains are 
directed each in their turn to perform all the surplice dutios at the 
Church and Burying-ground during one whole week. 

Secondly .—That the fees paid on account of interment (os detailed at 
the conclusion of these rules) be established into a fund, to lw collected 
as heretofore by the Clerk of the Select Vestry, wlio is required to present, 
his accounts of this fund to the Select Vestry at their monthly meeting 
when an equal distribution is to lie made to the Chaplains as a part of 
the ordinary buriuess of the meeting. 

Tiirdly . — With respect to the fees arising from Marriages and 
Christening#, as in a Settlement like Calcutta, the rates cannot conveni¬ 
ently be defined, but must las left discretionary with individuals; they are 
to be according to the present practice received by the Clergyman 
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himself, and not constituted into a fund, with a view to avoid Ua» 
omliarrnaauent which might arise by the Clergyman having to return 
monies fnim time to time to the Clerk, and by hie having to keep accounts 
current between them. 

Fourthly .—As occasions of interruption may occur to the regularity 
of this arrangement, when individuals, from a regard to friendship, or the 
tit* of consanguinity, or other cause, incline mom to one Chaplain than 
to the other, it ajipear* hut proper that these feelings should be indulged. 
The regular Chaplain of the wreck is consequently on these occasions to 
give way, and expect no account from his colleague of the emolument 
connected with 6unh special calls, excepting in the ease of Imriola. The 
accommodation is mutual, and in his own turn he will nap the benefit 
of it. 

And fifthly. — As other interruptions also to the weekly arrangement 
may arise from the absence of one of the parties, whether such absence be 
caused by necessity or choice, the Officiating Chaplain is to receive tho 
emolument; this rule, however, is to be subjected to any private amicable 
adjustment that the Chaplains may make for tlu*ir mutual accommo¬ 
dation. Should, however, the alxsentoe's place 1* temporarily supplied by 
another Chaplain, the latter is to receive his sham of the surplice fee*. 

With respect to the rates of fees for the burial service, it has been 
thought proper to continue to charge tin* same sums which have heretofore 
l**m received on account of funeral fees, with some modifications 
calculated to relieve the lower classes of the community, upon whom the 
foes formerly charged might l« thought to press too heavily. With 
those views, the following mles have been established, which it is hoped 
will afford relief to the public without materially aiTocting tin' just rights 
•if the Chaplains, ctr.—

We congratulate the public upon the glorious news received by 
Uia Majesty's ship Favourite, Captain Maude, which left England the 
arttli of June, and arrived at Gallo on tlic 11th. 

This intelligence is no les than u decisive victory obtained by the 
Duke of Wellington and Marshal Bluchcr over the French Array, com¬ 
manded hy Buonaparte in person, at Waterloo, about twelve miles nearly 
South from Brussels. May suuli an auspicious commencement lead to 
a speedy termination of this sanguinary contest, anil a final overthrow 
of tbo tyrannical Usurper I 

Wu hasten tn give the chief heads of intelligence. The Ijotuion 
Gazette which contains the Duke of Wellington's dispatch, which in 
dated from Waterloo, the 10th of June, will be printed in our mutt jmper. 

On the i 5th uf June, Buonaparte having collected five corps of the 
French Army and Imperial guards, and nearly all the Cavalry, attacked 
tbo Prussian posts nt Thuin and Lobes, on the Sambre. The enemy 
succeeded in forcing the Prussians to retreat, and on the same day Gene¬ 
ral Zeiten, commanding a Pru&rian corps at Charleroy, retired upon 
Fleuro* ;—a brigade of the army of the Netherlands, under the Prince 
de Wtiiunirwaa furoedbaek bo Lea limit re Bras on the road from Ckarlrniy 
tn Brntoela. The Prince of Orange next morning reinforced this 
brigade and regained part of the ground that had been lost. The Duke 
of W. moved to their support, and at half past two on the lflth Sir 
T. Picton, the Duke of Brunswick, and the Contingent of Nassau arrived 
at Lea Quatre Bras. At this time the enemy Iwgan an attark njxm 
Blacker with his whole force, except the 1st and 2nd corj># which attack¬ 
ed our post at Quatre Bras. 

The Prussians main tamed their ground with great gallantry against 
superior numbers, for their corps under General Bulow had not joined. 
The Duke of Wellington’s troops defeated and repulsed all the enemy's 
attempts upon their position. 
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Thr Prince of Orange, iho Duke of Brunswick, Sir Thomas Pictou, 
Sir J. Kempt aiul Sir U. Puck, highly distinguished thcmselvus. The 
2*tL, I2ud, 02nd, and the battalion of Hanoverian* Idwtcd with 
the utmost gallantry. 

The lues nu considerable, und the Duke of Brunswick full nt the 
head of hi* troope. 

Though Maralud Blucher had maintained hie position at Sambrw, 
he found himself so much weakened that in the night he retired upon 
Wav re. This movement rendered it neeweary fur the Duke of Welling¬ 
ton aim to retire hy Gcnappeto Waterloo, which be reached at ten o'clock 
in the morning of the 17tl». The enemy mude no attempt to pursue 
the Prussian* or to molest the Duke's march. On the l*th the enemy 
hail collected his whole foroe except the iird corps, which he sent to 
observe Blucluir, on a range of height in front of M aterloo, ami at 
ten o'clock commenced a furious attack upon the right of our centre. All 
ilia attempts, all hi# rejieated charges with cavalry anti infantry, some¬ 
time mixed, sometime* in separate Uxlics, sup|K>rt«l by a heavy *»n- 
nonails, were repulsed. About seven in the evening he made a desper¬ 
ate effort with l*otli cavalry and infantry to force our left centre, which 
after n sarero contest was defeated. 

The French troop* retired from this attack in groat confusion. 
Prince Blucher in peraaa had now joined our left, the fire ol General 
BuW* esnnon was seen ns he advanced upon Planchnuorte and La 
13,.He Alliance, and the skilful cyo of our Great Commander saw that the 
moment was come to decide the day by a vigorous attack. Tin- whole 
line of Infantry, supported by Cavalry and Artillery, advanced u|»oii the 
enemy, forced his position upon Iho heights, drove him from every point, 
roofed him in all directions, and be fled in the utmost confusion, leaving 
liehind him 100 pieces of cannon and all their ammnnitian. The pur- 
wiit was contained till long after dark by the English, and kept up 
throughout the night hy Marshal Blucher. who took «0 pieces of cannon 
lielonging to the Imperial Guard, and several or Buonaporte'* Carriage, 
with his baggage at Geuappe. 

Such a glorious victory could not be achieved without great lr«=. 
and the number of th<we gallant men who lrnve bled in tin, cause of 
their country is considerable indeed. The Duke of Wellington hail n«t 
himself got the returns of tlu* killed and wouuded when his despatch 
came away.

On Friday, the 28th ultimo, there was a Gmnd Review of part of the 
Troop* iu Oarrifou, at the request of, and in compliment to, lli» Excel¬ 
lency the Persian Ambassador. 

About lialf |»»t three o'clock in the afternoon, the Troop* were 
paraded between the Church and Bazar gates, the Artillery posted on the 
right towards the woods, His Majesty's CGth Regiment taking up their 
ground immediately on their left, the 2nd of the 3td Native Regiment 
were ported next, then His Mtyesty'* 78th Regiment, the funoible Corps, 
the 1st of tho 5th Native Infantry', at projwr intervals; and His 
Majesty's 77tli Regiment ou the left. 

About four o'clock. His Excellency the Ftrrian Amlassador, ac¬ 
companied by bis suite, came upon the ]uinule, a pavilion haviug been 
erected for his reception; he was received by tho Hon'ble tho Gover¬ 
nor and tho Commandor-in-Chief, accompanied by their respective stair; 
on the Ambassador mitering the Pavilion, the British color* were dis¬ 
played on a flag stair erected for the purpose, a salute «*f nineteen guns 
was fired from the Park of Artillery, and a general salute of presented 
arms frnni the line. Tho whoh- of the trnoju were then whirled into 
column, mid marched in succession past llis Excellency the Ambassador, 
at open order, the officers saluting as they passed, and as they earns up 
to their former gmuuil they were again formed in lino; when Ilia Ma¬ 
jesty's 78th Regiment, advancing in lino in front, were halted at a small 
distance from tha Ambassador's Pavilion, and want through the manual 
exercise, with a degree of steadiness and precision, ifuit inducted tlua 
high stati? of discipline i>f that rcspectablo Corps, they then resumed their 
stilt j iin in the line. The Artillery then commenced firing, which was 
taken up by the line, firing platoons from the right of wiuga. after which 
the whole commenced mdiTpcuduut firing; and afterward* by corps tram 
flank to center. 

The troop* then formed in close column in the rear of the right flank 
companies of their respective corps, and afterwards deployed in grand 
divisions, and from that into line, and than advanced in line to the trout 
about a hundred and twenty paces, where they halted, took open order. 
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rxuI presented arm*, oSiaOM Minting with their srwordr, the whulo line 
then wheolod hock in open column of companies, anil marched past Ilia 
Eicclloacj the Vmliimgailiy r in quick time; which terminated the review. 

We understand Hie Excellency expressed himself highly gratified on 
Uut occasion :—the review waa attended hr a great part of the Europeans 
ef the Settlement; besides a mat oun course of Native*.

Tlie Uon’hhr tbs Governor; tho 
HanTAs the Recorder; Sir C. E. Carrington ; General Nicholla; the Mem¬ 
ber* of Council, and almost every European inhabitant of the Settlement 
attended in deep mourning. The service commenced with a Voluntary, 
performed in a very masterly style. The Anthem and Grand Chorus, with 
a Hymn and Chorus sulectcil for the occasion, with uncommon felicity, 
wcvv executed with an effort and excellence which could not have I*h*o 
hoped for or attained in this country, without the generous ussutanoo 
which a participation in the deep and universal holing of public regret 
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for the irreparable loss of the {’rent, nwl revered Man, in memory of 
whom the wmoe was performed, no honorably tailed forward, to jwv tliB 
last tribute to departed worth and greatness. The tender yet exulting 
uudoncholy of the Chorus recurring between each pause in the reading of 
the Hymn, produced a sensation which we have never seen surpassed. 

The Sermon was preached by the Reverend Nicholas Wade; I ho 
tost was from tlio First Book of Maccabees, chapter IX, vuim* 21— 
" Horn it tit csdiatU bum fall*• Mat dtlitttrtJ hrntl f * The discourse was 
worthy of the occasion; and is one of the few productions of tlto kind 
that will certainly continue to he read and admired, when tins occasion on 
which it was written hiu been long past. We understand that the Com¬ 
mittee appointed by tiro Into meeting of the British inhabitants of 
Bombay, for carrying into effect thoir resolutions, have requested the 
Reverend Mr. Wadu to allow his Diatxuiree to he published. 

Tlio striking contrast that lias appeared between the indifference 
usually felt on occasions of general mourning for public characters, and the 
deep and universal regret manifested in the present instance, has been 
observed by every one. For the most part the external murks* of regard 
are submitted to, in such cases, very much from a sense of decency and 
propriety; on this occasion, it would rather seem, from the strong and 
heartfelt manifestations of public concern, that each individual had lost a 
near and beloved relative.

Mr. Editor ,—On the return of onr Victorious Army from the 
hunks of tlie IFjfjjiatit, a question naturally arises iu tin* mind* uf the 
Literati, to leant, whether, whilst laying near the interesting spot, BrtfUi 
curiosity was excited to discover the Altars of Alexander, bo celebrated in 
anticut history. 

To a Briton it is doubly pleasing to reflect , that, his count ryrueu 
hnvu touched on the conquests of Alexander ill ik> remote a corner of the 
Glol«e, whilst the character uf tlie Macedonian conqueror shines with 
brighter lustre, us we contemplate the vnstnew of his genius and the 
extent of his plans, not merely excited by a apirit for Victory, hut in 
completing the execution of well-designed institutions for the LmeiH of 
tile conquered. 


The desire which first gave rise to the erection of these celebrated 
Altars may perhaps be excusable, if wo look to the astonishing actio u,. 
perform.*! by this monarch iu *o short a space of time, and within the 
jwriod of a life limited to .33 years. It npjwars, Mr. Kditor, from 
vorioug accounts received from the urmy, tlmt they were lately cne*nq*d* 
on the very spot occupied by the Macedonian conqueror on the banka 
or the Hrphanis, where that Pnnre, after fruitless und unuvuiling efforts 
tr» persuade his treojw to ndvunec, was compelled to relinquish his designs, 
and command.d iLone Al t a r s to he erected as a perpetual Mcuusuiiit of 
hi* victories ami laboura. 


I shall now proceed to detail some passages from drrun i ami 
Quintet Curtitu, illustrative of tlu> wibjeet; and shall conclude with 
expressing a hope that sotno of the many of our countrymen, rapahlo <»f 
instituting the nceesory enquiries on tlie spot, will, in due time, [.resent 
their Communication^ to the public notice.

M Finding at length, that the t roops continued to oWrvc an nlwti- 
IQlte siLmiv, Alexander called together some of his most intimate 
friends, and directed them to acquaint the Army of his resolution to 
return to Greece. Tliis intelligence diffused a universal joy among tho 
Soldiers, who crowded almut the Koval tent in great nnmher, and with 
tlie loudest acclamations declared, that their King could only he subdued 
by his own troops, and imploring blessing* from heaven on bis head."-— 
Idem, pa$t 233. 

*' 0» lint very sjie/, conformably to the number of the Grand Divisions 
of hi* Army, !ip ordered twelve Altar* to Ik* erected ; their height to equal 
the largest Towers, and of more than ordinary breadth. By those 
means exhibiting at omv, u proof of his gratitude to the Gods, who had 
conducted him victorious to such a distance, and consecrating to posterity 
a Monnmont of hi* own labours." 

*' The Altars being finished, the king ordered sacrifice-* to In* ]*>r- 
funncil, and instituted game* of horse, and f*w«l race* after tho Grecian 
fashion, He next delivered over the whole of the CVnmtry us far us the 
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hanks of the Hyphusis,to the authority of the King Poms, and returned 
with liia army to the River Hydrastis (Rawee)". — S& far Arrian. 

Pliny, in the next place, nays, “ Krexit illos in ndvcrsA ri])& (left 
blank) amnia llyphusis, qui fait; ejus itinerant terminus, exsaperuto 
turnon ainne." 

"These Altars were erected on the opposite bank of the river 
Hyphens, after trotting the river, which was the Umndaiy of Uis 
(Alexander’s) journey." 

And again, Curtin* say?, " Bidinun, irer datum eat; tertio die 
proccssit, origiq AuocUcrm ants ex quodrato eaxo, nxmnmentmn exj*cdi- 
tionisf boos. Munimcnta quoq castroruni jtissit extendi, Cuhiiiaq amplioria 
forma?, qiutm pro cwpanun haliitu, rclinqui, ut speuieni omnium augerct 
posteritati fullox Mirueulimi prapsrans.” 

“ Two days were given to anger, cm the third he went fortli, and 
ordered twelve Altars to be built of font tqtart stones as a Monument of 
hut Expedition; h« likewise ordered the fortifications of the Camp to be 
extended, and beds to ho nnidu and left Iwhind of a larger size thou 
usual, that every thing might appear wonderful, thus preparing a fallaci- 
ous miracht to posterity.” — Qu,utus Cartitu, Lib. W, Cap. 3. 

From this passage, it appears, that the Altar** wore built of finn 
square stones, and consequently of exceeding durability ; if so, surely 
some remains must he found ! Stone cannot jK'rish, and the mins of 
Palmyra, of Thebes, and of Persepolis, testify, even at tlie present day, 
their original magnificence and grandeur. The fortifications of hi* 
Camp might index'd have passed away in n lapse of age#; the beds and 
mongers of lingo dimensions might likewise have yielded to the hand 
of time; bat it is scarcely ptMoihhi to suppose that the twelve Altars, of 
the height and dimensions mentioned by Arrian and other writers, oam- 
posed of four square stones, could altogether have disappeared ! 

It must then naturally be inferred titat they actually do exist; and, 
should these humble hints tend in uny shape to the elucidation of this 
question, and ttffirrd scope to the abilities of scientific men, the obserra- 
tion» will not have b«n mo*lo in vain by

Lord Morpeth moved the order of the day for the Houbc resolving 
itself into a Committee, on the East India Annual Accounts. 

Tlie Spealtr having left the Chair, the Noble Lord observed, that 
the state of India, which he should have the honour of submitting to the 
Committee, was a subject of the deepest concern to this conutry. It was 
one which at all times, and under all circumstances, deserved the serious 
consideration of dint House ; hut if the album of India could he more 
interesting at one time than at another, it was at tliu present moment. 
The financial department of that country hud nlwaiu been an object of 
peculiar attention, in consequence not only of the importance of the sub. 
ject matter itself, but also from the variety and intricacy of the state* 
inenta which accompany it. The Board, of which he bail the honor to he 
a memlier, had done much iowartls facilitating the financial liusim ,c H of 
Jndiii. The attention and care which that Board had devoted to the 
arrangement* of this department, would make it unnecessary fur him to 
trouble the House with any preliminary observations. He would he 
the last man to raise any visionary hopes or to direct the attention of 
the House to object* which could not Ik* realized, but he had no herniation 
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to say, that the resources of India wvre vary great and productive, and 
might be rendend still greater by a system of economy. He did not 
mean that kind of economy which levelled without discrimination or which 
chouhl impair the necessary state and splendour of the Government of 
that country. It should Ire economy, combined with public faith, modera¬ 
tion and justice, from which nothing ought to warrant departure. The 
Noble Ixml then went tlinmgb the detail of figures, which will he letter

where the damage could have Item repaired, she was unfortunately 
wrecked betwixt Channel Creek and Culpee, and lias Ixwn abandoned hy 
her crew. Craft, and every assistance hiss been sent down, and hopes nru 
entertained that a great part of her cargo may he saved as well as Homo 
of the materials and stores of tire ship. 

Tin* J fatilJa, bound to Madras, Laving proceeded so far as Saugor 
1’oint, was overtaken by the gale, which is said to have been equal to the 
tremendous hurricane of 17S0, in tins West Indie*; every OBidvoT having 
k«n let go, and the ship still driving into danger, it wna determined to 
cut away the masts, trlrmr providentially the gale abated, and they wr.ro 
saved. A considerable quantity of rice nnrl all tire -jiani on deck luul 
in the mean time been thrown overlward. 

Tlu 1 ship having girted. Iter rudder became damaged in consequence, 
und it was judged prudent to return to Diamond Harbour where sire w 
omvid. To a similar accident, may the ultimate loss of the J lurciiwt?** 
WdtMUf be ascribed, for that occasioned tho loss of her niddiT anJ 
retuni, wlien she was wrecked. 

Great apprehensions arw entertained or Iho safety of the Jlnrmrca 
bound to Madras, that ship having been sen fin Sunday wn'niglit at 
the height of the gale, in a very perilous situation. She lost all her -tails, 
anil was returning, hail got a jrtlot on board, but luw not since been 
heard of. Tho Perten-ranee, inwmrl bound, from Madras, received n 
pilot at the same time, and it is said was soon on Monday hint, after tho 
gab* hud abated, but. no accounts of her lutrc since been received. 

The KUty, Captain Ruj>er, lwund to Madras, ww seen in the road* 
under bare pole*, during the bad weather; and a brig inwnrd bound, 
with her main-must gone; no further accounts ol either of these vessels 
have been received.

The ]iem»u whoso tuuno Appears ut the head of this ortielo ifl now 
no mure. lie was a native of Luliu, descended of Persian porunta, 
ami possessed of considerable talents ami a well cultivated mind. Tlu* 
liberality of his ideas led him to despise the narrow prejudice* so common 
among his countrymen, against all intercourse with Urn inhabibrnta of 
IiurwjK'j ami influenced wholly by a desire to improve or amuse Ida mind, 
then Miflbrimj under a scries of heavy rnlumtUes, hr determined to study 
the manners and institutions of tlie Eurojiean nations. In the course of 
tiro years he visited England, France, Italy, Malta, and Constantinople, 
whence he returned to Lidia by the wny of Bagdad. 

Soon after liis return he published in the Persian language, an 
account of his travel*, which ha* lately fallen into our luimla. 

The novel occurrence of a Mulioinedan traveller, resorting to Eng¬ 
land in intrvuil of knowledge, procorad for Aboo Tabb tbo moot dixtin- 
guiahod reception at the British Court, ami the marked attention with 
which ho wus treated by our beloved Sovereign, became the sure mama of 
his introduction to moat of our English Nobility, by whom be was 
received with a degree of hospitality seldom experienced by any 
fomigucr. To this flattering reception we may probably nacrilw tho 
diversion of our traveller's attention from the pursuits of sricnec and 
literature, to those of more amusement; a diversion which is not, in our 
opinion, to be greatly regretted, ainco it itdib considerably to the enter¬ 
tainment furnished by the perusal of hi* work. 

At a future (wriod we may possibly present our readers with a sketch 
of the life of Aboo Tallin Of his work, which was at first received by his 
countrymen with great indifference, tho rvjmtution has, we think, been 
gradually advancing as Cut as it «*«u lie expected in a country where tlie 
art of printing (destined to become general in the progress of time) has 
loam hitherto confined among the Natives to a few learned individuals, 
patronized by the College of Fort William.

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September, an d, wt* Law reason to believe, ot an earlier dale, but though 
•wn, it aeents |g Lave excited very littLr of tLe curiosity of thots? who 
MhcJd it, amt wne not generally observed before the 2mi of October, 
when tho aj’pc-aranwT of ilia star wsa so luminous tu» to attract I hi? 
tthnurt universal not ice of the Settlement. On the flnl «f Oc loiter the 
Comet wit* also visible, and on that day was observed with ft view to 
ascertain with a reflecting sextant its angular distant*; from two given 
stars. Tli'.* dimnes* of the specular and other cutjtr-» prevented live 
roovesa of tho observation, and, on the 4th and nth of October, the 
Comet was entirely obKured by the cloud*. We have reason to believe 
that tlai plnoe of the Comet was ascertained by the result of oil ohnervathm 
taken on Tuesday night, but of this fact we mv not certain, auy mun< 
than of a vogue opinion which lias been stated tu us, that the Cornet. 
i> now receding front the Sun. 

If any argument* were wanting to eonvim <* imr Countrymen qf tho 
propriety of cntahluhing n public observatory at this place, wo think 
that the appearance of this Comet, nnd the unprepared state m which 
our men of nciem* have (uw.vaaarily) been found on the occasion, would 
l*e autlii iunt to liring home conviction to lire minds of our nw*t sceptical 
rriKlera. On this subject there are, however, no sceptic*, and we are 
Melinwnre that lire want of an observatory must Ixi ascrihtd, not to 
any disinclinat ion on tho part uf the Settlement to fumisb the trilling 
contributions which tire support of such un establishment might eventu¬ 
ally nsjuire, but merely to that simple, though common, cause ol’ mipo- 
dimeut to the progress «if all improvement, the ifisisc/rNu/iea *f ioditiduat* 
to prypott a mcuturt which it Mongi to the pu’tdtt to carrp into effect. 

At Bombay, a public observatory has, we Micro, Mu nlready pro¬ 
jected by tho Literary Society of that place. At Madras (fortunately 
for the interest* of science) tt puldio observatory already exists ; and 
we ahall be sorry to find our own i* tin* ouly presidency ui India, whicli 
ciui bu reproached with tho al>«nce of an establishment at once an meful 
and so littlo expensive, lluit the charges for erecting it, ai well a» for 
furnishing the twwwary ajijmnitie, might 1* more than defrayed by the 
proceeds of one, or, at tho most, of two lotterns. 

Since we wrote the preceding paragraphs we have received certain 
information that the pluco of the Comet Las been ascertained. Th» 
velocity and direction are still unknown.

On the 
flying of cloth for tho army depend* the livebliood of a great number 
of men, and Indigo is a necessary article in several other branches of 
French industry. To whatever cause its uninterrupted introduction 
into France may bo owing, wo cannot but be highly gratifiod by the con¬ 
sideration tliat, whilst Bonaparte is straining all his nerves ami nterting 
all his art* to destroy tho proud iudcj-cadence or England, he ie effectually 
a depettflmt Optra her maritime SPTrnngnty.

Her mother was Counto* of 
Salisbury, daughter of Goorgo I>nke of Clarence, brother of Edward 
IV., condemned to death, for having revolted against his brother. Ho 
was a eon of Richard, Duke of York, who fell near Wakefield, in 140(1, 
in the wow of the White and Red Roar. His mother Ann, heiress of 
Lyond, Duke of Clarence, was married to Richard, Duke of York, 
found guilty of a conspiracy, and lndieaded in 1415, who was a *on «*f 
Edmund, Duke of York, fourth eon of Edward III. The house of tlie 
Earl of Moira contains a collection of portraits of liis illustrious and 
royal ancestors. 

The remainder of this article we «!*• not think pTu|*>r to in*» rl j it 
contains assertion* and insinuations which we should think onmdvc* 
culpable, if we were to publish. We ore utterly at a loss to conceive 
what can U* the olijcel of this extraordinary production, but we are 
convinced that the Noble Lord whose title to the Throne of this Realm 
it endeavours to establish, must fed disgust at the praises which it

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On fire and huming a hut at Bnraset, tho property of Kecnoo Bearer, on 
the 21th (by of October Lut. Mr. Gruul wan arraigned at the Bar, auil 
plea*led “ not guilty." 

Sir John Hovels, previously to gumming up the cvidcni'o, explained 
to the Jury the cirvumstanwa necessary in the creel* the law, to constitute 
the crime of Arson which ie a capital felony, without benefit of clergy, 
and defined to be the wilfully ami maliciously setting on fire and burning 
any dwelling-lion*, offices, or out-house. It was a uimunutancc cectiti- 
nlly necraxary to constitute this crime, that the hnming shonld haru Ix.-cii 
wilfully and maliciously done; insomuch, licit if a person though 
engaged in the commission of an unlawful act, such as that of smug¬ 
gling, for instance, should, while so engaged, accidentally or tlirough 
negligeuee, set a house or other premises on fire, it would only amount to 
a trespass. With respect to the value of the prnjierty it was not essential. 
The straw or matted hovel was aa much the Cattle of its tenant, a s 
the trailed edifice of tho more opulent. Sir John haring otTered somo 
further remarks, prwecdetl to sum up tlie evidence, and having gone 
through the whole, the Jnry retired, out of Court. After deliberating for 
ten or fifteen minutes, they returned with a verdict of “ Guilty." 

The Prisoner was then remanded, and ordered to I* brought up on the 
8th of January next, till which day the Sessions stand adjournal. On that 
day the grounds of a motion, for arrest of judgement, by Mr. Ferguson 
on certain legal points, will l»c argued in Court. 

Four gentlemen, Cadets on the Establishment, were tried on an 
indictment for an assault on William Turner, Garrison Serjeant of Fort 
William. The evidence being gone through, Sir M illiam Burrnnghs 
stated to the Jury tlint it was unnecessary to re-capitulate the evidence, as 
the gentlemen, who were prisoners at tint Bar, liud, since (be commence¬ 
ment of the trial, withdrawn their plea of not guilty, and had thrown 
themselves on the lenity of the Court. 'Hie prisoners wore ordered to be 
committed, and will receive tho sentence of the Court on the sth of 
next month. 

John Frat<r, convicted of Forgery, received Sentence last week, 
liefore the adjournment of the Serious, lie was sentenced to stand in the 
Pillory, and to lie kept at labour, in the House of Correction, for the 
term of two years. 

Anthony, convicted of an assault on Mrs. Doughty, with an intent to 
commit a rape, was sentenced at the came time to be imprisoned twelve 
months, and to be fined one rupee.

The Rtatc of tlit? surf at Madras trn WodnesJiiy rooming, the 0th 
DrvetnLcr, gave early indication of an approaching storm—during tho day 
the clmuls begun to gatbiT to the Northward, extremely thick nml Mack, 
and towards tho evening a few showers of rain fell—during the night and 
the whole of Thursday the rain (recreated, and the wind, which was north¬ 
erly, freshened. Ahont eleven o’clock ut. night, it blew a complete gale of 
wind, gradually encreasing to the North-West until mn> o'clock, when 
one of tlus meet tremendous galre rver remembered at Madras set m, and 
blew with rttmsasing violence until about five o'clock on Friday morning, 
carrying before it huts, trees, and nearly every thing tlwt opjioaod it* 
corrent, the windows and doors of tire moat substantial built houses were 
thrown with violence into the premises, or in an opposite direction. 

The Canal ul«out thi* hour forced its hanks; tho sea had previously 
risen far beyond the usual limits, luckily however it was not tlui spring 
tides. The snrf beat with amazing violence over the rang laris of tho 
Fort, sentry lwxes wm thrown in all directions, und tho bouts from tho 
Canal reached to tbe edge of the Mount Road, several are now lying near 
the Burying Ground, and une at the foot of tho Government Bridge. 

Alwut five, the gale nlsited and tho wind shifted to tbe Southward, 
eu creasing gradually until nlxuit hnlf past six, when une of the moat 
tremendous hurricanes, since the year 17112 at Pondicherry, commenced; 
thoeo trees and native houses which had been sheltered or withstood the 
North-West gale, now iu their turn gave way, and the eyn was wearied 
in bdutldbig tin* awiu! grandeur of the desolating scene which every¬ 
where surrounded, scarcely the vestige of a tree or shrub wm standing, hut 
lay jnromwcuously mingled on the Forth. The wind blowing with that 
dreadful fame, which gave the mind the idea of thunder, tho rain descend¬ 
ing in torrents, and every poison momentarily expecting the house which 
sheltered him giving way to the elements ; about ten on Friday morning 
the wind began to decrease, and during the last night there was rm»h 
thunder and lightning accompanied with heavy rain ; and this morning 
Uw wind appears steady in the South-East, 

It would bo impossible at this time to enter into any thing like u 
ihrtail of the mischief that lias taken place. Moot of tlw houses of tire 
European inhabitants are partially injured ; not a tree, we believe, in tho 
neighbourhood of Madras, has escaped; mostly tom „p by tho roots, or 
split in the middle na from lightning. Carta are lying upset in every direc. 
tion, and the cuttle and in some instances their drivers, nrv dead near the 
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spot, A brig and a pariah vessel lying in the roads were driven on shore 
and stranded ; many villages and the banks of tanks and rivers 
ore completely swept away, and it is feared most, of their inhabitant* are 
lost. The houses in the Block Town, St. Tbiffdd, and the neighbouring 
villages, are completely or partially unroofed, the mud houses of the 
native* an? level with the ground. 

There was not any thunder or lightning during the storm. 

At the Mount, the Hug stair U blown down, and most of the Iuhin* 
have been stript of their tiles, and otherwise damaged. Muny thousand 
live* have bovu loet in this dreadful hurrieane, but we ltave not heard or 
any European having suffered, except the crew of the brig stranded.—

The plan of an erection of a Light House on Sangnr Island, Isaviug 
Wen approved by the Court of Directors, an Artist for the superinten- 
denco of tin) work was sent from England, and arrival in Calcutta by 
tin.' tali' ships. The building is to be immediately commenced. Colonel 
Kyd left town on Friday last for Saugur, in order to determine the m- >-t 
projter situation for tlm site of the building. 

The Lamp, Reflectors, and other parts of the apparatus have l*cti 
reoeivod from EnglumL It is intended, from the proposed elrrotion, 
tliat the light "hull be vi-.ilill- at the distance of eight or ten leagues. 

From the additional safety, that this light House i* calculated to 
extend to the navigation of the lower part of tbo River Hooghly, it must, 
be considered as uno of tbo most useful establishments that could bo 
projected. 

In the course of Monday night, eighteen of tlie French Prisoner* of 
War, confined in Fort William, contrived U> «flbet their escape, by cutting 
a hob' through tlie wall of the building, in which they were confined. 
They are supposed to linve gme down the river towards Kedgeree, in the 
hope of seizing a Pilot Schooner, or some other small vessel, in which 
they may endeavour to got to sea. Tlicre is, however, much probabdity 
that their design will I* frustrated, from the promptitude and alacrity 
with which they have been pursued. 

Tire opening through which the French Prisoner* escaped was so 
small, that they must have forced their way through it with the utmi-t 
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difficulty. The sentinels were at their post, Imt from the darfciWflB of 
the night mul the silence with which the escape was effected, no alarm or 
mtspiciuu occurred till the following morning.

very singular and well prelected auimal; armed as he i« with a coat of 
mail, impenetrable to the assault)* of enemies less skilful in the arts of 
destruction than the human species. 

Tnt'ttSDar, Jam 2, 1808. 

In the course of hut wwk intelligence woe received in town of the 
arrivnl at Bombay of a small vessel frum the Persian Gulph. Tliia 
wawl loll Ituasorah on tint fith of April, and touched at Bind lire mi her 
passage to India. The letters from Bushin; extend, we believe, to the 
17th of April. 

No authentiented intelligence of any kind has been received from 
Europe bv this conveyance. Reports from Constantinople state that 
Bonaparte hail oMcmblcd a large army at Ragusu, with the proliablc view 
of carrying into effect hie plans for the spoliation of the Turkish Empire. 
Notwithstanding the reputed apathy of the Turks, it is not credible that 
they will submit, without a struggle, to become the vassal* of a Christian 
power; and os the hostile designs of the French ruler have been generally 
known since the conclusion of the treaty of Tilsit, it is a matter of some 
astonishment tliat wc have yet heard of no preparations for the defence 
of the Empire. That no arrangement of defensive alliance has yet taken 
pliwe between Tnrkey and England seems to evince, on the part of the 
former, a degree of blind improvidence not perfectly accounted for, 
even by the usual iml.vcility of the Turkish Government. Should that 
imbecility be the cause of their ruin, it is yet probable that Bonaparte will 
find, in Turkey, a more troublesome acquisition than any that luu hither- 
to fallen into his hands. We have heard much of the religious uninusnty 
against the English, manifested by the Spaniards in South Amrri<-,i. 
There is no animosity, no rancour in the world, half so powerful and 
virulent a* that which animates the breast of a pious Moosohnan agoiiut 
those who profosa a iliffcrenoc of religions faith ; nnd however Boiuqxtrte 
and bis Generals may assume the Turban when it suits their purpose, the 
mockery of tint prnfesnuoiu will bo easily aeon, ami will generate the con¬ 
tempt of their new subjects, without in the least diminishing their anti¬ 
pathy. It is impossible, perhaps, for any Christian power to retain uiidi*- 
turboJ the pMhaiim of Turkey, while the religion of Mooliununud shall 
be general there.

It is with extreme concern we liavo to announce to tlie public the 
death of thi* gallant ami illustrious Commiuuler, who ditd last night at 
half pswt six o’clock, ut his residence in Ixuver Brook Street, llis Lord¬ 
ship, as we formerly stated, was taken ill on Thursday lost when the Trial 
of General WliiUrluek* wsa postponed till Monday (this ilay) in conao- 
rpience of his iudwp**rtkm. 

After haviny eminently distinguished himself in liin country's cause 
on the continent in Ireland, and, lastly, in tin* East Indite, where he 
added greatly to tlio glory and honor of tho British name, Gerard Lake 
was created a Viscount, and raised to the Peerage of tliis Realm on tho 
81st of October 1807, as a rcwanl to which hi* merit justly entitled him. 
Ho wa» Governor of Plymoaih, a General in the Army, and Colonel of 
the 80th Regiment; Gentleman Attendant of the Prince of Wales, and 
into of hi* Royal Highness Council of State for Cornwall. He w.« 
much attached to and much esteemed hy that illustrious Pwsnnngv. Ho 
is succeeded in his title# and estates by his eldest son, (now Visoount 
Lake,) who was present ut the dissolution of his lather. Hi* Lordship 
was, wo behove, about seventy ymrs of age, but hia constitution was 
much imjwired by the climate of India.

Ou Monday night, about 12 o'clock, a very during rubbery wan 
committed, in the village of Howrah, opposite to Calcutta, upon the 
dookun of a petty Shroff, situated in the public street, and Mnrnundid 
on every side with the dwellings of Europeans. It ap|H3ors that the 
diu>kau wan regularly attacked by a strong gang of deceits, whom the 
reporta of witnesses have magnified to the nnmlicr of uu hundred men, 
tinned with matchlocks, spears, and tulwars. Small parties ware jvistrd 
in all the avenues, to guard against interruption, while the main body 
proceeded to foreo their way into the dockan. A poor man belonging to 
tho neighbourhood, who, upon Inuring tho noise, camo out of his but, and 
challenged tlw first party of deceits, was immediately strock with a spar 
in the belly, and died on the following morning of the wound. After 
breaking into the duokan, the ilecoite secured anil brand the people 
within, ami then proceeded to carry off tliuir booty, which tiny effected 
m wifcty, to the amount, it is said, of near a thousand rupees, in ctudi 
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ntul valuables. During Ike whole transaction, not a single elnnvkcedar 
made hid appearance. 

For Duse last two years, the enterprizcs of the demits, on die 
opposite side of Uio River, have pmgrweivvly become more frequent and 
iliiniu;. A mouth lias seldom jm**od during that jieriod, without the 
incurrence of some robbery more or 1dm considerable. But we seldom 
recollect to Imre heard of an outrage so upon and fearless u the present, 
prpctTuted ao marlv in the vicinity of this ractn'qioiis. 

All communication with the ncighhourhixid wtia so completely cut 
olV liy parties pitted by the Demits, to some distance around, that it 
w\i* found impossible to give die alarm at the yard of Mc**ro. Smith 
and Terry, where the crew of a sloop of war ore lodged) and who, had 
they beard of the attack, would not only have saved Uio property, hut 
iu nil probability wnukl have made prize of Uic enemy. 

An European Gentleman, who inhabits a house nearly opposite to the 
Shroff'* Dookan, witnessed the Bobbery, widiout being ahlo to interfere. He 
had a M usque t, but being without Ammunition, be could render no 
assistance. 

Tin- young Man, who was unfortunately killed by those Decoits,wus 
a fine Hindoo Youth, of aliout IK years of age. — [Jfirror.] 


To the preceding account we subjoin the following particulars on 
the authority of u Correspondent:— 

" Tlie Deceits made dmir attack with lighted imwauls and torches, 
clashing their arms, shouting, and firing off their matchlocks from time 
to time. They threw luick bulsnl Mr. Coojieris windows (the European 
G 1 . 11 th.man ulludcd to in the Mirror), nml nude cuts at his gate with 
their tulwars; culling oat, in a roicn of defiance, to tho Europeans in the 
neighborhood, to come out and fight with them. They remained on the 
spot for nearly an hour; yet, neither during thnt tinir, nor during the su!*- 
sequent part of the night, was the Bazar visited hy the usual patrelr; 
u..r was any information convoyed to the Tnnntih at Sulkea, until next 
morning, when the man who bad liccn robbed, went to make his complaint. 
Tho murder is said to have boon committed hy one of the oentinels, wlm 
was pistil in s narrow passage of the bazar. The poor fellow came out 
of hi* hut half asleep, to enquire the occasion of tlic noise, when he 
instantly received his wound. Cloth* to the value of 800 Rupees and 
about 100 Rupee* tn money and hullion, are said to have been taken away. 
Tlic people in tlie house were severely beaten by tin* thk-ves.

•' You will be sorry to hear thut three different Murders are men¬ 
tioned in tile Calendar; and that for a fourth you will have an Indiot- 
mrnt Uhl Wore y<m in oonaequimoe of a Dud between two Military 
Officers, one of whom, imluiiijiily fell by a pistol shot, which proved 
filial at the place of meeting. Thii witnesses swear to facts, from which 
it must be inferred that the Duel was premeditated. And if it was, I 
need scarcely tell you that the offence of the @nreiver, however great 
his provocation may have been, clearly amounts to Murder. 

{{ The practice of Duelling, which has long been a reproach to the 
superior order* of society, in almost every |art of Eurojic, w, I am 
happy to believe, wearing gradually away. The professed Duellist in 
Him country, 1 hope, is utterly unknown, and lias long been consigned 
in every oilier, to all the iuiiuny, which so brutal a character deserves. 
Duck, instead of being now considered ns any test of that- true and 
genuine courage, which is one of the most nohlo qualities of tho mind, aro 
often sought, we know, by the cowardly, us wefl as by tine brave, and in 
almost every instance are justly a*cril«ed to the unmanly fear of being 
thought afraid. Many naval and military characters of distinction, who 
have often risked their lives against the enemies of their country, liavo 
latterly rendered cK«>ntia! service to society, by bringing their challen¬ 
gers to justice, instead of agreeing to meet them in the field. And most 
men, it ia to 1st Imped, will lie at last convinced, that some better mode 
of redress, lioth for injuries and insults, may lie found, than that which 
so absurdly, as well as criminally, is to depend on superior dexterity 
in using a pistol or a sword, with which, in general, wc liiwl the least 
respectable are most expert. Much already hus licen dons by the general 
fwiai of soeictv, "ml particularly of the first and best educated orders 
among whom we soareely ever heard of Duck. Their own attention to 
good manners, and tint certainty with which every one who violates good 
manners always finds himaolf excluded by them, are the principal means 
employed; and if those means were more generally adopted, and duck 
were U£ much discountenanced by others as they are by the highest und 
most rapectahle ranks of life, there soon would he an end to (hie dis¬ 
graceful practice, and to all necessity for tho expedients that many ruen 
liave suggested for the purpose of preventing it. 

"Still, however, it prevails. And destructive at it is, Juries too often, 
I fear, are induced to make more allowance than they ought for its 
influence iijkhi pmw in the rank of Gentlemen; few of whom, unhap¬ 
pily, bavo yet fortitude enough to disregard those fake and sanguinary 

n 1 
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Lttn uf huttnr, at the v uv calliWI , that mi frequently lead them deliberately 
U» violate the lav* of Uuir .vuulry tuul tlue law* of God. By 
military men, iu particular, thin allowance, it seems, is mimt expected ; 
and if it could la* extended to any diseription of persons, tlicy, it lias 
lawn said, would haw the matt twHWIllifc claim. Their courages they 
Lull u*, like the honor or u woman, cannot even Us suspected, without 
drrp injur)' both to their interests and feelings; and rather tluui submit 
to have it for one mmnont doubted, certain it is that they often havd 
reluctantly been driven to assail the lives of others uml expose their own, 
even when the offence was iu its nature trivial, and all resentment was 
at uu end. 

•• But if it were, necessary, Gentlemen, to make any answer to such 
a claim, to a claim which produce* such deplorable effects, and wbieh uo 
man can admit without justifying thi* destructive practice and the 
murders that arise from it, it would be quite sufficient to reinirul you 
that the m«t~Military Government uf Europe have lung bueu the newt 
rigorous in the punishment of duds, and that when death ensues, they 
are e ho~-«t with crimes of the deepest guilt, not only try our own laws, 
hut by the runciuriug laws uf every e nl ig h te ne d tuition upon earth. In 
.aim, happily, justice is always combined with mcrey, And though I, for 
mie, am perfect!^ convinced that homicide in Duels luts (won uueii too 
frequently idloMfcl to escape the penalty of the Law, yet 1 am far from 
den ring that uu trials for this offence, as well as others, cireumstaiio* 
tdlen may occur* which will justly entitle a prisoner to mercy, notwith¬ 
standing he api»oar in the imhappy situation of a man, who lias unlaw- 
hilly depriviri another of his life. In every homicide there ore different 
degree* ^uilt to which it i* the peculiar duly, and allow mo to remind 
yon tho exclusive dnty, of the Court and Petty Jury to attend. And 
when a prisoner is brought lx-fore them nj»on Rich a charge as this, you 
cannot possibly suppose that any cireumstaino which ought in juntii o to 
avail him, was ever to bo forgotten. His conduct in tlw origin awl pro- 
grrto uf the quarrel, the provocation given, tho interval which elapsed 
between tht- provocation and the combat, hi* profession and time of life, 
and that which is much more material, hi* general character, will always 
lie considered And if it should appear that he was goaded by gross 
insults and impoUtii'B* on his honor; that liis resentment was not rnalig- 
uanl or implacable; that tho intervention of those friends, who so oflcn 
prevent extremitioa, was neither neglected nor refused; that no unfair 
advantage wa» taken of hi* adversary at the time of fighting, or by pnv 
vioua practising to premia- for it, every allowance which the public good 
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wold wnrrnnt, would lift mode by those, whore province it U lo aacortum 
the degree uf guilt, or mitigate the severity of low. 

« Rut whenever it njqiear* Hint in each material circumstances he 
was essentially to blame, be must stand condemned even by tl« mistaken 
rule* «r honor, which hr pleads ns his oxciwe, and an man, who regnnl* 
the pence and happiness of society, could wish lo scran him from tho 
punishment, which the law denounced against hi* crime. 

« Rut whatever may lie tho ground*, Gentlemen, tipon which any 
prisoner con hope for rnrrcy, ymi, tw Grand Jurors, never can be either 
authorized or competent to determine whether it "light to be extended 
to him or not. Your province is merely to determine, whether there lx: 
snllicicnt ground* for bringing him to that, trial by which his claim to mwj 
must l>e ascertained, and for that reason, you are confined to Urn examina¬ 
tion or witnesses on one side only, namely, the witnesses for the Grown ; 
and lest their testimony should be disclosed, you examine them in lwivnto 
mid witliout the assistance of the Court. The whole merit* of the case, 
tlwrefore, can never be sufficiently liefore yon, and even if they were, jour 
throwing nut the bill would bo very mistaken lenity to the prisoner, and 
might ultimately prove in the highest degree injurious to him, inasmuch 
ns tt would afford him no security against a new P«-OCtition at some 
future dav, when, |wrhai*, his witnesses might Is? dimmed or dead, and 
he might consequently lie wholly unable to bring forward his defence. 
The verdict of the Petty Jury it is which atford* hint that security in <»m- 
sequemw of his being allowed by law, if he lie acquitted of the whole or 
any jxirt of tlie charge, to plead that verdict, for ever alter, ns a l*r to any 
other indictment, for tlio same offence. Yon will, therefore, 1 am persuaded, 
fo-el it te lw your duty, Oentkmcn, to flic accused, ns well u* to tho fmhlic, 
to find the hill, ami send him to his trial, unless you wholly discredit tlie 
witnesses for lh* crtnvn, when they tell you, tlial hi* unfortunate advonctry 
lia* fallen by his hand.

Tbe Mooninkhub-ool-Loghaut, though undoubtedly defective in the 

nnmlx*r of its wools, has the rare advantage of living generally and justly 

considered ns an authority of unquestionable accuracy: and being more 

easily consulted than any other dictionary of Arabic words, it is on lliat 

account peculiarly adapted to the use of lieginnera. Every Native, 

whether learned or otherwise, is in the common habit of having recourse to 

ita nid ; orul then; » not, |wrhaps, any other work of the same nature, tlic 

utility of which hn<* lw»>n so generally extended. Tho Manuscript oopiw 

of the Moontukhnh, like those of every Arabic and Persian book, do 

nevertheless abound in errors, resulting from the carvleo* tnurcuracy of 

ignorant transcribers, employed to multiply tlu* copies of the work. In 

the Edition lately issued from the Pro*?, those errors have I icon generally 

corrected, either by the means of comparing various copies, or by having 

mwinr to the Knnimxw and olltcr Arabic Lexicon*, from which the author 

compiled his work. The type employed in printing the present edition is 

Liigographic in a considerable degree; and though the execution is ie.it 

every where of equal excellence, it will 1* found to approach more 

nearly to the written character than any’ hitherto employed in Europe or 

India. The writrr of this article has no [lersauol interest in tho «de of 

tlu- Moontukhub, which » Use property of certain natives attached to tho 

Persian deportment of the College. In recommending it to the attention 

of those to whom it may ho useful, he ia not therefore influenced by any

Tmuunut, Jaxtaby 20, 1809. 

In the course of lost week, letters have been received from the Gen¬ 
tlemen of Mr. Elphinstone’s misrion, extending down to thu 27th ultimo. 
At that time they remained encamped near Mine, on the right Itank of 
the Chuiumh or Aosines, which river they had crossed from nnjghaut a 
few days before. They wore dill without ouy direct advices from the 
Court; nor did they even know any thing certain respecting the «tua- 
tion or movements of the Sultan. While some reports represented him 
as proceeding on his jonnu-y towards Peshawar, according to others, he 
Itad returned to Candeliar. The Embassy, however, was to march again 
upon the 29th, and expected to cross the Indus about the 2nd of Janu¬ 
ary. The roads in tho direction of Cabul, at Uio distance of ahoat an 
hundred miles from the ptaoo of encampment, being rendered fanpaanU« 
at tliat Season by the snow, it »vm hoped that they woulil find the King 
nl Peshawar. All these letters represent the climate of Moollnu os tntst 
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Awl y btfiil. The Thermometer it annriee liad been «o low as 26 degrees, 
and have* never risen higher than 7tt degrees. European vegetables, and 
«mc of the European fruits were to be* hod in obuudance. 'Die Aoe- 
«nc 9 (which name &ecnw to l»e given, in these letter*, to the united 
Ktreams of the throe rivers, IUvee, Beynh, and Chunauh) is 1 niilo, 
1 furlong, and 185 yards in breadth from bank to bank, at the place 
where the Mission was encamjMsl. Tin- breadth of stream below the 
ghaut, at that season, did not exceed 850 yards. 

An European Deserter from the Company’s Provinces, named John 
Hensley, bad lately come into the Camp, who stated, that lie hud Item 
two nr throe years in tlw service of the Nuwab Moxnffitr Khan, and that 
them were two others of his comrades in the some situation, and a third, 
who was kept in ooutinomont at Minkerec by Mahomiucd Khun. They 
received an allowance of (JO Rujtces per month, and lived very comfort¬ 
ably with their wives in tho fort of Shujnhad, about 18 miles distant 
from MoolUii. Hensley wore the Hindoostauee dress, and bud all the 
appearance of u Native. Tbo gentlemen of the embassy were carefully 
cherishing their muxtachues; tho want of that essential appendage of 
manhood being couiadored in u very equivocal ligiit, among a people 
purely Asiatic. 

It is said that tbo novel appearance of So formidable a body of 
vtrsngcn had at first excited some little uncasincM among the Afghan*. 
The inhabitants of the villages on thuir route, had removed iuto the 
larger towns; and the Kuwuub of Median (who, it seems, is not in the 
good graces of his Sovereign) conceived an apprehension tliat they meant 
to seize his fort, for the behoof of tho King of Candahar. These fears 
however, were soon dissipated : and though tho Nawsub took hi a precau¬ 
tion of doubling hi* garrison, and shutting up his town, !w conducted 
himself towards the Embassy with great politeness and hospitality.— 
[Unrlarn.]

Tire heroism displayed by the British Array 
on the 22nd of January, in the reduction of the strongly defended Hill 
of ttogowley, hod probably a vary material effect in deterring from uny 
determined opposition at. Adjyghur. The submission of this important 
fortress, without loss on the part of our army, is the more pleasing, as 
from the extraordinary natural strength of the place, which is represented 
u* litllo inferior to Gwalior, its reduction must have been attended with a 
heavy loss, under any resolute or well-directed defence.—[J/irror.J 


TitCBHUAt, March ( J, 1800. 

Thu private accounts lately received from the gentlemen of Mr. 
Elphinstonu’s embassy axe, in every point of view, most pleasing anil 
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wwpimou*. Ou the 3rd ultimo, the Embody wow still encamped at Dumb 
Iamuel Khan, which place they had reached on the 11th of the preceding 
month. They wait.nl the arrival of a Mchmaundcr, who liad been ap¬ 
pointed by the Kin* or Cabul to conduct Mr. Elphinatone to the royal 
presence, and who was expected to reach the Camp by the 4th or 5th 
idL at IhrtbcsL In that case, the Embassy wonld move from Dcrah 
Ismael KJuui about the dtli or 7lh, and in all likelihood would arrive at 
Peshawar, when; the King laid fixed his residence for the muter, about 
the “5th of the same month. Meanwhile, every thing appeared to augnr 
the most favourable issue to the purposes of the Mission. Tho King 
lud felt himself highly gratified by so flattering a mark of attention from 
the Britiah Government, and lmd sent forward an honorary escort of horse 
from his ramp, to attend Mr. Elphiu*t»me on his journey to Peshawar. 
This escort actually joined the Embassy on tbu evening ot the 2nd. 

In every stop of their progress through the country, the respect 
and confidence of the several chieftains and of the inhabitants in 
general, hail l«en displayed towards the Mission, by every good 
office, wbiob was within their power. The impression which they had 
received of the British character, will be bettor understood from the 
following passage of the correspondence, to which we arc indebted for 
this information, than from anything that we can state: " they 
a (the Afghans) conceive that we are a race of people, who livo for ever, 
“and have the power of restoring youth to the aged, vigour to the 
*• infirm, reason to thaw Iwreft of it, limbs to tbit maimed, eight to tliu 
« blind, oml even lilo to tlm dead; iu short, that nothing is imporwiblo 
.i f or u „ t 0 perform. The consequence is, that our tents aru surrounded 
'•from rooming till night, with crowds seeking medical aid ; and, were 
w t}, e Doctor to bare recourse occasionally to a few bread pills and 
m other fUceiot, our supply of mcdicinoe would epcodily bo cxliuuatod.'* 

The of the River Indus at Dcrah Turn aid Khan are very lour 

and skirted with jnnglo. Tim stream is muddy and not very rapid; 
mid Uro bed is composed of a grey sparkling sand, intermixed with a 
little clay. Tim breadth of the river itself from bank to bank, during 
the dry season of the year, is alxmt 3 miles, Imt it is divided by 
tanks and islaml into several stream*, the largest of which is about 1,1*00 
yards iu hrvadib, and from 12 to 15 feet in depth. In tlin rainy season, 
the Indus overflows the adjacent country, to the extent of 18 or 20 
mil«. Tliewil nlong its shores is neh, but very little improved by 
cultivation} the whole fact' of the country being over-spread with jungle 
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The mnrintainH denominated the Hills of Salomon an* situated at 
the distance of alwut 60 or 60 miles from Derail Ismod Khan. Two of 
tlie gentlemen belonging to tlio mission, set out on an excursion to thnt 
quarter; but, haring ascertained that the pinnacle, or n Soluninn'n Throne” 
was rendered quite inaccessible at that season by the snow, and that 
tbeir journey would be attended with considerable danger from the ban¬ 
ditti who info6t the mountains, they returned, without haring accom¬ 
plished the object of their journey. JIariarv .J 


Thcojhiat, Maucu 23, 1S09. 

By letters from Cohul of the 9th ultimo, wo learn, that Mr. 
Elphinstune and hia suite, after a stay of some weeks at Derail Isrand 
Khan, finally quitted that place on the 7th, and proceeded on their jour¬ 
ney towards Peshawar. On their first day*s march, they were met by 
a party of Horse, who had been sent forward by Siyah-ool-raoolk to 
re-infbree thoir escort. The Commander of tho detachment was also the 
bearer of a complimentary letter from his Sovereign to tho British 
Envoy, expressing, in the most oonlial terms, the high satisfaction with 
which he liad heard of his approach. Tho letter was accompanied with 
a magnificent the tout, consisting of a garment of gold—doth and somo 
shawls of tho richest description, together with several mnles Union with 
every variety of fruit which the country produces. This pledge of tho 
rornl favonr was received with suitable respect by the Embassy. A tent 
was pitched on tho occasion, to which Mr. Elphinstone proceeded in 
state, accompanied by all the gentlemen of his retinue, and escorted by 
a company of Infantiy. He was there invested with tho khclaut, under 
a fc* dt jolt from tho detachment 

The intelligence received from tho British ^ aired, who, same time 
l*fore, had been sent ou to Peshawar in clrnrgu of a dispatch to tho King, 
was most satisfactory ami pleasing. Tho Vakeel hirasolf had oxperiawrd 
tho utmost attention and hospitality; apartments liad been prepared, by 
command of the Shah, for Uic accommodation of the Kmlmaty; and 
a third party of horse, amounting to 500, liad left Peshawar, and 
might be expected to arrive in Camp about tho 12th. Every thing in 
short, continued to hold out the most favourable prospects to tho Mission. 

At the date nf the accounts to which wo allude, the Embassy was 
encamped at the entrance of a pews near the small town of FutUemia, 
three marches distant from Dcrah Ismael Khan. The <cenury in that 
neighbourhood is dowril™! as remarkably picturesque and magnificent. 
To the North East and South the luudacape it bounded by a stupendous 
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ridge nf mountain*, while a beautiful valley extend* for CO or 7o miles 
towards the wist, as far as the high and snowy heights of Soaliman, 
la their w**)- march, the Embassy expected to cross another desert, and 
had accordingly provided a nafficient supply of water and provisions far 
the* whole party. On the lltii they hoped to roach Isali Kbyh, and in 
two days mure to arrive at Kalah Baugh. There they proposed to halt 
for several day*, after which they would go on to Pesliawar, whore they 
expected to bring their tedious journey to a close about the 25th. 

Soojnh-ttl-Mixilk had sent on hi* army to Attock, whem they wen* 
ordered to cross the Indus, for the purpose of chastising the rebellious 
Sauliahdar of Cadimerc. It had been the King's intention toaocompauy 
his force* in person, aa Du as Attock; but, on hearing nf the approach of 
the British Embassy, ha hod altered his purpose, and determined to 
await their arrival at Peshawar. 


Thurouav, Aran. 20, 1500. 

D/Wo, a Village 8 mile* South of Robot j 21 *t February 1801 ). 

“ We left Qurruh Bogh the day before yesterday. Before, however, 
1 proceed to give you an nccoant of that and the following day's march : 
1 must inform you, that 1 dispatched a letter from a v illag e called 
Khoodoo-saec, one march short of Qumdi Bagh, but the dawk l«rmr. 
had not proceeded a ones, when they were stopt and the letters taken 
from them. The robbers had l»cu led to suppose, that the pocket con¬ 
tained «lk; hut when paper alone woe found, they tore up all the letters, 
and throw them into the river. 

" From Turrtigub, our rood, although a rich and fertile tract of 
ground, subject to inundation from the overflow of the lndae, which, by 
the quantity of mud, which it yearly dejiosite, gives new vigour and sub¬ 
stance to the soil. On our left, at tho distance of soma miles, was a high 
range of barren hills, composed of a soft, friable Hand-stone, their tops 
pointed, craggy, and irregular, aud their sides ravincd by the torrents, 
and within a certain distance from their liases, descending by a moderate 
dope towards the plain. The intermediate space between these hills and 
our route was on uneven tract of country bearing a wide and scattered 
bush-jungle with a little grass. On tho right, was to be sum tho lied of 
tho Indus, of a great, extent, and the stream separated into many channels 
by numberless islands of various sizes, most of them bearing gram, hut 
tome laid down in com. Bt*yonil tins and terminating the landscape, 
appeared the opposite bank of the river, low, and with a duster or row of 
trow here and there chequering the horizon, aud a ridge of barren hills. 
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in the Look ground, which were neither plowing from their twenty, nor 
striking from their magnitude or grandeur. It appeared to roe, thut the 
extreme distance from the east bonk of the Indus to the base of these 
hills might ho about 18 or £0 miles. The distance gradually decreases, as 
you approach to Kola Bagh. All the hills we have os yet teen on the 
Indus, or near it, are perfectly bare of Verdure, with the exception only 
of a few tuircrablo thorny hushes, and Lho scattered tolls of gross on Lheir 
•loping sides. Their substance is either a dark grey sand-stone, or the 
same rand-stone mixed with flaky' strata of clay and course graveL One 
side is usually precipitous and craggy, distinctly shewing Lho materials 
or which they are composed, while the other has generally a sloping and 
practicable, though steep, ascent, covered with a thin layer of earth, 
pebbles and rand mingled together, and bearing such scouty shrubs and 
grasses as the rail afford*. 

"One of our stages was at Khoodoo-zoec, on the bonks of the Indus, 
The npjiearance of the river thcru is grander and more cheering than in 
any other part of it* course, which I had Wfaro seen. The wod bonk, 
on which wo encamped, was high and steep, and composed of a firm 
calcareous earth, much broken and intcraocLcd by the descending torrents. 
The wuter was bcautfully clear, of a light greenish hue, apparently _ very 
deep, and flowing over a Led of stones and pebbles, but withont rocks. 
The opposite shore was & gently shelving sand hank, with here and there 
an island covered in general with long yellow grass, bat in some parti¬ 
cular part* with com. The stream seamed to be from 2 to 300 yard* 
wide, and the current remarkably swill. 

u From Khoodoo-race we marched to Qurrah Hugh (a short dis¬ 
tance of about 10 miles) over ground broken and uneveD, but in some 
places pretty fertile. Our route was constantly interrupted, by the 
brood, stony, and sandy beds of tuireuts, which mu down from the 
hills. The road gradually approaches the mountains until it reaches 
Hurrah High, which is a email town, built at the fool of a high, sleep, 
and precipitous lull, overhanging the river. Between the bone of this 
eminence and the stream, but n narrow epoco is left; am) that is very 
steep and rugged fiom the fragments of sandstone and rock, which 
hare fallen from above. A road or pathway is hero cut for the conve¬ 
nience of travellers, sufficient to - admit the passage of loaded Mutra, 
Bullocks, or Assoo. But, uukss the people attending us on the part of 
the King hail caused it to lie repaired and enlarged, it would not Live 
been practicable for our CnmcLi and Klophouts. Carriages of no sort, un 
pm*; hut there tire excellent flat-bottomed boats by whi.h any articles 
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may be transported round the point. In passing along, several of our 
Camel* loo; their footing, and rolled into the river: bat iu boats were 
ready nt all Ui8 dangerous points, the articles were saved, and the Camels 
escaped with a few bruise* and knocks. 

" Qurmb Dagh is nnnarkabltt in several particulars, hut cluefiy at 
the point nt which the Indus is first confined to one stream, between 
honks which it cannot possibly overflow. It is also remarkable fur 
possessing an inexhaustible store of Lha finest rock-salt, supplied by the 
'arae hill, whose Imse is skirted by the difficult pas abovn-montioued. 
Tlunlly, it is unricbed by very considerable wlum works. And in the lost 
place, it is an abject of curiosity from the peculiar manner in wiiiuh tbo 
houses are built, on the almost perpcmlicular front of tins acclivity. Thu 
salt is here sold at 25 mannds j«r Rupee, and transported on camels and 
bullocks, to tha l\uijuub, Mooltan. Sind, and Uie lower part* of tlio Cabul 
Dotniniuna Alum also is bartered hi trade, and by means of Uieee 
exports, the inhabitants arc supported in great, cane and comfort. The 
houses seem to bo built on platforms, cat out of the declivity of the hill. 
They hat* on odd ap|H*arance; rising irregularly one above the other, 
like largo fepiaro or oldong blocks of masonry, or stratified rocks. Some 
they arc obliged to sapjwrt by buttresses and sloping stone ramparts, :u 
the substance of Uiu hill itself is so easily destroyed by water. The 
Inhabitants ore a trilss of Afghan* called Awans, the chief man of the 
clan living in Qurrah Bagh. The stream of the Indus here, between 
the two nearest points of the opposite hills, I should conjecture to 
bo from 3 to 100 yards wide. An arrow shot occroes the stream fell 
short of tha opposite hank, by about one-third of Lho distance. Just 
at Unrrnh-Bagh the current of the river in very slow; and the large 
flat-bottomed boats, with two heavy oar* (each requiring two men to 
pull them), were able to row op against tbo stream. The velocity 
of it* current cannot here exceed a milo and a half in the hour, 
if indeed it be so much. It flows without nuUe or impetuosity, aud at 
the rdges the water is almost stagnant. The hills cui either side axe per¬ 
fectly Iiare, and generally sleep, craggy and precipitmut to the water’s 
wlge, leaving only, when the rive: is swollen, a sufficient «]uc* between 
their bases and the margin of the stream for a narrow pathway. The 
brink itself is composed of a soft rich mud, whiah sinks so easily under 
the Coot, that it is not in every part that animals can approach the water, 
to some places the rocks project into the stream, and there the water is 
exceedingly deep to their very edge. The adjoining hills are remark* 
able, 1 thiuk, «>uh for their frequently fantastic *knj>o. The ruin melt- 
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iug down their substance, leaves to tho List the highest aud hardest parte, 
which often are Men * twilling on liases much smaller Uum their summits, 
in pinnacles, maiding projections, overhauling craggs, ami glader-liko 
forms. The view up tho river from Kulo-Bayh is suddenly interrupted 
by a quick turn to the North, the stream here resuming its usual dime- 
tion, after on irregular winding in its course towards the town, which 
it approaches nearly from Lhe South-East. It cannot bo said to How 
in a valley, as the opening between tho hills here is equal only to tlta 
breadth of its channel. Tho general effect U dork and gloomy, from the 
IkiTTonncss and moluuchuly color of the hills. Those indeed wo neither 
exceedingly high uor peculiarly grand. And, though th« appearance 
altogether of the landscape about Kalo-Bagb is interesting, that 
interest is created chiefly by the novelty of tho scene and tho 
association of ideaa. 


" Opposite to Kala-lbigli is a hill with a Hindoo tempi* ami devotee 
on the top. And, a little further up the river, on the Punjuub side, them 
is situated a village, liclougtng to Runjcct Sing, the Sikh Chief, and 
built in a similar maimer to Kula- Hugh. The people of the two towns 
ore, in consequence of the enmity existing Ixitween their respective states, 
also at war with one another; and wo were advised, not to proceed bur 
up the river, lest, knowing ob to bo under the protection of the Cabul 
(wing, might fire on us. 


“ At Kula-Bayh wo left the Indus, and proceeded in the bed of a 
lull-stream, which, in rainy weather, flows dntru through tho valley. 
Tho bed wa3 stony and of various breadth, bnt never exceeding half a 
mile. At length wo began to ascend a steep and difficult past, which 
was, in many part*, so narrow that we wore obliged to chip the sand-rock 
with hatchets, to enable tho loaded Camels to pnss. Tlio ascent likewise 
was exceedingly arduous, being continued up tho rocky bed of a torrent for 
5 or C miles. When we reached the summit it 1 vegan to rain heavily, 
ornl tho prospect all round became most dismally grand. Thu whole 
of our descent was rendered tedious anil difficult, by the state of the 
weather. Many Camels were lost, aud a few’ stragglers plundered. \V« 
did not reach our ground, until 4 in tho evening, and came in all com¬ 
pletely wet. Wo pitched in n low hollow, which was already almost 
soaked, and apparently likely to become a l»og, before morning. One- 
half of our 1 luggage did not effect their descent until 12 at night, and 
many of our follower* remained in the puss all night, undnr A heavy 
rain, which was probably indeed their best defence against the rubber*. 
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ivUu were seen sitting on tile top. of the hill* and hcmribg about our 
line. All yesterday it continued to rain so heavily and incessantly, that 
ire were obliged to move (rum the low spot where we were uucampcd, 
to ground further down the water-coarse. Bat, wlum we began to load 
the Camels, moat of those who had heavy burthens, were either tumble to 
rise or, having risen, again fell. Wo, however, proceeded at the immin¬ 
ent risk of having all oar valuables precipitated down the steep declivity, 
which wo had to descend; and though travelling only a few miles wi: 
did not get to our ground until dork. All the time, there was a soaking 
rain x and to severe was the cold and so dork the night, that oar servants 
wore almost disabled, neither tirewood, nor forage, nor provision could 
be obtained, and it was with the greatest difficulty, that we could get a 
tent pitched. Most of the people remained out all night in this dismal 
situation, and two of our party suffered among the rest. One of them 
arrived without his baggage, &a, which he hud been constrained to loavo 
on the road j the tents being so completely soaked that the Camels were 
unable to carry them on. The other having lost his way on a jutting 
point that over-hung the valley, and, being fearful to proceed furthur 
iu the dark, was obliged to remain all night, in that pleasant situation, 
without fire or companion. Fortunately we havu halted to-day; but 
it still continues to rain, and oar march to-morrow will probably be a 
chain of disasters. We ore, however, hut six marches from the King, and 
our troubles will there end. Wo are, however, all perfectly well." 

" We have not yet got to the bottom or this pas through the lulls; 
ami, I almost fear to write, lest the post should be riHcd, and my lettere 
dc-toyed.” . 

" It was on a rainy dismal day, Unit I wrote the first part of this 
letter. Thank God, we are now not only cheered by fine weather anil 
the prospect of a speedy meeting with the King, but ore buoyed np 
with the glorious news lately received from Europe. At present I can¬ 
not say more. To-morrow wo duill bo at Koliat, and in three days more 
at Peahoor. The King is vciy anxious for oar arrival, being on the 
wing for Attack, to which place, 1 think U most probable we shall follow, 
or perhajw, accompany him. Unrkur*.] 


Tiivrsday, Aran. 27, 1800. 

Petkavar, inti M/trck 1809. 

r ‘ To-morrow vre see the King, after which wo shall be at liberty to 
rideout into the country, and amuse ourselves innocently as wo eluue. 
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1 believe it is arranged, that wt are W tUtud iu the presence of I*t* 
Majesty- Wo an? allowed privileges however, which were never con¬ 
ceded before to thfl Ambassador of any foreign potentate, Asiatic or 
European. In the Gist place we are to stand under the sa*u roof and 
hallteith hit Majesty, instead of standing in an outer Court, exposed to 
the weather, at a distance of about 150 vanls, with our backs against a 
wall. Secondly, the King has been graciously pleased to dispense with a 
custom of this Court, by which, those, who are introduced to his Majesty 
are constrained to pass up the whole length of this Court, three time, 
(a person holding them by the hand,) unil to make three distinct and 
humble obeisances. 

“This day we have l>een completely nt rest, after a very fatiguing 
dinner party, at the house of our Mehmaundar. In my last I mention**! 
tho invitation, and naturally looked forward with anxiety to such an 
opportunity of observing tins customs, houses, and entertainments of the 
Afghans. In the first I wa» disappointed ; but in the two latter consider* 
ably gratified. We were conducted to the place of entertainment by 
the old Mehmaundar, who first received us at Dora; and wo proceeded 
through the town for about half a milu by torch-light. The street 
through which we passed, was very* narrow, and paved with stones, very 
rongh and clumsily joined, and slooping down into a kennel in tha 
middle. The houses were, in general, two or three stories high, and *■» 
close, tliat one might easily leap across from tho roof of one range t«> 
lbo« of the other. Even at this late hoar, crowds of people were 
assembled in the street* to see us pass. On leaving the hotel, we proceeded 
westward, urnil wo camo to tho palace, which, I could perceive by 
the moon-shine, to 1« a largo moss or building, situated on an eminence, 
and, like most others of the kind, having a dead wall on the outside, 
and that by no means in the best repair. A little beyond tho palace, or 
rather fort, (for it u called the Balu-Hissar or upper fort) was situated 
tho house of our Mehmaundar, which we reached by passing through 
a gate, down a short narrow lano. From this we entered into on enter 
court, which waa connected by a door-wny and short passage with an 
inner area of a square form, having a small |>ond in the center, on which 
several oblong boards, covered with lighted lamps, were floated. The 
border of the pond moreover, for the breadth of two yards, was beset by 
chcraugs iu as close array as possible, and the walls of the Court itself 
wuw illuminated with flambeaux. This court opened towards tho 
(cmtb, into u huge open hall, where we were to idU There was a dead 
wall to tho north and coat ; and towards the west wi' a largo arched 
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gate-tray with doors, surmoanted by a sort oT balcony, which overlooked 
the Court, 


" Out host, being aware that wo were nnt as yot perfectly p met Lied 
in sitting on the ground, had requested us to briug chairs, which we 
accordingly did, and sat on thorn during the greater part of the evening. 
The furniture of the ball woe much more splendid, limp 1 K^l „ IV y 
that the purse of an Afghan noble could afford. At the cast cud, ou 
each side of the low door by which vre entered, were two long English 
pier-glasses, in plain gilt frames, and opposite to them two other mirror*, 
(of rather smaller dimensions, but still exceedingly huge,) whinb 1 eou- 
jeeture to have Ixrcn of Rnsraan manufacture. Tha doors between the 
glasses were hung with magnificent purdahs or silk doth wove with 
gold ; the open galleries al>ove the doors, were all either hung with the 
same stuff, or envonedby Persian pictures of women (in their oy« lovelr,) 
canascd by udmiring youtlis ; and the panneb were clothed with rich 
keemkhttb. On the floor was spread a splendid rilk carpet with stripes 
of numad of Cabal manufacture, along the borders, for the guests to ait 
on; and at the npper end of the hull was laid o beautiful carjiet of velvet, 
richly wronght with gold, with two others extending half way down 
the room on cither side. Of these, one was blue, one red,and ouo azure. 
I was almost afraid to touch them with my boots, Xu the middle of the 
room, a largo aheof of pointed wax-flowers, leaves, bunches of gropes, Ac., 
having a lighted candle in its centre, was supported on a small tripod; 
and, tour other ornaments of the same description, were ranged along 
the room, supported on the common candlesticks of the country, which 
are composed of tinned copper, and stand iu broad circular scolloped 
dishes of tho some materials. 

Wo had at Tor about a quarter of nn hour, when a service of cow- 
raou sweetmeats waa brought in, on large oblong tray* without cover*. 
These were placed on the ground, and we sat down just in front of our 
row of chair*, sat a few, and agttin resumed our scabs,—when tho travs 
were carried away. Tho Envoy was placed at the upper or western 
extremity of the room, and we were all ranged indiscriminately on his 
right, with our fhoes towards the court and tha backs of mir chair* 
touching the wall. About a quarter of an hour afterwards, o very dis¬ 
agreeable decoction was brought in. in small vessels resembling tea- 
cups; it was warm, of tlio color of tea, exceedingly sweet, and 
appeared to me to hare 1«« extracted from the cardamom **d. 
However unpleasant, (for some of us though L it resembled S.nina, 
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huiI others Jalap,) wo dnuik it quick Ijr, and returned the cup*. 
After a pan« of a few minutes, two sets of dancing girls were uow 
introduced, who, in point of apiteamneo, wore inferior to tlu.se who 
an? to I* mot with iullin dooeian, but allowed finer action and sung 
tolerably, They were mnch disfigured by false moles on various porta of 
their faces; and their head dress consisted merely of a fiat xkull-oip 
wrought with gold, like those wuru some tiroes by Armenians. Their 
garments were of red muslin, and they were accompanied in their songs 
by a group of hoys, who strained themselves so immoderately, with 
their right liaruls over and anon rained to their core, that it had the 
appearance of a contest who should mnko tho loudest noise. The fullers 
nnd guitar-perfumers were tolerable. With this exhibition wo were 
amused for about half an hour, when the dinner was at length served in, 
on trays,—each of them covered and completely wrapped found with a 
white napkin, over which was thrown a richly fringed doth of gold. 
The trays were arranged on a white cloth, spread along the middle of the 
floor, around which, we again seated ourselves on tho ground, pulling 
the edge of the cloth over our legs and knees. A short timo before tho 
dinner was brought, our host retired, and did not return until it wa¬ 
re-moved. The reason alleged for this proceeding was his apprehension, 
lest his presence might embarrass ns. Oar situation, however, woe not 
tho most agreeable; there being from an hundred and fifty to two hun¬ 
dred people in the court, oil staring ils in the faro ; —Inside* a multitude 
collected on the walls, in the balcony above Uie gateway, on the tops of 
many of the surrounding houses, and on the battlements of the jwhuv 
The dinner consisted of various gilt and [dated pilaws, of baked meats, 
roasts, jsc., and each person helped himself to rice-padding, flummery, 
curry, or whatever anno in bis way, with his lingers. After dinner, wo 
rammed our «-hair«, and hud our hooknlu and kulenims. The dancing 
girls were again introduced, and some hail firo-works wore played off iu 
tho court-yard. A number of rockets hail previously indeed been ltd uif 
before wo «at down to dinnor. About a quarter of an hour more having 
passed in this manner, anntJter sicken in j decoction was brought in, in tea 
cup*, still more disagreeable than the funner. The Envoy then presently 
retired, to a private conference with our host, and fireworks were exbi- 
liitcd from time to time, until the party separated. We did not get 
homo until half post two in tlie morning. The fireworks were'in general 
poor, and wit limit the least variety, but the hint)* and torches in the 
area scut up such a blaze, that there was not tho least necessity for can¬ 
dle* or any other lights ut Uie hall. 
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“ Wo hear, to-day, that the King linnidf was present in disguUo 
during the whole or tins entertainment; anil, it farther appears that 
the greater part of the fnrnitnro used on tho occasion belonged to Ilia 
Majesty. This day has passed away without any new occurrence. 1 
feur, however, lluit wo shall not bo presented to-morrow, as there n still 
wme diflieully about the ceremonies." 


March 4, 1SU0. 

" When I wrote ray letter of the 2nd current, it wns doubtful, 
whether or not, our introduction to Uio King would take place on tho 
following day; and the ceremonies not being arranged at a late hour, we 
were confirmed iu the belief, that it must oi necessity lie deferred. In 
the middle of tho night, however, wc were called up by the information, 
tliat breakfast would be ready by six, as we should go to the poluce at 
right. Unfortunately the iby turned out rainy, and, after waiting 
until eleven o'clock, a messeuger arrived from Hi* Majesty, saying, that, 
since tile weather had proved to unpropitious, our introduction should bo 
postponed till another day. Yesterday, it rained all day, and wo were 
confined, not only to the house, bnt to our rooms, the eourt-vard Iwing 
one )*ocl or water and mud. To-day it Iuq cleared np, and the weather 
is phoeinL The appearance of tho hills, as seen from tho roof of our 
houao this evening, was most sublime. Tim ruggwl outline of the differ¬ 
ent ranges, rising in sneccaann above each other, magnified by the float¬ 
ing mists, and joining with rich fantastic clouds gildod by the setting 
sun, presented altogether a scene of grandeur, very rarely to be equal¬ 
led. But our abode is in a hollow port or the town, and our prospect 
both tonanls the cast and west, is intercepted by an eminence covered 
with mean looking houses, while even toward* the north, wo can hut 
just see the tops of the distant mountains. Since beginning this, wo 
have I Mien visited by our Alehina undar, Abo.il Ilooscin Khan, accompa¬ 
nied by onr former attendant Mooilah Jnfur. They came to arrange 
finally the ceremonial of introduction. The issue of the discussion, I 
understand, baa been tliat we arc to he permitted to go in boots,—provided, 
nhen we dismount hem our hnrw-a nnd walk through the courts of the 
palace, we put some exterior covering, inch as slippers, over them. In- 
atea/1 of making threo low sdams on enteriug llus hall of amlicruv, we 
are to tabs off onr hats and bow throe times; and then joining mir humls 
and holding them np before the lower part of the fine, we are silently 
to repeat a abort prayer for the king, and to make tho appearance of atrok- 
«6 ««'«■ beards. After this, wo walk up into the hall, and stand nearly 
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on a level with the King himself,—the Envoy being next to him, ftml 
Ihp suite ranged, in fe line down the room. The king is then to ask a 
few ijiicstiojia about our country and tho king of England, to which 
appropriate answers having been made, he is then to iuspeet his presents 
aud express his approbation of them. Shortly after this we an* to retire, 
ami die Envoy ia to W* admitted to a private conference, at which ho will 
be allowed to ait in the Rovnl presence. Such an opportunity of seeing 
his Majesty* will doubtless be gratifying; but I should feel still more 
satisfaction, could I Itehold tho unfortunate Zemnun Shah, who wan some 
years ago deprived of hie right, ond is now confined (though under as 
tender u restraint a* possible,) at Peahour. Until within the last few 
mouths, a faint glimmering of light remained to him j—but all is now 
gone. Ho employed a person privately to speak to the Physician of tho 
Embassy, resjtoctmg his case ; hut all such Communication would of 
course have liecn highly irregular and improper, without tho permisriou 
Ol his present Majesty.** 

Makcu 8, 1809. 

n Yesterday, wo were presented to the King. Wo were told to be 
in readiness by 8 o'clock, to go to tho Palace; hut from various delays 
incident to such occasions, it was, I believe, near ten, Ixifore we left tha 
hotel. The Sepoys led tho procession, and were followed by lhe rocket 
boys, (20 or 30 in number) bearing tho English Jack. After then 
came the mace bearers, &c., See., with an host of hurkarne, and then the 
Envoy himself, accompanied by our Mehmaundar’s son, and followed by 
tho other gentlemen of tiro embassy. 'Hie troop of cavalry belonging 
to the escort, and a party of fifty irregular liindoostoncc horse, escorted 
the presents, which brought up the roar of the cavalcade. 

" We proceeded through a narrow street (by tho name road which we 
formerly paired in our way to tho Mchmaumlor'e house,) to tbo HaLu- 
Hissar, or upper tort. This street has many very excellent nhojis, aud is 
inhabited by all manner of artificers, ns well os fruiterers, grocers, drug- 
relfers, &c.,&c. They, as well as great proportion of the other inhabitants 
of the town, are in general Hindoos. Thu Inst part of the population 
and there Hindoos in particular are of very fair complexion, but their 
features are by tu> means plearing, ami the universal custom of preserving 
their beard*, gives to most of them on elderly cast of countenance. Few 
mi'ii are to be seen, who do not cither appear verging on forty or below 
eighteen, and, as every aged person dya his beard black, there are <u few 
who appear to have posed forty, unless indeed they be so completely old 
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tail to show it by their wrinkles, T'pon tho whole Lho mull ore certainly 
by aa means good looking I the children, however, up U) tlur agu of IS 
or 11, are line robust healthy looking creatures, and generally liuve a 
tinge of red diffused over tho natural brown of their complexions. Of 
tiuj women I have observed tn^uy, whose appearance was pleasing, and 
(probably from thrir bong leas exposed to tho weather and to fatigue 
than the men) they are generally fairer nnd more delicate. 

" On reaching tho BalLi-llissar, which is situated on an eminence 
close to Lho north side of the town, Wo passed slung the eastern wall, to a 
mean looking arrhed door-way, not leading immediately into the paluoe, but 
to an open and extensive enclosure situated to tho north of tho building. 
Tliis door-way, (which is quite out of repair, and could Dover have Iwten 
remarkable far any thing but its wretched appearance,) is called the 
Ncguree Khaueh; and the royal band, with their drum*, Stc., were stationed 
on iLs top, ns we passed along. On the outside of this gateway 
toward* the right, were posted 20 or 30 hone; while our Sepoys, with tho 
cavalry, state servants, ko., formed a street for our passage. Hero wo 
dismounted, entered the gate, and, turning to the left, walked along the 
we?t ride of the enclowure, until wo reached the foot of a miserable, 
narrow, dnrk staircase, by which we were conducted to at» opeu gallery 
fronting the north, where we sat dtmu for a considerable tirno previous 
to our introduction. 

“ "Wc had here leisure to take a view of the Court, and I dull now 
mention what principally struck roe. That part of the llolla-IIissar which 
wo had just passed is surrounded by a very lofty wall, running nearly 
north and south, along a high mound of such steep ascent, that one man 
standing close behind another on the slope would nearly see over his head. 
This wull nnd mound may be about 150 or 200 yards in length; nnd, 
at each extremity, they are flanked by a tower, whose summit is crowned 
with an open turret and dome. Half way up, there is a sort of bal¬ 
cony, iu which several s]K»t*tors had token thrir stations; oiul the top 
of the bauhmenia is fringed by a low. slight, wooden ratlins. To the 
right of thr gate, at whieh we entered, I observed a number of guns,— 
most of them of a small calibre and mounted on very largo camagre, 
which were neither pointed uor preserved with any care. There was only 
wie gun of any considerable size, and of that the dimensions were enormous, 
much exceeding those of any forty-two pounder I ever saw, or evea 
of any of tliu guna iu the Fort of Agra, with tho exception only of that 
which (if charged) would cany an iron shot of pounds. This gun 
u made of brau» or oomo other eomjHieilion, uud might j>«rljaps carry a 
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ball uf from 60 to SO pounds weight. At a short distance beyond the 
gun were stationed the King's elephants, five (1 think) in uutuber, 
wretchedly caparisoned without hondahr. Near them was a royal Tiger 
chained to u stake, by far tho finest objoct in the palace yard. A consider¬ 
able body of the King's troops were sitting on the ground to the right of 
the wny by which we passed ;—a miserable rabble, no two of them armed 
or dressed alike. They did not rise, uor take any notice of as, further 
than by a vacant stare. 

‘'The floor of the open gallery, to which tre were led previous to 
introduction was covered, in the middle, with handsome silk carpets, and 
on each side with carpet* of woollen felt, on which we seated ourselves 
Tim prospect from this place is delightful, commanding a beautiful cham¬ 
paign country, with a grand bock ground of hills stretching down to 
Altock and the river Indus. After having sat here, for about half an boor, 
in company with the principal Kirns and Lords in waiting, a messen¬ 
ger came in and culled them all away, with the exception of our Melt- 
maun Jar. About ten minutes afterwords we were summoned to the 
present*. Leaving the gallery, we passed up under a high arched gateway 
leading immediately into the body of the fort, and, after following the 
ascent southward for a few paces, turned to tho right and mounted a 
strep sloping pavement, about forty yards long, situated between two 
lofty walls, at tho extremity of which tho ascent takes another turn 
to tho eonth. Here, a long, wide, and sloping avenue, about 20 paces in 
breadth, and from 100 to 120 in length, opened to the view. In the 
middle, three fountains were playing; and, at the further end, arose a 
high building of two stories, constructed in a common style of architec¬ 
ture ; the upper story luting open and supported on a range of its pillars 
with a pavilion in the front, surmounted by a dipolar, while the lower 
story is dosed up with masonry. The right or cast side of this avenue 
is formed by the outward wall of the fort, and the left by the lolly sides 
af its interior buildings. We took our station at tho north extremity, 
which is also dosed up by a wall; and, under the high pavilion aboro 
described, on an elevated polygonal throne of gilt wood, the king was 
seated. Tho distance and elevation however were so Tory great that 
we were urublo to distinguish accurately hie features, attendants, or 
dress. He appeared to Us magnificently clothed in the richest attire, 
and covered with armour of jewels. His crown, (though, owing to 
tho distance, its shape could not exactly be ascertained,) also struck mo 
as most superb. Two attendants, with chowrees (the Asiatic emblems 
of royalty) in their hands, completed the picture, and seemed to identify 
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it with the scenes which imagination delineates, in rending a fairy tab, 
or the Arabian Nighta* Enter!oinmcnts. When wo camo in sight of 
Ita Mnje*ty, we advanced a few paces up the avenue or long court. 
******* (Jlcmntfcrtnuntcij car nnrratire of tie introduction Ire ah 
off, and the ctpttUd continuation htu not yti hen rtccit«lj 


March 7, 1809. 

" For some days lou-k, I have neither heard nor seen anything 
new or trmarkable. Wo have now permission to ride out in the morning, 
(that is, in company with a proper escort of hnreo.) But since the day 
on which we saw the King, not a single circumstance ha* occurred calcu¬ 
lated In remind us of the vicinity of Majesty; and out lifu has been as 
retired and tranquil, as free from anxiety and buatlo, as if wo hud been 
all the time in Lhe purlieus of Chowriughec. 

"This town is very close and damp; hut, thoogl], from the nature 
of its situation, it mint always, in such weather at the present, bo suffi¬ 
ciently muddy, it can hardly, with justice, U« accused of filth. Streams 
of water run through almost every lanu; and all the principal streets, 
through which 1 have passed, are made with a sloping pavement, down 
which the water descends, carrying all the tilth along with it. For the 
lost two or three days, wo have had an incessant drizzling rain, and Uu» 
wimronding mountains are still covered with mist and heavy clouds, 
while the higher tidgw have got a new clothiug of snow. Although 
the weather h not cold, and wc have neither door nor window in any 
part of llto house, so great is the <hunpne>ss of Um air, that we feel tlio 
urarmnl clothing comfortable, and coarse worsted stocking* arc hardly 
worm enough. At present the environs of Pealiour are one entire 
puddle; the water in many places lying in large sheets, and the deep- 
m-s of the toads almost iucnuedvohle. Streams are running with 
rapidity in every direction, but chiotly towards the river, which i* situ¬ 
ated about six miles to the north of Pcsbour, ami flow nearly from \Yc*t 
hr East. The current is pretty brood and deep, and naturally clear ; at 
pre»<nt however it is muddy from the heavy fall of rain. I do not know 
whether any fmb are caught in it; but I rather thiuk, it it too rapid and 
too subject to inundation, to contain many. In a very abort time, we 
ehul) find this place intolerable; for the beat, I am informed, in the 
npprooching reason, is excessive, particularly in the night; during the day, 
and then only, there is occasionally a little air. I hope Wo shall In- per¬ 
mitted to encamp ou the outside of thu town ; for, in such uiiremldo 
quarters, a* those in wliich wo are loJgcd, not only the heat, hut the 
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filth, Hies, And -touch trill l*e insupportable. I rather think vre tkull 
more; but them is still a doubt of oar seeing Cabal. 

“The little connectiou and intercourse which we carry on with the 
inhabitants of this country, being with the great, little or nothing is 
learnt of tin) manners and habits of the nation in general. We see 
them only in one light, and tliut a false one. Those of the nobility, 
whom I have met with, arc* in their manners polite and easy; austere in 
conversation, countenance, and {if I may apply ilia expression.) deport- 
luent. They have much of that pride, which marks the ignorant, 
kigotted# yet well-bred Mnhommedon ; and they view with sovereign 
contempt every creature and thing which they think below them. To 
an equal or suj»erior, however, their demeanor is sufficiently proper, mild, 
and con ci l i at in g, even whore there ia no necessity for tiuttery.” 

Mail ni 10, 1809. 

"Hitherto, owing to the extreme fogginess of the air, and the 
quantity of water lying on the ground, wo have not been able in our 
rooming rides, to oliserve much of the country' surrounding Pcshotir. 
It apjwars, however, to be a very fertile plain, with nn undulating surface, 
and considerable variety of feature. At this season indeed, the aspect 
of a country, the greatest part of which is so richly cultivated, must 
necessarily be dreary, mud the want or wood and verdure (excepting in 
the scattered villages) adds to the general gloom. The trees chiefly 
prevalent ore tlic mulberry aud sycamore; the lost of which, losing 
its leave* in autumn, gives a wintry appearance to the scenery ; while 
willows growing in many parts, along tho banks of tbo pools and 
streams, contribute much to tho meluncholy effect, winch the nature 
of the proiqnset and «casoti are otherwise calculated to produce. 

“ We have not seen a docent hone for sale at Peahonr, and scarcely 
a good one even within the purlieus of tho Court. Wo have little nhunec. 
therefore of making any acquisitions in that way, unless we go to CabuL" 

Tuuksoat, Jcnb 8, 1809. 

“ A definitive treaty of friendship and alliance lias been concluded 
with Ilajiih Uunjeet Singh, by Mr. Metcalfe, tho British Envoy nt 
Lahore, under an engagement, that, within two mouths from tlu* period 
of signature, n copy ratified by the Supreme Government shall bo 
delivered to the Sdk chictlain. 

“ The ultimate object of Mr. Metcalfe's mission being thus accom¬ 
plished, he took lu« departure from Urnrut Sir about the 3rd current, on 
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hi* return to Deldi*. Two days previous to bis departure, lm received 
a visit of state from RnnjocL Singh, wliicli lie returned on I be following 
Ayr. Ho passed the whole of tins 2nd at the palace, and took leave 
of bis Highness on the following rooming, 

“ The presents interchanged on these occasions consisted, on wither 
side, of an elephant, a hone, a ijuantity of jtearls, some pit-cos of 
raiment, and other articles of inferior value. Kkckuita were also distri¬ 
buted among the attendants of the ILyah and of the British Envoy. 

"In his return towards the British territories, Sir. Metcalfe is said 
to have been entertained at Koebpoortullah, in the gardens of Kftjuh 
Puttoh Sing. The Rajah, attended by another Sulk nobleman, went 
out two miles from his place of residence to meet hint. Mr. Mctmlfo 
remained with him for the space of ono day ; and mutual presents were 
exchanged on tho occasion. From thence Mr. Metcalfe set out Tor 
Nagore, and on the day following would probably reach Ludclumnoh. 

" In his way to the Company's provinces, the Hkhhan state, tluit 
lie was expected to pay a visit to Sahib Sing, the Rajah of Putlcato, 
who hail directed one of his two vakeels, previously in attendance on 
Colonel Ochtcriony, to wait upon Mr. Metcalfe. 

“ As ^xm as lie (bund the diillculties, in which lie had involved him¬ 
self with the British Government, at an end, Rnnjeet Sing had ordered 
tho arrears duo to his Sirdars to be put in course of payment, and luul 
disemased tho whole of them to their reactive ilistrict*. He hod also 
diania«d the Vakeels who had lately come to Umrut-sir from the other 
Courts of Hindoostan ; and all of them, with tire exception of Sciiidiah's 
and Bcyah Lol Sing's had actually taken their leave. n«i had appointed 
a oummissimi of four persons, for the setth-mant and collection or hi* 
reveancs throughout tho Punjab; and had given instruction* that 10,000 
Doomnnoo horse should he retained fer the purpose of aiding their opern- 
Uons. He himself ret out, on the 7th of May, at threo in the morning 
from I’mrut-sir for Lahore; while tho Ranee 8udda Khooer, attended 
by Mnkhtab Khootr and Ser Sing, proceeded to Putteala. 

*' There still existed disturbances, however, in various parts of the 
Punjab and the countries adjacent, in which Uunjeet had shown a di»- 
jKintiou to interfere. Buultah Sing had set nut, with his approbation, 
to Mod tun, accompanied by a oomidnrmhla armed feme, for the purpose' 
of redressing (as lie pretended) certain grievances, of which the ryota 
in that country had complained. Suuear Cluind. tho Rajah of Kind 
Kangro, a mountainous district, situated between the Punjab and 
Serinogur, hod solicited the aid of the neighbouring Scila, agninsL 
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the predatory hands of Goruga, who infest his dominions AU the 
Itij.ihi* of the Bill*, it is stated, hod asuorohlod their forces together, 
for hw protection ; hut the confederacy appears to haw lawn discouraged 
hy Rtinjwt, who had previously undertaken to do the business himself, 
on condition, that, as soon as Uu> Gorugs should be expelled, the fortress 
of Kangru now occupied by them should \» delivered over into his 
hand*. In the mountainous ,Strict of Ihwsoobilloe tt U. tl.oro was a 
detachment of Bunjett’. forces, and be had sent thither three Sin-ra or 
rank to act os his Sirdars/* » .■ .

Mutiny i* tA< Madnn Army. 

Notwithstanding the afflicting nature of the event described in the 
Mwlrue Gazette of the llHli ultimo, tlurre is e&uidembUr reason to evpeet 
the speedy restoration of tranquillity among the Officer* composing tiie 
Army «m Uml Establishment. A Utter of the 23rd ultimo, from a f 
Gentleman on who*e intelligence ami information wt? ora disjxxed to place 
the utmost itlinnee, espressos a oonfulent hope, tliat general tranquillity 
will have been restored even before the period of Lord Minto’s expected 
arrival at Fort St. George.

Ilnd this fact liccn 
known U> the Garrisons stationed at Seringapatnm and Chittlodraog, it is 
not credible that they would have prooecdid t« the deplorable extremity 
of open relndlion, unsupported by tho concnrmwa of even a majority of 
tlic^e with whom they liuve hitherto acted in concert. 

Whatever may liave boon the cause of the agitation prevailing in 
the Mudras Army, then' can 1* no question with regard to the tendency 
of tho measures into which, of lute, they have been insensibly liurried, 
against then- better judgment, by the natural consequence of that fer- 
mentatinn which i* the jsvuUar characteristic of p<qtular disrtu*ion. 
Individually, there is not, probably, n man umoug them so perverse in 
judgment, or blind to tlie common sense of the case, ua not to perceive 
tliat even the ucceaa of their party by force of anus, U the ray worst 
trnnination that can be imagined, as well with reference to their own 
interest, us to that of their Country, ami of tlio Govcrmnnnt which, on 
all burner occasions, they luive wrved with so much zeal ami KUXew.

a subject of etiuvcreation at the Presidency, and which we are hnppv to 
find ha<$ terminated more fortunately than report luwl given out. 


Lootuuntia, Octobeu <‘11, 1809. 

« Joud Sing is a chief, who has extensive possessions on the Imnku 
of the Jumna, but is strictly attached to tho cause of Hunject, oml lias 
been constantly with him in command of « large body of horae. llis 
people hi Lely took possession of two very strong fortified towns, within 
six marches of this to which he had no claim; and, as we were sent here 
to prevent such unlawful transactions, Colonel Ochtcrlony, on application 
from tlioec who wore driven out, demanded of Jowl Sing’s people the 
restoration of those towns. But, it soon proved, that words they treat as 
empty sounds and stronger measures were in consequence resorted to. 
Ou the 20th, a detachment marched, consisting of one equal Iron and gal¬ 
loper, S companies of the 23rd, anJ a brigade of guns. They arrived 
before tbo place (Kunnee) by noon ou the 25th and proceeded immediate¬ 
ly to the attack of the gateway. But, us misfortune would have it, the 
precaution of stockading it, had been taken, and tho work performed 
skilfully by tho defendants. Alter making several uUorupU, and 
remaining for a great length of time under a very galling fire of ouw- 
quetry, the party was obliged to retire; having three Sepoys killed, awl 
Captain Bridge of the 23rd, two European artillery-men and 37 Sepoys 
wounded. An express was immediately duquitchod for a reinforcement; 
and on the27th, at half past 11 a. il onu troop, with 1 oompanina, two 
la-pounders, and all tlie artiUery-mon belong ing to the detachment, 
marched to their assistance. The day after tho repulse, a wry line, 
plausible fellow, tame in to Captain Croxtou. who commands tho detach¬ 
ment, and said, “ How unfortunate it is, that I, who had power to save 
this effusion of blood, did not arrive in timo !” He immediately applied 
for a truce of four days that matters might bo properly settled, which 
wus grunted. However, it apjicors, the people in the town did not fv*. I 
very comfortable alder hearing of the reinforcement,—and, in the course of 
the night preceding tlio day ou which it arrived, they took themselves 
off. The other town, which is distant but a few mile*, and, it wiu said, 
garrisoned by 3,000 men, was also evacuated. It is just as well, that it to 
happened, for both places are much stronger, than any one has an idea 
iff,— indeed, bo much so, that the weakest (Kuutnw) if they had remained 
determined in rwuslanee, we could not have carried, without sustaining

On the lJJtli tho troop* wen? diseml»arkod, nnd the grand attack 
mode in two different places, the tnojis landed uliout 5 o'clock, and by 
10 the town wa« in flames—by 2 in tho afternoon all firing erased, nnd 
the troops were allowed to plunder—I have not time to describe 
the town to yan, but you may form some idea wlien I tell you it wns 
twins m large as Bombay, equally aa rich and populous. No quarter was 
given to men. The women and children were spared, tho town is now 
one heap of ruins: wo destroyed -10 sail of largo Dows, mu] about 150 
sail of email ones, together with the Minerva. It is impossible for u» to 
judge the nunilwr kilhd of the pirates, but it must be immense. I am very 
happy to any this has been achieved, with very little loss on our part, 
vus., one Captain of the 05th, nnd one teaman of tlu> Prince of Wales. 
No men could twbavr better than tlm 05th, 47tli, and the sepoys. The 
whole of the erniy.cn> behaved admirably."

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Qvct the second battery. We cnucccded in those points lwj-oml our must 
sanguine exportation. The Dutch Officers hart* rincc told m», wt com¬ 
pletely surprised them, they never could bring themselves to believe that 
<o small a force would ever make even an attempt. On our apjicanug uu 
tho heightu, they deserted tiio luattery, and much alnmt tlui sunt timo 
Lho two huttcriea neat the non. Wo had uow command of Fort Victoria, 
and amused uuraelves next muming firing at Mynheer, his shells only 
reaching in return to the face of the hill, ranch to our comfort. 

14 A Flag of Trace was sent in, and after » long dispute, it was 
finally settled that we should Imre the place. 

“ We were ncconlingly drawn up on the Esplanade t0<> men and u 
brigade of guns, and to onr utter astonishment, they marched oat with 
right field piece* and about 1>00 men tciLi all l^i howir* of tear, 
which, coraridcring also the numl»crs in the nut-posts, made us duuht our 
senses.

The following is an Extract of o Letter from a most respectable 
Zemindar in Wllali Guntoor, to a Gentleman nt Mosulipatum—At 
llirahimjiatraini, eight oF nine miles from Amaravaty, only a «juall or 
wind uud rain was experienced :— 

“ On the 27th of March 1810, at one o’clock in the forenoon, • 
raiuhovv was found round the mm, and it remained until mm set. Iji 
the ovtmlng, wo saw in the North, some clmid which began to spread 
by degree*. At nine o’clock in the night, a violent wiud blew and 
astonishingly covered the whole town of Amaravaty with dust; ten 
mm nlp. after this, ll»* frozen rtun Inigati | and sonic stones were iu big 
as tint fowl’* egg, some av big as goose's rgg, and «iror ** big as 
oomanuta; and nt tho time of its *o lulling, lho noise was like tho 
ring of several guns in out and tin same Lime. All the Ian terns and 
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•nmc nf the globe* which were iml to the ujwtuini of my house wore 
ti&kcn t<# |»ioce*. This ram continued ftmu U t«i half |«wt JO o'clock; 
when to 1 hi* tight «>i tiirvhcs the whole ground iqipi'tnxl iu covered by 
pnre white marble*; tlursc stones being dissolved, the water ran to thu 
streets; and the people who walked to this water, had their legs 1*. 
sumlicd, insomuch that they were obliged to warn them at the fire. 
Wo fnw sometime* froren rain before; bnt tiien only few small stones 
fell with the rain; none of them were equal to till# rain, because tlury 
ncitlwr |*mml down tail so abundantly, nor the stones were of such 
large rizc. AD tbo old people lien; say that tlicy never saw such Frozen 
rain. It ruined from VycoonUpatnam, a village to tta Guntoor Zillah 
uji to Daumah-re village In thr Zillah of Mosulipatom j whiob » two 
l<m ' breadth from North to South uud three cose to length from East 
to West,

A letter from an Officer ut Allahabad, dated 30th ultimo, mentions, 
tliat a few nights previous to that .late, a party of So Se|*.\>, under a 
European Officer. proceeding as an E*oort with treasure, were attacked 
.m their inareh, ulsvnt 12 miles distant from AlL-ihalsnl, by a nnmeroua 
party of Demits; who met with a warm reeqiti.m from tlu; I-^oort. 
Tlu! treasure was preserved and the Deceit* wow Kot off, after a smart 
eonffict, in which three Sepoys were killed and four wounded. A com¬ 
pany was sent out next morning from Allahaliad to quest of the banditti; 
uud I tad not returned at the date of our present accounts.

would be carried before ibty light. 

Tho debarkation of the troops, at a point between St. Mary’# nnd 
lbitnn River, commenced in the nftcmooti of tlie Oth of July, from the 
Bfndicca, Iphigtnea, nnd NerictU Frigates. Lieutenant-Colonel Mnelood, 
with about 100 turn of the C9tb Regiment; and LicuUmant-Crtlotud 
CampbeD, with 150 men of the Flank Brigade, were got on shore, 
through a heavy und dangerous suri’. A numlwr of the boata, in tbo 
attempt to land their tnen, were over-set; ten or twelve soldiers wen 
drowned; » number of them lost their arms, and their ammunition was 
rendered useless. 

Tim surf continuing to increase, n further debarkation could not lie 
made; and it was found impossible from this increased violence of the surf, 
to hold any further communication Iwtwecu the frigates ami the troops, 
that were already landed. A schooner and three bouts, in attempting to 
get on shore, were overset and dashed to pieces. The Uduy Transport 
wan run on chore, with the view of breaking the *nrf, and enabling the 
Ijoats to bind under her lee; but she also went to pieces, in the course t.f 
ten or llttceu minutes. 

As this disappointment in the landing of the troop;, intended for the 
princijal attack, occasioned some alteration in the plan of operations; it 
lieeame alandutely ucccssary to communicate with the force ilmt had been 
landed, in tiie earlier jmrt of the afternoon, Lieutenant Foulstono, of the 
ClUh Regiment, volunteered for this most difficult ami dangerous aerrioo. 
Ilis offer was m-oepted; nnd, liaving received Ilia orders from Colonel 
Keating; he went in a boat to the edge of the surf, ami springing into 
the middle of it, succeeded in gaining the shore, though with Lhe utmost 
diifil tilt;, and with imminent danger. 

In obedience to the orders thus communicated to Lieutenant. 
Colonel Maclcod, the small force under hia command matched against! 
tlie Battery, on the ltanks of the Buttm River, at St. Mary's, which 
they assaulted in the night, and carried with resistless intrepidity. 

Tho possession of this bat tery wu* of tho utmost importance, ami 
enabled the small force under Colonels Madcod and Campbell, to 
intercept the oomiiiunuiition between tbo two principal posts of the 
enemy. If wan stormed at the most critical moment; for, at the very 
time that it fell into the hand* of the assailants, a body «»r SOI) of 
tlie enemy’s troops were on their march from St. Paul’s to St. Dcuuiu 
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II) poesesdug (lik battery, (Jut reinforcement was prevented from reach¬ 
ing St. Dennis* 

Whila these operations m going forwnid ut St. Mary's, Liente- 
nant-Colunel Fraser nml his Brigade, had landed from the Siritis, &c., ut 
Grande Chaloupe, and pushed fortran! a party to Urn nrighlxnmng 
heighths, in older to dislodge a party of the many who gulled our 
troops with a constant harrassing tire. The main body of the brigade 
followed the advanced party, and having ascended the licighths, hulled 
there during the night. 

Early on the morning of the 8th July, the Brigade began to descend 
tiie mountains, daring which they wore exposed to a heavy tire of artillery 
and mnsqnotry. The Brigade continued its march, till it reached the 
plain, at the bottom, of the mountains; where the enemy were drawn up, 
with two field pieces, and covered by a redoubt, mounted with heavy 
cannon. Here Colonel Fraser charged the enemy, who received him 
with determined courage. The Frenchmen behaved with the utnowt 
gnllnutiy, fighting hand to hand with their opponents. Their Artillery¬ 
men stood to their guns with heroic firmness, and almost every man of 
them was cut down. A French Artillery Officer at lliia place was 
singly engaged with a Captain of the fifth. The conflict continued for 
some tune, and was of doubtful issue, when a British grenadier coming up 
to the spot, plunged hia bayonet into the breast of the gallant French¬ 
man, and decided the combat. 

Although the enemy fought with such gallantry, tho fraperior 
bravery of Britons liore down all opposition ; Colonel Fraser drove them 
from tl»:ir ground and from their redoubt, with considerable hiss on the 
part of the enemy. After obtaining possession of the redoubt, the 
batteries on the West of tho river St. Dennis, were successfully stormed 
by the grenadiers. 

Lhratenant-Olonel Drummond’s Brigade were landed on the morn¬ 
ing of the 8th July, and matched for St- Dennis with little opposition ; 
a small party of chasseurs, who made n shew of resistance, fled at Lhcir 
approach. 

Afters dilficult march over rugged ground. Colonel Drummond halted 
on the hcigiiths, in eight of St. Deunis. From thence, after a short bait, 
he descended the mountuius, exposed to a hoary fire of grape, shells, and 
musquotry os he approached the town, and till he joined the Brigade of 
Colonel Fraser, which luid taken up a position before the town, under 
cover of tho redoubt, that he hod stormed. 
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TV enemy, perceiving the advance of Colonel Drummond's Brigade, 
male a gallant aortic from SL Dennis, In re-posses? the irdmi!>t which 
hod been stormed by Colonel Fraser. This sortie was made about an 
hour before Colonel Drummond joined. Though conducted with great 
•pint, it could make no impression. The enemy were instantly repulsed 
hy Colonel Fraser. 

Arrangements were now set on foot for storming the town; and 
tit the same time Colonel Keating appeared u|> 0 !i the Vighths, with ihe 
50th Regiment. A Flag of truce was then stmt out by the enemy from 
St. Dennis, to treat for the surrender of the Island. 


On the dny that Bntnbon capitulated, the French Governor invited 
Mr. Pmvpihur, Colonel Keating, and the princi[»al British Officere, to 
Supper, where they were hospitably and splendidly entertained. The 
Governor luvl fortunately- received, hy n late arrival from Enropc, a 
large supply of excellent Champaigne, to which the Governor himself 
and his English Guests did ample justice. 

Upon tlie Capitulation of Rourlton, Mr. Farfpdmr took the oaths of 
Office, and (intend upon the Government of the Island. 

St. Donna continued to be the scat of Government, 
Lieuteniinl-Colouel Keating liad fixed his Ilcad Quarters at St. 
Paul’s.

This cause, which appears to l»> of some importance, an it relate* to 
the chum* to which the widows of deceased offii’ers arc entitled, under 
the provisions of the Bongs] Military Widows* Fund, was duridod some 
dap ago, in the Supromt 1 Court, lie principal points in dispute, teemed 
to turn on the meaning and construction nf the regulations of the 
Society, reflecting those officers who ftolling to it, and who return to 
England, or quit this country, without having sufficient authority with 
their agents or paymasters in India, to make regular j«ymont>:, or to 
deduct the some from their pay and allowances, in discharge of their *ub- 
■r-ription to the Fund, within the time limited by iU regulations; and fur¬ 
ther, whether the managers liavc the power to determine on the question 
of exclusion from the benefits of the Society, in the event of thihiro or 
im'guhiriiy in the payments of thu subscription*? 

It appeared thnt Colonel Scott hud left. India nhout the month of 
August, I S07, giving sufficient authority to the* paymaster, for the pay¬ 
ment of his subscription to the Fund. Colonel Scott remained some time

It consists of two Bat taliona 
of Infantry, two Regiments of Cavalry, and a party of Artillery, with 
2 right*rn-]*>undcr», 2 twelve-jHiuudm, 4 six-jsiundcTs, and 4 gallnjiers. 
There ran be little doubt, therefore, of our success. Tho enemy are in 
the jungle* all around ns; and our duties ore, in consequence, very severe, 
as the Officer* un piquet must be out all night. 

“ The climate in this part of the country, is as good as m Eurojw, tin* 
told is e«i severe, that we are obliged to hum large ilrra every night; and 
tlicir m hardly a sick man in the detachment.

On Monday la*t, Henry PiU$ tbnUr, £nj., was brewghi lo tbo 
bar of the Supremo Court, to receive sentence, for a breach of public 
trunt anil duty aa a servant of the Company. The IlunuraLlo Sir Ifcnry 
Unwell, tire Chief Justice, gave judgment, prufiuxd by a short, Iwit im¬ 
pressive speech, in nearly the following terms:— 

*HdR Birrs Pubstee, 

«You liavc been found guilty of a broach of trust and duty, as 
sen-ant of tlio East India Company, which by a statute passed in tho 
.33rd of hi* present Majesty, ia declared to be a misdemeanor at law, and 
to be punishable as such. 

“ It mpritts no observations from me to point out the wisdom of 
that statute; the common sense and daily experience of every man 
must convince him of it; we need but look to what is passing at borne, 
and lo bear what is said in this country, to know bow mischievuu* such 
breaches of duty aro in their effects. 

" They have not oidy a tendency to impoverish and min the State, 
but they nlwi afford to the discontented gnmnds of dissatisfaction and 
ernsure against the Government, ami rcjmiaches against individuals, 
which in some instances are true, but uni much oftener without founda¬ 
tion. To remedy these mischiefs, nil reasonable incut is of prevention 
should lie made use of, aud when they foil, exemplary punish numt must 
lie resorted to. In this country, the means made use of, to guard against 
lircmthc* of .ftfirial trust, ate the lihurnl salon as that are ulluwud to tha 
tenant* of the (Company, and which ore such as to leave do apology fur 
a deviation from the strict line of duty; but those means having failed 
in vuur east, you have been prosecuted and found guilty, and are now 
brought hero for judgment. 

«Tl,o observation* that 1 haw made to you, spply tn alt the m*r- 
vanls of the Company ; hut in none can a bleach of trust and duty have 
a more immediate effect to injure the public limn in the nlGee of Mint 
Master, which you held. Into the bauds of all public Olficers, money 
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ocra*ionnlly jwu*cs, an>l if it lw forthcoming when called fitr, it may 
bu thought to lw enough, but still thn employment of ibo public fund* 
even in Uu'ir progress, is a breach of tnu»t, becaime they uro thereby put 
to risk ; Imt in your office, the money ww* not to n*t for a dur: it was 
y*‘ur duty to make it, and to send it to the Treasury every night; tlio 
mere retaining of the funds, though they were not mmli- use of, wit* a 
breach of duty, by which your employer* mettaiiiisl u daily injury, tnj- 
cause they had daily use for their money. Notwithstanding this : not with¬ 
standing thut you were liberally paid, you kept lock the ainnev for tour 
own advantage, which is a breach of tout that, calls for the heaviest 
punishment, anil that t* a heavy tine, a long imprisonment, and dismi-sion 
from tlie service; Imt it would lw a painful duty to the Court to inlhel 
eunh a punishment ou a man uf your uge, ntid I fear of your fallen cun- 
ditiuu ; and therefore it is very satis factory to us to fmd that there is in 
your offence, groat as it is, circumstances lielonging to it, that will 
warrant oar mitigating the punishment, without violating our duty. 

" You have already been dismissed from your office; tha t ,,f itmlf 
i» a severe [iuim*liiih.ut. You haw restored alt the money, with interest 
up to tlie day on wliich it was paid; thus making all the atonement for 
the offence that it was in your power to make, and the public liavu iuit 
eventually suffered any loss. Beside this, the Jury liavc said that you 
did not intend to defraud the Company, and that we consider os a revr.m- 
mriuhition to mercy. This declaration that you did not mean to defraud 
Uie Cum [winy, must necessarily imply only, that you did not intend to 
defraud them of the looney you lent, and that you intended to nvjwy it 
sometime* nr other; it cannot mean that you did not intend to defraud 
them of the u*s of their owu money, for, while you kept it lark from 
them, yon did so defraud them; however, as the recommendation from 
to vary respectable a Jury ought to be allowed to have its weight, and 
lliat lmiug aildcsl to other eircuinstanees, uniy wamuit the mild Bentemv? 
that, we are alxmt to |Huw; which is, that yoa pay a fine of J (Hi R». to 
the King, tliat you beimprisonrd for Six Calendar Months in the Common 
Jail of Calcutta; and that you be further imprisoned, till your fine lie jvuiL"

by our-Squadron off the Coast of Tamatavc—all the information we have 
txsen ul>lu to collect of this fortunate event Is, that the action, wae well 
ami lung contested on the port of the enemy; and that the Icmb on our 
side has not been considerable. 

Tin' British Squadron conxurted of the Astros, PUeube, Galatea, Fri¬ 
gates and the Race Horae Brig. 

Tlw action commenced on the 20th of Mar, at 4 r. a, and con¬ 
tinued till 7 o’clock.—Our Frigates having been obliged to haul off to 
repair thu damages experienced from a battery onshore; it waa renewed 
about It—and terminated by the surrender of the Renomme, at ilwut 
twenty minutes after that Lour:—her Captain, the Commodore of the 
French Squadron, fell in action; the other two Frigates made off tlw 
moment their leader struck.—The Nereidc sought a temporary safety in 
Tumatflvo Bay, where she and tlw French Garrison subsequently sur¬ 
rendered by capitulation.—Tlw Cloriude, the third French Frigate esai|*d, 
and is Hnpjwwsl to havo proceeded to the Seychelles, whither of course 
Home of our Frigates have followed her. 

The Mercury Cruizcr had arrived at the Mauritius. 

The spring Fleet for Europe had lieen spoken off the Cape, all well.

Many of our reader* muni, no doubt, rumctnlicr the 
tragical mobs that occurred at Benares about twelve year* ago, when a 
mad attempt to revolt against the Government w» projected by Vizier 
Ally anti a few of hi* infatuated adherent*. The tirwt step in that diabo¬ 
lical scheme wan the murder of all the English at Benarc*, men. women, 
and children. The plot wua discovered ut its outset, though not before the 
lives of Mr. Cherry*, the lirittalt ILsithmi at Benares, and revt-ra! other 
English gentlemen were sacrificed to the mat! barbarity of the conspirator*. 

Warns Ally was the confidential friend of the <tep«wed Vizier, the 
prime adviser of all his measures, and more especially of this murderous 
plot at Benares. It was he, who frith bin own hand, according to the 
most authentic statement published at the time of the motsacre, gave 
the first deadly wound to Mr. Cherry. From that time, till Ids late 
apprehension, he eluded .ill ini|uiry; aud os he had t«ea]>cd so long, fur¬ 
ther scorch was considered as hopeless. When lately found at Lucknow i 
he was in such disguise, that hi* person could not be easily recognized.—

We have been favoured with a communication from Benares, point¬ 
ing out certain errors in the account of tho neaault on Callinjur, which 
apjarared in our Gazette of Ihn 17 th ultimo, and supplying- a more 
correct statement of some of the circumstances att end i n g that event. 
Wn arc well aware, how frequently even eyo-witneascs are apt to vary 
from iwb other, in their account of transactions, according aa their 
judgment* or habits of blMerratbm may hapj»en to be more or less accu¬ 
rate ; I low seldom the subordinate detail* of military operations, com¬ 
municated from the spot, by persons writing under the immediate feeling* 
excited by the scene, ore at aFjjrecase or correct; and how liable even 
Lhe most faithful and cautious narratives are to suffer from false inter¬ 
pretation. It ia always therefore with gnat satisfaction, that wn avail 
mirselvni of mu-h npjKirtunitic* a* offer, to rectify the errors of lint 
stalcmont* hastily collected, or to elucidate the truth by a ivjra|«mt>uii 
t.r difleretit stutementa of tho same event, drawn np under different or 
opprcite impressions. Atul on this principle, although the transaction 
to which it relate* is no longer recent, we cannot hesitate for a moment, 
to give place to the communication in question. 

« The columns/' mvs our correspondent, u moved .from the toot of 
Kallinjnro at 4 a. M; and by 5, the head of the 1st column gained a 
cover, afforded by the remains of an old wall, within CO yards of lim 
breach. Here it halted, and tho Pioneers carried seven ludder* to tho 
foot of the rock, three of which were planted. In doing this, the enemy 
discovered our intentions, and opened * fire of matchlocks. The 
ladder* were planted nt lntlf past 5 a. M. At son-rise, the troop* again 
moved forward ; and the obstacle termed in your Pajicr insurmountable, 
was ascended by the Forlorn Hope, and Hank companies of II. M. 53rd, 
with a rapidity surpassing every expectation. But here was found the 
difficulty, that bullied tho persevering gallantry of our troopa: tho 
showers’ of stone* thrown by the enemy sweeping dowu Die oiler flic ; 
while the fire from matchlocks made dreadful havoc on those liekiw. 
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“ Alter struggling 35 tuiuuU-* to ovorcomo the difficulties which the 
hr each and resolute defence of the riimjf opposed, a retreat was founded, 
which was effected with little confusion, bringing away tho whole of 
tlir wounded.'' 

Such i» the corrected relation of tl*? cireumstanrea of the assault, 
with which our correspondent has favoured us, anil which we have no 
ilouht, is more accurate thuu our former statement, in those points in 
which tliey differ from oauli other. Wo must take the liberty, however, 
of oliserving, that tho wottI " imtarmo*»iaUS’ is no where to ho found 
in our narrative of tho 17th ultimo; and that, in relation to the first 
difficulties of the ascent, no such meaning can fairly bo attached to any 
expression tired on the occasion, inaamuch os it ia distinctly stated, 
that a part of the assailants did ascend the ladder*. We used indeed 
the word " impracticable," in speaking of the immediate ascent of the 
breach; and in that phrase (as applied gonerully, in a military sense), 
we arc fully homo out by all the account* which we have seen, some u! 
tluun written many days after the fall of the place. 


ThfwdaT, March 19, 1813. 

In tho evening of Wednesday the 11th instant, a tire broke ont in 
the premise- belonging to the Missionaries at Seram pore, which in a few 
hours, though every exertion was mrulo to slop the progress of the Ham**, 
columned the spacious Printing Office and its valuable contents.

On the 11th it bogtt to blow hanl; on the 12th it increased to o gale, 
ami oaotmoed during the whole of that day and tho following night. 
Yesterday the wiud srattewhat abated, and to-day the weather is mode¬ 
rate and pleasant. 

«The R-tgctl and all the ships at this anchorage rode it mil wvllj 
and have wOncd little nr nothing, exoejit in the 1n38 of anchors. Tliree 
dismasted ship*, however, liavc come in from Sen, one of which is entire¬ 
ly Inet, and the fate of her crew we have not yet learned. Our Pilot 
Schooner went up to the wrack yesterday evening, when not a soul was 
found on Iwanl • it i* lwpcd that the pcoplo got off in their own boat*. 
The wreck at that time had her gun-wale level with the water; her poop, 
triiTc n mast, and bowsprit, the only part* to be seen above tiie surface.

Be the result of the 
search what it may, there is uo apprehension of the safety of the people

The Prisoner was tried and convicted on the same day; with the excej>- 
lion of an uliusive expression, which lind |uiss«l daring a slight altercation 
U'twcvn tlio Pri*om-T and the deceased on the preceding evening, no 
evidence whatever of any previous provocation appeared in the course ol 
the trial. Pursuant to the above eentrneo, the unfortunate cnlprit, 
Cahill, was executed on Monday last, at three o’clock in the afUnnxuj, 
in i tin Cross Bond Loll Bazar, ond died with the mao horden.d 
iniliU’ervnc* that lias marked his conduct since the commission of the 
murder.

was truly characteristic. Jellies, Creams, Pastry of all kinds, sweet- 
meals, and other refreshments, were in the greatest prolusion. 

Tbo style of fittiug up these apartments was ranch praised; 
they oihihiteJ the most complete picture of ivlrnt they wore intended to 
represent—and the attention shewn to thu comfort nnd rvfresluucut of the 
company, strongly marked thu hospitality of the entertainers.

Tho Maugalort Inal proceeded so far on her voyage from Calcutta 
to New South Wales, when she was suddenly overtaken by a tremendous 
water-spout, which levelled her mania, swept her men ovorbonrd, and 
buried the vessel herself in the waves. It is iminful to add, that the 
wlndo of tho crew are understood to have perished, with the exception of 
a single lasvnr, who, together with some packets of letters, &o., and 
fragments of the wrack, was cast on shore ujion tho coast of Sumatra, 
ami related tho above dreadful story. The Mangalore had on board a 
cargo from hence, valued at about 1,70,0110 It opens.

Extract of a Letter /ran Hatlacolot, dated tie 23/d ultimo. 

** On the morning of the 17th instant, u .mull l*oat was seen in 
VendckxK- Hay, on tlu- cost coast of Ceylon, drifting towards the laud, 
which when it was thrown ashore by the surf, proved to contain font 
Bengal humors reduced to tho last degree of human wretchedness. — The 
miserable sufferers who an* now in a fair way of recovery give the follow* 
ing account of themselves- — They uro all that survive of the crew of lhe 
brig Sultan, Haim*, commander, of Calcutta; which vessel it would 
appear left Achtvu, with eighteen souls on board, atul laden with 
Imtolmil, some time »lx*ut the 2nd or 3rd instant. 

° Only twenty-four houra after they put to sea, when off Acheen 
lieud, at midnight, lhe brig foundered in a s.pwll, when tho captain and 
all on board perished* except six of the crew, who at tbe moment the 
vessel was Kinking threw themselves into the I mat without water or provi¬ 
sions of any kind. — They found in the liout. bv chance, the rudder and 
four ixirv, but they hod neither moat nor sail. In tho morning when day¬ 
light appeared no land was to bo seen—and being without tlio rn ^io 
olid even not possessed of knowledge sufficient to enable them In 
direct their course to the nearest abort*, they put up one of tho oora 
to a mast, substituting the few clothes they had with them for .1 axil, uud 
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with this thiy committed themselves to the will of fate.—On the fourth 
day nftcr tin* ship foundered, out* of their companion* died—«nd it it 
worthy of remark that they represent thi* man ns not haring been lew 
rigorous than any of tho others when ho first got into the boat, but they 
attribute bis early debility and death to the want of Opium, in tlie uw 
of wliich ha lioil been in llu> practice of indulging regularly and to 
owWfc—On the ninth cLiy, another of the unfortunate sufferere expired, 
and after being tossed about, at the mercy of the wind and tlie waves for 
tiino days longer according to their account, the four survivors, ou tho 
morning of the 1 /th instant, found tbemselveo close in with the laud, but 
by this tune they were so weak as to be unable to make uny exertion to 
rcaoh it—unfortunately for them th* wind was blowing in the direction to 
throw them right up on the shore.—In the course of this dreadful voyage, 
although they experienced fmjuent showers of rain, yet for several day* 
successively, at different times, not a drop fell u|*on them ; during these 
distressing interval* the only means they hud recourse to for mitigating 
th'ir burning thirst was by wringing the moisture from their hair, and 
sinking their clothes when moistened hy tkv dews of the night. 


“ Tlie first idea that will strike every one perusing this statement, 
must be tins extreme improbability, nay, almost impossibility, of any

The life of Attah Mahommed 
Khan, it is added, hud tan »iiared, at tlu- intemisdon at his mother, who 
i» also the sister of Futteh Khan. Attnh Mahnruiucd was confined iu 
the Fort of Sliecrgurrnh. Numlrtun, the Dewnn of Cashmere, hud tied 
to the mountains. 

The Seik furrta, employed on tlio ctj .edition against Cuslimere, 
were commanded l»y tho IK-wan Mohukkiin ( Imiul. 

(•hidamn Mahommed Khun, the brother of Attah Mahommed, 
hail, however, •uhacipirntly mud* his upiwaruuoo Tram Altoclc, with an 
army of 6,000 borvo and foot, *>«* bad eucmnpsd at KohWrero in Cash¬ 
mere, where he remained on the 21th of February, coUrvting tlic rcnU 
of the adjacent country, in opposition to the Seik and Afghan invaders. 

Soojali-ul-Moolk had also beat called in, to play hie part on this

Wo arc informed that n private letter receives! yesterday evening 
from Bombay, communicatee the imjxjrtant intelligence of the entire 
defeat anil disunion of the Armies of S.mlt, Sachet ami Jour Ion, amount¬ 
ing to 62,000 men, by the Immortal Wellington, with tho Anglo-Luri- 
tauiun ami Spanish Annies. 

The advices received are dated 3th December from Alicaut, and luth 
from Malta. 

It appears that the French Army on the south of the Tagus, endea¬ 
voured by (breed marches to prevent the junction of General Sir R. Hill 
with Marqnis Wellington. This, from the celerity with which tho latter 
marched, they oould not effect. Lord Wellington joined General Hill, 
ami determined tu attack the French Army under their three Marshals. 

The lues of tho French in killed, wounded, and prisoner*, during thi» 
hart! fought Battle, is estimated at S5,IMI0 men. Tho remniudor were 
dispereed in all directions. Many who attempted to late shelter in 
Madrid, were massacred by the {teasantry. 

Such of the French as remained in \ alencia, had packed up their 
eflecta and taken to (light. 

Lord W. Bruthick had landed at Alicant, with a large reinforce- 
ment from Sicily; and this additional Forco is said to be sufficient to 
clear all the interior of Spain of tho Eneiuv. 

We arc sorry to hear thnt the loss of the Allies, in killed and wound¬ 
ed, is stated to 1* uear 20,000, and that the Sjuinub General-in-Chief 
Castaoos wa» killed. 

We Author learn thnt Bonaparte whilst travelling in the Coach with 
BerthM'r and Murat, attempted to shoot himself, hut was prevented. He 
is said to bo insane. Where Bonaparte was, is not mentiunod; hut we 
believe he had not reached Paris.

We, tho nmlomgnod Dutch Inhabitants of the City of Batavia 
and it* Eweirons, take the liberty to offer to you on tho occasion of 
your departure from India, the sentiment* of respect, fidelity, and 
grotitudo with which our hearts nro filled toward* your Lordship's 
Person and Government. 
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In making" known to your Lordship these sentiments, wo acquit 
ourselves of a most agreeable duty. We are hut the interpreters of 
feelings which every true Hollander experienced during your Lordship's 
stay on this Island, und which have continually been felt since your 
departure to the Scat uf the Supreme Government of Indio. 

And is it not very natural, that we should feel real grntitudo when 
we call to our recollection, tho unoxj>eelod l >e no fits which have happened 
to os under your Lordship's direction ? 

Tins Island Conquered by the Arms, and annexed to the Empire of 
Great Britain, it was tho glory of your Lordship to have saved it from 
destruction, to have aaauagcd tho misfortunes of War, and to have 
extended tho Conquest even to the hearts of tho Conquered. 

By the measures of the former Government, cut off us it wore 
from the relatione which hiud Society, and thence exposed to the treach¬ 
ery of tho Natives, year Lndship gave security to our Families and 
Property, and our Conqueror became our Saviour and Protector I 

Aliauiluned without reserve to the direction of a Conqueror, we 
received from you tho consoling assurance, that tho British Government 
wanted not tho restrictions of a convention to observe the duties of 
humanity and beneficence; and wo were allowed tho same Bights and 
Privilege*, that the Subjects of Great Britain enjoy in India. 

In short , we became Unyliti Subject*, and the protecting care of 
your Lordship to us as such, has not ceased to bo felt since your depar¬ 
ture from this Colony. The favorable consideration wliicb your Lord¬ 
ship lias iduoj given to the pretensions, made by the Creditors of tho 
former Government, is a proof of this; and we llatter ourselves, that 
the interests of those concerned, will continue to be found an object 
deserving of your* paternal attention. 

We should not, bowwvur, do justice to our feelings of gratitude, if 
we did not in an esjiecisl manner express them for your choice, in having 
nominated the Honorable T, S. 1 tallies, as the Representative of yonr 
Lordship in these Colonies. 

Conducted by his geniit9 to effect whatever is magnanimous and 
good, he pursues the course in which your Lordship set tin? t’fhiuplc, and 
we rejoice in the victories which this Government has accomplished, as 
well over a perfidious and dangerous Ally on this Island, as over tho dis¬ 
obedient and cruel Prince of Paletnbang.

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But that wo may avoid the appearance, as much ns we would Uio 
guilt of flattery, will only add our prayer, that the Almighty may hkwt 
your efforts for a happy and prosperous Government. 

Mr Loan 1 now that you are upon the point of quitting these 
Eastern Region*, may the satisfaction of the good, which you have done 
to this Colony, and the gratitude with which every heart is full, bo to 
you a consolation and a recompense for the extraordinary fatigues and 
dangers which you have incurred, and in some degree for the afflictiug 
lists of a uear and dear tie on your affection, at the period of your pro¬ 
ceeding to the conquest of this Island. 

M:.m among tt», who, under Providence, arts indebted to your 
Lordship for our Uvea and for our subsistence, will never cease to call you 
our l ather ami Protector; and we all recommend our interests to a coo- 
tmnation of your care and protection. 

We would entreat of you to consider, that we are the descendant* 
of a Nation, one of tire most Ancieut Allies and Ompatiions »* Faith of 
Great Britain, and that during the Reign o( the House of the Stadt- 
Loldcre, a period existed the most glorious for the people of both 
Nations. 

It i* iu consequence, that we dare to give to your Lordship on 
unreserved assurance of the fidelity and loyalty of tlic Dutch Inhabi¬ 
tant* of these Colonies, and we flatter ourselves under this consideration, 
tli8t tho assurances of gratitude and respect which we now offer, will bo 
grariouely received by your Lordship, and that our prayers to the 
Almighty, that his blessing may continually repose on your Per»uu, and 
on whatever is related to you may not bo unheard. 

Nothing however would be more agreeable to us, than the power of 
once morn expressing these sentiments in person to your Lordship, if it 
should please you to visit the Island of Java, on your passage to Europo; 
hut if tlw fatigue* and the dangers of so circuitous * mate, are an ob¬ 
stacle to our wishes, we take the lilx-rty at any rate to solicit that our 
Agent at Calcutta may be permitted to have your Lordship's likeness 
taken in a Picture, in aider that it may be planed in the Government 
IL.ilkj of this Capital, to remain iu remrrabranca of tin; Eminent Ser¬ 
vices whioh you have rendered to thi* Colony, and of the gratitude, 
fidelity, and respect which every Hollander bears to your Lordship. 

In conclusion, may we lie permitted to solicit your Lordship’s kind 
recommendation of the interests of the Inhabitants of Java, to your 
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Successor in Uie Supreme Government of India, ami that you vQl us« 
tfw weight of jrour influence to preserve to ns the itights ami Preroga¬ 
tives which have been granted to the Inhabitants of thews Colonies by 
your Lordship.

On receiving the oddre&, His Lordship was pleased to moke the 
following lleply:— 

GEjmiuef, 

If I om gratified, as I naturally must, by the kindness and partiality, 
evinced towards me individually, by this Address, I feel ni the Mm- time, 
I assure you, a pleasure of a higher nature, from that spirit of fidelity 
and attachment, breathed in every lino of that Paper, by so large and 
respectable a body of our new fellow Subjects, towards our common 
Sovereign ainl the Government to which they are now happily united. 
These sentiments are, from them, the more welcome, as they appear 
evidently to have sprung, partly from wise and just views even of their 
own National Patriotism, partly from the exj»erience, which I am happy 
to think they may already have obtained, of benefits actually derived 
from the just principles and paternal Administration of their new 
Government. 

I refrain, however, from enlarging to-day, on these grateful topics, 
because it is my intention to address my acknowledgements more direct¬ 
ly to tin* Gentlemen themselves, who have done me the honor to affix 
their Signatures to this Address. 

Permit mo, in the meanwhile, to add, that tin* satisfaction I derive 
from this proceeding, has been much enhanced by the respectable and 
honorable hands from which bo Mattering a commnnicathin lut# boon re¬ 
ceived. It could not have been presented to mo by any Gentleman 
towards whom I could have professed with greater sincerity, the wann¬ 
est personal regard, and the highest degree of public esteem. 


Thursday, StrnsiuiEit, 10, lblS. 

On Saturday last a most daring outrage was committed in the 
common gaol of this city, by several of the Crown prisoners confined 
therein ; it appears that ono of the prisoners under sontenc^tif transpnr-- 
tation, had long been an object of hatred to the rest. This inveterate 
disposition showed itself in a moot particular manner, on the morning 
of the above-named day, when the obnoxious man was clmvd by Gw 
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or six of the prisoners through the felon's yard, and bouton by them 
in bo shocking a manner, as to bo unable to move from the ground: 
the Native atm try attempted to prevent their louring tin- compound 
allotted them, in consequence of which they knocked him down, took 
away hia musket, and, after they had beaten their rictirn till he was 
nearly insensible, they returned uttering the moat chocking imprecations, 
and threatening lire life of any one who should durr attempt to ret rain 
thrm :—the Deputy gaoler, witli the Native guard (about thirty men) 
attempted to seize the insurgents, then but four in number, but the 
sepoy* eonlil not be prevailed uj*on to execute the orders they received 
and for temporary security, the outer doors of the yard were closed aud 
locked :—tiro rioters however employed the interval in preparing mate, 
rials for a ciegc,—one wrenched the barrel from the stolen musket; ano¬ 
ther bent and flung the bayonet over, which was near hitting one of 
the guard, whilst others were active in breaking up cot-franu-n to nerve 
a» weapons. One o'clock arrived, and as tlie nvual dram of liquor had, 
very properly, been withheld, they seized this occasion to renew their 
violence with increased fnry, and one of tho leaden being placed os 
watchman, the rest enteral the apartments of the gaol, Ixurieading tho 
door and vowing vengeance against all who might attempt to molest them. 

About this time Mr. Adam Gordon, the keeper of the prison (who 
lud hitherto been absent) returned from Calcntta; he opened the gates 
and endeavoured, but, in vain, to Brize the ringleaders; the meu of the 
town guard lied on being pelted with stone* and mud, and the rioters 
refused to surrender unless an tenns which, of course, could not ho 
listened to: by some means, however, the chief two of the imtnrgcnts 
were enticed outride of tho gates, which were immediately closed upon 
them and locked, when the gaoler instantly proceeded to handculf 
and iron them (not, however, till Ward the principal man concerned, 
had been fetched out of the large tank in the compound of the prison 
into which he plunged) duritig which, their associates in the yard com¬ 
menced pelting with bricks, and stones, one of which latter struck Mr. 
Gordon on the arm, while in tho act of ironing Ward; the two meu Inang 
thus secured, they were U'titd up in one of the condemned cells, and 
os the others rvlhn?d tn surreuder, information was sent to tho Sheriff 
of the statO'Uf the prison, and the outer doors were again secured. 

In lass than half an hour from the time of their being thus locked 
up, Ward and his associate had broken their handcuff*, knocked their 
irons in pieces, opened the locked doors uf tho cells, and absolutely 
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appeared at the gratings of the common rooms, flinging the fragment* 
of their irons, &c. out, and again threatening the gaoler and all who 
should roolwt them. 

In a short time the High Sheriff arrived, and alter frniilnwly endea¬ 
vouring to convince them of their error, and oxerting himself to secure 
them, he qnitted tho gaol and speedily returned with a detachment of 
Uis Majesty's 24th Regiment of Foot, (commanded by an offleer) and a 
Native gtuud; these marched into the yard and wore drawn up before 
the door leading to tho prisoners’ apartment, and after loading with 
ball cartridge, tho rioters delivered themselves tip, opening tho door and 
surrendering at discretion. 

They were again imned and otherwise safely seemed ; in the coarse 
of the evening, the Honorable Chief Justice visited the prison, and having 
made tho necessary inquiries, gave orders that the prisoners (i. those 
concerned in the outrage) should be strictly watched and kept for nevcrsl 
days on bread and water; tho man whom they had beaten, upon being 
conveyed to the hospital, was examined by the medical gentlemen in 
attendance, who ordered the instant application ol leeches and blisters 
to the bruised parts ;—he is now, we understand, doing well. 

Thus ended this most audacious and unprovoked outrage, and wo 
tru.*t that the firmness displayed in suppressing this eruption, will pre¬ 
vent the recurrence of similar irregularities. p ot( 1

These are features which eminently distinguish an enlightened 
Government, but while we pay our humble tribute of applause to pub¬ 
lic munificence, it is with corresponding satisfaction that wo are called 
upon to record the acta of an Individual in tho worthy fbuse. 

Sumlcijeo Sewjeo. a mcrehnnt of Mandavie, chiefly residing at 
Porlmnder, and known to the Company's Government, has been unbound¬ 
ed ui hu well-timed charities, and considering the extent of a smglo 
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nun*, ability, thcae cbaritim r^uire but • simple recital <o stamp the 
benevolent character of the Donor. 

During the but 12 months, Sundoijec has fed at Mamlavjo in Dutch 
8,000 people on Da tec, at tin) daily exporter of 80ft Rupee*. At a village 

named Gindcalla near the same plane, ho ha. a fixed w tlWWlM nt foi 

charity, which during the Into scarcity disbursed 00 Kupa« daily by the 
distribution of graiu. 

At Porbumler, Sundeijee gave gmat encouragement to a snlucnjpiion 
mmle at that place Tor the relief of the poor by contributing 0,<H)0 Rupee*. 
At Jooria, Noanugger, and Suryo, particularly at the former place, tbo 
half-famished people of Kattywar have been also fed nt an average charge 
of 90 Rii|we* every day, and it will be found that S under] ec'* name la 
inserted in the U«t of MibacripUou. so bandaomety marie by the Native 
commanity of Bombay. It i» not powible to ivuxrtain precisely tlio 
amount of liis charities at the weird Tcerhntg of Bate, Dwarka, ke. t 
not thrrs. privately administered, but from the information of a Gentleman 
on whose accuracy dependence can lie placed, it is estimated that during 
tlw lust year, the Charities of Sumlerjee altogether have conviderahly 
excelled the sum of two lacs of Rupees- 

These Acta of Bonernleneo can only meet with if ward from that 
•outgo whence all good emanate*; they have been suggested without the 
hope of ostentatious display, and with tho sole intent of relieving his 
suflering fellow Creature, With the virtuous mind, snub liberality and 
feeling will justly ba appreciated, and while they do honor to humanity, 
they am deserving of this mention, if, merely to render common ap- 
Idouse to a distinguished example of munificent Charity. 

TJiis is not the first Instance in which Snndctjee has afforded his 
aniiiance. In the dreadful famin e of 1702 when hi* mercantile 
concerns were mom limited, thi* person also expended a bo ol Rupees. 
Notwithstanding that them are powerfnl claims on public re*poet and 
attention, it bi reraarkahh that the same spirit which pervade* hi* 
charities, animates hi* personal demeanour, exhibiting a model of humility 
■mil disinterestedness, which can only he allied with the purest Hcnevo-

Thn 
hammer doth of «u|*erfinc crimson cloth, with festoons, aud rich silk 
bullion fringes; in the centre, at each end the three crest* appear, embroi¬ 
dered in gold, and tlioy have a very tasteful effect. The couch box rises 
from tlie perch, with a noble sweep ; it* carving, and other ornament*, 
unite both lightness and grandeur. Tlie guard-bandies, tlie raised crest*, 
and coronets, arc the fiuest specimens of elaborate workmanship. To 
render the coup Je <tU complete, a magnificent suite of hurneso, in yellow 
metal, richly chased, with crimson silk tassels, and bead how?; rich plates 
around the housings and winkers.

Thursday, October 7, ISIS. 

On Monday morning’, tho Sooncmvokf, having on board the Right 
Honorable the Earl of Moira, Family and Suite, laying below Garden- 
Roach, which she hod reached the evening before, weighed and stood 
towards Calcutta. The wind being very light, ono of the Honorable 
Company’s rowboats preceded the barge, which she towed to the Cband- 
poul Ghaut. On pacaiug, the Sooaauootf wai saluted from the Dock 
Y'ard at Kiddcrporo, and on arriving opposite to the Fort, nineteen guru 
wore fired from the rampart*. Exactly at a quarter before six o'clock, 
fli* Lordship, accompanied by hi* suite, Sir William Grant Keir, Adju¬ 
tant General to the King’s Troop*, Captain T. W Taylor, Military 
Secretary, and the Honorable J. E. Elliott, Private Secretary to Earl 
Minto, and Commodore Haves, landed at the Chaudpatil Ghaut, where 
he was received by Hi* Excellency Sir Georg® Nugent, and a number of 
civil and military officers of rank, and an immense concourse of the in¬ 
habitants, who had assembled to witness a scene so truly interesting and 
gratifying. 

Hi* Lordship then passed through the troop*, drawn up in line, to 
the Government House, and walked forward to the Government House, 
followed by an immense number of persons of all descriptions, Natives 
tu well as Europeans. At the top of the stains His Excellency was re¬ 
ceived and welcomed to India, by the Right Honorable Earl Minto, the 
Honorable the Chief Justice, Us® Members of tho Supreme Council, &o., 
&c., on tho top of the grand stair-case. After a few minutes ikday, the 
Earl of Moira sat down to breakfast, which hud l«*ra prepared for l.ho 
occasion, and shortly after, proceeded to the Council Chamber, 
where he took ih® Oath and hi* seat in Council, with tho nsual cvrnno- 
niiss, a salute being fired from the Ramparts of tho Fort. The Countess 
of Loudon, Vr#c<mnt, Htmgcrfonl, and the two Ladies Hastings, ac¬ 
companied by Lady Keir and other Ladies of distinction of the Settle¬ 
ment, landed soon after his Lordship, and went in a carriage to tlic 
Government House, which they entered about half past six o'clock. 

The H'lttiaft, Pilot Schooner, ou which Lord Moira and Family 
embarked at Saugor, un Thursday last, passed Kedgsrw at eleven o'clock 
on that day. Sim next day anchored off Fuluih, nud oa Saturday 
readied the lower part of Garden Reach where His Lordship her for 
the ScH/uamooif. 

In the evening, a grand dinner was given at the Government 
House, to which a company of nearly 200 rat down.

Order of Ore Bath. Sir George Nugent accordingly attended at the hour 
of twelve, in the North East wing of the Government House. 

A built the auue time, the Governor General attired it) the dre>s 
and decorated with the Mantle and Collar of the Most Nohle Order of 
the Garter, and tin* Cap and Plume of the tarna, took his seat in a 
Chair of State under a splendid Canopy ut tin* South End of the grand 
Saloon, on the upj«er floor of the Govenimint House; tlie Band of 
Hia Majesty's ~4th Regiment playing u God save tin* King/’—On thia 
iMica-ion, tho Governor General was accompanied by the Rigljt Honomhlu 
the Earl Mintn; tlie Honorable Sir Henry Russell, Bart., Chief Justice; 
tli« llonorohle Sir John Royds; the Honorable Sir William Bnrrotighs, 
Bart; Mr. Kdmonstone and Mr. Seton, Memliera of the Supreme Council— 
Hi** LmUhip was likewise attended by the General Officers at the Presi¬ 
dency ; hy Commodore 8ir Home Popham ; by the Chief Secretary and tlie 
oilier Secretaries to Government; hy the J ndges of tho Courts of Sudder 
Dowouny Adawlut and Nixamut Adawlut; and by nearly the whole of tlu* 
per- r*» in the service of His Majesty and of the Honorahle Company, 

As soon as his Lordship had taken his Hot, lie directed a deputation, 
consisting of tbo Chief Secretary and the nthur Swre tones to Govern¬ 
ment, to wait upon Sir George Nugent iti Uit* apartment in which he 
attended for the purpe-r of conducting hint to the Saloon where tho 
Ceremonials were to he performed. 

His Excellency then proceeded to the Saloon, attended hy the 
8ecn?tsriw and his personal Staff; one of the Secretaries l.oaring on a 
rruu-oti velvet cushion, the Ribband and Radge, the Star of tlie Order, 
the Chiit^.Tciwtan 1 taring tho letter from Visconnt Siilmonth, con¬ 
taining Hi* Royal Highness's Commands, that the Governor General 
should, cat lus arrival in Indio, invest Sir George Nugent with the 
Order of tin* Rath. 
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On Hi* Excellency's entering the Saloon, the Gorcnwr General 
immediately rote, umi Sir George advanced towards his Lordship, making 
the reverences usual on occasions of Ceremony. 

As noon na the procession had approached near to the Governor 
General, hia Lordship took tlie Ribband and Badge and the Star of 
the Order, and addressed Sir George in tlio following word*:— 

" Sir Gkoho* XroEST, 

“ To he honored with tho trust of representing the sacred person of 
my Sovereign upon any occasion must ho a just cause of pride to me. 
Yet the mind will moke discrimination* with regard to the object and 
circumstances of such a trust: and I can imagine cases where the exercise 
of the duty might uot Ixs attended with the pure and oumixed satisfaction 
which I now enjoy. In this allusion I refer solely to public consideration* • 
But on the present occasion, personal feeling extraordinarily augments 
the gratification, with which I undertake the function. A peculiar 
awkwardness has attcndisl my appointment to my present position. 
Thn*c views of national expediency, which made it be deemed necessary, 
that the Military Power Bhonld be united to the Civil Aathority in my 
bauds, 0 |wraU>l to deprive you. Sir George, of some ap|ieiulage* of Corn* 
marul much more rained by you than any other advantage* of your 
pre-eminence. By you no compensation was sought—To you no txun- 
pvluatinn wa* requisite.—You saw in the circumstance wily an owning 
for a fresh proof that tho most pleasing privilege* of station were as 
nothing in your eyes, if the retention of them could militate against the 
general convenience. To me the consequence, incidental and unavoidable 
os it is, has still been painful; and I anxiously seize the opportunity for 
making the uuly degree of retribution in my |>ower by this public dtv La ra¬ 
tion, which you muHt give me leave to oiler, of my holding in the highest 
estimation, yntir j or rate and your professional character. Every human 
Institution is liable to be perverted; and Badge* of Honor similar to 
that, with which I am ordered to invest you, must share in the general 
lot. It is impossible but that these distinctions should he sometime* 
bestowed unworthily. In arbitrary Governments, the capricious par¬ 
tiality of tliu Deep'd, and iu our country the combination* of Party or 
the machination of interested Individuals, have often caused the pros¬ 
titution of these Badges to elevate Insignificance, to vcitjwolligaoy, fo 
jay corrupt ervices, to varnish doubtful reputation, or to influence opi¬ 
nion tqton measures amhiguou* and questioned. The ends aimed at 
have rarely been attained: But this mischief ha* ensued, that the 
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outward sign hoe lost its currennr a* a voucher for merit.. Men jealously 
exert tlicir faculties (anil ever mnv it ho n piuduminatit feature in uur 
Country) to satisfy themaelvea whether an liuuor of thin sort 1* fitly 
lieatowed or tu>: and if they find reason for pronouncing on its misappli¬ 
cation, their honest Hoorn bullies the hope of both the giver anil receiver. 
You. Sir George, have not to lament this disposition. Be aesorad that 
they, wlna»e contempt would l« called forth by an undue bestowal of such 
on honor, will always regard it with more than ordinary reverence, when 
their just conviction ratifies the pretension of the Individual distinguish¬ 
ed, and tin* motive of him, who confers the distinction. Von have not 
to fear the scrutiny. Yon may confidently court it. This !>oou has not 
lwcn attained through ecrvfle aenduitiee at a Court, or any unmanly 
olseijuiousnta*; though in truth such would be a roost unpromising path 
to favor from such a character as that of the Prince Regent. You arc 
equally free from any possibility of supposition tliat you have liecn ushered 
to thi» honor by the intrigue* of party. ITie distinction is a spontaneous 
emunation from the gracious spirit of a Prince, who marks desert and 
Berks to rucouragu it. 

w Receive therefore, with pride, a reword which must l»e duly 
appneiated alien it is unilcrstood to lie on the part of your Sovereign j 
a recognition of a life spent in honorable devotion to his service and that 
of your Country. w 

On the termination of his Lmldiij.'* speech, he requested Sir 
Goorgc Nugent to advance, m order that he might invest him with those 
Honorable Iludgcs which his Iloyal Iltghucss the Prince Hcgc.nl luul 
been pleased to confer njvm him. 

Sir George Nugent then lim it, ami the Governor General tuwrcdcd 
to invest Sir George with dto Order of the Bath, by placing thi R<d 
Kil.lion over the right Shoulder, and fixing the Star on the left breast, j 
at tlm same time a Solute of 17 Gun* ni fired from the Ramparts of 
Fort William, in honor of the occasion. 

Sir George Nugent then row and addressed the Governor Genital in 
a conctso speech, expressive of the high sense which he entertained of 
the honor ronhnml upon him by hi* Royal Highntsa the Prince Rcgvmt, 
and of the flattering and dirtinguiahod mann er in which the gracimia 
intentions o! Urn Royal Highness had been catntxl into effect hy hi* 
Lordship. 
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The Ceremonials l»*:ing terminated, Sir George NugcnL, after 
receiving the congratulations of the principal person* present withdrew, 
atU'iidtd by the deputation which bud accompanied him to the prescuce 
of Uu» Governor General.

Ou Monday last, at 10 o'clock, a Meeting of the inhabitants of 
Calcutta wa» held at Moore 1 # Assembly Rooms, pursuant to public notice 
from the Sheriff, for the purpose of considering of an Address to the Earl 
of Min to, late Governor General. A numerous aud respectable company 
Wing assembled, Mr. Saunders, the High Sheriff. opened the business of 
the day, by stating the object for which the Meeting liad been con¬ 
vened : 

Mn. Rocks moved, that Mr. Mackenzie be requested to Uko the 
Chair, which motion Wing uuoniinoudy approved, Mr. Muckenrie took 
the CTiair accordingly. 

Mil Sl Ui miX , Advocate General, then rase and addressed the Meeting. 
Ho —»1 tliat although his professional duties led him to speak frequently 
in public, yet he had lawn Imt little accustomed to address the Community. 
Having nnson on the present occasion, he cmundcred it incumbent on 
him to declare the grounds and motives of the Address which was that 
day proposed to be voted to the Noble Lord by whom they had been 
governed for the last six years. —At the time when Land MintO arrived 
in this Country, it might luive appeared to a common observer, that bn 
had little or nothing to perform. He found the Country flourishing, tho 
people contented and happy, enjoying every comfort under the British 
Government- In that state of prosperity it might appear that nothing 
further remained to W done, than to maintain tho Country in the condi¬ 
tion in which ho found it. But the luminous and comprehensive mind 
of his Lordship formed a very different view. Ha conceived tho idea 
of still fnrther ameliorating the condition of the people, and to give 
a permanent security to tho blessings they enjoyed. With tliat view 
his first object was to conciliate the Natives, U> gain their affection 
by jtuticc and clemency, nnd to impress their minds with^.the just convic¬ 
tion that the security of all the blessing* they po**»«d, the enjoyment of 
their rights, th eir religion, aud property, depended on tho stability of the 
British Government. Having fully satisfied them in that; and haring 
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tLus raised in the numb of the Native* a barrier to every intended 
nggresinn on oar inlomt in the Kuel, his tkuugbt* wen? next 
turned to strengthening our owu etnjiire by weakening the power of oar 
sworn foe, whose avowed intention# and whose successful career in 
tump** naturally created alarm for the pence and welfare of India. Tilt' 
nations of the Continent were overthrown, and seemed for a time at least, 
to have united in the furtherance of his schemes. Russia again, however, 
opposed hi» power, and the contest war renewed, but with serious appre¬ 
hension for the issue. Wait bad happened once might liapjieii again, the 
fate of Russia was doubtful, ami it did not seem improbable at the time 
to which he alluded, that the fate of England might lw decided in the 
plains of India; it liecomc therefore un object of great and salutary 
politw to raise in the minds of our native mlgcots, a detestation of 
anarchy and tyranny, and to convince them that every blessing they pcs. 
aesised could only be secured by the i<ermunent stability of the British 
Government. Having fanned and successfully acted upon these views, 
his Lordship next directed his attention to certain external objects, close* 
ly connected witli the interests of this country. The h^aes which tile 
merchants of Calcutta and every other port of India, had suffered fay the? 
capture of their ships, had increased to a scruro extent. We may aU 

recollect when every day brought acoounU of the success of thr enemy '9 

craizere against our ships, which were captured .m their voyages to Europe, 
and in trailing from port to port in India. Against this evil, experience 
seemed to show that there existed no clfcctual remedy ; the activity ami 
vigilance of our ships of war were exerted in vain, while a safe and con* 
venirnt place of refuge rrmairnd to the enemy, in the hitherto deemod 
impregnable Islands of Mauritius ami Bourbon, 


Mr. Sntrrmx enlarged on this topic, and entered at some length 
into a view »f the lwnefits resulting to the British interests by the sub- 
jugatiem of the Islands of Mauritius, Bourhott, and Java; nor were Lite 
benefita of the conquests confined exclusively to Britain. By the siibjugn- 
tioti “f there colonies, laird Minto extended comfort to their inhabitants, 
and confirmed them in the enjoyment of the blowing* of which they had 
been deprived under their former Government*; ami such wen: the sen- 
tumaifa of veneration for the British Government, vluit they wore eager 
publicly to renml the expression of them, and to transmit by every opjair. 
tunity to this seulomcut tlip testimonials of Uicir gratitude. In short, 
auch were Uicir sentiment* of respect and attachment, that thev aeeiaod 
at a hm far words to expre« their feeling*. 
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Having ramie some fiirtlier observations, 3f r Stretu-U «airl that he 
kImxiM have considered the departure of the Noble Lord a* a misfortune 
to this Country, were it not that it hnd pleased Divine Providence to mi** 
up others to whom it* Government could Is* wifely rommitUnl; of thrwe 
one of th*' most, durtinguniht'd hnd been chosen for the high trust j and 
neither anxiety nor d*->nht could lie entertained of the glory ainl prosperi¬ 
ty of the Country under the administration of Lord Moira. 

In conclusion, bn aid, he would detain the Meeting but one moment 
longer; and be was persuaded he would Iw cordiully joined by every 
mm present in the prayer " Gon mjess Istiip Mist©." —Tin* fervent ex¬ 
clamation was immediately followed hy a general burst of applause. 

Hera a short interval succeeded, and the business of tbe Meeting 
was resumed, by Mr. Mackenzie, who proposed the names of a number of 
gentlemen to form a Committee for prrparing the draft of an Address. 
The gentlemen mimed by the Chairman l»eing approved, were farmed into 
a CunnuiLUv: who after retiring lor some time returned to the Meeting, 
with a copy of the proposed Address, which Ikiing read by Mr. Strettell, 
was approved and ordered to be engrossed for signature. 

The thanks of the Meeting was then unanimously voted to George 
Saunders, Eaq., High Sheriff, John Mackenzie, Eaq., Chairman, and to 
Bdward Strettell, Esq. far his exertions in forwarding the object of the 
Meeting. JUirror.]

The Ladies were all attired in full drew, and most of thorn 
wore long trains and plumes; a circumstance, which imported to the 
scone an unusual air of gaiety and splendour. Lord Moira took his station 
in front of the canopy and chair of date at the upper extremity of tho 
grand saloon, with the Countess of Loudoun on his left, hand, her train 
supported by two Pages, dressed in uniforms. As the visitors severally 
approached, they wore introduced to tho Earl by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Fagan, who stood on his right hired, and by Sir William K.eir to tho 
Countess. Thu ceremony of tho presentations being over, two parties 
•at down to play at Commerce, Lord Moira presiding at one table, and 
the Countess of Loudoun at the other. A number of card tables were laid 
out; but the oompany in general did not play. A oold collation was 
prepared below in the marble hall, to which small pan-tics occasionally 
resorted for refreshment; nnd the bond of His Majesty's 2tth Foot 
played ut intervals during the evening. The party finally dkpanod a 
little after twelve o’clock.

Ill Luitn,—The undersigned British Inhabitants of Calcutta l>eg 
Lave to otfiT tn your Lordship, on tin? occasion of your approaching 
dirpnrtura for Europe, thu expression of thorn sautimouU of respect and 
cslcvui, which have been excited by thu contemplation of your public 
services, during your administration of Urn Government of India. 

Among those patriotic chinwters, whose splendid talent* and illns- 
triini* virtues have sueoesuivuly rawed and enlarged tliH BtujMHidotis edifice 
of the British Empirr in the East, we view with lively satisfaction your 
Lordship's distinguished name. 

The arduous and sacred trust of administering tills great Govnrn- 
incut devolved upon your Lordship mxiu after tlu- termination of Want, 
which hud fur extended the limits of the Empire, and hud raised to the 
highest pit. U the rrputatiuu of the British Councils, together with the 
liimu of thr British onus; but Urn mighty effort* necessary to «m*ure 
tlii .sc splendid results oould not Im supported without proportionate &»eri- 
fif.'s. To repair therefore the evila inseparably even from the meet fortu¬ 
nate warfare; to rarnit and husband our rvsourow; to OMutolkkUs 
our recent conquest*; to intrnduco among our now subjects the iac-sti- 
utable Ideesing* of security, of order, and of justice; were among the 
first objects, which called forth the exercise of your Lordship? wiiulum 
and lulcnta. 

Tim consummate prudence and complete success of the measures 
directed to the accomplishment of the*' monvntnui objects, are attested 
by the flourishing condition of every Irrnnrh of the public revenue; by 
llm state of traiupiilhry in which these provinces have been maintained ;

rity of these Dominions; project* which demanded the counteracting 
council* and energttir measures of jxditical wisdom. The vigilant exer¬ 
tion* and comprehensive arrangements of that period of your Lordship's 
A.IminU tmrimi wore commensurate with the exigency of the times, and 
were eminently calculated to secure those external and internal combi¬ 
nation* of policy and power, which, in the season of approaching peril, 
constitute the most efficient mentis of national defence.

Language is a faint interpreter on snob occasions us the present 
and tongues more happily gifted than mine, urvopp wswd , too, by timae 
disalding emotions, with which, 1 confess, I have now to con¬ 
tend, would yet fall short of tlicir office in ench on hour os this. It 
would aeon as if nature, perhaps capriciously, had urdain«l, that just as 
tlie bosom i* overflowing, just when the heart is full, tin; power of utter¬ 
ance sludl be denied—yet there is a prompter, one, whose influence I 
thankfully acknowledge at thin moment, while I addruwa you, which if it 
had lt}w to speak hut a small portion of what 1 now think and feel, 
would be eloquent indeed.

Those splendid uud important conquests, therefore, of thp French 
and Dutch Colonies, which, 1 am ready to allow, hare «lwd a lustre on 
the later years of onr Indian annals, were the achievements, of the 
nnpantllolled, I shall not be misled at least, oven by my avowed parti, 
ality, if I say, by the hitherto unsurpassed, the never to be surpassed 
intrepidity and discipline of the Troops, the skill and gallantry of their 
Officers, the genius, firmness and wisdom of the great men who com. 
■mitralod those victorious Annies. 

To them, therefore, I thank yon for one pnhlic opportunity more, 
of surrendering the glory of events, which their divine valour, which I 
lament to say, their blood, have rendered illustrious. 


For the rest, I havo enjoyed tlu> singular advantage, of the onu*tanl, 
and most efficient cooperation and support, and yet more, the invaluable 
counsel and advice, of a succession of the best, the widest, and the ablest 
men, who ever served the Slate. 

To thorn too, with your permission, I would here resign their shore 
or your applause.

A clear 
perception of this alone has induced Government to exempt Masonry 
from that interdict which limy have felt themselves under the obligation 
of establishing against other undefined associations, lint, Brethren, yon 
will never mistake the mysterious forms, the observance of which is so 
carefully upheld in our meetings, nnd which are indeed bo essential to 
the structure of the Craft, for the real foundation of onr union. The 
ditbuion of a spirit of Benevolence and Charity is tho true object of our 
lid mm; and in tho pursuit of that object, we «lo that, which we humbly 
trust, may be approved by the AU-Bcadiccni Creatur.

Tim sacrifice of one'** own gratifi¬ 
cation would be absurdity*, did not one feel that, in the unalterable rela¬ 
tions towards eaoh other which the Almighty has established amongst 
Ilis creatures, the furtherance of tho happiness of others, is so consonant 
to the goodness of Hi* works, is (however humbly,) «> much an imitatiim 
of Hi* dirino Iwunty, that wv may confidently pronounce it the most 
acceptable worship we cun offer to His Throne. 

** Tim principle of Masonry then is religion; yes 1 Your heart* 
acknowledge that it is truly so. You ask far my support and counte¬ 
nance, can you want them ? Tlw structure of Masonry r»t» upon too 
firm a basis to need the being upheld by extraneous assistance. Its own 
ijuolity, and the eternal recognition of it, which will exist in the breasts 
of men, must preserve it against all contingencies.

The public bait unfortunately too often been presented with descrip¬ 
tion* of the melancholy result of employing too large a proportion of 
Malays on hoard of Country vcsaul*; and It 1ms formed u veiy unpleasant 
port of our duty, to relate tho numerous instances of unprovoked rnnssa- 
cn», perpetrated by this revengeful nice, and differing from each other 
only in the variety of cruelty and the shades of harharity by which they 
liav» been marked. A fresh instance of diabolical conspiracy entered 
into, and atrocious murder committed by the Malay jxirt of lire crew of 
the ship Governor Rutlh's, has just been liuudcd to us, and is now jmb- 
lialioil in the subjoined narrative. The particulars of this foul attempt 
were brought round hy the Lynx from the Capo, at which place tho 
Rafik* had arrived previously to tho Lynx's departure from Table Bay. 

Narrative of aa A (tempi made by tome Malay*, on board the *hip Gov¬ 
ernor Ruffle*, to cat her off on tie night of the 2nd if November but, 

ta Latitude 30 degree* (hath, Longitude 36 degree* Rut. 

Tlie ship Governor Rallies, commanded hy Captain R. King, (lata 
of the Admiral Drury) sailed from Batavia tho beginning of September, 
hound to England, with a crew consisting of the Commander, one Officer, 
a Gunner, four Seaeunies, twenty Lascars, and thirteen Malays, (Javanese) 
Iraidcs a young lad, bn>thrr of tlie Captain. They had proceeded on tho 
voyage until tho time tho attempt took place, without the Malays having 
shewn any nigns that they were dissatisfied, Imt from an account given 
hy the Sernng who was ojam deck, it seems, that at 2 a. M. of the 2nd 
of Novumlicr, the Gunner who had charge of the watch, desired the 
Malay* to pump the ship, which they refund In do. The Gunner, in¬ 
stead of reporting their disobedience to the Captain, struck one of them, 
and afterwards laid himself down upon the coop to sleep: in about 10 
minutes, the Malay* came aft and commenced an attack upon tire rest 
of the crew by killiug the G miner, Seacunny at tho wheel sand six Ins- 
cars. Captain King and his Officer, on attempting to get ujhui dis k , 
were knocked down with choppers, and each received two desperate 
wound* on the head; the Malays, seeing them fall down the companion, 
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(for they wore coming on deck,) wjipoKtl they were duml. abul l)u* com- 
pan inn. and hauled Die ship upon u wind to the Southward. Captain King 
thinkx he nn**t have remained seorelrM alxKit half an hour. On recover¬ 
ing, he found hi* servnnt had liouml up his head, nnd bail stopped the 
Mood. Ho hnmedmtoty loaded all the small inn*, i«»pwrtmg wh*t had 
hopprned, but. not knowing how far the mutineers hud succeeded. About 
4 . o’clock a. sr., wane lndv cam* and knocked at the after-bulk-bead 
Captain King answered them, .rnd Irrokr » part down, when be found 
hw Carjasntif, (a Swede) two Seacunniea, and the remainder of the law- 
cure; it vat then that Captain King firet got intelligence of what hurt 
occurred. The Carpenter mode limp-hob* through the companion, and 
got tin* alter-sky-light off, but the Malays kept hearing water down the 
sky-light, which hindered them from firing: ujkwi this, Captain King 
determined to wait until day-light, at which time they iwrocivcd a Malay 
aituug un the armpoohm; they fired up at random through it, and hit 
him, when they all run forward, and Captain King und hi* party rushed 
ojwn deck, and the liret six shot* wounded a man each time. The Ma¬ 
lays fiodmo they were overpowered, ran below, except four, who cam*' 
aft and gave tlicmselvu* up. Tliey were obliged to scuttle the deck to 
get at them—thry encroeded—shot two «if them, and tlu* rest, ten in 
numher, mi they came ujxm deck, Captain King put one by our into tin 
the Killy-boot, and cut them adrift, without oars, sails, or provision*. 

The following is the Statement of the killed and wounded. 

KiffrJ :—1 Gunner, 8 Scacnnnic*, I do. died of hi* wound*, fi In¬ 
curs.—Total Id. 

IKovfiitrJ- —Captain King, lire Chief Mate, the Carpenter, i Sta- 
camnes, (ono my badly), 4 Lascars, (cut, in several places) .—Total 0. 

M<t!ayt :—One shot through the companion; Two ditto Kdmv, for¬ 
ward ; One jumped overboard when woonded; Four brought iuto the 
Cape; and Ten act adrift iti the Jolly-boat.—Total Fight*'ou. 

At the time Captain King dutermiaed upon cutting the Malay* 
ndrifl. lie fouud it im|K»8eihle to save them, as hia Mate woe laying below 
tnrarly dead, him***ll m> faint, that he assured inn if the Malay* had made 
another attempt after he had got. them upon deck, and into the boat, 
tlu-v naurt, lufre succeeded, as himself and party wvro completely exkairet- 
*d.—He was obliged to heave to fur Drew* <lay», to cure hk |»-ojJr'e 
wounds, nut haring any pemm to leave in charge of the ilmk. Hr 
cured all, but one Seactmnir, who died a few days before hi* arrival at 
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Uui Chj«o, on tho 21 b< November, at which time Captain King and thr 
rest of the Crow were getting on very well.

Extract of a UlUr /rom Caxuporr, d*UJ Ftbnuvy 14, 1814. 

“ Lieutenant-Colonel Tetley having some time siuee announced to 
the station, his intention of easing niu^k-i on the 21st instant, on that, 
evening tho doors of his hospitable mansion were accordingly thrown 
open, aud tho most sanguino expectations of festivity wore surpassed by 
the scene which ensued. The CosnjMny began to assemble at 8 o’clock; 
but, owing to the curiosity excited by tho species of entertainment so 
novel to tills purl of India, tho gates wore crowded by Natives at an 
early hour, who took the first advantage of their opening, and formed a 
considerable obstacle to the approach of tho carriages, palankeen?, bag¬ 
gie*, and numerous other vehicles which convoyed the gut-sta. But this 
delay was amply made up for hy the magnificent sight that preheated 
itself to the spectator on his cntrancu. Tho grounds and house wore 
a very fine appearance indeed, and wero splendidly illuminated. Tro- 
phies, with adequate derices, ice., &c., adorni'd tho apartments which 
were variously hut elegantly festooned with tho most Buperb lamps. The 
host himself, attired in the habits of Ta»ethuu, was seated on a Mogul 
Throne, clothed in a blare of precious stones, gold, silvnr, &e„ Ifec. He 
received hi* visitors with u dignity truly royal, and with that condes¬ 
cension nnil afiiihility for which he is so conspicuously pre-einimait. 
Every loyal heart was gratified at the devices, that called to their 
collection those heroes whose names shone on tho walls in conspicuous 
characters. Several mottos peculiarly applicable to his Royal Highness 
tho Prince Regent, were interposed among them ; and, in the centra 
of a royal crown, we traced tbc word ‘Moitu. 1 The masks, as is usual, 
were some good and some bad. Among the most conspicuous, won a 
group*? uf soWere, not i|uite so noisy certainly as Llurir *.wi dement, hut 
whose silence was simply atoned for hy a kind of kindred friend of 
Neptune, a Billingsgate Firi-F>iy. who assailed at once the auditory 
and olfitobtr nerve* of those sivuud her.

Tho ingenuity of our naturalists has during the last fortnight 
been fhlly exerted in endeavouring to assign cause* for an interesting 
phenomenon. which ha* presented itself at tho great tank before the 
junction of the Chawringhue Bomb with that of Esplanade Bow. The 
bottom uf this great luwon l«iug «i«dy, • utfmd the water to Biter 
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through an«l escape, bo a? to lenve tho tank dry in the hot wawn. To 
remedy this evil, it was determined to remove altogether thi«<mdy layer. 
A nnuil^r of workmen werro employed, and hod nut dug above four fret, 
when they came on a regular group of full grown tree* Thuea tree* 
were standing perpendicularly nl «liort distant*, from each other, and 
had the appearance of trunks lopped otf within three or four feet from the 
roots. In general they wore about u foot oud a half or two feet in 
•linmetcr. They wae firmly fixed in a dark Joamy soil, into which thitir 
roots spread in every direction. 'Hie elbow* where the trunk separatm 
into its roots, were distinctly marked. The substance of thaw nuliter- 
ranrouD growths was of a reddish colour, like Soondrec, soft and titoisi, 
•till preserving the grain of tho wood. Upon enquiry wn hate learnt 
that this natural curiosity is by no means singular. About six or eight 
years ago, a similar appearance ottered itself on digging the Laldiggy; 
and very lately at Dum Dum. not only tranks of trees, hut bones and 
deers* boras wore found at a great depth from tho surfneo of the ground 
on tho occasion of sinking a new tank. It is even said that the body or 
a boat was dug up under similar circumstances at Gardeu Reach. 

Of Uia various plausible and ingenious t heories ottered in explanation 
of this extraordinary occurrence, wo fear thnt none will bear examination. 
On the authority of tradition, and of a man in Orate's work, it has been 
conjectured that this tank is in the Bite of a deep mull a capable of bear¬ 
ing sloops, which ran in front of the Esplanade Row in its course from 
the ralt water lakes to the river, and that these trees were planted on its 
banks. But bow will this supposition account for those clumps which 
worn found at the bottom of the Lahliggy ? If, w ith many of the Native 
Geologists, wc were to believe, that the whole of the lower part of this 
province has been formed by the gradual dijM«ition of mud washed down 
by the rivers, during innumerable ages, wo should find no diilleulty in 
assigning a reason for this otherwise unaccountable ap^-arnnee. We 
might then suppose, that what may be named tho secondary soil, extends 
downwards from twenty to thirty feet, and tliat still doeper would be 
found many remains of the primary formation.

The incalculable Concourse of people asscmblo! yesterday, for the 
pnrposo of seeing the ball chi n ascend, was similar to the day before. 
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About Irn o'clock, the balloon and car wore removed Irom i1m» Mtriuhly- 
r»Mi«n* to U.r yard belonging to the Iron Hallway Company, at tbo 
extremity of the town, on the Glnuredcr read At eleven o'clock, 
W>. Sadler accoropruiiod by Ilia Committee, coiieiating of twelve gentle* 
mim of the town, Oiaringniiilicd by wearing on tbeir breast* Irngn rilrrr 
medal*, that were prewntcd to Mr. Sadler by tbo inhabitants of Bir¬ 
mingham, after hi* last ascension from that plow. On coie aide i* an 
esvcitsnt likeness of tliifl oelebrated character, with an inscription, stating 
it to be Jamas Sadlor, the find English aeronaut- On the other ride 
Mr. Sadler is represented seated in hi» elegant ear, under a balloon, and 
•taring it to bo hi* twenty-llret ascent, on tho 7th of October 1811, and 
that he traversed upwariUof 112 miles in one hour and twenty minutes. 

About twelve o'clock, when the necessary preparations worn bring 
made for milng tho balloon, whon the wind being extremely boisterous, 
the polea to which the ludbou was to bo hoisted, nnd other temporary 
preparations, unfortunately blew down, and llic wmmen cement or the 
filling of the balloon was retarded till lull part one o'clock, whim a band 
of wind instrument* struck up " Ood rare (he King." 

At one o'clock, the Bonk was shut up, and a written notice stuck 
on the door, stating that, in consequence of the ascension of Uie balloon, 
the Ttunt would be closed for the remainder of the day. The shops 
were all nearly dint, and the bonnes locked np and deserted, and scarcely 
a jstsou was to lie seen in the towu except travellers, although the high 
street in general is so thronged, that it is difficult to para; however it 
is greatly to be lomeoted, that out of the immense concourse few 
indeed jnud for admission to *w the operation of filling the balloon and 
tho ascension; and the ingenious and enterprising artist, Mr. Sadler, 
the firat English aeronaut, wfll be a loser of several hundred pounds, 
instead of bring a gainer of *o much at bawt, especially a* lie waa invited 
hero by a numberof tho inhabitant*, and from their allurement* lie was 
induc'd to give up a lucrative engagement to ascend from Ireland. 

Tin* Iwlloon was mado of white anil crimson stik, in thn shape of a 
Windsor pear, but not upon auch a largo scale os intended, owing 
tx» the penmu supplying tho silk not seudiug it sufficiently strong and 
prepared.—There waa some impediment iu tho process of filling the bal¬ 
loon. which prevented it from filling with that facility that was ex* 
peeled. At twenty minutes post four ©’dock, the jxiwer of tho bal¬ 
loon was ascertained, by it* Wing properly adjusted, when it waa the 
general opinion that it had not power to ri*e with Mr. Sadler. 
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Alter till' car hail lw«ni properly fastened to the balloon, Windham 
Sadler, an interesting youth, tlio wn of Mr. Sadler, only between Id 
atul 17 ymn of ago, entered tbo car, with all the comjKumnj, fottitnde, 
courage, and iudiHerenee, which hi* veteran lather poetesses. At 
a quarter before five o'clock every thing Mug usoeitained to be prujierly 
secured, n signal wait given, all the ropes wore Icxwiaiod, and thu youth 
ascended with tin? greatest fortitude, waving a (lug in ilia inoit exulting 
manner, the multitude cheering him with ref tea led h tunas, the balloon 
rising in the most magnificent and sublime style, the atmosphere 
appeared to fiivnur tho ascension, it being extremely calm at the time, 
and the sky tolerably clear, the wind blowing a gentle brwxc to tlic 
south-west, 

Tlic balloon remained in sight, from the spot it ascended from, for 
seven minutes, thou became obscured for five minutes, reapj>carod, and 
was aecn at tin.' Louden end of the lowii till J past fi o’clock. Every 
jwiraou appeared highly gratified with tin* sublime sight. Mr. Sadler 
•t-l olT post in a carriage to follow the balloon, and hi* oldest son on 
horseback. Various reports were brought during tlio evoning and night 
of tlic ilrsoent. Mr. Sadler aud bis eldest son returned here Ibis morn¬ 
ing, about seven o’clock, with an account which they hail received, which 
they thought oould tie depended upon, tluit tho descent had taken place 
within a few mile* of Chipping Norton, in safety, aud that the youth 
bait returned in a chaise and foot to Chcltcnlum j hut were greatly 
surprised on Lbuir arrival not to find him. 

At a quarter before two o’clock the intrepid youth arrived in liettcr 
brall.h and spirit* than when he ascended, to tho great joy of his anxious 
family, tlic inhabitants, aud the public at large. Me came iu a post 
chaise from Oxford, with the balloon in it, and the car at the top. The 
n>|»**rt of his ucrial voyage is, tlint for ten minutes ho heard tho shout 
of the people after he had uoccndml. 

Tho greatest iliflinulty he experienced was when he was the highest, 
when the pressure of the atmosphere was so extremely great, and there 
was u very Lhick fall of snow, that l>eat against the Iwlloon with so 
much violence, that it wan with the ulmmt difficulty lie could open the 
valve, when lie descended a short distance over Burford, when ho beard 
the people shouting, and ho waved hi# Hog to them, lie rose again to 
avoid deveending on Wedgwood Forest, being fearful of being en¬ 
tangled with train. 
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||.. denuded with very little difficulty, nl fen minutes before six, 
in a fi.-lil mar Chadliugton bridge, i» «ln>rl distance torn Chipping 
Norton. Tlio first man that approached him wo* armed with a piteh- 
fotk, win- uricil, u I»rd, Sir, whims have you comp from. 1 Ha wa*, 
afterward* *iw*1«k 1 by the Rev. O. T>. Dxvi», aud a number of othcra, 
who rendered him every possible oj**istanco. Ho proceeded to Oxford 
where he •lept, tunl was accompanied here hv n cousin. Since his arrival 
he hu» Ijecu chaired round ths town, and his horses taken off.

Saturday Iasi lieing the anniversary of 1I« Majesty’* birth day, 
the troop* in garrison were assembled at day break on the Esplanade 
facing Chowringhee, in the following order. On the right «tood tho 
iiidv Guard, close to whom wen- drawn up s party or artillery and 
a brigade of irons ; next was drawn np hu Majesty** 24th Regiment 
vf foot Tho native details of the garrison of Fort William, consisting

a Company ol the ISIth Native Infantry, and a port of Ilia Miyosty'a 
titlth Regiment formed on the left. His Excellency the Right Ilonrrrable 
the Governor General and Commander-in-Chiuf, noconipanied hy tho 
principal member* »l tlio General Staff, luiving proceeded on Uurse- 
Irnck from tho Government Iloaae, along the Esplanade Row and down 
Ohownngbi* Ri>ail, arrived at the grew ml, on which he was received by 
His Excellency the Commamh-r of the Foret* and General Illair. Ira- 
mediately alter Ins Lanlship, followeil Her Excellency the Countess 
of Loudoun and Moira with Lady Keir, and tho Family, in the Stnto 
Carriage*. Tho procession wa. flllawl up hy tlio House Establishment, 
Slate Horses, &c. His Lordship previously to reaching tho 

ground was saluted by Iff guns from tho Artillery; and afterward*, 
on his taking post at tho Reviewing General'* Flag, by tha n il of 
tho troops: the hand and the drums striking up a march. His 
Excellency thru moved to Urn right of tho line, and proceeded down 
it, inspecting the men. He wa» followed by tin- olflcoraof the Staff, 
and accompanied l»v tho Countess of Loudoun, and the whole Cavalcade 
under tlu- control of the master of the Horse. On hi* Lordship** 
return to the front, the line broke into open column of divisions 
nghl in front-, and marched [mat in review. On reaching their former 
ground the troop* re-entered the original wbnu the Artillery 

fired a royal Mints, and the infantry fired three vollies, in which they 
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wan* joined by tho cavalry with tluur pistols. The Murick at this lima 
continued playing God tatx (ht Kiny. After this, his Lordship again 
went to tho right, ami rods along the line, complimenting each corps 
on its appearance, as ho passed. The Governor General then left the 
ground, and received on his departure a salute of 10 guns ; after which 
the troops returned to garrison. 


Bout jiiiai. 

Of the sailing match which was decided on Saturday, we do not 
mean to nxy much. A perspicuous account of its principal incident# 
ha» already appeared, and wo need ouly agree in th« statement of its 
yielding much sport. "We never saw a more picturesque sight, than that 
of the boats stretching up to the station boat during tho first round. A 
strong bretire had sprung up, and every sail was filled; they glided 
beautifully through tho watnr. No. 1, IW Boat, had by much tile 
advantage. She reached tho station boat, whflo oil the others were 
much in her rear. In tacking, however, she, to avoid Iwing run down by 
her fellow competitors, was forced to stand in-shore, by which means 
she lost way. In endeavouring to gain her lee way, aho was borno down 
by too great a pres of sail, and upset in the middle of tho rivar. Her 
crew consisting of natives, committed themselves to the waves, bat a 
eight was presented by her able pilot scarcely to be forgotten. Aa sho 
lowered in the water, bo gradually ascended her opposite side, till the 
wm quite upsulo down, when ho perched himself on the keel, and sat 
there dry*lmd, enjoying the consolation of reflecting that hiB coolness 
liad saved him from a kwh! ducking. Some doubt# wore at Brat enter¬ 
tained as to the gainer of the prize, u silver bowl; bnt wo hear it has 
been determined to belong to the Fultah Packet. 

On Tuesday evening a rowing match yielded much amusement. 
Ten boats entered, naoh paviug a gold mohur, and the last two. Tho 
race was run from tho edge of the river faring the Respondentia. On 
the opposite side a vessel was moored off tho promises of Mr. Jono». 
Tlii# boat was to bo rounded, after which the rowers were to return to 
the starting flag. The lw»ts were of various descriptions, Baliahs, 
Dingic-, Gigs, &c., some rowed by oare and others by podding. All Urn 
boots moved off in fine stylo, and stretched acre** the rivcf, nearly in a 
hue. Soon, however, it wan perceived, that the chief struggle would be 
1>,'tween a dingy managed by Mr. Hettson, and a gig belonging to 
Captain liudwiu, aiul manned by six puked European* from the 
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AUn.mut. The latter gained the day, cotniug to the *luirc about a quarter 
of a Tninnt.i only before the dingy, and performing tho task, a distance 
of nearlv two milt?, in nine minutes and u half. It is believed that her 
victory wnuhl have l*en doubtful, if the Maujhee of Captain Hudson’* 
dingy had uot twice fallen overboard during the contest. 

A pressure of nwiter prevented our some time ngo inserting an 
account of nu excursion mode by some gentlemen of Poontea, to the 
country between Sicligully and Itajcmuhl, in quest of Rhinoceroses, 
during which, wo understand, they succeeded in killing ti or 7, and 
wouuding many others. By a letter from a Correspondent, who was 
with the party alluded to, wc find, that of late frequent instances have 
occurred of Hhinoeoropos crossing the Ganges, and inferring the low 
lauds in the southern part of the district af Poornea.

By letters from Bennies wo learn Hint the €• Companies of the 8th 
Native Infantry, lately ctnploynd on our Eastern frontier under Major 
Linn ley's command, hail returned to that station early in tho present 
month. At the time of their leaving the foot of the hills ttit frontier 
was quite tranquil, and seemingly in a state of permanent security. 
Unfortunately, those appearances were delusive. The Nepalese, as soon 
as they daujovered the disputed lands to be destitute of regular armed 
force, descended the pastes in great bodies, and during the night of tin- 
Utli aiul 80th ultimo, treacherously attacked and massacred the poisons 
comparing our Police establishment on the frontier villages. Tbuv killed 
about SI individuals, and having taken the Thanundar alive, nfter- 
vraids barbarously murdered bim with poisoned arrows These outrages 
arc the more inexcusable, as they have been committed in support of 
claims, we believe, altogether unjust and unfouuded. Thr contested dis¬ 
tricts are situated in that part of the (Jorruckpor® Zilluh, named the 
Tirhaeo, which was long ago coded to the Company's Government by the 
Nabob, and have until within the lost few ytwra remained in tnir undis¬ 
puted possession. Recently, however, the hill people hare ruude gradual, 
and almost silent encroachments, all along tho English frontier, from the 
Southern extremity of Tirhoot to the North Hast corner of Gormnk- 
l»ro. Finding thoir aggression* to pas unpunished, and mistaking the 
lenity of OiAeminent, they have dared to commit many acta 0 T open 
liustility, to plunder tho village* nnder the protection of the Company, 
and afterwards to claim them os the lawful possession* of their own 
Government. Gu the lUth instant, an express reached General Wood 
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giving information of tlioco unwarrantable depredation* Tlie left wing 
of tho 2ml Battalion 8th Native Infantry wiu onlered to 1* immediately 
in rrailine<* to march, and accordingly left Beuurea next rooming under 
Captain Mantcy'x orders. A detachment of the 14 th Nativo Infantry 
had lilcewife marched from Gorruekporr to the frontier. Tire weather 
wa» exceedingly hot; tho Thermometer in Tents standing at 104. 


Tutusoav, July 7, 181*. 

On Tuesday morning, Ilis Excellency the Vice Preridont hold his 
first I<ereo at the Government. House. It was numerously and respect¬ 
ably attended. 

It is ruppoced that tho Bight Honorablo the Governor General, 
Countess of Loudoun and Suite would arrive at Bcrluunporv, this day. 
Vte are happy to learn, that notwithstanding tiro exceeding heat, which 
raised the Thermometer in the boats to 110°, the party, with one or two 
exception*, were in excellent health and spirits. Colonels M'Mahon and 
Baton, who preceded the main body of the fleet, reached Berbamporo 
several day* ago.

These three 
Vessels were captured uu the 27th of April, nnd 8th and 9th ultimo, on 
the Went Coast of Sumat ra, by the llyder Ally, American ship Privateer, 
of Boston, mounting 20 Guns. Captain Davidson state* lluiL ho fell 
iu with IIis Majesty's ship SnWtto, Captain B*w«i, on Iward of which 
ship were the Captains of the three ships alxive-mcntionod. Tire Captain 
ol the Privateer put his prisoners in u Malay Prow, which conveyed them 
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to Tapanooly, where they found din Majesty's ship Salsettc. They 
ro|»>rt<ti t<> (.'ujitaiti Bowen, tluit whilst. m> Iwoinl the Privateer, they learnt, 
tluit three other I’nsutlers were cruizing in the Boy, and the Constitu¬ 
tion Frigate on the Malubur Coast. 


Ttrcmmav, Auotsr 18, 1814. 

Friday last living the annivoraury of the Prinoo Regent’s birth-day, 
and by universal consent, set apart an a period of rejoicing for the late 
mighty tidings, was celebrated with every demonstration of gaiety and 
enthusiasm, to which loyalty, patriotism, nml the triumphant pride of 
independence can give Lirlh. After the full and lively description* of 
the various mu of this happy ‘lay, already offered to the public, it is 
almost, needle?? again to expatiate on a subject hatdly admitting 
of further illustration. For this reason we shall he very brief, referring 
those who hod not the good fortune to witness the interesting ex- 
hibition, to the papers of Saturday, Monday and Wednesday. The day 
was ushered in by a review of the troops, European and Native, of thu 
Garrison, by HU Excellency the Vice President General Sir G. Nugent. 
On coming to the ground, and retiring from it, HU Excellency was sainted 
by n discharge of 17 guns, from the field pieces of a Brigade of Artillery 
which was drawn up to the right Of Uic line*. At mid-day n Royal 
Salute was fired from the Ramparts. In tbo evening a sumptuous enter. 
tn’mirumt was given a) tho Government House to the principal Inhabi¬ 
tants of the Settlement. Tlu? gateways to the front, and south and 
north side, were bexuGfully ornamented with variegated lamps, and 
transparencies with devices representing the Prince’s arms. The side 
railings of the great stxir-caee were brilliantly illuminated, and literally 
presented one blaze of light. About two hundred Gentlemen sat down 
to dinner which wus served up on three tables, adorned with various 
paintings and emblems suitable to thu occasion. Excellent Champaign 
was freely circulated. After dinner the following toaata were given, 
aud drank with every mark of joy 

1. The Ring. 

Z, Thu Prince Regent, three times three. 

5. The Queen and Royal Family, dittu. 

4, Tho *Duko of Clarence and the Navy, ditto. 

6. Tho Duke of York and the Army, ditto. 

6. The Honorable East India Company, ditto. 
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7. The Right Honorable the Governor General, Uireo tinier tlireo. 

3. Tha Government of India, ditto. 

9. Lady Loudoun, nud the Ladie* or the Settlement, ditto. 

10. Tho Allied Sovereign* and their brave Allies—Drunk with 
cheering. 

11. Lord Wellington nnd the British Army in Franco. 

This toast was received with rapturous applause. The hnnd in at¬ 
tendance marched round tho rooms, playing " tho British Grenadiers," 
with the cheering sound of which every heart heat in unison. 

12. Tho restoration of tho Bourbons, and tlio peace and happiness 
of tho World, ditto. 

13. Sir Edward East and the Administration of Justice in Indiu. 

This toast was joyfully received. Wlicn the Company were silent, 

Sir Edward Hyde East, in the name of his brethren, returned thanks 
for the honor now done them, which he said he was not so vain as to ap¬ 
propriate to himself. 

14. Sir George Nugent nnd the Bengal Army—drank with ap¬ 
plause. 

15. Sir Samuel Ilood nnd the Squadron on the India station. 

After this another toast—the '‘health of Ludy Nugent'’ was pro¬ 
posed and enthusiastically hniled by every individual present.—The party 
broke np a little after midnight. 

Whilst this enlivening scene was taking place at tho Government 
House, the City of Calcutta presented a spectacle not soon to be forgot¬ 
ten. From the extremity of Chouriughec, to as far tu the eye could 
reach into the centre of tho town, it was dazxled by u thousand 
torches biasing in tho air. Every dwelling was illnmiuuted, and many 
by the exhibition of symboliok transparencies figured Peace nnd all her 
train of blearing*. 


We understand that Commodore Ilavcs intend* to exhibit n bril¬ 
liant display of Chinese Fireworks at the Banlothull this evening; the 
unlavouraUe state of the weather having counteracted his patriotic 
wishes on the night of the general illumination.

The whole of the arrangement expressive of joy on 
the luippy revolution, which has just taken place in Europe, was conducted 
under the guidance and direction of His Highness' youngest son, the 
Nawab Muahor Juug Bahadoor, and at unce discovered cleganoe and taste 
iu the judicious manager. 1 he scene closed by a nautch which lasted till 
morning. We are sorry to notice, that indisposition prevented His 
Highness from attending uu the occasion.” 


Ttmu>t»AT, ScnrunEn 8,181*. 

Tl>e l4idu>re newspapers received in Calcutta, extend only to the 22d 
of Jnly, and ormserjuently do not embrace tlu> period in which Runjtr-l 
Singh, havmg*di>eover« d a new jsnss in the mountains, is raid to have 
entered Kadimcer, and marelied along the valley, in full hope of im¬ 
mediately accomplishing the grand object of his ambition,—tho campiest 
uf that delightful province, The details contained in Uta* Iwfore us are 
by no mnami uninteresting, as the style in which they are writicn, and 
the unfortunate events to which they refer, are strongly indicative of the 
ditv catastrophe, of which they were the forerunner*. From tho 11th of 
July until the date of our latest report, Riuyeet remained stationary at 
Poonju, whence he directed tlur operations of his troops. On tlu< 14th, 
it was known iu Comp that Ram Deed, the nephew of Monhnkkim Chund 
arul Dil Singh, after defeating the army of Moohummud Ur.erm Khun 
in lire neighbourhood uf Peerpunchnl, had occepicd the high lauds of 
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that plow, ami forced the enemy to retire. Upon thin information In-jug 
convoyed to Umrit Su», a g*mural illumination took place in that city in 
honor of the victory. Two day* after thin, tlir Rajah of Ourw Sur 
Booltind K hnn «;nt an envoy to Kunjoet's head quarters. This man xvap 
com missioned to tell Ruujeet, tluit his master had rejected an offer of 
311,000 mjJOM, proflbral lo hint with a view of inducing him to favor the 
Afghan imnnc; and that if Hunjeet was dmirviiB of succeeding in con¬ 
quering Knihimvr, he must enter it 1>y the way of Octree, Ruujeet 
received tho envoy witli high distinction. On the loth il wa* rojKined, 
that the main l»dy of the aTmy under Bhawouee Doss had ud van cod ten 
miles in trout of Moomlue; hut that many men ami camels Imif 
destroyed by the uudtunamsy of the weather, impracticability of the roods, 
and scarcity of provisions. About the same period, Dil Singh and Kara 
Decal, having provided their di visions of troojw with ten day#’ provision#, 
and left the division of Prince Goruek Singh to their left, marched from 
Punnkullu towards Dourol, and having gained the pass of that name, 
wore afterwards obliged, by want of provisions, to retire upon Sooneean. 
(iruin was not procurable at the rate of a nrjHse a seer. They were 
ordered to make easy marches, and informed, that Kashmecr would soon 
he entered hy a different route. Meanwhile they engaged thn enemy, and 
after killing a broUier of (ho Nawm, gained a complete victory. The 
Iowa in killed and wounded on I with sides, amounted to 800 men. On the 
t2d, Sirdar Bhowanc-e Dass arrived at Poonjn, having left the mum body 
of the army at Mootuloa. He represented their sufferings to Iw extreme. 
Grain wu* not Ur lie purchased at any priix*. and the reiMient were forced 
to foi<t three or four day# without intermission. The divisions of 
Decal and Dil Singh hud again advanced to a place called UinrvrjHKir; 
the Rajah of Sootircan hud joined tlicir -undanl, and pnunit*d that lie 
would without delay make them masters of Kaahmeer. 

It would seem, as if Runjcet’s good fortune hod altogether deserted 
him in this ill iated expedition; for his principal General Moolmkkim 
Chund fell aick previously to it# commencement, and was uiuihlc to aid 
its execution ; and his commandant of Artillery, Ghousec Khan, has fallen 
a iwcriGcc in labouring for its success. Thu death of this ollhcr will 
probably l*i mueli laments! by Kunj.-et, who owed the great victory 
which ho gained over the Doorannces at Attoek, in a great measure to 
the havock made hr the horse artillery', established and reeved by him.

reports of his having entered the valley of Kashmeer are probably un¬ 
founded, ami that hia exjwctatioua of sncccv have been entirely ilia- . 
appointed, by the defeat and disastrous flight of Inith division* of his 
army. As thorn is a chasm in our intelligence between the £-*ird and 2lHh 
of July, we cannot state the immediate cutises of his failure. The result 
however is, that on tin- 80th, ho judged it expedient to n’trmt with the 
army under his immediate command from some point in advance of 
Poonju. During his march, ho was on two successive days attacked by 
R«oh Oils KJian, the Chief of Poonju, and sustained ti lore of above GOO 
men in killed and wounded, wiili several principal leaden. On hia 
arrival nt Poonju. he placed u garrison of BOO men in the Citadel of that 
town, and instantly continued his retreat Hia progress however was 
constantly checked by tlui animosity of the villagers of the districts 
through which bo pulsed. who harassed his army during the day, and 
committed depredations on his camp and baggage during the night. 
The Bulletin of his army of tbo -Id of August, represents the distress of 
Ids troops to lie extreme, th« cattle (lying in numbers. Hie whole of hia 
artillery, and a great part of his laittalinna, had I wen left in the rear, and 
would probably fall into the hands of the enemy. Rirnjeet himself, 
following the example of hi* grand prototype,* had boon exceedingly 
careful of hia own paeon, and contrived to reach Lahore in safety on the 
10th ultimo. 

Meanwhile, tlie liittermxs of these misfortunes bail boon enhanced by a 
scries of disasters equally ruinous, which had uitoudcd the retreat of the 
2d wing of the army, under the command of Ram Decal and Dil Singh. 

It npiwwni that it had three very severe engagements with tlio Kash- 
inecriuna under tlie personal command of Moohummud I’zecm Khun, in 
which both parties had sustained great lo*a, that of the Siklis amounting, 
it is said, to upwards of 1,500 men, and that of the Kuskmeerian. to 
about 1,000. 

Riinje< t Singh had during his own ilight received from them the 
most urgent representations of the distress and embarrassment of their 
situation. Subsequent accounts stated, Unit they had Imcu obliged to 
nboudnii the whole of their artillery and baggage, and had retreated to 
Thnttu. 

Such has been the result of an enterprise, which ,»% patvit ampontre 
mnpnn tiniit, iti the extravagance of its conception, the relentless enmity 
aecompauj-ing its execution, mid the obstinate disregard of the circum¬ 
stances which manifestly portended it* total and ruinous fiidurc, heur* ho 
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small resemblance to the ever memorable expedition to Moscow, But this 
i» T»o 4 the will* event which enggeet* n parallel between tho character 
nf Bormpurte and that of Runjuct Singh. Mental ascendancy over 
their contemporaries, boldn&sa of conception, energy of execution and 
consummate artfulness are equally remarkable in tho two individuals j 
however the features of each character mav have bren varied by 
the vast difference of tlu? circumstances, which modify resjwctivcly 
tin* tm-niher of enlightened or semi-borlumms aocicty. The fortune 
of luth has lawn marked by tho most astonishingly rapid rise from 
small U-ginning* ; and this extraordinary success apjeur* to hare had 
hi each eaae the wmc effect—namely, to cherish tlwir Iwamlliw nni> 
bitiun, and to produce a blind confidence in their own superiority ; thus 
leading them on to tho»e unntlnjiinblo project*, which were {icrliajH. the 
only mean* by which their signal overthrow could luive heen brought 
about. 


Nothing nf moment is related in the HkliUr* from Holkar’s

September. 

" We left Saugnr on the 2 1th, and after encountering a terrible 
equinoctial gale which commenced that afternoon, and lusted fully Bit 
hour*, returned to the roads on the 2Mb. Thu violence of the storm on 
the night of the 2«th, ha*l almost carried away all mu masts, and the 
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*.a run «o high, that mir bowsprit, mttl >jirit-\uil yard dipt many fw?t 
itixlir water. Thu lightning was terrific; the Spectacle wns electricity 
exemplified. Although wo wees at the close of tiro evening, nl least 
threw miles distant from the breaker*, we dtute during tine night within 
half a mile <>f tin raj and had not the ti mid anchor hold, every soul on 
bount must in ten minutes hove gone to destruction. No vessel was 
nearer us limn four wilt*. It blew trvuiemluuidj, the ruin desiciidcd in 
turrentR, and the billow* rode mountains high. To this wan joined tho 
striking emit rod b>: tween tiro pi to hr darkn-ss of the night, and tho milk 
white fiairu of tho breakers roaring loudly, It wa*> indeed n night of

On Friday evening, u roust magnificent entertainment turn* given 
to sb.iut •even hundred lailii* ami grnUemen, at the Government 
House, in honor of the goocral Peace. 
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Mooohoer Jung, ion of Nawab Ddawur Jung. and gnmd»m of 
thi’ Into celebrated Roza Klun, formerly Naab Nazim of Bengal, wa» 
present on this occasion, and was received with the customary formali¬ 
ties. The Kuwait Dilnxvnr Jung, was by indisposition prevented from 
attending. At on early hour of tlio evening, the whole extent of the 
noblo buildings of Chowringhoc, the Esplanade Row, Tank Square, and 
the Buborvliuato streets of the City were brilliantly illuminated. Tho 
lustre and vtibet of the illuminations were heightened by the inUirtper- 
sion of many beautiful transparencies, emblematic of the overthrow of 
despotism, and the return of peace to the nations of the world. 

The Compnuy began to aaaemble alxmt nine o'clock, and ulwut 
twenty minutes afterwards, Hh Excellency the Vico President in 
Council and Lndv Nugent, lighted at the grand Btair-cnsn of the Gov¬ 
ernment House. Sir George and Lady Nugent wen- accompanied by 
the Lady of General Wood, the Revd. Dr. Loity tho Arch Dcuuou of 
Calcutta, and Major Gordon, Deputy Adjutant General. Captain Bristow, 
Major of Brigade to tho King’s Troops, and Captain A. Duncan, and 
tho HonorableG. M. Fortescne, Aidcs-de-Campto the Vice-President, had 
preceded, and were in readiness to receive Ilis Excellency nt tho entrance 
to the Government House. At tho foot of the principal utair-case lie 
wa* received by Mtyor General Blair, Commanding at the Presidency, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Murray, Military Secretary, the A«ai»tjin i Adjutant 
General, tho Town M^jor, Brigade Mjynr,Fort Adjutant, and other Ofliccre 
on tho Statf. After passing through the corridorea and unticluunbcra. 
His Kxcdlonoy entered the Ball Room, and took his scut in a choir of 
state at the upper end of tho room. Chairs were prepared on Urn right 
and left of His Excellency and Lady Nugent, for the Child Justice, Hie 
Lordship (lie Bishop of Calcutta, the Judges of the Soprano Court, 
llu< Members of Council, and their Ludh-ft. The Hour of the Boll Room 
was tastefully ornamental with picturesque representations of the Arms 
of Great Britain and the Honorable Company. Soon after Ilis Excellency 
hud taken his seat, the Dancing commenced, and continued with vivacity 
ami spirit, until an hour post midnight. There were two sets, of about 
Unity couples each. About one in the morning, the auita of apartments 
on Utc marblo lloor won thrown open for Supper, and the wholu of tho 
nuraerout Company war accommodated at four range* of table* in tiio 
principal hull, and two ranges in the Southern wing. The tablm were 
ornamented in a style of superior hut* and magnificence. In the centre 
of tbe table, at which Sir George Nugent and the most distinguished 
Vifcitoni mire seated, stood a superb temple of Pxalk. This beautiful 
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pictsj of workmanship, consisted of a light and airy dome, supported by tcu 
fluted pillars, entwined with wreathes of olive and laurel. Between 
the pillars were appended oblong escutcheons, on which the armorial 
I waring* of Great Britain and the Allied Sovereigns were exquisitely 
embroidered. The pediment was elegantly decorated with fretted work. 
At convenient diatom** from the centre were placed appropriate edifiues, 
representing triumphal arches, obelisks, and other architectural forms, and 
tastefully decorated with the arms or England, figures of her guardian 
Saint, and Tarioua devices emblematic of her glorious exertion* in tlio 
caave of freedom. The other ranges of tables were embellished in u linri- 
lur manner, witli traus|uirencies, exhibiting various views of the Kremlin, 
of Moscow, of the Russian, Prussian, Austrian, and British Arm*; und 
of the warlike costume* of tho Cosssacks and other tribes, whow gallant 
exploits were conspicuous during the late struggle. The table* were 
covered with it profusion of every delicacy, and teemed with exquisite wines 
of all descriptions. The following toasts wore drank with that enthu¬ 
siasm and joy which tiara been excited in every man’s mind by tlui rvcvut

TV jicdiment* and lop* of the gateway* wore covered with lights, and 
their aides shone resplendent with the various rip preceding from 
clusters of variegated lamps The western gate win surmounted with 
u transparency representing Uto Prince’s plume; the eaHteru gate was 
decorated with nearly similar devices. Ovw the northern gate «pl«ar- 
ed with great 1 astro the empludick word Pf.Ai% which was again over¬ 
topped l>v a triumphal arch, oml pilaster* of light rising into the form 
of a richly ornamented crown. Within the enclosure the avenues kad- 
ing to the Government House presented the same bright scene. The 
top of this noble building was literally a Maze of light; the* balustrade 
all round Ving highly illuminated. The dome in the centre r« like 
■ jiymraid of fiame. The appearance of the grand staircase was beauti¬ 
ful and magnificent* Manifold ranges of variegated lamps intersected 
with <rtare, and diamond light* covered the staircase on either aids. At 
each of its corners Peach again appeared; composed in an ingenious 
mariner bv arcades ol' light. Wreaths of lamps rising above, afforded 
a novel and plowing imitation of the olive branch. The large columns 
of the portico were incirded with variegated lamps, and l-ctween each of 
thrill wen' siupendcd garland* of lighL. In the large triangular space 
surmounting the ailoumnlo was placed a grand tnuuijwn'ncy, on which 
the arms of Kngtand were Vnntifnlly pourtro} ml; and thn dazzling 
4 ‘ifcct of tin* brilliant display waa rendered complete by PlutT filling up 
tho whole of tha entablature. 

An imm-mrs concoum 1 of people wan assembled in the streets round 
tho Government l!en«e during tho entertainment, hut owing to precsui- 
I ion* used in tho posting of guards, &a., no accident occurred. Tha 
night was exocvdingly Eivnrahle, as thorv was neither fog nor smoke to 
obscure the lustre of the lights, nor strong wind to extinguish them.

Members «f 
the Supreme Council and heads of Office*. Sir (fr-orgr Nugent and 
Dr. Middleton were, by indisposition, and other weighty reasons, pre¬ 
vented fnun being present. The mooting was however Itunourrd by the 
preaeueo of Hi# Lordship the Chief Justice and many other public guest*. 
The Company began to assemble about a quarter before seven, in the 
Southern suite of spurtme.iit*.

Besides uu 
abundance of every delicacy acceptable to thu uurclltied jmlatc««f/b.-Wyn- 
tr» t the «y^ of all true Scuta were delighted by Iwhobling a plenteous 
supply of haggis, sheep's head, and oaten cakes; dainties of which tlm 
I'Xqniiitr rrlixli in alone discernible by the organ* of taut* of thoru 
favored Mortals, who have unbilled the waters of tho silver Tweed and 
its parent streams. Of these the peoulinr flavour was heightened bv cor- 
dinl draughts of Uighland Wliitkcy. Mr. Setou, who had lwct» 
uuanimmwly elected President, was in consequence of on unforeseen 
oenurnmoe unable to attend, and to fill that chair, which had been before 
on moro than ono occasion, graced with hi* |ire*»u<a<.

Tho British Government having been eumjwllwl to uke up Ann* 
agaitul (he Nipaulc.it*, Ilia Excellency the Right Honorable tho Gover- 
nur General lwt judged it proper to make known to tho Power, in 
Allmneo and Friendship with tlu> Honorable Comjiuiiy, tho origin and 
progresw of the transaction* which have terminated in thin m ; f}, ( , 

full ion riot ion that the exposition will establish beyoud dispute tiiu extra- 
onUnary moderation and forbearance of the British Government .uul the 
injustice, violence, and aggression of Utc Sutouf Nipuul. 

The four-? of the Qurkalt conquests having approximated their fron¬ 
tier to that of the Honorable Company, and of it. Ally the N.xwuub 
\ ir.iur. and tlin protected Sikh Chtcllaimi, throughout mi extent of 
Country rtretching from the Kastnm Border of .Memng n> il.« K„.b„ 
-if the Sutlege, it was scarcely tn Ik* expected llmt diJlbttttota should nut 
occasionally anm Isrtwotra tlu> Inhabitant. of the contiguous Dtata’cto 
Ulouging to the two Statos, and even among tho hand I'uhlie OtlWa 
of each Government; but a just and tirm lino of conduct, on Uuj jiart or 
tho two Governments, combined with a riiuvre disposition to maintain 
uninterrupted tlie relation* of Amity, and to resfioct tlw righto of each 
other, could not have tailed to arrest tlio progress of those imlmppy 
disputes which Lave terminated in War. 

While tlie conduct of tin? British Government, hns been uniformly 
regulated iu it* relations with tlui Xipaidosc. by the moSt scrupulous 
adherence to the principles of junto* and moderation, tlurre is senredy a 
•mgU' District within the British frontier, throughout tin? whole of the 
extensive line above ihwcribod, in which live Gorkha- have aid usurped 

» I I 
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and appropriated lands forming tluj ascertained domininun of the Hon<*- 
nlde Comjxiny. 

Questions originating in lln> usurpations of the Nlpnufcw have arisen 
in Burma, Tirhoot, Saruu, Gunudqiuw, ami Rureill v, an wi ll as in thn 
protected Territory between thr Sutlegw and the Jumna; und each case 
might 1 m* appealed to in proof of the moderation and forbearance *>f 
the British Government, and tho aggressive uud fasolimt spirit or the 
Ntpanliwn It will be enough however ti» advert in detail to two instances 
only, namely, those which have occurred in Sarun and in G<mick]«rre, which 
nh*v jarticnhirly demonstrate the systematic design of the Nijanlmt to 
ciu-nwch on tlie acknowledged pwmssioii* of tlw Honorable Company, 
and have in fact been the approximate causes of the War. 

In the former District they hnvo nl different times established their 
authority over portion* of the Territory of Bitteah; hut the British Govern* 
nu-ut, abiding by those principles of moderation and fnrlwaranee so 
conxjueuittis in all its transactions with the Nipuulesc, contented iteell lor 
o ornsuli-rnhle perils! with remonstrance* anil representations, trusting 
that the justice of its cause would become apparent to thn Nipauleoc Go* 
voruuu'ut, and produce its proper effect on tlie tniud of tho Kajah and 
his Minister*. ’Dm* repeated complaint* of its subjects, and the occurrence 
of a new instance of encroachment in the Tup pah of Nnnnoar forming a 
portion of Bitteah which led to an affray, in which Subah Luchenwir, ati 
Officer of the Nipaukatf Government, was slain, at last iuduced the British 
Government, to depute one of its Civil Officers to the spot, where he was 
mu l by deputies from the State of Nipaol, in concert with whom, pro¬ 
ceeding* were held and evidence taken Ibr the purpose or ascertaining the 
claims of tho forties. The remit left no doubt of the right of the 
British Government, and of tho unjust and violent procedure of thn 
Nipuulesc. 

A more striking proof of the spirit of rapacity and unjust aggression 
by which tho Nipmih**- were actuated cannot be adduced, titan tho fact, 
Uiat after having agreed to the investigation referred to above, and after 
tlui actual deputation of Officers by each Government, the Ntpauhx; 
suddenly wtized an additional tract of Country belonging t/j tho Company 
at a very short distance from tlw acetic of their former aggressions. 

Tula vidhmt and anjust procedure wonlil have warranted an imme¬ 
diate demand Tor restitution, or evtm Uw actual re-occupation of tin; lands 
by tvcco, and it may now !« a subject of regret to the British Govern** 
incut that thus course was not pursued. Fur however from resenting or 
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punishing tilt* daring outrage a* it deserved, the British Government 
rowlvod to persevere in th,. amicul.de course whinb it had pursued in other 
cases, and permitted Mr. \uung, the Gentleman deputed to meet tho 
NijMubae CnmniisMiwro, ti> .nctend his enquiries to the Lauda newly 
•wixod as nhore stated, os well as to those which formed thu original object 
of liis deputation. 

The pretext b_v which the Nipaultso attempted to justify tlirir oertipa- 
Gon Of the Land, in Nqnuorv, which consisted of no less than twenty-two 
Villages, was, that they were included in the Tnppah of Rotelmt, forming 
a division of 1‘crgunnnh Sunnown which Tuppidt was restored to the 
Nipmilcwj in the year 17^, with the iwt of the Terrain of Muokwim- 
prin>, which Iwd been conquered by the British Arms under Major Kin- 
loch. Tho utter groundlessness of this pretext was proved by the evidence 
taken by Mr. Young, which clearly cvtablisbod that tlio disputed Lands 
wore situated in tlio Tuppah of Nunnoro, a |>ortion of Porgunnah Sunro- 
wuu which had licen reserved by the Company at the time of tho restitu¬ 
tion of Rotelmt and the remainder of Murk wan pore. But luwl it been 
otherwise the tacit acquiescence l«y tho Nipaulcsc in nor possession of 
those Lands for a period of tliirty years would have amounted, to a 
drrelietnm of their claim, however well founded it mi»lit originally have 
l»«n. The abrupt and violent manner in which tlio Nipaulose have 
invariably possessed themselves of those jiortions of the Hotioniblu Com¬ 
pany’s Territory to which they have at any time pretended a rigid, will 
nutulluvr the supposition that they would have refrained during so lung 
a period from doing themselves justice in the present ease, if they hud 
felt conscious of the validity or the claim. It is evident from the whole 
tenor of tltirir proceeding., that they acted on that premeditated system of 
gnulunl rncmaeliment, which, owing to the unexampled forbearance nnd 
tnodcratiou of the British Government, they hod olreaulv found to !«* 
instill, ami that the awrtion of the twenty-two Village leaving Isx-n 
included in the Tupjmh of Rotehut., wua merely brought forward to give 
color to tho unwarrantable act which they had committed when it bo.-iuie 
necessary t«* assign a reason for their conduct. 

Tlni Nipanlcw attempted to fix on the subject* or the Honorable 
Company the guilt, of the murder of Sauhnh l.urhimgir, and have stated 
ns matter of complaint against tlio British (Jovermnont, that the Hujnli 
of Bittcoh and his follower* have not Ixcn punished for ^Iiat act, and 
they have eudnmraml to fwtnd on this charge a justification of their own 
subsequent proceedings. It has l>ccn ascertained however by ineon- 
twtible evidence, that Luchimgir Imd previously to the occurrence of 
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the airmr in tUA lie iliid, [ wn i wt il himself ol «'tne Village* h* Hit- 
tcah, and was preparing to extend his raiTunchracnt*. Whatever degree

©itor of joBtire demand the pnnishmenl of thoao pon-ona for iin act 
prdum! solely by the misconduct uf their own Officer*, or ilutrge tho 
British Government with u culpable <ani«.inn of what would hava Lorn 
under different circumtilnncv-e due to n St a to protcseerUy on friendly terms 
with it.—Still lev, can liter found ou litis transaction any jiutituutum «f 
their own candnrt in other instance*. 

An thr final rwKiltition of lint Britinh Government, with n-spcet In 
tho tunrjwd land* in Bitieab, was in |tart influenced by the ©induct of 
the Nijunlose, relative to tho dinpntod Territory of lh otwul Sbeuraj in 
Uunirkpcnv, it will bo projtr tu advert to tin: circumstances nf that 
transaction in thi* place. 

It i* notorious mid liufl also boon jirand by reference to authentic 
rromls, and by tin- unimjtern hod testimony of living minaae*, Unit tho 
wl«oh- *if Bootwul to the very (betof Lite llilLs, with tho exception of the 
Town of Houtwul alone, was held by tho it.ijuhs of I’ulpah. (roni the 
Nawouh V liter for a conriilemhlr period antecedent to tint Treaty uf Ccaana 
in lJWi ; and that it was t.-annh-msd to tJie Company by tin* term* of 
that Treaty, taring specifically- included in tho Schedule thereunto uiiuexnd. 
It is no less matter of notoriety, that the District of Bootwul, actually 
came into the |*MMtatiou ul’ the Britiah Government by virtue of the 
Cesium, and that a settlement was made by tho Collector of (iumckpore 
with the Agent of tile late Kiijnh of Pul puli, at thut. tiinu u P-riwinor at 
l ntnnuulli'jo for on annual rent of thirty-two thousand Rujh-c*, without 
tltc semblance of an objection tm the part of tho Rayah of Xipaid. So it 
remained until the year la(J I, when the X~i}inuicm oammrncrd that system 
or gradual cHcroinrinncnt below tin* Hills, which tcmiinuLeil in their 
iH-riijution of nearly the whole District of UootwuL The Tuppuh of 
Shcornj wa* occupied by the Nrpoufesc antecedently to the Cesuioii, but 
it ie no less retain, that it wua a jairt uT the Territory u{ the Vizier, 
and toother with tin- rest of the Low Lund* skirting the Hills hi the 
DuUict of Goruckpore, ineluded hi the Cession.

()ude, and the conquest therefore of the independent Hill Principalities 
i annul give to tlie conquerin'* jMiwcr any just claim toother Lands, whinll 
though in tin* ooruputi.iu of the same Chiefs were held iiulupvmh'iit 
tenures from another State. 

To shew the little confidence that the Nipnultw had in their *-Iairn of 
Sovereignty over these Lands, it is euDioient to observe, that won after 
Uiuir usurpation of them, they actually made an oiler to bold Bootwn) 
in farm from the British Government, mi tlu) same tcniw* as the Kqjuh of 
Palpuii. a proposition to which this Government did not tlriuk proper to 
nioslo. 

Tlic srstem of gradual ami at times almost imperceptible encroach* 
xnent pursued by tin- Nipauh**, wo* calculated to dtveive the Brit hit 
Government, wit.li respect to their ultimate views, and combined with 
tin- just nml moderate course of proceeding which tile British Govern- 
nmnt hue pursued is all its btcrrounc with the NipauW, prevent'd it 
from resorting to those means which would at onoc have repressed the out¬ 
rage* of tlic Nipiudese nnd re-established its own authority in Uie usurp'd 
I -Iml-, llw remonstrance* uud discussions, which followed tlu< first nsurji- 
ation of the Nipaulese in this quarter, continued with frajurnt inter- 
mptiou for a poriod of some years, during which Uie Ntpaulese continued 
to avail thcmsolvws of every favorable occasion uf extending their 
eiirroachment*. At length a proposition was mwlc by tlic Rajah of Nipaul, 
that CommiMonm should bo appointed to meet on the spot, and investi¬ 
gate ami decide the respective claims of tho parlies; under I lie express 
condition, that whatever might 1 m* tin* iwue of the enquiry both Govern¬ 
ments would ubide by it. Notwith stand i ng it* perfect conviction of Uie 
ju*ti<v of its own claims, the British Government did not hesitate to sub¬ 
mit to Uie delay and expense mw-warily attending the propos'd invcvti- 
gatinn, confiding in the ultimate though tardy admission of its rights by 
the Nipttiilrs*, and anxious to afford an unequivocal proof uf the moderation 
of its conduct mid Uie jnirtico of it* cause. The proposition of the 
Hajah of Nipaul was accordingly acceded to, ond Major Bradshaw was 
directed to proceed to Bootwul, mul enter <m the investigation in concert 
with Commissioner- to be appointed by the Nipaulese Government. 
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The (.Vunmiadnnon* of the two GovurnmenU mat, anil after much 
delay anil procrastination on tin; juirl of the XipaiiL**} A^tnU, Us) pro¬ 
ceedings were brought hi a cW; anil the right of the British Govern * 
mait to lh*i whole of the L#i\v Leuuj. confirmed by the moat irrefragable 
proofs, both oral anil documentary. 

Tho NqwnW CotnraiwiniiiT* unable to miit the force of thin CTl- 
Jemv, ami dearly restrained by the order* of their Court from admitting 
thr right of the ltritiah Government. pretendod thut they wen! nutnutho* 
rirwl to ooitie to a decision, and referred tho caie to the Rajah** Government 
fur orders. 

The ad ran cod period of the souson when the Commissioners rloml 
their proceedings rendered it impracticable to take any sh-p. founded on 
limn, until the BWmiug year. The immediate procedure of the British 
Gtivcrrtment trim therefore confined to a communication to tho Rajah, 
•luting in general ternm. Uu? eancltwinaa necessarily reuniting fnrtn the 
lWreding* of tin? Com mi a oion are, and requiring the Rajah to give up 
the Lntiil* according to tlu> condition on which the investigation was ar- 
ertlod to, on the grounds of the conclusive proof of ib right established 
by those proceeding*. To thin just and fair demand the Rajoli of Nijtaul 
repliid liy repeating ull these arguments in favor of his own claim, which 
hod liccn entirely overthrown by the evidence eddm-ed to the Ccmunia. 
sinners, and refuel to restore the Lands. In this stun?, the affair sects* 
•nly remained until tho ensuing season 1813-14, 

In the tnaonwhflo Major BrmLIiaw proceeded as norm a« the state of 
the Country admitted of his marching to the frontier of Bittvoh, where 
be was to be tmrt, bv Commissionm from Nijtaul. crajtowcred in adjust 
in concert will him the depending claim# in that quarter, no practical 
measure* having yet mulled from the enquire rondneted by Mr. Voting. 

Major Brndslinw, 9 oaa after bis arrival, renewed u demand which 
bail been tuailu bv the Britisli Government, but not mlVinwl at the time, 
for Urn restoration of the twenty-two Villages of Nunnore, previously to 
any examination of the question of right. This demand was weeded 
lij* the Nipauleso, and the Villages were re-occupied by the Officers of the 
Honorable Comjtany, iwbjcft to the ultimate disposal of them, according 
to tin* issue of the intended enquiry. 

The refusal t»f tho Nlpauhsu Government to abide by llie result of 
on enquiry sought by itself in the rase of tho encroachments in G (truck- 
I-'rc, notwithstanding the full nud complete establishment .if Uu* rights 
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•*f the British Government to the disputed Luid* an that quarter, now 
led the Governor General in Count'll to pause before he consented to 
incur the loss, inconvenience, and anxiety attendant on a new invwdiga- 
tkm of tin' claims of the trsjwtivr Governments to the usurped I.amU in 
Sarnn. On dnly reflecting <tn all tlmt had passed; on the actual proof 
of the claim of the British Government established by Mr. Young's on- 
ijuiry, conducted iu umwrt with Nipaalete Commissioners, an enquiry 
which emt/nu.vd the testimony on oath of all those porsous who could be 
supposed to jsiosess the best local knowledge, and which had moreover 
this advantage over every subsequent investigation, that it wo» held at a 
period -o much nrant to the time of thn transaction, and on the pre¬ 
sumptive proof of our right arising oat of the fact acknowledged by the 
Nipuuletc themselves of utir umntemtptod posse-don during thirty Yean*; 
the mind of the Governor General in Council was perfectly satisfied tliat 
* further investigation de novo, would be an unprofitable waste of time, 
and that the utmost that the Nipaulese Government oonld in Crimes* 
etjKvt, was, that the Commisxiuticrs of both Governments vhiHtld meet 
for the jmrjKisc of discussing the question an thr basis of the inv*wtijration 
actually eltted, and of impplymg any defects wUak might be discovered 
in tlmt investigation by further emptily on the *pot- 

'When this result of the delilwratious of the Governor General in 
Council was noticed to the Nipaulcse Commissioner* by Major Bradshaw 
with an offer to meet them for the purpose stated, anti to produce doott- 
nuruL* which he had obtained, confirming tin* corrective** of the eonclu. 
sinna drawn from the evidence formerly taken, the Commissioners declared, 
tlmt they would not mod him, nor hold auv communication with him, 
and revoking the conditional transfer of the nsurped Lunds, demanded 
that Major Bnuishaw should instantly leave the frontier—They uniue- 
duilciy afterwards returned to NipuuL 

This insulting and unprovoked declaration oonld be referred to no 
other came than a previous determination not to fulfil the obligation* 
of justice toward the British Government, and left to it in. course, l»nt 
to do itself that right which was refused by the Government, of N ipaul. 
.Voting on this principle the Governor General addrew-od a letter to the 
Rajah of Nipanl reviewing the conduct of his Commissionm* and claim¬ 
ing the fall renunciation of the disputed Lands, adding that if it were not 
made within a given time, the (lortiotu of these Lund.* s^ill in the hand* 
of the Nipanl.'— would Us re-occupied, anil the twenty-two V illogn. which 
hod lxarn conditionally transferred to the British Government declared 
to be finally re-annexed to the Dominions of the Honorable Company.

Wliili. tiute occurrences wore passing in Snmn, the British Govern¬ 
ment |«m.*iving from tlw leuor of tlio whole conduct ot the State of 
Ni|>tiul, and from the answer to iU demand, for the restitution of Bo.tn ul 
and Slnvtruj, tiint no intention laisted on the part of the Uujuh to restore 
thorn- Lauds, was compelled to jirejxuc to take potssesMimi of them, l»v 
I'orw, if that necessity should arise. Previously however to ordering the 
Troop* to advance into the disputed Territory, the Governor General in 
Council made one mow clibrt to induce the Bajah to restore them hy 
renewing tbo ilcnunui, founded on the result of the investigation, aud 
ih* lured nt the tunic time that if the orders of surrender were not lemml 
srilliin a limited time (wbieh was speeifiod), tlm British Troojs would 
proceed to occupy the Land*; Urn specified l*criod having expired without 
the adoption of any measure on the part of the Nipoulose Government 
toward* a oomplianoe with Uu> jnst nvjuhdtinn of the British Government, 
the Trooj» were ordered to march, and tlw Nipanhn*? force* and the 
l’nldic Officers of that Government retiring on the advance of the British 
Trwp*, the Civil Officers of tin- Ilnnoralilts Couijxinr were enabled to 
establish their authority iu the disputed Lands. 

Tin- remimetwemeiit id the rainy *a«n shortly rendered it noccs- 
K*rv to withdraw the regular Treops, in order that they might turt Iw 
d to tlw period icid fevers which reign throughout the tract in that 
|*rt of the year. Tlw defence of tiw recovered Lands was of coarse 
wn.'ivoiduhly entxnated to the Pnlioe Establishments. Tlw ajijwrent 
uiijiii.v. I nrc. however, of the NijKUilcse in what luid taken place, left no 
room fur apprehension • especially iw uo real violence had been ureil Lu 
obliging the Nrpmkfto to retire from the l>i«trict. On the morning of 
Uw il'.tlh of May lw.t, the Principal Police Station in Boo twill was 
attacked hy a large l*«ly of tlw Nipouhwa Troopa, Iwadwl hy an Ollier 
i>f that Government, named Mnnrnj Foojdur, and driven out of Itoutwul 
with liras of eighteen men killed and hix wounded.

In ooneoquanoa of tho im- 
practiculiility vl juppotting the ruliix Tunu.il i- hy senduig Trwjw into 
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*li*- Country at that unhealthy Mra*un, it became Meewiy to withdraw 
tin . 1 m, aud the Nipaulose wen: thus enuUmi to ns-occupy die whole of tJie 
disputed Territory which they havo idnoe retained. Tin* British tiontn. 
incut had not ceased to hope that an amicable adjuHtment of it* difTbrenrev 
with the State of Nipsud might still Ik* accomplished, when the perpe- 
tration of thin sanguinary and atrocious outrage, by which the State of 
Nipaid at once placed itself in the condition of a public enemy of the 
British Government, put on end to the possibility of any accommodation, 
except on the basin of unqualified submission and atonement. 

Still the Governor Ganernl would not proceed to actual hostilities, 
without giving to tlw Rajah of Ni|«iul one other opening far avoiding 
so serious an issue. Therefore Ilia Excellency wrote to the Rajah ol 
Nipoal to apprize him of what must he tint consequence of the inoolent 
outrage: which li.ul taken place, unless the Government of Nij«aul should 
exonerate itself from the act by disavowal and punishment of the 
perjaarutors. This letter received an uuswer wholly evueive and even 
implying inunace. 

The requisite submission and atonement liming thus 1«tii withheld, 
the British Government had no choice left, but an apical to arms, in 
order to avenge its innocent subjects, and vindicate its insulted dignity 
and honor. The unfavorable season of the year alone prevented it from 
having instant recourse to the measures neccmary for chastising the 
insolence, violence, and barlxarity of the Nipaulesc, w hose whole conduct, 
not only in the j(articular «n»es above detailed, but in every part of tliuir 
proceeding* towanls the Brit ish Government, for a series of years, has been 
marked hy on entire disregard of the principles of honor, justice, and 
good lldth, aggravated hy tlio most flagrant insolence, presumption, and 
uudarity, and has manifestud the existence of a long determined resolution 
on the part of tin) Court of Catmundhoo, to reject all tin: just demands 
of tho British Government, nnd to refer tin? decision of the questions 
depending lietweeh the two States to the issue of a War. 

Ever isncc the murder of the Police Ollioor* in Bootwtd, ami during 
the unavoidable interval of inaction which followed, the Xipnnlnec with 
a hastiness and liarharity, peculiar to themselves, have endeavoured to 
destroy the British Troops and subjects of the Company on the frontier 
of Sanm, by poisoning the water of the Wells and Tanks* in a tract of 
considerable extent. The fortunate discover}' of this attempt, bulbed 
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the infkmotts design and placed incontrovertible proof ,4 ' k it in the hands 
uf the British Government. 

Tlic imjwdiment to Military operation* arising from the wason of the 
year is now rcmovivl, aiul tlie British Government is prepared by t!i*‘ 
active and vigtnroiM employment <df its resources to oompol the State ot 
Nijwul to male that atonement, which it in no justly entitled to demand j 
the British Government line long borne the conduct of tlic Nipaulew 
witli unexampled jwtknec, opposing to their violence, imoknee, and rapa¬ 
city, a course of procedure uniformly just and moderate. Bat forbear- 
mice and moderation must, have their limits, and the British Govern¬ 
ment baviug Jxstn eamjsilkd to tuke up arms iu defence of its rights, its 
interests., and it* honor, will never lay tlictn down, until its enemy «lwll 
Im forced to make ample submission and atonement for hie outrageoa* 
condui t, to indemnify it for expense of the war, and to afford full security 
for the future maintcuoiuv of those rvlatinos, which he has w> shamefully 
violated. 

If the misguided coiimals of the State of Nipaul, shall lend it obsti¬ 
nately to pernst in rejecting those just demand*, it will its*.If be resspon- 
Bible for the aonsetjiiences. The Britwh Government bus siailiuusly 
endeavored by every effort of conciliation to avert the extremity of war, 
hot it con have no apprehenriun of the result; and it relies with confi¬ 
dence ou the justice of it* cause, and on the skill, discipline, and valor of 
it» armies, lor a speedy, bonnralilu, and decisive termination of the con¬ 
test in which it is engaged.

It was celebrated with the usual i-ero* 
monies. IIis Majesty, lining dressed in the robes appropriated to the 
occasion, nnemhled the grandees of the imperial court in an iijnirtnu-nt 
previously prepared, and haring read prayers and distributed blessings 
to tbiirn, received from i very individual offerings suitable to his rank 
and station. 

Tills season of joy was rendered the more auspicious hy the 
marriage of the heir presumptive to the throne, the son of Mirza Ahoo 
Zufliir, the heir apparent. Hukcem Sluih Mirza Khan, Astronomer 
Boyal, presented au ejihemeria, which, it is to he presumed, prognos¬ 
ticated favorable conjunction* of thn planets, since he compiler woe 
■ iouthiri with hononuy garments. 


During the prevalence of the strong Southerly winds in the middle 
and end of last week, several destructive fires occurred every day in the 
city and it* suburbs. In Short's Bazar, Killings, Kidderpore, and Bhnw- 
anc«]K»re, very extensive damage was clone, and many wretched families 
were in a few minutes deprived of nil that they jmsseseed in the world. 
But a conflagration of much wider range, and involving in its course 
the misery of thousands, occurred in the native part of Calcutta on 
Thursday evening. Whilst a native was cooking his victuals in u timber 
yard in the vicinity of the Bogh Bazar, a spark wa« communicated 
to the neighbouring combustible materials, and in a moment the 
snrro ntiding buililings were in a blaze. As the Bazar ii insisted princi¬ 
pally of the workshop* of native carpenters and wixxl-rellera, tin* fire 
gained strength us it proceeded, and, without interruption, levelled all 
before it os for as tins Into Nownb Dilawur Jung’s house.

Tin* fin* had not reaped at midnight, at which time the sky being highly 
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illuminated in Liu; North, presented a sublime appatr.iner to tho specta¬ 
tor* in ('bowringliee. Tin; clouds whit'll hud Veil liltwn by the .t rmg 
Soother}/ gales to tho North-Went were at length gathered in tluit 
ijuurteT, and returned with long and loud {Mails of thunder and torrents of 
rain. On Saturday a much heavier fall tlian i* usual ut thia •eaimti took 
{•luce, nnd filled all the tanks in the vicinity. By this fortunate 
occurrence, a Imply change has l*»n effected in tho temperatnre of tho 
ntrousplwre, aiul in the prospect* of the Indigo Planter*, which lmd, with 
ihr plant, begun to lit; blasted by the long mu tinned drought. 

Another very heavy fall, preceded by a North-Wester, occurred on 
the night of Tuesday. 

Seasonable showers have also fallen at Nudilcn, Jemcm, and many 
neighbouring places.

“On the 11th September, Mowneur Marcellin Dejean, at St. Su*- 
uunc, gave an elegant FiHo, which far lilierality and profusion surpassed 
all. Tlic Military were invited, and wo went in a body early; tbo dance 
commenced at 8; we sat down to *upi*r (150 pcraima) which was indeed 
most excellent at 1 a- M.—Champoignc to the mn»t. At S in tlu* 
morning, wc sat down to a d/jeutte, consisting of eold viands, soujai, 
roilV-c, chocolate, tea, &c. At 9 o'clock, again desivnUid to the I sill room, 
which was stilj lighted up, and not a shutter opened, and not u koiJ had 
yet departed. At ) post 10, the doors and windows thrown open. OixkI 
Leaven*, wluit a scene I Ilow changed from rapture to disgust.—Thow 
charms, which 1 had gazed at with delight, were in a moment turned 
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to tin' roost ghastly colon re,—deadly blue, sallow, yellow and white took 
place of the mu* thot fiwt bloomed.”

” Me have hail very splendid doings here lably. Tlie prrmnt 
Ntmu Vutxu’s Sun, XizittiKiitBEX Hvoia, a Uiy of al*nut ten yea re of 
age, and nominally Prune Minister, bus come over with a retinue of 
fifteen thousand men, and all the maguillismt aocumpauiuicnt* of au 
Eastern Court, to visit Luno Muha. He entered Futtyghur on the lith. 
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an.l pitched liis C'uinp near low Farce. h garden belonging to tlu< Ni 
»f Furmuluil km 1, alwtit a mile and a Imll' fn.iii UBttmmmU. Wo lircak, 
hirtcd frith hi» Lorthihip, nil tlw station haring Ixun invito! on Om 
Mr. S win toil, tW Fenian Secretary, oud Captain Hnthwaite, the Fersara 
Interpreter, performed lira ceremony uf minting him our stage fn.ro tliin, 
uiul H<H'-nn]untol him to h» camp. The stun? gentlemen precluded to 
ihc Camp on tin. loth, ami attended the bnuotuy |n'M'(iai')ii to tin? 
Government Bungalow. Tlu) NuWaJi came in great state, nci-ompani.il 
hy Mr, Huillii*, brother of Major BuiJIir, uml assistant to the Keaidoiicy, 
and Agu Maw, tlie present lK w.au, ami was received hy hi* L til-hip with 
murl.nl attention.

The Nfwxn 
taking Loan Moira'.* hands, tod him, foliowod by all bU suite, into a 
rjiacmuA lent, spread with white doth, and all the gentlemen were intro- 
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to him by Loan Moira. 'Hr' party were then 4u>wn into the

down to a long table covered with every kind «if delicacy and refreshment, 
thn Nffia’i taunt playing a variety of English aire with eom-idernblu 
taste and skill. During breakfast, a troop of noob girls were introduced, 
iriu» daflood and aang; then tumblers. and liually, a tlreairiral represent¬ 
ation. 

“ When breakfast was finished, the Ni.’WAB led his Lordship and 
suite into an apartment formed of eanault and a Semiana, spread with 
white carpets, whore a variety of troys were displayed containing shawls 
and gold and silver tisane. At one end of the apartment was a trans¬ 
parency, representing thn portrait of Loan Monu, an excellent Illumes*, 
copied from Mr. Home’s admirable picture at Lucknow. The fmmo was 
covered with rich cut glass double branch shade*, by which it was 
lighted si night. On each side of thn picture there was a couch splendidly 
adorned. The presentation of Nuzin followed, after which Ilk Lordship 
ami suite departed with the same ceremony and honors as were observed 
on his arrival, 

" Loud Moira has prewnted the Nttwan with hi* lwontifnl grey 
English horse, decorated with costly accoutrement*, in the HindoosUnee 
Gish ion. This valuable horse is wed known in Calcutta, and has with 
another Imre* of equal laiauty, a ebeanut, been nmeh admired for strength 
und hut* carriuge. They belonged to the Prince Regent, who gave them 
to Loan Moira, on his leaving England. The Xuwar expressed gnat 
delight in receiving *> valuable u present. Ui» liighin--* and suite dine 
with Loan Moira tins evening, and the whole station have lawn invited 
to meet him. To-morrow, the NtrwAB retams the honor. It is mipjMxwd 
that hr will leave Futtyghnr on the 1st of next month.”

Tho first relates to a jihjmt signed by many officer* of this Amy, 
purporting **> 1*' * Memorial to the Bight Honorable tho Governor 
General; tl»e second to an address from vmvo officer* to Major Boles. 

Tho existence of both these jwper* hns for some time been within 
my knowledge, and liaa no doubt been equally known to the other Mcra- 
lien* of tlir Board. It woo not however, until lately that I l*camn 
possessed of a copy of either of those (ntpera, although every endeavour 
was employed to obtain copies of them. 

Tim copy of the Memorial to the Governor Genera! which I now 
possess hue not liecn obtained through any Public channel, but its autheuti* 
city will lsj sufficiently proved. 

In order to bring the vubjrct in Uie most distinct manner Imfore tho 
Board. I shall bore state the order in which the events 1 liuve to detail 
occurred. It has boon made known to me that within one or two days 
nfW the removal and drpnrture of the late Commatubr-in-Chief,* a 
nuralier of Ins friends met in order to dclilterate what measures they 
should pursue. •

an? known to nre only from report.. But it i» raid tliat measure* uf tire 
rnfwt violent nnil extravagant nature were miggested by koto of the 
jK’rwiti* present I do hot however wmmim irate this information with 
the view of punishing the individuals rtmerroed in there proceedings, the 
Information which 1 hare obtained regarding them not I wing snflh-imtly 
precise for that pnrjxwt. I state the etrenirwtan«*, bodies* they form a 
part of the general information which I have received, and are intimately 
teams ted with the oilier transactions whioh 1 shall proceed to detail; anil 
became (o* far u tirese proceeding* may have any eltjct on rmr present 
deliberations) wv an* not tn reject the evidence of common lame and 
notoriety, iwr to confine uunrelvw to legal evidence, or full proof of 
a matter, which, from it* very nature, is intended to Ihj concealed 
from us. 

There is however full proof that some of the friends of General 
Mncdowttil next ptwaiW to draw up a statement relating to his Conduct, 
and to prepare the Memorial tn the Governor General. 

Gaierul MnodowoH had left tho Commander-in-Chieff* Oflure, and 
all it* records, in the charge of Captain 4. M. Coombs, hi* Aide-de-Camp, 
tn bn ilsliwml over to General Gowilio an h» arrival; and the party 
(consisting of Colonel Copper, Captain Marshall the Secretary to tlrn 
Military Board, Lieutenant Stock hw Deputy, Lieutenant Colonel Martin 
and Captain Coondw) were employed for about a week there, and in tho 
adjoining ufflue of the Military Board, in the mad secret manner in 
preparing the ahovementioned pujiers. 

The Statement I imderatnnd tn hare 1**n forwarded tn General 
Macdowall nt Colomlw hy Captain Coombs, who hired a Ireat to convey 
that aid other pu|x.-re to the General at that place. A copy of the State¬ 
ment in aW> said to have Iroen carried to England hy Cobnut! Copper. 
The manner in which this Statement, nud the Memorial to the (light 
Honorable thr Governor General were prapsrad, is aaoertained by U»c 
examination of the writers employed in tranacribing three pa|*rs, token 
hv me ini oath on the 11th of this month. 

Thr-? frouiw were evanuued iu my present*?, and nt my de-in*, by 
the Advocate General in tho m»t .*.U-mn manner; oral their ibfpmiUaua 
were rerembd a/ die time by the Chief Secretary to tire Government, tire 
Judge Advocate General attending by my direction, in order to afford his 
atoii-lamv in the conduct of the cxamuiatiun.

It will diriinetiy appear from the dupoattiane of the writer*, that the 
Memorial to the Governor General wav copied hr tbmn from out* in the 
hand-writing of Captain Marshall, and another in the hand-writing of 
Lieutenant Colonel Martin. 

A copy of the Memorial (of which the tvrpy annexed t*> Liu* Minuto 
ia a lilcrul transcript) having been ahewn to two of the witnrv*-*, and read 
ovw hy them, they declared it to l«? a counterpart of tliat which they had 
tnuiscrilicd. 

It would seem frum the deposition of erne of the witnmw, that tbo 
paper |^ivcu to him to copy, in the hand-writing of Captain Marshall, 
was the original draft; aa several words which lie could not make out 
were explained to him by Captain Murvlioll, und some by I .ientonAnt 
Colonel Martin and Lieutenant Stack. This circumstance of llio 
original being in the hand-writing of Capuin Marshall, appoani to ]K>iut 
him out us tlic composer of it; for ulthongh it is stated in the evidence 
„f tin 1 name witttiess thnt a rough-draft was also exhibited 1,0 him in the 
luunl-writing of Lieutenant Colonel Martin, yet the particular irutanro 
of alteration in the latter mentioned hy the witmn, seems rather to 
point it uat aa uu imuxunitn copy than an original ; and it appear* indeed 
from the cvkii-nee of one <*f the witness***, that Cuptaiu Marshall was 
considered ut the time to haw l««n the author of the papor. Bat this 
cirruinutauec L<* not, aa far os Lieutenant Colonel Martin ia concerned, 
wry material, there being little difference between the cnnjKising such 
a |wpcr aud tho act of industriously promoting ita eiieuiutiou when 
composed. 

It appears that this Memorial was emulated at the Pn-ddcncy ami 
subscribed hy many Officers, whose signatures won* copied, muter the 
< infer* of Captain Marshall, hy one of the writera of the Military Board, 
who was examined Iwfore me. It was also sent for tlie ptn-poa* of cigua- 
tun> to the dilTercnt Stations of tin? Army, or at Icaat to most of them. 

On receipt of intelligence of this proceeding (although it was found 
difficult at the time to give credit to tho reported content* or the Memo¬ 
rial) General Gowdie, who ha*l recently assumed the eomtrnlud of the Army, 
addressed Utc annexed circular letter to the officers commanding the 
principal Diviakun of the Army, desiring to know from them whether any

The replies to thus letter, which are annexed, were in general 
perfectly KUiifaelory, with the exception of the letter received from 
Lieutenant Colonel Curppogv.

Mu jar General Gowdie was written commanded one of tlut Diviaious oT 
the Troojw ccrving in Trnvancore) contains cxpmricrtw of a very ambi¬ 
guous and exceptionable nature, iudicatiug a wish on hn» part. to avoid 
giving a direct answer to the letter wliieli Ute General had addressed to 
him : it also adverts V* Memorials from bodies of Officer# for the redrew* 
of nupposod grievance* in term# by no means tending to discourage 
t horn j and at the some time gives countenance to the dangerous distinc¬ 
tion (attempted to bo mad>- also in the Memorial to lord Minto) lattwemi 
the attachment of the Array to their Country and their obedience to 
the orders, and rtspsel lor the authority of, this Government. This 
Officer odd* that he shall not make any further communication of tho 
Commumlor-m-Chicffs letter until he receive* further ilirecUom). 

'flu* letter of Lieutenant Colonel Cujipago i» the more exceptionable, 
ns ho had been mxmtly selected for the office of Adjutant General of the 
Array, n situation which imposed on him more particularly the duty of 
stopping the progress of improper principles, and which should have 
induced him to act under the orders of the ('•Hiiuiumltfr-in-Chief «o at to 
preclude tho poeaibility of doubt with respect to the correctness of Ilia 
own conduct. 

The i\ipy of tho Memorial which I Bow record ft a transcript of one 
communicated to me through a private channel, which for olivious reasons 
I cannot wish to reveal. 

It cannot Itv necessary for me to offer any comments on this pa|ter. 
The oontinumts which it conveys arc too unequivocal to suppose the 
possibility of their Iveing misundcrsUod; and I am penmmlcd tliat the 
Board will fuel respecting it every •wntirneut which the perusal of such 
a |iapcr ought to dictate. It is, however, important to compare the tenor 
of this Memorial with tlw language held by Gmural MocdowaQ imme¬ 
diately before hi* departure, which tho pnqwration of this paper so closely 
followed. It adopts the lotto, and is in many parts almost a repetition uf 
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tlie inflammatory General Onions puhli-lud by hi* diroitums, of the 
dangerous tcnibmuy of which it olford* a strong practical proof. After 
hLa example, it draw* into question the conduct of the Iluu’ble the Court 
of I"Hrectors in refusing to him as “(Ac Rtpr or.'* tat ice <[/ tic Amy > * a seat 
in the Council of the Onvermiteiit. It proceeds to assert the same claims 
which He hiul advanced for himself and for the Army, to complain of the 
measures which hr hud censured, and to assert the mint unjustifmhle 
pretension to independent nnthority, and the same unfounded distinction 
between the Civil and Military jiowcn*, under which he had disputed the 
Supreme Military authority vested by the Legist* tun- in this (jovrnnncnt, 
which authoritv the authors of this Memorial mm to be prepared, by tho 
encouragement of hi* opinion to read, if necessary, utile** the criria 
shall lie anticipated by an acquiescence in their demnmL. 

In proceeding to recomincnil tlie measure* necessary to lx* adnpttd 
wrilh regard to this Memorial. 1 have been anxious to avoid thr two 
dillieult ie» of either, on tit** on* hand, acting on insuilioieut evidence, 
or, on the other, of waiting too long for tho full discovery of all the sig¬ 
natures a (fixed to it. As I had reason to Ixdiovo tluit. the spirit of du»atis- 
factioji wa* not gaining ground in the Army, it did nut s]q«or that any 
danger was incurred by waiting hitherto for fuller proof, as to tho 
individual* who had I wen eoneonitxi in signing or promoting tho ctrtula- 
tioQ of tliis paper. 

The ferment upon this occasion has hecn chiefly confined to a pro¬ 
portion of the Southern Division of dm Anny, and to a part of, tlio Troops 
lately serving in Travamxire under Lieutenant Colonel Chalmers, L*irut**- 
nnnt Colonel Cuppttgo, and Lieutenant Colonel tho Hon'blc A. 
Sentleger. 

I am in jMissession of clear proof of tho name of the lost mentioned 
Olficer having been affixed to the Memorial ; and idao of his having 
cmlcHVounxl to [irevail npon other* to sign it j thus perverting to purj...** 
the most dangerous to tho Gove rnm e n t, the influence ami authority 
derived from the honorable command which laid «o lately been < iitrusted 
to him. The Board will, I am pc rounded, not expect that I should 
produce tho information which constilutes this proof, us the production 
of it might deter individual* from coming forward w ith that information, 
which, in a case of tins nature, could not pcrliaps bo puldiuty and formally 
obtained.

It liu« also been distinct tv ascertained that Major J. DcMorgan 
lu* laxm active in the cirudatian of the Memorial, oud the *pirit by

If the promoter* of this Manorial hud pmietai iu their original 
design of forwarding- it to Lord Minto, a complete discovery oJ the 
IKirtiiv to it would of tourw have Iksjh obtained. Hut from the decided 
approlmtion of the mr#wir» of this Government, which hig I/ordship is 
now publicly known to have expressed, it cannot bo presumed that they 
will mm their intention into effect. The information imlml which 
1 have lately received, afford* every reason to Udievc tlvat thin intention 
w almost, if not wholly, ahandangd. But if it wen? certain that the 
parties concerned in. framing tin? paper would now mippmoi it, the mat 
aolornu obligation* of our public duty would demand Uwt we «hotild 
udojit snch measures regarding it, us the nature of it obviously ratlins.

paring and circulating a paper, the evident object of which was to 
ovarawo the Government. 

It is now to lie ivmsidirvd what punialinmnt is diu* to tliwv* who have 
Issen instmineut.il in preparing this pip or who have affixed their sig¬ 
natures to it- I ihitik it may he rnammrd as a dear position, Uiat ull 
tlmse who have assisted in framing this paper, or who liave signed it, 
lutvr, by their own net, forfeit*! the etm&Iimoe of the Government; and 
cannot any longer he considered as jicrwma lit to U- entnwtrtl with Urn 
command of men and arms, which they insinuate the intention of even¬ 
tually turning against the State. 

Thin remark is meant to apply more particularly to thnx* of tJie 
rank of Kidd Officers, whose years and ex|*.Tu-;iee ought to hove 
ptcraitrd theta from joining in proceedings so rush aud luiwarrantablv. 

It is so consonant to the habits of Military difeiipliuc that the 
junior and mfervg ranks should he led by the example of their superiors, 
that iiibu allrtwunrr* are always made in favour of such us have thin 
sxxuse to plead for error-

t should therefore, cvvn u all the signatures to this Memorial had 
been fully known and proved, have proposed that at present only tins 
Officers of higher rank should I-' subjected to punishment Officer* how- 

in tin- junior rank* proved to have l«en particularly active in 
preparing or circulating the paper, form a proper exception to this 
principle. But it must be dearly understood, that all those who have 
affixed their signature* to that. Memorial have, hy sneh act, rendered 
themselves liahle to he suspended from the .Service; and nothing hnt 
the consideration that it i» not nssoeesary to extend example (or some 
alleviating rireum»Lauce» on the part of the individuals, such ss yonth 
and inexperience, or general good character), can lio considered to warrant 
their exemption Crura punishment where the fact can l« clearly a*vr- 
taincil. But in nuiny eases tin proof which 1 have obtained has been 
rithor in its nature, nr in the mode of olitaining it, such as will scartcly 
unable the Board to proceed to the punishment of the individuals to 
whom this proof applies. For while the framer* of this Memorial, nuil 
tlicir factious abettors, hava studiously magnified, by the mean* of pnbBe 
rumours, the numbers engaged m tlicir combination, there has hern 
ol-served in every jwrt of Uns details connected with it, a caution and 
secrecy, which, however it may betray a consciousness on the part of 
its authors, that their patpoec was highly criminal, haa the effect of 
c uring impunity to the greater part of those who have been engaged 
in it. Even those Officers (and I am happy to know that they arc 
many) who have rejected with indignation tin- attempt to snluce them 
from their duty, are generally unwilling, from mistaken notions of honor, 
to come forward against those who claim tlicir secrecy. 

In all matters of public fooling, the multitude is led by a few, and 
1 shall willingly oburish the hope that those Officers wlu» now from what¬ 
ever cause escape punishment, may on reflection adopt other views, ond 
returning to their duty and true interests, become again useful aiul 
bouorablc Servants of the Public. 

n*n are some individuals respecting whom I have received such 
information Is4h with referenM to this Memorial, ami to their general 
conduct during the late agitated state of jwrts of tlu> Army, os renders it 
the indispensable duty of the Government to remove them from srtna- 
tions r.f influence aiul authority, although it may n«t be ncrvwwry to

Major JSole* in a communication which General Gowdi* wns pleased to 
hold with him on tin* subject. Tlic jiarticuiar* of tlu» conversation arc 
detailed in the accompanying copy «f u circular letter frem Genera 
Oowtlie (ddreMcd to Officers I'omiiiimdmg Divisions of the Army. 

M hatever donhta therefore might Lure been entertained tu> to tin* 
propriety of Major Bolts’* suvjx*u«inn under the idea that he hail sntiered 
for a meres cn>ual emir or UJcotiHulermtc mistake (ns many persona liava 
liceu tod to hu|ij>oxlO , there ran Ire no difference of opinion a* tu the 
nitt^nitv of that puiiinhnieut when he tliu* ilelBierately attempts to 
vindicate hi* act, and even to consider it us meritorious. 

This conduct on the port of Major Bole* may have protvedin] tVoro 
an urwnuour nu»U of thinking, and from an adherence to a (also princi¬ 
ple. But if men will pena-il iti their errors, and maintain false principles, 
they must nUo abide by the consajuuncca of such conduct. I therefore 
■ 'uhwider Urn ex-- of tliat Otlicer ti» 1 m- one holding forth to an Army princi¬ 
ple* *d tin nwsl dangerous tendency! for if Soldiers are suffered to 
acknowledge uo superior but their General. • total dixtolutiun of all legal 
Government must i-iimus. 

The objects of the address nrc t!»c avowed approbation nuj sajijiori 
of conduct puubdicd by Government; and the providing a enmpnieuion 
Cur oil Officers suffering, or who shall hereafter suffer from On* m is of 
Government which Uio Subscribers to the odJr««s may consider to bo 
exceptionable. 

It it immaterial to Governmetd to wluit purpose Officers apply llimr 
money in a general point of view. But when money is applied to subvert 
order and subordination, and to indemnify individuaU against the cun- 
fccuucm-es of misconduct, it u imi«-»*iblc tliat such a contribution can Ini 
justifiable either in a moral or a legal light.. In a military point of view 
M is a direct counteraction of the Authority which Officers are Umnd to 
olxiy and support, and temU to the subversion of all legal Government. 
It Officer* are to be allowed to erect themselves* into a deliberate body. 
ureaign the dcciHioiui of their superiors, and to pronounce what is rieht 
•irwniug, juit or unjuat, by tint criterion of their own feelings, the 
meanest IcrelliT might pretend to lw tlic best Judge, and the voice of 
reason and uuthority would l»- drowned in the general clamor. It is not. 
without tin* most strict and vigiluid superintendence of the governing 
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power that the generality of men can be mode to discharge their duty; bnt 
it wnald 1» in vain to expect from them tile ninvet performance of that 
duty if they tire encouraged to disregard the decision* of their superior* 
and invited to transgress the laws b y promises or pecuniary indemnity. 

The object of this paper, however ohjcctiotublo, not being equally 
reprehensible with those declared in the Memorial addressed to Lord 
VI into, it lit>i| less earnestly engaged my attention. It was however 
obtruded on iny notice by Captain James Grant, in a manner which 
renders it impassible for me, consistently with the obligation of my duty, 
to avoid noticing his conduct l*>th with resf<oct to his having ulftxed his 
signature to the paper, and the disrespectful and improper manner in 
wliieh bo bus thought fit to bring it before me. Captain Grant, whose 
official situation would under any circumstances have rendered it necessary 
to notice in him any instance of ilisallectiun or disrespect towards the 
Government, addressed to Lirratcnant-Colnuel Barclay my Military Secre¬ 
tary the letter which I now communicate to the Board. 

As Uio addna# to Major Boles, transmitted by Captain Grant with 
IhU letter, anil which be avows to Imvo signed, contains a direct censure 
of the measures of Government, and is founded on a principle of syste¬ 
matic opposition to the interference of the Civil Government (os it is 
there termed), it seems to me to Ite imjKiwable to overlook the insult 
offered to the authority of the Government by hie forcing such a paper 
on my Police. 

The paiwr circulated at the Mount under the countenance and cn- 
oniragcmcnl id Lieutenant-Colonel BoD was the same in its object and 
genera! tenor, ami liable to ail the same objections as that transmitted 
by Captain Grant. 

The further replies to the Circular letters from Major General Gowdie 
to the Officers Commaniliug Divisions, dated the oth of March and the 
10th instant, ore annexed. 

Among those papers will he found the letter from Major De Morgan, 
to which I luve already drawn the attention of the Board. 

1 conceive that I should not discharge my duty were 1 to conclude 
Lliia minute without noticing more particularly one of the principal causes 
of the late reprehensible conduct of the Officers of tlu: Army; 1 altndo to 
the idea convened to tho Army by the Into Commando r-in-Chief. that 
the Governor in Council is vwud only with the Civil, nnd nut the Mili¬ 
tary Uuveruuumt of the Country, 'flits most unwarrantable immmnttnn 
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ivm calculated to sow the seeds of discord, disunion, and jealousy, between 
U>o Government and the Army ; and the Houorablo the Court of Direc¬ 
tors will, I trust, deem it propwr U> bring this and every other pari of this 
indiscreet and unjustifiable conduct of the lute Commandcr-in-Chief 
under notice of the proj»cr authorities in England in such manner a» 
they may deem advisable. 

Conformably to the principles elated in this minute, I propose lint 
following resolutions.

To lit Officer OjuaiunJiiff tie Diruunt of tit Army. 

Sir, —I have received, with the deepest regret, account* of tlic circula¬ 
tion throughout the Army of address •* of a menu improper nature- and M-di- 
tiuus tendency: although I cannot believe a proceeding Bo repugnant to the 
find principle* of dhwijdine and duty, so pregnant with tlu.* nuwt dugracful 
and disastrous coawspienecs to the service over which 1 have Inen placed j 
yet every obligation of my duty demands that I should omit no means 
of preventing tin* fatal ends which tlu; adoption of that proceeding 
would eventually produce. It is entirely unnecessary for me to advert to 
the public measures which havn recently occurred, its they are under 
reference to tin* only powers to which the authorities that adopted those 
measures are responsible. Any proceedings on the part of the Army, with 
res|>cct to those measures, would be hurtful to the fundamental principles 
of dif“ ipliue and »ulionlinntiun, which direct implicit ohedipuca to tho 
Oovcrnmcut undar which it ts placed; it would be contrary to its allegiance 
which demand.* that it should manifest an implicit and resjwetfnl submis¬ 
sion to thrf ultimuto decision of its Sovereign and its country : and it would 
be ruinous to the honor of tlu* Army, as those proceeding* must lw regarded 
us a wanton and unjustifiable breach of diempliuc. It i-* accordingly 
my duly to call on you in the most impressive umnucr to employ every 
exertion of yuttr vigilance and authority in maintaining the discipline of 
the Oflic-erH and men entrusted to your Command. I also drain- that 
Ollkors Commanding Cor]* may 1st licld rtsjKitimblo iu the moat rigorous 
smplliwa of Military obedience, for the good cundual und discipline of 
the Officers under thrar order*. Oilmen) Commanding Corp* jirt-sess the 
nuat clhctual means of maintaining subordination, und they will incur the 
tmwt saioas ropoimihility by countenancing or permitting any pro¬ 
ceeding* contrary to it.

ili unt.T SitowrtH.—That your Memorialists, deep!;, impressed witJt 
the senae of the duty which they owe to their Country, earnestly implore 
your gracious ttilerlbrance, tor tho purjiOBO of correcting a system, which 
baa occasion ml t he most serious alarm, lest the rules aud ordinance* 
which detkui their place in the community bo completely subverted. 

Your Memorialist* are not influenced by extravagant notions of 
Freedom, or by uny ideas of Independence incousisteiil with the rigid 
subordination which charade ristesi their profession and i* essential to its 
existence. They (Jo not expect, nor do they ask, for tins relaxation of any 
tic or the dissolution of any bond by which the stupendous Fabric, of an 
extenstvo Army is sustained in a state of Subserviency to tire Supremo 
Power of the Constitution, of which it forms a part, being justly sensible, 
Hun inconsiderate indulgence or immunity utulcr habits of limitiou*- 
net*, necessarily tend to dcstroj the jrriueiple of a Military Discipline, 
and to render that body which was formed for the proteetion of tho 
State, subversive of its Tranquillity—but your Memorialist,,, the free 
children of Uu»t Country, which, while the re»t of Rurupc is enslaved, 
boasts a constitution the basis of which is liberty, your humble Memo* 
riiilists, not tho abject slaves of « country enthralled by Despotism, 
respectfully assert a claim to certain rights ami privileges, the enjoy, 
incut of which may be allowed to them, without impairing or encroach¬ 
ing on the Dignity of Government or in any way inter luring with the 
other Deportment of the State. 

Yonr Memorialist- have to lament generally dial* although ihrir 
Body is now extremely numerous, aud tin; question regarding their 
duties thrir clakus and their privileges, so wuluihnuua a* to require 
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tbs assistance of practical experience in discussing Uic merit* or them, 
yot ti»«*y have not a representative in the Council of Government whom 
alone the discussion can bo agitated. To this eauao tuny In; ascribed 
tint recent uirawrwj which nuke it accessory for your Memorialists, 
to implore your gracious iuterpnaition, a>> they are directly subviTsive 
of those prunipb’s of houor and discipline, which liarmonise tuid cement 
the constitution of n Military Body, and arc at the same time grossly 
insulting to the general chonu:tcr of the Military profession. 

A sued net notice of these measures will amjdy develop the prin¬ 
ciple by which your MemoriulisU estimate the usuries they have ulrcndy 
received, and the furtlier abuse of authority which they have retain to 
apprehend, unless the system so manifestly hoetilo to the honorable 
fivliug* of a Military Body bo seasonably chocked. It may 1 h> nlnady 
known to your Lordship that Lieutenant-Colored Munro, a Member of the 
Body to which your Memorialists belong, having incurred the suspicion 
of having acted in a manner that was moat generally considered to have 
been criminal, waa openly, and publicly impeached by a considerable 
numlier of re»i>ectabl* Officers, who preferred Military Charges against 
hint.* ThU measure was adopted in the hope that a candid examina¬ 
tion before the thmurablo Tribunal of a Court Martini might confirm the 
supposed Guilt and lead to adniuatc punishment, or, if Guilt really did 
not exist, that, purified by tbui. ordeal, he might return to a place in that 
society in which, so. must lie well known to your I*»hldiip, suspicion is 
considered equivalent but to infamy. In Oonmxpunicc of the charges and by 
virtue of the Warrant which gave to the Comnumder-in-Chief, aud to 
him only, the judicature over the Madras Army; and vested in him alone 
th» jurisdiction of it for the time being, Lieutenant-General Mactlnwall 
plocnl Lieutcuant-Colouel Mirnro under arrest, from winch arrest, 
ho bus since reluctantly released that OflhtT, in cousoptcnce of the inter- 
firerevs of the Civil Government, who have Uiub disunited the chaiu 
ujkui the integrity of which the principles of Military subordination 
dejieod—for if the <ouree frum whence authority anil subordination lh>w to 
all the Mcmliers of the Military Body lw vinlated, the subordinate 
branches, which derive their existonen from it, must lose thsir Virtue. 

Viewing the interference of tlie Civil Government to check the pres- 
crtl>«l laws of Military dependence as a dangerous innnvaLiou and 
infringement of the solemn laws of the Army, your Memorialists 
Httcivi) in it unlicensed confusion, und nnarohy. 
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No desultory exercise of arbitrary power, however severe, can 
be expected to restrain the passion* or lecliugi of enlightened men, 
all hough it may distress uml mortify individuals. The doubt regarding 
iU legality aud the pernicious principles by which it must ever bo 
regulated, deprive it uf that authority and respect which are at tached to au 
established system of jurisprudence, sanctioned by the legislature, by pres¬ 
cription, by habit, aud by the feelings of those existing under its iiitliiencus. 

In order to vindicate the character of his profeision and to main¬ 
tain the integrity of his Military authority over those under his Com¬ 
mand, Lieutenant-General Mucdowall directed the publication of u G. O- 
conveying a reprimand to Licutcoaut-Cohmcl Munro for dwrosiascl to bis 
Commander-in-Chief in not abiding by the regular course of enquiry laid 
down for similar cases. 

As the former act of Government iuid proclaimed to the Army that 
Lieutenant-Colonel Munm wa» not amenable to Military Law on this 
occasion, that Officer waa declared to lie superior to tire control of the Com- 
mandor-in-Cliief by tho publication of an order, in which Lieutenant- 
General Miedmnll acted in a manner derogatory to the character of 
Government and subversive of Military Discipline and the foundutiou 
of public authority; although the order of General Mncdowall refers 
merely to tho disrespect and disobedience of orders, and contempt of 
Military authority manifested by an Officer, who was not only under his 
gunorul contreul os belonging to the Army which he commanded, bnt 
wlw, attached to hi* immediate staff, owed him particular respect and 
oltcdieuctt. 

Vour Memorialists, accustomed to judge of tho mtaof Military mun, 
as relorxihlo to the standard of right and wrong which hoe been established 
by the legislature for tho controid of thuir Body, cannot discover any 
relation between those orders of Government aud tho rules and discipline 
of subordination. Equally subversive of tire foundation of authority 
is that resolution of Government, by which tho Adjutant General and 
his Deputy are ignominiously suspended from tho service for having 
obeyed the order of their Commandcr-in-Chief, which obedience is 
stated to be a direct' violation of the duty of those Officers towards the 
Government. 

It must be painful to your Lordship, tu it is to your Memorialists, 
to contemplate the possible emuoqueneea of a proceeding equally unpre¬ 
cedented, as it is unaccountable bv nay other rule* but those of blind 
prejudice, or deluded iuiatuutiou. 
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Yonr Mettumaliirt* jwreeivo a Cnmraimdcr-in-Chwf who line tong 
lived among them, who mt jwmmally beloved by many and wsu* known 
l.y uU to have manifested grout forbearance, under circumstance* extreme¬ 
ly mortifying. from the conduct which the Government observed towurd* 
him. They perceive tbn diameter of such a man gn>*dy calumniated, while 
their regret for hi* departure was yet fresh. They we two OQeerv of 
high rank, character and respectability puLHrly degraded, deprived of 
their particular rank and suspended from the service for having obeyed 
tlidr Po mmnm li’r.in.Cliiiif in signing and publishing an order written 
liy himaelf for the purpose of vindicating lii* dignity anti Military 
authority, which hud lxx?n flagrantly violated by one of hi* own *tafT, who 
opeuly deflud and disregarded the Supreme Military Commission. Buy 
perceive this Officer who luul been publicly impetwlicd under charge* 
of a serious nature, and who had insulted hi* Cornmunder-in-Chicl, 
shielded fmm the natural effect* of surh misconduct by the interference 
of Government. Vour 'Memorialist* ennnot avoid declaring that they 
perceive in this subversion of the fun ilam mi tat law* of discipline, a 
most dangerous infringement of tho Mditary Code, that bulwark 
which preserve* a State front the licenti<«unt*» <>r an armed rubble ami 
protects a disciplined Army from the insult* of an arbitrary power—a 
{•uurer subject Uno eontroul, except the caprice or prejudice of an indivi¬ 
dual ; and your Memirrudwtn feci a just alarm lest (bo repetition of acta 
which arc not guided by any rule, may tend to wear tlirir aflVctinna ami 
dlspcMO them to consider us enemies those, whose situations should make 
them their Friend*. 

Your Memorialists have learned with indignant regret tliat their 
enemies and the enemies of their country have represented, as public 
dbaH'fctiou, the dl-contenl produced l»y local and injuria arising from 
the present system. 

But they confidently appeal to the zeal and ardour with which a 
large proportion of them are now dim barging tluj most arduous duties 
in the service of the State. They appeal to the moderation witli which 
they huvn stifled UiOM feelings which the recent conduct of the Minima 
Government was calculat'd to inspire ; aud while they declare their 
inviolable attachment to the Constitution umler which thejy wve and to 
ibn profession Bswogulatod hr its ovrn lavra, they cannot suppress the 
nprvHainn of their wmvm lit the mannrr in which the exclusive right* 
of the Army hare recent ly boro violated, ami of tlieir *unguine hope and 
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earnest entreaty that tic Supremo Gwnimwil mar, in its wisdom, 
be induced t<> apjH'avf their ju.t alarms ami to anticipate tho extreme 
irri-if of their notation, by releasing tlicni from tl„. coiltroul of a BuJur, 
whose measures, guided by Uio Council of their implm-aldo enernur, are 
»>nuully detrimental to the interest* of the State, iu they are repulsive 
to the feelings of a Loral ami Patriotic Annv.

is stated but that you obeyed the orders uf thetr Commanxicr-in-Clturf 
tu a case purely Military. 

Feeling tin- question to involve circumstance* r-^mtial to their best 
interest, and liinilameatnl to the character and respectability of the Army 
no In* than to the principles of Martial law, they consider thcinwdvcs 
called upou to signify to you their marked approbation of your conduct 
a* on OIEcot in the general stuff on that occasion. 

Whilst yonr brother Officers rente this opportunity to express thoir 
renre of tbo propriety of your conduct, they fully appreciate the personal 
inconvenient* to which you are exposwl by suspension from office and tbo 
service; with these f.vhngv they request the honor of repairing ivmr 
injirrie* in the mi>an time, as far as lays within their power, bv subscribing 
and paying to yonr order, monthly, the full amount of that Pay and Staff 
Allowance of which you have in this extraordinary manner been deprived. 

As your conduct on the occasion alluded to, b exactly conformable 
to what the undersigned if placed in your situation would have pursued, 
they cannot avoid making your cause their own. and under existing 
circumstances such mutual support must be expected, and accepted by 
all who like yourself havt* or may Income sufferers throush auy such 
exceptionable measures on the part of the Civil Government of Fort St.

T)c lydmo ha# remarked us out* of the leading features of the 
English Constitution, tlni astonishing subordination in which the Military 
b kept to the Civil pourr—“ All Court* of a Military kind urr under a 
11 constant robordinatioii to tbo imlinaiy Court# of Law 5 Officer* who 
* Lave abused their private power, though only in regard to their own 
" wihlier*, may be called to account U-fore a Court of common Law, 
" and Com|ielhd to make projMT satisfaction ; even any flagrant ubuso 
“ of nnthurity committ*d by mem )mts of Court Martial, tvhen Kitting 
“ to jtnlge their nwu jHuple, and determine upon cose* of » bare Military 
“ kind, makes them liolile to the* nnimndversion of the Civil Judge. To 
"the above fact# concerning the pre-eminence of the Civil over the Miii- 
" tary power at large it is needle** t*> odd, that all ollence* eommitted 
“ by punion# of the Military prolcwion in regard to individual* ladong- 
" ing to the classes of the people arc to be determined ujwn by the 
" Civil Judge. Any use tln'y tuny make of their force, nule** uxpreaJy

"enwoW the purport of it, such being the Wisdom of the Constitution, ns 
"when u has invested the Crown wills the largest prwers of action, 
" to make tho instruments and organ* of those proven, account for the 
"abiuw or the exceeding of them, at their own peril ; and thus they bo- 
" como a laud of control in the very oxerehw ” (Comiileralions on the 
Law of Forfeiture, 112, ascribed to Lonl Chancellor York). 

The principle i* *o well understood in England, that the command of 
a popnrinr Officer is no justification fur n violation or the law. that un 
excuse of dust kind is never attempted. Tint highest Military Officer rinka 
iutn a private Cithern, in Jirnoroco of tlso Ciril Magistrate of a pettv 
lionmgh. And shall it then be admitted, that the Government of this 
country, in whom the whole Civil anil Military authority is vested bv 
express Uw, shall U resisted with impunity? The Law is, surely, M 
much to »*. obeyed in this Country as in Knghnd, for where the jsiiitiral 
establishment places one Officer in authority over another, tho obedience of 
tlic inferior is cmly obedience to the Law. 

The principle of olHjdumoe which Office, owe to their Military euperi. 
ore may Is? stated will, the following limitations, for it would I.,- vory 
daugreretw, .m the one hand, to admit of unlimited nlicdieneo, and very 
mrunw-nirnt on the other to encourage Officers to dispute the authority or 
their superiors. I shall therefore adopt the following position, us contain¬ 
ing the legal notion of the obedience due to the order of a superior Officer, 
llu* order must bo such av falls witlun the Iwmids of the Ollhvr's cdtnmis- 
won and known customary line of duty, and though given in his proper 
deportment, it must farther be, at kswt, an excusable wlor, or of that 
nature a* to bo tho subject of different opinions, not u plain injur) and 
aggrviwon on lus part (Hume’s Criminal I.aw V. I, p. 64 ), 

Iu general, it is dangerous to admit that a simple doubt may dwj»u« 
with ol alienee to a lawful superior, and it suffices to grain UiU dispens*. 
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heat in cases where the injustice of command is evident and undeniable. 
It is just, when that i- dcxtbtfnl, that the prrmmptir.n should he in favour 
of tbo SujH'nor ( Barlx.yrae's Note on Grothu, If, Chnp. XXVI). 

Sim, to up) ly them* principles to the ease of the Adjutant General 
irod Deputy. It ought to have been obvious to these OHIocrs, that General 
Mai'diunill exceeded tlx* Imtimls of hi* authority in offering violence to tho 
orders of that power winch had been placed over him by the express Law 
of hiB Country, and whixn orders lie was bound, by his commission, to 
obey. They could not her* 1 plead ignorance of the Law. or the order* of 
Government (which must be always taken for Law by our Army), for 
the former Order of Government diructiog the release of the Quarter- 
Master General from a mat had «ut!h , icntly declared it.. They mtut 
have Ivrn —nsibls that the Ord»r of the Coinmander-in-Chiuf wat meant 
os an outrage against the authority of the Government They must 
have Lesu sensible that it wu» nunnt as an insult and degradation of 
that authority which protected tho Quarter-Mastc-r General; they ought 
to have fall, that Government would in the like manner have protected 
them in the legal discharge of their Other, and in their declining to sign 
or issue a paper calculated to produce the mischief which it has too 
effectually done. 

It is a principle in every country, without any exception whatever, 
that no onn shall ho nil iw. -.l to justify that which the law condemns. 
A man shall not justify that whieli, on the face of it, is u crime, tie 
shall not justify murder, though he muy give the particular circumstance* 
in evidence, such as provocations, sodden pardon, aoeident, or the like, 
and allow the effects of these alleviating einumstanc^s U) be determined 
by the Judge in Court. The same principle we have seen applied to 
the Acts of tho General Government of this country in cases where 
they have been obliged to infringe upon an Act of Parliament ; they 
have never attempted to justify the Act, or to «oy that they had a 
right to violate tho public Luv, hut havo stated the circumstance* of 
the case, under which they had Ikoo obliged tn act; and prayed for a 
Bill of Indvmmthislinn, as was the «ru»v with Mr. Ila.ting* in hi* con¬ 
tention with tho Supreme *'atrrt; and latterly with Lord Cornwallis, in 
hi* coming round to Madnu to assume the command of tlie Army 
during tho period of the war with Tippno. In both of thme casea a 
Bill of IndcmniiinntiflQ was given by Parliament.

Sir, —It haring come li» toy knowledge that paint* of a vary impro¬ 
per natnre ore in circulation amongst the Officer* of the Army, regarding 
the suspension of Major Boles from the situation of Deputy Adjutant 
Grtieral of the Army, in consequence of hi* huving affixed his signature 
to the General Order of the 88tl» Juuuury lust; owl iis the circumstance 
has not come before tno iu any public or authenticated form, t am 
induced to notice it to you iu this way rather than through the channel 
of d general order. 

The paper in question, if I am rightly informed, has for nno of it* 
objects, the collection of u subscription for the relief of Major Bole*: 
0 circumstance which, a* Commander of the Army, 1 could take m> 
interest in, as Officers may apply their money fur the bene tit of whom 
they please, did it not, at the same time, if I am rightly informed, 
intimate an iulonrion of supporting nil other*, who may in like manner 
fail under the displeasure of Government, and imply also a justification 
of the principle Upon which Major Boles acted. 

It U impossible for the Commander of an English Array to take 
a passive part, whilst *ueb thing* are transacting amongst those under 
his Command, as these Officers, by placing their principle* iu direct, 
opposition to that of Government, and holding out a security and 
indemnity, in fact encourage disobedience and revolt, in so far as it is 
possible for thorn to do. 

It were needless for me to cxplnin, to a person of your experience, 
that an Officer nndcr an English Government cun only l<o justifiable in 
obeying a legal order; and that the order in question w*» of a nature 
calonlat.-d to cxrite sedition in the Army, and a* such, nnjustifiabto and 
illegal on tho face of it, and ought accordingly to have been declined try 
every well informed Officer. Major B<>lc* must be supposed, from hi* 
station, to have known that tb* Governor and Council of Fort St. Georgs 
are nut only the Civil, hut, by the express enactment of the British 
Legislators, the Military Government also of the country, the whole 
Civil and Military Government of the Presidency of Fort St. Georgs 
being vested iu a Governor and throe Councillors by the Act of 17U3. 

Although it can never be proper to accustom dfficere to hesitate 
*5 to obeying the usual command of their superiors; yet this principle 
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if not limited by Liw would, in it* operation, teml to the mWrsjon 
of nil Government, and put it in the power of any desperate Lender, by 
indemnifying alt under him, to iusue what orders and do what net* bn 
clio«, But, foriuuatrly, the principle i» sufficiently underwood in an 
Englif-h Army, tluit the Military State is subordinate to the Civil, and 
that where there is nr* right to command, there can lei no duty to obey. 
As 1 deprecate thu discussion in public orders of odions and delicate 
questions, and as I am unwilling to publish nnv general order on a 
subject bo perfectly understood (and which but for the prejudices of the 
moment rould never be mistaken) I choose rather to tmst to your discre¬ 
tion that yon will exercise the influence of your situation in explaining 
to thoso under your conitnund, tbo impropriety of their conduct in tin® 
giving circulation to sentiments of such unfounded and pernicious 
tendency as are said to bo found in that paper regarding Major Iloley, 
and which I am much afruid may be attended with very serious conse¬ 
quence* to those who hare been so ill advi«d a* to affix ibcir signatures 
to it, for when a paper of this or of any othor factious nnture ournes 
before me, I can have no difficulty in advuiug Government how to 
dispose of the Author* of it 

Aa compassion for Major Bole* may have drawn in the Officers to 
litis measure, 1 think it propnr to explain that Major Boles ha*, in mv 
opinion, deprived himself of any particular claim to feelings «f that 
nature. It had never ku, I was jwiwtaded. the intention of Govern¬ 
ment to deal severely with that Officer, hut only to vindicate that respect 
dne to Ibeir own authority which every Government must lw anxioiu 
to maintain, mid accordingly (but without any instructions to thatefToct), 
eoun after my succeeding to the command, l took tlm occasion to signify 
to Major Bolts tlmt if hn won Id express any adequate regret for what 
he hod done, os that when he had affixed hi* signature to the order he 
was uut aware of the eomwqucm<*s # and thought tluil lie v« 
right without meaning any offence to Government, but was, now ...r^ 
for what laid happened, I would make it my hurinosa to get him re- 
iustated in his rank and Official ritnaiion. But this explanation, M 
natural to have boeu uxpcctod, and which included in it no i-iremal oau- 
ces3i<m of character, wo* rejected (and not without some warmth) by his 
explaining that he was sorry for nothing Unit hud happened, or nurds 
to that clTeet. 

1 beg to call your attention to the following extract ol' a General 
Order by this Government of 30th December 171H>, hy which you will 
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perrtdta il»t re-nrictinu- to wbicli the cireulatkm «r addrtwv to the Army 
ha* been limited. 

" lli» Lordship in Council also prohibits, under the rtrongwt mjunc- 
'* tinus, the publication in future of any addresses to the Army, or,to any 
" Division of it, by any person or prison* whatever, without the previous 
K sanction of His Lordship, or of the Governor General in Council." 

I have to rely on your discretion that you will adopt the menus 
suitable to tbit occasion for the discouragement and prevention of the 
address above alluded to, or of any other of a similar description in tbe 
Division nndcr your charge.

It is impossible for me primp- to «tat»> in a full ami satisfactory 
manner all lliat might l»e -aid on tlu> enhject which induces me now to 
communicate with you, but oven wero it possible it might bo little attend¬ 
ed to and probably considered supriluuu*; 1 shall therefore only touch 
upon my own situation, and act that part which my own judgment 
dictates. 

I Imre the honor or commanding the Body Guard of the Honorable 
Sir G. Barlow, ami have for years held tliut appointment with pride, 
pleasure and honor. 

I am, I trust, as much alive to the fortunate distinction which ha* 
attended me in this and in other situation* in the nervine, aa it is possible 
for any Soldier to feel, anil equally anxious to uunliuuc deserving of honor 
and reputation as any OlEcer in any -orvioo. 

Under such impressions I now address you. That it is done with 
pin and with extreme reluctance you will at mice credit, when I ac¬ 
quaint you that it is my determination to resign the Command of the 
Body Guard. 

My feelings towards this Corps can only he ltnoft-n to myself, and 
1 (hall not attempt an impossibility by a vain endeavour to eouvey to 
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otbcre what n fiver can bo conceived by them. I can, however, assure 
you that I have not written thus far without both a pang and a tear. 

It is due to my own character that I should explain my reasons for 
this Mctuuni, otnl I request that they may U- communicated to the 
Houornhlo Sir G. Barlow. 


Yon mrnt.av well us every other Ollic^r, be informed of the agitation 
which at present ie general throughout tho Service, ami nt the same

It is no p«rt of my duty to enter into thorn at present, fanhor than 
respects my own i-haniL'trr and conduct upon this occasion. Tliif I have 
ever hr hi sacred ami maintained pure fium every thing, even, of distant 
suspicion. 


Anxious and resolved to pursue the same course, I decline retaining 
a situation which, it may be staled, ta at variance with my conduct ; aa 
l have this day aubreribed my name to a letter addressed to Major 
Bolts by a great many distinguished and able Officers, who Ice! equally 
interested and coucetned at the situation iu which he is placed, and at 
the reasons which Itave Uvu assigned for this measure. I have done 
this upon principle, and upon principle I ahull support it. 


There Bremen who might<aiWrib<< to the letter 1 have mentioned, 
and still retain a situation of some trifling emolument; such is not the 
line of corn]net I wish to pursue, yet no man ia more desirous than 
myself to fulfil all his duties,and none, I preoutnr to state, more ready or 
willing to evince every honorable feeding of zeal and ardour for his own 
reputation, and tho glory of his Coanlrv. 


I enclose a copy of tho letter to which I have alluded, in ordnr that 
you may ptttesf* full information on this subject. 


My resignation of the Bcnlv Guard proceeds by this day's Tappall 
to Madras.

Sm. —I huve the honor to transmit, for the information of the 
Hon'ble the Governor In Comioil, copy of a latter only received lust 
night, although of date the 7th instant, and tu consequence of which I 
shall lose no time in repairing to Trichinopoly. 

That the letter I have herewith the honor to trnrlos. was intended 
by the Honorable the Governor in Council t-.hurt my feelings, I am frilly 
satisfied; that he has succeeded, I um nuublo todcuy ; but although it may 
be in the power of the Honorable the Governor in Council to wound my 
ftfcliugs and degrade me from Command, I am ignorant of any power or 
authority vested in him to annul that title to which my birth haa 
elevated me, ntid of which your letter above alluded to deprive*, me, a 
deprivation I never once cxperiaoced when, from my services, relief was 
expected from the apprehended dangers in Travaueore. 

A* removal from Command is generally conceived a punishment for 
an offence committed, I am reliovcd from ■inch anxiety a* to the cause 
of my removal, by having received officially the copy of a letter nd- 
dre-aei by tin* present Commander-in-Chief to the Offioer Commnudiug 
in Travunoore, respecting the expression of the general tense of the 
Army oo the unfortunate situation of Major Boles, a paper to which I 
affixed my name w- being pnrely expressive of my •eotimenta on the 
subject to which it relates, mid further T burn no hesitation to declare 
that had f been appointed to tit as Member of a General Court Martial to 
investigate the conduct of Major Boles as having refused to sign anil 
publish the Ordura of his immediate Commaudor-in-Chi«f on a « u bjeet 
so purely Military, 1 should have awarded Caxliicring as a punishment 
only adequate to such disobedience. 

I cannot abstain from adding in support of mv sentiments on this 
subject, that I believe the first and only time that tlio ohiigaiion of an 
Officer to obey in all eases the Orders of hi* Superior Ixrcame agitated 
before tlur House of Commons, was at tbu instigation of General Bur. 
goyne at the commencement of the imptaeiment of Mr. Flouting*, when 
I believe it was admitted that in case* where the Orders to lw obeyed 
were of a treasonable nature, and in these case* only, did the responsibility 
attach tn the Officer who executed the commands of his Military Superior*.

embarkation of otie or more Detachments of the Madras Eurujieun 
Regiment on board of his Majesty's Ships, for the purpose of serving as 
Marines; the Officers of the Station were induced to entertain the 
erroneous snpjKxition that the object of those Orders w»* to separate,

Mr Loan,—We think it proper to take the earliest opportunity of 
bringing under the not ire of your Lordahip in Couneil the copies of two 
Letter! which wo Imre addressed to the llonorahh Court of Directors 
by the Fleet prortrrdinjf to Ktighind, containing an account of our pro* 
eroding* regarding Lieutenant General Mmihevall, late CVmmamhrrdn- 
Cliicf at ihi* Pnwidoncy. We lament to add tliat those proceedings 
terminated in the unavoidable measure of publicly removing that Olfiwr 
from the station of Commiiiuler-in-Cliicf. 

2. Together with the Liters which we addressed to the Honorable 
Cotnrl of Director*, nv imnwniil to your Lordship in Council cojiie# 
of the papers bo which they refer, in order that your Lordship may hare 
distinct information regarding the most material of thu recent event*. 

3. Wo take the liberty of drawing the attention of your Lordship 
in Council to the circumstance, connected vritb the measure adopted hr 
the late Commander-in-CWef, of placing the Clnarter Muster Unnorul of 
the Army under arrest, for an act done in the strict fuMmout of his 
public duty. Wo anticipate your Lordship'* concurrence in the determi¬ 
nation which wo adopted of ordering the release of Lieutenant Colonel 
Minim from arrest, as «n earnest recommendation which see addressed to 
the CommauJcr-iu-Chicf, on that subject, had failed ti» produce any other 
effect than an aggravation of the injury. Tito General On lor published 
l>v tho Commander-in "Chief uihsojuontly to tJu: nmiovil of tho arrest, 
seas of a nature U< strike at the foundation of the authority of the 
Government, and we are willing to hope that yunr lordship will approve 
mir determination to vindicate that authority in thu moat signal manner. 

4. We have no doubt llwt the Memorial which amunpaniv* thi> 
LetU’i from a couwderahle portion of the Oflkwr*of the C«.nij any’* Army, 
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oil thv siiltjeel of their allowances, will attract the particular attention of 
your Lordship hi Gounod. 

6. Yonr Lordship was informed, ui our letter of iho J7th June Iu.t-, 
of the means which wc lmd used to r.impousatc for the reductiou» lately 
mado in the Military idlnwanor* and advantages formerly enjoyed by 
flu* Ofllcon of the Army of Port Saint Ueorge,und wo understood at that 
time thn: the compensation wan considered by tho Comuinnde»-iii-Cbiui' 
to lie liberal; Lieutenant General Macdnwall ha* however given atrrnig 
support to thn Memorial now submitted to your Lordship. 

t». \\ e shall not anticipate tho determination of your Lordship in 

Council on this puper. We shall only observe lliat the proponed niroouro 
of oputlkung the Military allowance* of this Presidency ia in oppoai- 
ti"ii to the orders which have Iwn repeatedly wminunicutcd bv tlu> 
Honorahle Cnurt of Directors to this Government. 

7. Y.mr l.nlship will observe that in our reply to LumUmaut 
General Macdownll, we informed that Officer of our strong disapprobation 
of ihu tenor of the Memorial, which wc declined to transmit in an autheu- 
titrated form to the Honorahle Court of Directors, until wo should obtain 
the wmtiimmtsand directions of your Lordship in Council regarding it. 

R. Our Letter to the Honorable Court of Directors, dated the *Dth 
ultimo, adverts to partiuulor parts of our oorresjionilen.» with the late 
Commander-in-Chief, of which the tenor was highly exceptionable; Imt 
asthi« i» now mutter of subordinate consideration, we thiuk it iinni-w 
«uy to press the subject on your Lordships uotice.

rights and privilege* eiynved by my predecessors ; the derision however 
of the Court uf Director** has placed me in so extraordinary, so unex¬ 
ampled, and ho humiliating a predicament, that the most painful vmotion* 
have been excited, and sixteen months’ experience has convinced, mo that 
ll is impossible to remain with any prospect of performing my duty 
with credit to Uw East India Company, of acquiring for myself any 
reputation, or of doing justice to those over whom I am callod to 
preside: divested of the povwr of selecting for commands hy the restrio- 
tiim of Military patronage, or of rewarding the meritorious Officer, 
deprived of the respectability which in this country attache* to a seat in 
Council, and abridged in the uraal emoluments of office, it is inconsist¬ 
ent with the character 1 haw ever endeavoured to maintain, U> hold on 
appointment of such magnitude and responsibility thus degraded. J 
have therefore the honor. Honorable Sir, to request that. I may Ihj 
permitted to resign my Commission of Commandnr-m-Chief, and to 
proceed tn Enropr hy the present opportunity. 

Inferring that the plan for the exclusion of the Commandtir-in- 
Chicf from Council must haw been framed with sufficient deliberation 
to preclude the possibility of any argument of mine producing an altera¬ 
tion of sentiment in the promoters of it, 1 decline touching on the 
subject; nor will 1 condescend to make any reference to those who have 
premcdiUitcilly injured mo, and who have, without a cunciiiutiug expres¬ 
sion or any explanation whatsoever, severely wounded the feelings of an 
Officer who haa served them with zeal and fidelity (a short interval 
excepted) for *«vmi-nnd-twcuty year*. 

In adverting unre more to Patrouage, it is not puraible to view 
without the deepest regret, a scheme for disconnecting the authority 
to command servicn, from tint power of animating it by reward, and for 
allotting to lire Comnmmler-in-Chief all the invidious duties of his 
Station, without the menus of softening them to the Army by acts of 
favor or kindiim* immediately from hltnmilf; and T may ho permitted 
to <d>-erv£ that the plea of public utility ought to be clear and urgent, 
which call* for the extinction or abridgment of any of those rights 
which tho Army, through its natural Representative, possess, or which 
can justify me in admitting that an experiment is uaoessary to ascertain 
with how smull a portion of power and influence the Military duties 
under this Ooveruncut may he exercised.

Sir,— Haring been directed by the late Commandcr.in-Chicf u> 
prepare u report on the system for the provision and carriage of tho 
Camp Eqnijiage of the Native Troop* hy contract, 1 entrml into an 
examination of that subject, and submitted to Sir John Crudock a (moor 
containing the result of the consideration which 1 bvstowrd on it. Tintl 
rejiort rcceivcil tire unqiialifiiHl approbation of the late Commauder-in- 
Chiof,* who, in laying it before tho Government, staled that it was written 
in obedience to his nrdero, and might bo considered as the combined 
result of hi* own and my reflection. The report, having been referred by 
tho Governor I/ord William Bentinck to the examination of uotan 
Officer* of talent and experience, met with their concurrence, and al¬ 
though Hi* Lordship wa* disposed to entertain a favorable opinion of 
the contract system, he was convinced, by the reasonings stated ui th* 
rejKjrt, c.f the wioneinni nature of that system and the exjwdiency of 
repealing it. At the period of time when the report was approved by 
Lord William Bentinck, tho removal of His Lordship from India left it 
on the hands of his succussor, and as it corresponded with Mr. Petrie’s 
sentiments it was forwarded to Bengal, when it received tho approbation 
of the Supremo Government, and was Anally carried into execution under 
tho present Government. 

It appears that. *>«n nfier the publication of tho order* for tho nbo- 
htion of the tent contract, n plan was formed by some Officers Command¬ 
ing Native f’orps, of preferring charge* against me or* tho fmmdatiou

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„f tnr tef-oit, ami tins** charge* actually arrived at Head Quartern about 
three month* ago. They were «rnt by the CoMUnsader-in-Cktaf to tho 
Judge Advocate General: and that Officer, having entered into an extenrive 
rensideratinn of the subjer-t, stated in decided tvnu* the illegality of the 
charge! and tho absence of all grounds of proceeding upon tlicm. The 
Cuumumdcr-in-Chief was pleased to altow mo the chargee and the report 
of the Judge Advocate Guiiund, and 1 pxemd uj«o» Hire Excellency'# at¬ 
tention the expediency of bringing the question to on early decision, and 
of submitting it to the Honorable tlie Governor in Council, as it was essr.n- 
lially connected with the arrangement and the authority of the Govcrn- 
luent. The ConimundeT-in-Chiuf did not express a decided intention; 
the tendency of his opinions appeared to lie that 1 should be tried by a 
General Court Martial; but, after repeated solicitation*, he stated that, as 
the Judge Advocate General bod exhibited only one side of the question, 
he jmlgrd it expedient to refer it to tho opinion of Mr. Marsh. 
Having renewed tny application for a decision of the question, 1 wa» 
informed, tlie day before yesterday, by the Commander-In-Chief that it 
war liie intention to carry the whole matter to the consideration of hi* 
Successor, and in alxmt an luiur after 1 received this assurance, tho 
Doputy Adjutanh General delivered to me a letter ami a message from 
the Commander-in-chief, directing mo to consider myself u* placed under 
an arrest npon the charge! which I bare mentioned. I forwaixl to yon 
a copy of these charges, of the letter delivered to me by the Deputy 
Adjutant General, of ror reply, and of an answer whirh I Imre received 
from tho Commaiuier-in-Chief, and in which Hia Excellency has been 
pleased to state soma of the reaaong by which his conduct has luxra 
act tutted. 

Thu want of time disable* mo front stating tlie consideration* con¬ 
nected with this subject, which it is my earnest desire t<» submit to the 
judgment of the Honorable the Governor in Council. Tho repot! upon 
which the Commandcr-in-Clitef, at thu itiKlaucc of •um* OSccn uf the 
Army, lut» placed tnc in arrest was written by tho special orders of the 
lute Commandor-in-Chief, was approved of by him, nod declared in bis 
Minute which accompanied it to bo the result or his own reflection and 
mine, and it has been acted upon by the Supreme and local Govern¬ 
ment*. It i* superfluous for me to state the deep injury which will 
incvitttlJy be sustained by the discipline of the service, if a public *ts»fT 
Officer -hall be made responsible to a party of Officers for :m official re¬ 
port written in the «trict execution of hi» duty, and approved by all 
'.hr iiithsrHfe* uuder which be acl*. If fucb a course of proceeding 
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shall lx followed, m» »latl Officer can over venture to execute hi* duty 
with integrity and real, to pnint out abuses or dhjeorar frauds, for tho 
circumstance of Iwing liable to the disgrace of an arrest and trial for 
the discharge of public duty will deter many men fnnu performing it. 
That proceeding will have the effort of making the Army tho Judges 
of the propriety of continuing or repealing' Military regulations; the 
disadvantage or the tendency to abuse of a aystotn can asldnm be j»>int«l 
out without inaimtaturo* losing either stated nr understood of a 
nature unfavorable to the conduct of the persons by whom the system 
is managed, and if the public Officer who points oat that disadvantage 
■hall l>c liable to he tried by the persona whose interests are affected 
by his conduct, it is evident tbal tho Army and not the Government 
will be the Judges of Military arrangetnenU, that no «taff Officer will 
submit to the Government a plan unpopular to the Army, and that tho 
greatest obstacles will lie opposed to the reform of abuses or the iin- 
prv'vemcnt of the service : a staff Officer must embrace tho nltrruativ« of 
either neglecting his duty, or exposing himself to the disgrace of a 
public triul nt the instance of Officers who may expect impunity for their 
conduct, from tliuir uumbera, or from the uncertainty to which tho event 
of all trials is subject. If any illustration of these observations should 
he necessary, the following case may be stated. It may lie supposed 
Unit I lmd n-'eivtHl the most ample mid authentic information of the 
abuses uf the Tent contract system, that this information vm sufficient 
to convince my judgment and that of tha Comtnaudur.in-Chkf and the 
Government, of the necessity of annulling that system, although, from 
the information being of n confidential nutiite, it could not, he produced 
as evidence lx;fore a General Court Martial. It would havo been my posi¬ 
tive duty to state that the Tent contract system was replete with aim**?; 
that statement would involve intinnations hostile to tin. integrity nf the 
Officers by whom the system was managed : and l may ask if T should lie 
liable to the disgrace of a public arrest aud trial for having declared 
what every obligation of my puhlir duty demanded, and what rirenm- 
■tauces must have prevented mo from proving before a Court Martial. 

But the report wintaina-notliing of a nature injurious to the charac¬ 
ter of the Officers of the Army ; it is founded npnn the general and lmnia- 
tsble principles of lmtuati nature, and was not intended to apply to the 
actual conduct of any daw of pvrsnus. The object of that report wav to 
exj*>st?, ou the general principles which constitute tha great foundations 
of public regulation, tho fundamental errors of a System which was 
calculated to disunite the interest from the duty of thr Officers of th. 
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Army.and <W>t iu auv respect to advert to the mode in which that «y*tem 
hnj boon executed. The justsieH of ilw general ground* which 1 adopted 
ira* nufflcicntlr confirmed by experience, which hail almwn that the 
contract sj»tiin produced confiderabln advantages to Officers Command¬ 
ing Coqs in Garrison, and immense cxjwni--* in the ludd. That this sys¬ 
tem produced unfavorable effect* on tbn Military ardour of any part ot 
tlte Army ha* never Uen stated; hut it was an iudi*pensahh> obligation 
of my duly, in officially reporting on tin subject, to |«iut out it* ten¬ 
dency under the operation of motives that too often influence human 
oomiiwt to pfOdm* «ueh cffecti. and it* disadvantage there fore a* n per- 
rnanent regulation. In preparing the report ujmiu the Tent contract, 
nothiug was moro remote from my mini! than to state a wntinwnt in 
any respect adverse to the honor, integrity, and Military virtuo of any 
portion of the Officers of tho Army ; the rci*ort was entirely dictated by 
motive •* of public duty ami founded upon general grounds; and they 
who view it in a diilcrent light mistake a course of reasoning from cause 
to dTi'ct, from principles to thoir probable consequence*, for arguments 
foiuunii'i‘(?)on statements of a description dishonorable to the Army. I do 
not mean lr these explanations to disavow any jwrt of l ho report, a* I 
am still impred&l with the strongest conviction of ita justuo* ami truth. 

If tlie report l^d never been submitted to the Government, it might 
have rested with V>e Commandcr-in.Chief to decide on tho charges that 
are founded on it » but an it now forms a part of the record* and acts of 
the Government, ^ny proceeding* relative to it must necessarily be refer¬ 
red to their authority an.l ilccimm. Considering myself responsible to 
my superior* ou^V for lb* official opinion* which I may be called upon 
to .tale in thr execution of my duty, and tho opinions which I stated 
relative tnthife Teut contract system having been acted uj^u by tho Gov- 
apdte nt; l judge it to l*o a duty which l own to myself, to th* station 
which 1 hold, to the public service, and to tho interest* of my Country, to 
submit my situation to thr consideration of the Government, and to 
aiqir.il to their justice for the support of my public conduct, and the 
vindication of my character.

Snt,—I have received the letter and message which your Excclhrnry 
has been pleased to convey to mo through the channel of the Deputy Adju¬ 
tant General, and I beg leave to inform you Unit in obedience to your com¬ 
mands, I consider myself to he placed under an arrest from this date. 
Having this morning expressed your intention to leave the whole subject 
of the charges prefmvd against me to the consideration of your Successor, 
I cannot refruiu from stating the sentiments of surprise that have l**u 
excited in my mind at your adopting a Btop which is in some measure 
decisive of the question, and must contribute to embarrass Uni exercise of 
your Successor's discretion relative to the most advisable means of finally 
arranging a point upon which a diversity of opinion hue existed. It is 
far from my wish to express an opinion regarding the nature of tho 
proceedings which yon have been pleased to follow, but a sense of public 
dutv induces me to notice the extraordinary spectacle of an Officer holding 
one of tlu< first situations under the Government, 1 icing placed in arrest 
by u Commander-in-Chief, for a report prepared under the special order* of 
the preceding Coinmnnder-in*Chief, which the latter declared npoo record 
to be the combined result of hia own and that Officer's reflection, and 
which has received the entire approbation of this and tlu» Supreme 
Government. 

Holding on appointment of importance under the Government, I 
have the honor to express a request that your Excellency will lw pleased to 
communicate information to the Honorable the Governor in Council of 
the measure which you have adopted, in order that arrangements may be 
made for the conduct of the departments which the Government have 
entrusted to my care.

Sir,— 1 have received your letter, dated the 23nl instant, referring 
to my consideration the papep submitted to Government by the Quarter* 
M inter General, and desiring my opinion respecting the validity of the 
charges preferred against him, and respecting the measures oom|«tcnt 
to l>e adopted bv Gnvcrnnteni iq-in the caw. I have according to the 
command oi the Honorable the Governor in Council communicated w<th 
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the Judge Advocate General upon tlu> subject to which your Utter 
relate*. 


Thai Officer, in addition to tin* paper* furnished to me with your letter, 
has delivered to mo hi* opinion, dated the 7th "November last, upon the 
same subject, which I now enclose, and 1 have no hesitation in declaring 
my perfect coincidence in the result of his very aide and accurate in¬ 
vestigation of the subject. He has furnished me with aoopy of Sir John 
Crndock'a Minute upon the subject of the paper against which tin- charge* 
preferred against Colonel Munro are aimed. I am clearly of opinion 
that thr jiaper in question does nut contain any matter which can be 
the proper subject of the oliargv® now preferred against him. 


Whore an individual thinks proper to come forward us the adviser 
ami Informer of tlie public authorities, ho is l*mmd at his jmril to know 
and to be abto to prove that lie is well founded in Ilia »tat< mriite, where 
other individuals may be hurt by his suggestions. But Colonel Mnnro 
was pluci-d in a situation in which he was bound to advise the Com- 
mandfT-in-Chief as to the state of the Army, and to deliver hi* sentiment* 
such ns they were, and from such sources aa he might have ojq»irtunity 
of funning them; liable like all men to be misinformed, or to err in 
hia conclusion, if hr had l«en called upxm to state his opinion na to the 
conduct or character of any individual of the Army, he was bound freely, 
fully and egtmcumtiuujdy to do ao, and was entitled to protection in it, 
however hard that opinion might bear upon the individual. Tin* regu¬ 
lar and authorized adviser of the public authorities becomes identified 
with the authorities which consult him. He is answerable to them and 
to those stqicnors to whom they arc answerable, but not the person* 
whom those authorities hare to controul and against, whom it may have 
been his duty to adviso. 1 perfectly accede to the proposition of Colonel 
Munro, that if the adviser of any public authority were to lie amenable 
to the individuals aifeoted by tile advice given, no uinn could d» his put die 
duty with safety. But the paper complained of appears, and has already 
been shown frvm tbe report of the Judge Advocate General, not to con¬ 
tain even a charge against any individual Officer or body of Officers, but 
i* merely- a general statement of the situation of tho Army with general 
masoning* upon it, in which the Coinmandor-in-Chxof and tho Government 
ftilly acqnir*ml; indeed by the extracts farnohed u» *<f the Minute 
of the Commander-in-Chief, it ia evident that tho statement* and argu¬ 
ments used in that paper are the result of tlie joint rijwunwe, as well 
o» tlie joint reilwtiou, of tin- Ccuimander-in-Chief and Coleuid Munro, 
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Th«e tnggwtions, having l«wa adopted in practice J»y the highest autho¬ 
rity, arc now its acta. 

1 am clearly of opinion that the charge* found rd upon that |»per 
of Colonel Munro, at the instance of the Officers affected hy it, ought 
not to ho *u> turned, and Unit Colonel Munro is entitled to the decided 
support and protection of the uuthuritit* under which lie acted, to prevent 
his being brought to trial upon the charge*. Or perluipe it would 
bn more correct to say that the superior authorities arc entitled to vindi¬ 
cate their nets from Iieing questioned by those under their cuntmnl, 
in the shape of a trial of the advice under which those acts have 
proceeded. • 

'Hie report of the Judge Advocate General show* in a very strong 
manner thr effect which such a trial might be expected to produce upon 
the discipline and subordination of the Army. 

From his Information I am confirmed in supposing tlwt in ordinary 
cases the more regular coarse of correcting an embarrassment would In* 
through the intervention of the Commitudur-in-Chinf, by signifying 
to him the opinion atul intentions of Government; but hi* agree* with 
me in opinion that if in any particular case a necessity should arise (of 
which Government are the only Judge) to exert Uieir indisputable supreme 
authority directly and immediately, it is perfectly competent for them 
so to do, by discharging any Officer from arrest, or such other measures 
as the exigency of the occasion may require.

Stn, — I had the honor on the l*t instant to receive your letter cover¬ 
ing a charge against the Quarter Master General of the Army, liieute¬ 
nant Colonel Mnnw, and desiring, by Orders of His Excellency the Com- 
mander-in-Chicf, my opinion whether the charges could lie legally 
brought forward in their present form. 

As, in tho construction ..f Law, thr legal form i* intimately connect¬ 
ed with tho substance, it became material to look into the whole cireum- 
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stances of the case; and I was therefore induced, by my letter to yon or 
tint -unit' date, to request to bo furnitdud with a copy of tho paper alluded 
to in the cbiu^es; your Letter, in reply, acquaint* me that vou had »unt 
tint whole of the puj<ra»* transmitted to Head Quarter-. 

Having' had occasion to see the Commander-in-Chief the Mini; 
•lay, 1 win. furnished by Hi* Excellency with a cojiy of the pujmr in 
question. 

As tho ease is altogether new nnd unprecedented, and involves in 
it a question of the greatest importance to Military Discipline, 1 have 
taken time to consider it with some attention, and in stating my opinion 
I beg to be allowed the liberty of, also, submitting the grounds on which 
it w supported, and for the mom dear apprehension of the whole, 1 
ahnll observe the following order :— 

la/. — To state the fact or subject of the charge. 

$hJ. — To state the clear and established principles of Law. 

Hr<f . — To apply the Law to the Fad. 

4M. — To subjoin such general observations as may appear to 
arise out of the collateral considerations of the case. 

Is/. — As to the foot or subject of the present question. 

It restB on the following charge : 

" We, the undersigned Office re. do hereby charge* Lieutenant Colonel 
John Mirnro, Quarter Master General of the Army anil Captain in the 
Mudra* European Regiment, with conduct unbecoming tho diameter of 
an Officer and a Gentleman in the following instance, ri>,; 

" , ’ f >r having, in hia projwwd plan for the abolition of the Tent con¬ 
tract, lately held by Officers commanding Native Corps, made use of 
fate at id infamous insinuations, thereby tending to injure our diameter 
ns Officers and otherwise injurious to our reputations ns Gentlemen. *’ 

Thi> charge is signed by twenty-four Officers commanding Corps, 
nnd forwarded in n letter dated from Bangalore, 2oth of September laat, 
adilresetd to Captain Miu phereun. tin* Secretary to Hi* Excellency the 
Commandw-in-Cliicf, Licul.mnnt General Macdowid!; and signed by 
the Honorable Lieutenant Colonel Sentleger and Lieutenant Colonel* 
Rnrnlcy and Mar tin. 
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TL» after stating the injury they conceived they bad suffered 

open aertuatinn* which tlw Quarter Moatcr General had msinnntod 
otrsiiiurt them in hi* public report*, add* that a copy of the charge haa 
been forwarded to the other I >i visions of the Army, which, in due- course, 
they trust, will U* trauarnitted U> the Hoad Quarters. 

A* the charge is too generally stated to he clearly understood) it 
become* n/w*ury to refer tn tin* paper nn which it nru grounded; Iwing 
the Quarter Ma*Tcr General’- Report on the abolition of Tent contract. 

The following is understood to bo the offensive pa*vugv in that 
Report. 

" TAird/y . —Bv grunting the same allowance in Pence and War for the 
Equipment of Native Cnrpa, while the •‘XjK’ncc* incidental to that cliargo 
are unavoulahly much greater in War than in Pc.v», it place* the duty 
nml interest* of Officers commanding Native Corps, tn direct opposition 
to one another; it make* it their interest that the Corps should not. Iw 
in a state of efficiency fit far field service, and therefore lumishee strong 
inducements to neglect their most important duties.” 

It appears that the late Commandor-in-Chief, Sir John Cradock, 
addressed n h'tter on the 7 Ui of February 1807 to I.ieutenant Colonel 
Munro oa Quarter Ma*ter General of the Army, stating tlud the subject 
of the Camp Equipage hail for a long time engaged his attention, and 
that, the nubaifting arrangements were fonrnl erroneous. He, therefore, 
requested tliat he would, without loss <*f time, take this subject into 
his special consideration, and give him (the Commander-iu-Chicf) 
every assistance that might enable him to form a jnst judgment. 

This letter i* marked private and confidential. 

The Quarter Master General, in ohcdicuce to the above directions, 
enters into an examination of the existing system of Camp Equipage 
and Carriage of the Native Troops of the Army, which he submits to 
his consideration in the form of a Report, and forward* to him in a 
letter, under an official address, on the 30tk of Juno 1807. This Report 
would appear to have been favorably received and a ppr oved fof by the 
Comauuider-in-Cbi«f, a* the plan it suggested was afterward*, in jxut, 
if not altogether, adopted. The papers before mo do not fuRiiali mean* 
of tracing rho further pto gm u of the Quarter Muster General's Report; 
*»ttt it seems known to have gone both before the Madras Government, 
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ami mImi that of Bengal; ami will no ilunbt come in the regular course 
before the Honorable Court of Directors. 

The duties of the office of Quarter Master General come naturally 
to bo considered in this part of the ease, for they are circumstances 
of fact. A* Quarter Master General the Department of the Camp 
Equipage is peculiarly under his eliorge, And accordingly he is tho 
proper person to advise the Cumnmnder-iu-Chief ou that bead. 

It won proposed in the second placets state the dear and established 
principles of 1-aw. 

It may l*> assumed a* a principle, tliat a Commander-in-Chicf of an 
Army baa n right to nail for the advice and opinion of any Officer under 
his command, on n subject of Militury arrangement under that Officer’s 
peculiar Department, and the opinion so called lor is bound to be given 
butulfdit according to hi* best abilities. 

Wherever the law enjoin* a duty, it protect* tint agent in the legal 
discharge of it. The legal discharge I take to bo where the net is dono 
according to the usual and common course of things. On the other 
hand, the Law will not allow any one, nndcr tl»e prctuDM of duty, to do a 
wanton ami malicious act. If it w necessary that men shonld be pro¬ 
tected in the dim discharge of their jiowcre, it is equally so that they 
should not 1» allowed to pervert those power* to » bad end- But a 
regard to public convcnicucy lias estaldished certain bars to tho hasty 
accuMitiau of public 0flint•rs, in order that they may not be intimidated 
from doing tlieir dnty. No action, accordingly, will he against a Judge 
fiu any act done in hi* judicial capacity, nor against a Grand Juryman 
for presenting or finding a hill of indictment, nor against a Petit-Jury¬ 
man Tor his verdict, though the act done should be charged to be wrong¬ 
ful and malicious. This ruin must have been adopted on the principle 
stated by Lord Coke, namely, that it would deter jurors from the 
public service if they were liable to such an action in every caae, 
where, in the opinion of the parties again«t wlimu they hod decided, 
their decision proceeded from malicious motives. If such actions 
could be maintained, the multiplicity of them would render it impos¬ 
sible Ibr a Judge or Juror to discharge the duties of his affiiw. 
The exemption i*, therefore, established on behalf of the public, and resulta 
from principles of policy and convenience. A private Prosecutor of a 
malicious prosecution i» liable to an action on the case for a malicious 
proweutinn in preferring minh an indictment before a Grand Jurv, 
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ir the same person serving on the Grand Jurr wore sna&noualy to present 
or t«> find such mu indictment, no action would lie. Thus it ia clour, 
that the sutne act done l»v the anmo person, and proceeding from the 
name evil motive, it, or ia not, actionable according to hw anting in a 
private, or a public capacity. In Hawkins (Pleas of the Crown) it Ls 
laid down, “ that no one ia liable to any intiwcution whalever in rasped 
of any verdict; given fay him in criminal matters, either upon the Grand 
or Petit-Jury; and he stales tlw rvau-m to he that they may not bo 
burned with the fear of being burraiescd with vexatious suits for acting 
according to their conseieuco8, M 

The followitig may be stated u» clear Law, per.: 

No act done under the direction and with the sanction of one 
authority can be converted into • matter «»f crime by any succeeding 
authority of similar and oo-ex tensive powers, unless the act ww, of 
itself, originally a enme bv the general Law of the L a nd . The above 
are the more general principle* of Law, sulxmlinale ones will come to 1)0 
brought forward in the further course of the examination. 

And now to apply the Law to the fact, or circumstances of the case. 

It was observed that wlirrever the Law enjoins a duty, it protecta the 
Agent in thf legal discharge of it. Thi» principle applies to every «UiU* 
of society, but is jHJCuliarly recognized iu regard to words or writings 
nvccaurily used to the disadvantage of others. 

The easenco of this present charge *ccm* to be, that the Report waa a 
Lilxl or THffiunation. But in order to judge bow far it am be regarded 
aa a raljmble or justifiable act, it may be projer to consider the general 
rule* of Law as to that sptries of offence, as they will furnish principles 
applicable to the present cnee. 

Nothing shall be constructed a libel, which ia necessary in tlw 
course of legal proceedings, and is relevant to the matter which ia before 
tlw Court, »o no matter which is stated in any Memorial or Petition 
for the redrew, of grievances, and addressed in the proper ch o n t i n ], by 
which such rairesa may bo had, that is, to the persons only who have 
power to give such redress, shall l» deemed libcllouB—os whore the 
defendant, lwing Dejwty Governor of Greenwich Hospital, wrote a largo 
volume, of which be also printed several copies, containing an account 
of tlw abuwn of tlw Hospital, and treating the charaoteni of many of tho 
Officers of the H.wpital (atul Lntl Sandwich in particular, who wie- then 
first Lont of tlw Admiralty), with much asperity, he distributed the copies 
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t« the Governors of tlic Hospital unly, but tl did not appear that ho UnJ 
given m ropy ti* auy other person: on a rule for information fur this ■» u 
libel, fiord Mansfield held, that this distribution of the copies to th« 
persons nnJy who were from their situation called to redress griovuncua 
and had, (Voin their situation, power to do it, was not a publication 
sufficient to niukti that a libel: and he seemed to think, that whether 
the paper war printed or in manuscript, under these eircumatanoes, mode 
no dilliTunee (Etpinati Ni*i Print, p. 505-6.) 

Tliii. principle obtains, not nnly in nspinl to judicial proceedings in 
Courts of Low* Imt in rcsjtcci to memorials presented to Parliament, or 
to other public Indies. Where a Memorial or Petition ia presented to ,i 
Court of Justice or to pereona holding roguuaitee over the «»«*, tliey 
are held to lie the only Judges whether the exprereione it contaimi are 
proper or not, anil such ns they deem irrelevant or too otlcnairc tliey 
will direct to lie struck out, or censure the Memorialists for having used. 

Tin* some principles apply to the present care; the oWrvaiiou* of Urn 
Quarter Muster General arose out of the nature of the subject and were 
made in the discharge of an official duty. Neither were they made 
public, Nut lu*r than the necessity of the care required. The letter uf tins 
Commander-In-Chief is litsdud Private and Confidential. At the bottom 
of the oopy whirl) I have received, tlicn* is subjoined, * Tliis letter was 
afterward* recorded on the proceeding* of Goremmeul a* u Public 
Document.'* Hut surely it did not bocatne a Public Document trim) 
tin* circumstance of being so recorded: for the Proceedings of Govern¬ 
ment are not open (<• {nildie or general inapocUon: and kww tan only 
la* IumI to them on uu official application for some purpose of duty. An 
application to Government from any other Officers who signed Dm charge 
for tbo ptsrptiM of examining how far they were jicreoiially injnnd by 
the lteport would not, it is believed, have procured w.*«» to tin* Beeortla,— 
at Unri during Ulo period of former Governments; stronger j*r*mal 
grounds for inqxrtion of {«{<<■!* hare been HlWd.—A Court of Justice 
will refuse a copy of their Proceeding*, in order to gnmnd a Criminal 
Prevention ou, where they disapprove of the measure. In like manner, 
n Government, it may 1m* supposed, will refuse a {«apcr from their HcccnU 
whiite they conceive it ia to be used to the detriment of an individual, 
u lnae conduct they have aanctionod; or if they sboukl grant it at all, it 
will only lie on a legal nothre from a Court of Justice.^ But be lhi» a* 
it may, if the original letter from the Comraander-tn-Chief was private, 
the letters in reply to it must bo considered equally so: ns lieing a mod* 
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twoMSOry or contingency to the first, ami Llmreforc following Lhn nature 
ot it* principal, and die inferior Officer could not well enjoin stvrrsy to 
the Commnmltrr-in-Chicf ro the tore of this lot tor, us he luid done. 
There is therefore no ground, for considering thn b?tl« m * Pajter 
open to the public use Hut htu (non made of it. And if din Pajur 
u not published and ni-tod npm by official authority, it must bo 
considered os n nn-m mirroptiliota document from one of Uio public 
OtTirer*, which that idlkc <an interdict the further dm of, thr one sm 
the Court, of Puiimrmmt, or other Court may interdict the jmbiieatinn of 
their Records until their jHirmissinn in dmt respect is first obtained. 

(rovernnirnt have then-fore a dear right to stop all farther prooeed- 
ing by their servant* as to that pajier; it being [art of one of their 
Rectirds in the Secret and Political Dcjuirtnicut, any servant refusing to 
<d».*y tlirir orders ill this resjwt might be liable to forfeit their •ervien. 
11 e give thi* m the extent of their legal powers; how far they may 
judge it projwr n* act on thoe, is entirely within Uicir own iLiscreliou. 

No net, if was olaunril, done under the direction and with the sane* 
tion of one authority onn ho converted into mutter or crime by any 
wiowt'diug authority of similar mul coextensive jkiwers units* tlaf act 
itself wan originally a crime by tin' general Imw of the Land. 

A |Kilitical measure, luing often only fit or unfit in reference to par¬ 
ticular juncture* or times, is alwnya examinable by the succeeding 
Government, and adhered to or removed on thoir discretion. lint a legal 
or moral quartion, l*dug at all timir* equally certain, is never drown in 
cpn-ttiur» br/utc a •'nci-cdling Government, when the former has sanctioned 
the act, unless tiu thing complained of was distincUy a crime am I had 
uut been trud. Lieutenant Darke of the Artillery laid »irac complaiut 
before General Clarke, ns Cominander-in-Chiof, respecting a Court of 
Enquiry, tliat lie conceived he bail suflorud by during the period of Colonel 
Ilnitbwaitc’* command of the Army ; hi* (General Clarke’s) answer was 
that ho supplied the former Commander know his powers and lu? was 
not count out to examine into I ho nets nf his Predecessor*. 1 state this 
from Memory, having no nute of the transact inn. 

Tile principle in llstse cases in, first, that there is a certain juried, at 
whinh jimiuliiHiim naturally c-ommeuow, and secondly, dial equals havo 
no autlmrity over equal*. Thus n decree past by one or two Judge* eau 
nr/t, in on** ijf nu spiral, he revered hut by a greater unmlier ox by u 
biglvr authority. Knur in Parliament can only be reversed there ; 
"hcoaose there is UO higher authority. 
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That » {xaitm* crime, whim com milted timing the period uf 
a former Comnumdir-in-thiuP* command, and not then proceeded 
at^utiHi, may U pataeattod during the period of hi* Suivtutr'i astfcnrity, 
i* clear, unles pr<xnl*.d by the King'* article* of war. But when* tho 
matter w not of itself u declared crime by positive Law, but only

M when innocent" (Ch. XI), Bot it is impartible to know this, if an Aot 
i* to 1» sftnorioiu.il hy one Commander-m-Chicf, and then regarded an a 
crmii} by bis SueoeawTH For it is necessary that tlir thing should 1st 
regarded as a crime Iwfore a criminal eliargo can be admitted in regard 
to h. 

Tim great principle of Military Law, ua bonded down from the moat 
ancient times, is “ let tlicre 1 m- no upp-iil in Militan m«*s. Let the 
” order of the General who oommundixl lie taken fur just, imd ratifled,” 
Such was the rulo of llio Romans, who bust under»tm*d Military Di^ i- 
pUne, and this principle we sec adopted in Court- of Ctmramn Law, who 
seldom, or never, admit uf any Military case brought lieforc them. 

But to go more minutely into tho actual merits of the present ea*o, 
Tho Quarter Master General’s crime musist*, tn having -aid thal tho 
same allowance* in Peace and in War place the internet mul duty of 
OflWrs in direct opposition. It makes it thoir interest that their Corjo 
should not l>c in a state of u fllnbmoy fit fur tield —rviov, ami therefore 
fitmLilics strong inducement* to neghvt thoir moot important dut ies . 

It ia to be observed in what capacity these words wore spoktm, Thtiy 
wcn« given aa a general principle for estoblLihing reriain Laws for tho 
Government of a Community. But i» tlsi* a tmw observation, that men's 
duties and interest should not lxi placed iu opposition? *' Thomt that 
** have written upon civil Government (say* an eminent author) lav it 
" down M a first principle, and all historians demonstrate the same, tlint 
“ whoever would found a State and make proper Imws fur the Government 
" of It, must prwwppoae thnt all men are liud by nature, and tints they 
n will not- fail to shew that natural depravity of limit, whenever they have 
a a fair opportunity : and though it may possibly be concealed for n while, 

" an aci'ount of same secret reason, which docs not then^pprar to men of 
** small erperimee, yrt time (which is therefore jtwtly called the father of 
’* truth), (iwnmouly brings it to light in the end." 
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And the same priori pie is to ho found in every W liter on Govern¬ 
ment. Lawn, we are told, are made to guard nguinut what mm may do, 
and not to trust to what they will do; nor is the sentiment confined to 
barren generalities or speculative Authors. It is adopted into vulgar, 
daily practice; and the same principle, delivered in nearly the same 
words, and applied to the same body of men, is to lie found in a report 
delivered to the Eamc Commander-in-Chief only a few months previous 
to the date in question. It had been the practice for Government to 
allow Officers commanding stations, n certain percentage on spirituous 
liquors sold bv the puLBe agent for that commodity. Tlie consequence 
wm- that the more Liquor that was drunk by thp men, the more 
came to be slmwl by the Commanding Officers on the yearly division of 
the profit. The Head Surgeon of the Centre Division conceived that this 
circumstance might iu some instances encourage drunkenness by inducing 
to wink at abuses; and be therefore in one of his reports suggested 
the expediency of this source of gain being done away, “ because,*' lie 
says, “ it can never be proper for a wise Government to place mens’ duties 
**in opposition to their interest.” I quote from Memory, but the above, 
I Ixdh've, will Ik found to be nearly the words used by Mr. Head 
Snrgwm Berry in one of his reports on the Centre Division for 1800. 
The expression struck mo the more forcibly, as a not incuriouB illus¬ 
tration of the various changes that the principles ol* our thinking undergo 
in a few year*. 

If the remarks of tho Quarter Muster General are founded on 
prinrqilc they cannot be regarded us criminal. The Low of England 
(which i» founded on good sense and ou inferences drawn from common 
life) never bIIowh duty and interest to come in competition, Itftcause it 
believes that tho bitter will always prove 1>jo strong for the former. A 
man shall not he judge in his own cause; a juryman shall not ait where ho 
has an interest; a witness shall not be heard when he would gain an 
ml vantage, one way or other, by the decision of a const;, nay, he nlutll lint 
be hoard, where he even supposes himself intenwted, or where his honor 
may I* effected by the testimony ho gives. These exceptions are urged 
every day against the individual. Tire judge is objected to, the jury¬ 
man » challenged, the witness is set aside, yet nunc of these thinks his 
credit affected. How then enn those Officers pretend t<> say that their 
characters aru ailixted by a principle established by all jiolitical Writers, 
and adopted by our Law- as one of the safeguards of society. Let ns 
re verve the case. It, has been given ns a good rule for the examination 
8( the juHtncss of any proposition, to reverse its principles, and then to 
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view the nmmini ; supposing then, that the Quarter Muster General had 
used the converse of the proposition and had expressed himself thus, “ it is 
“ very true that this allowance jmta mens’ duties in opposition to their 
u interest; hut it is not to t»e supposed that they will allow the consideration 
** or the one to atrect. the discharge of the other.” Would such proposi¬ 
tions have l»uen held discreet and prudent in a public man ? Would it have 
been considered as a proper principle in an Officer whose duty it was to 
oontroul the expenditure of public money, and to cbeek the sources of 
corruption ? Has not the whole system of our service and of every service 
in the world proceeded upon this very principle he is charged with using? 
Why were Muster Masters formerly established, and why was the payment 
of the Corps taken away from the Commanding Officer und given to the 
Officer Commanding Trsqn and Companies, or why arc so many forms and 
checks established for the clothing, supplies and.management of an Army, 
but upon the principle that duty is but a feeble guard against interest and 
self gain ? Was it ever objected to the Officers who proposed those checks 
against corruption and abuses, that their plans were injurious tv the 
Cluiroetar of the Army ? It may bo true that these Checks arc not 
perhaps ncceccary in many instances. The great body of an English Army 
(und of this Army' in particular) will always be found to he men of honor 
and integrity. Yet, os exceptions ore sometimes to lw found in the cha¬ 
racter of particular individuals, and as Law alwaya ftjxnifai a general lan¬ 
guage, and prescribes alike against all, the common arrangement* must 
every where procure as if the whole community required tho same 
Check. IIow then can it be criminal in an Officer to have octet! and 
advised on this principle? A crime implies the violation of some Law, 
the neglect of «om» duty, or tho infringement of some moral principle. 
But ho acted in conformity to the spirit of our Law, in obedience to 
his duty and in support of the moral principle which will always bo best 
support**! by removing men from the temptation to do wrong. 

4 Ik. It was proposed to subjoin such general observations as may 
appear to arise out of the collateral considerations of the ease. 

The liberty of discussing public measures has been always regarded 
os One iffi the first rights of Society, but it is very immaterial whether that 
right is to he rontroalrd by the band of power, or the combination 
of party. 

In either case the effect is the some. The present is an attempt to 
controal the discussion of pnhlic questions in the Council* of Government 
and tint Conununder-ia-Chief, by a combination of Officers. It is imjios^Mc 
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not to tec the consequence* of uu-h an attempt. If t hey Imre a right to 
come forward in this instance, they have a right to do 90 eqnailv in ever)* 
similar one where tlicy find their interest* or their leading* affix-nd. 
What security then can any public Officer have for doing hi* dnty? In 
the discharge of my own office ns public Prosecutor, I have every day 
to contend against tin) vit-cs and passions of Society. Every other Officer 
that in intended aa u cheek tin these, has the tame dnty to perform. But 
whnt security cun I or any other Officer have against a criminal charge, 
if this one is Intended ? Under such eirr urn* tone-*, men in public Stations 
will ho afraid to act. Those whom their Office is intended to uontreul, 
will insult and threaten them. 

It may ho said that the number of names affixed to the charge calls 
more particularly for its being enquired into. But llin number u! persons 
engaged in any art does riot then-fore legalise h. Two or mure imperfect 
things do not make one perfect. The number of signatures only shows the 
spirit of combination and the necessity of resisting it. Our Luwb ex¬ 
pressly forbid tumultuous Petitions, and the jirincijile is still more appli¬ 
cable to a Military Society. 

Wherever a trial has lieen irreguhirly demanded, Commanders-in- 
Chiof have always resisted granting it, unless on Charges preferred by the 
immediate Commanding Officer against his inferior, whom Ik- can <mk*r 
in arrest by his own act. The instances, indeed, of this refusal are not 
so numerous as might J-crimps lie expected, because the case is nut ulwnvs 
submitted to the previous inspection of a Judge Advocate, which might 
jircvimt a number of irregular complaints being examined into, and which 
only occasion a needless exjamsc and interruption of the public Service. 

It may be thought per hap* that the Quarter Master General’«charac¬ 
ter can only It cleared by a public enquiry. But every man’s character 
is sufficiently cleared, when the Law does not mist.- that presumption 
against him, which is necessary to put him no his trial. All trial is mi 
inventigatian of something that is doubtful, hut. here the fact sjieuks for 
itself; the legality of an Official act 1 icing proved by the act Itself, u|um 
the superior authorities have ratified ami continued it. 

And there could be no honor in dtdi-uding a charge which the Accusers 
had no right whatever to agitato to- prefer.

I have the honor to lay before the Government the copy of a letter 
addressed some time ago to tivc Quarter Muster General of the Army, 
which, connected with various conversation* I have had with Lieutenant 
Colonel Mtuiro on the subject of the existing regulations respecting the 
supply of Curnp Equipage, lias produced the annexed reply and very ubJe 
statement from that Officer. 

II would be sujveriliiDUS in me to urge at any length the validity of 
the arguments set forth in the Quarter Master General's Report, ns I may 
say they convey the result of our joint reflection upon tlic subject., and 
an the issue of that experience which arises from our respective situations. 

I feel strongly persuaded that if the system proposed take effect 
under such improvement as the wisdom of Council may suggest, tho 
greatest benefits may ensue, mid that, economy and Military propriety 
will be equally secured. The former principle 1 conceive will go to a 
much greater extent than exhibited, ns, with design to prevent the chance 
of error, an extraordinary latitude of expcuco was admitted. 

I should not act fairly with Government did I not apprise the Council 
that I imagine the plan submitted wQl be received in a very unfavorable 
light by tin- Commanding Officers of Regiments for reasons too obvious to 
require remark, uud as the supposed injury will fall upon thnt Class of 
Officers whom the peculiar and local circumstances of this Country 
place in a situation that really demand* adventitious supi*>rt und every 
alleviation of expenses, I am most anxioiiB tlint the Government should 
eousidiT their cose, and, while they are about to derive an excessive saving 
at the “ alleged expense" of tlic*e Officers, who could only reimburse 
themselve* for the |rusl charges of War by the advantages of Peace in the 
misting contract, extend to them a reasonable compensation that wdl 
not only have the effect of an appunmt act of justice, but in it* opera* 
tion invite Officers of nmk to kvomo rwidente with their Corps and tnro 
tlieir attention to Regimental Conuuaud. 

I'nckr this impression I submit to Government the pLut as detaihsl 
in the Quarter Master Generals Letter, necumpauied by a Statrjucut on 
the ox pc iwo of allowing u sujieriur Batta to the Lieutenant Colonel* 
aidimlly Commanding Cxirjw «md Stations, an arrangement not new in 
priuciple, but only an extension of the one existing. 

The recent ubolition of the Bazar Fund, a source of new and extreme 
pro lit tv the State, taken away from the Coaimaudiug Officers ot* Stations, 
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by Uie oiJ of which tiw required hospitality llimughout line extensive 
Country tlint affiirds no accommodation to the Travellrr, or aosurtanro to 
the sick Officer, in various \rniiu not to bo dttcribcd, mviim to plead the 
cause of Officers Commanding Stutiou* with a rwa*Ue« forrv, for the 
--init demand* iijh in their feelings arul generosity remain uudnuinuhiHl 
oiul their means hare suffered a deep alteration.

Sm,—I have the honor to acquaint your Excellency, by desire of the 
Honorable the Governor in Council, that the Quarter Master General of 
tho Anny baa laid before the Governor in Council a representation 
of the circumstances under which jour Excellency has adopted the 
determination of placing that Officer in arrest. 

2. The Governor in Council directa me to state to your Excellency 
that thi# event Iuls excited in Ins mind the moat painful feelings. It is 
impossible at the moment of the despatch of tho licet for England to go 
into a minute explanation of ail the considerations connected with it; 
but 1 am directed to suggest in the most earnest maimer fur your 
Excellency's consideration that the action, upon which it appears that tho 
chnrges preferred against Lieutenant Colonel Munro has been founded, is 
now the act of the Government, having boon approved and adopted in the 
moat public am) formal mauiier both by the Government of Kart St. 
George and by the Supreme Government; the Governor in Council is 
called upon therefore to state that he can never give his concurrence to 
the .Exposure of a public Officer to obloquy and degradation for opinions 
which he may have expressed in the fulfilment of his public duty, 
approved and confirmed as those opinions have been by every competent 
authority. 

5. The Governor in Council is at present unable to discuss the 
particular grounds of the opinions in question; hut ho thinks it projier 
to observe tlul he ban looked in vain for any just emme of complaint 
that it might lie possible by any construction to attach to than, and 
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tin* consideration must add to tin? weight <if public obligation imposed 
on the Government, to give it* firmest support to an Officer against 
whom no other charge is apparently imputable than that arising from 
the faithful ami conscientious performance of his public trust. 

1. As it i* impossible that tin- conduct of Lieutenant Colonel 
Munro con bo submitted to the oognixanec of a Court Martial on the 
chargn now preferred without involving a discussion and trial of tha 
public measures of the late Cominamior-in-Chicf and of the Govern* 
meat, the Governor in Council might hare been led tn expect a previous 
communication from your Exoollenoy on this important question ; and 
Lbo Governor in Council cannot hat deeply feel the sentiment* which 
lave been expressed by your Excellency in some part of tho papers now 
before tho Government. The Governor in Council however under the 
pressure of the occasion waives all consideration of this nature, and 
lik views l>eing solely directed to the means lrtst calculated to preserve 
tho foundations of public confidence and of public authority, I Imre been 
commanded un*n earnestly to recommend to your Excellency the release 
of Lieutenant Cotune) Munro from hk present arrest .

Sni,—It is uot without a mixture of surprise and regret, 1 have 
jHirused your letter of yesterday's date, on the subject of the arrest of 
the Quarter Master General; I was totally un fire j wired to receive from 
the Honorable the Governor in Council on implied censure on tny conduct 
as Commander-in*Cluef of this Army, and a direct interference, from tho 
Civil Authority with the only prerogative almost remaining in his luuuls, 
the power of judging of tho propriety of bringing to trial any Officer who 
may be accused of crime# or misdemeanours. Such interference, I presume 
to think, i« unprecedented, and strikes me as encouraging** very dangerous 
example, hv holding out to the Army protection and rapport in defiance 
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of Uik judgment anil authority vf tbtf ponmii appointed by the Ltgidii- 
ttur to direct and oontroul the deportment placed under hi* immediate 
cliargr; it mini** the Article* of War u> a dead letter, ami is destructive 
of every Military principle. 

Tho charges preferred againnt Lieutenant Colonel Mmm> hy a 
liodr <if re*i>cctab1r OUlcers, after much reflection, I saw no corroot 
method »f disposing of but by the measure* 1 have adopted ; it U tbo 
only legitimate mot hod of affording him an opportunity of vindicating 
hit. character; and in tliat event l«ing thn resuU of the deliberations of 
a Court Martial, bo will thru enabled to bring hi* m-euson to trial; 
liter arc answerable for their acts, and the jH/Twvoronco with whiiih they 
ailUrra to their purpose him led mo to imagine that they consider their 
proceeding* as the best adopted to relieve them from injurious aspersions. 

Under this view of the matter, tlio observation* of the Honorable 
the Governor in Council in regard to tho plans of tho Quarter Master 
General haring been approved by Government, cannot occaaioii on my 
part nnr deviation from the liuo to bo pursued, which ia strictly Military; 
nor c-tn 1 evade bringing tho question to issue without compromising 
tha honor of the whob* Army. 1 therefore very sincerely have to lanumt 
that I cannot comply with a recommendation so earnestly urged by 
tlio IluHi'niblo the Governor iu CouuciL 

I have farther to date for th»* information of the Honorable the 
President in Council, tliat 1 *holl direct a charge to be exhibited against 
Lieutenant Colonel Munro for disrespect to the Commandor-in-Chief in 
pmmming to adder** Government, it being contrary to established 
orders, subversive of military discipline, and in oppofition to the custom* 
iff the Service. 

To olncidatc thi* rubjrct I have the honor of requesting you will sub¬ 
mit to tho Honorable the Governor in Council the accompanying extract 
or a letter from the late ts?v* rod and lamented Marquis Cornwallis. 

The Warrant which I possess from his Majesty, and tho Commission 
1 hold from the East India Company, guide mo iu tlm discharge of tho 
important duties attached to my wtnaUofi, and which veM in me 
certain right* nnd powers which I cannot, without danger, abandon. 

Had any other process appeared to me practicable for lessening tho 
difficulties of this disagreeable cave, I should have been most happy in 
having lmd resjonrw to tho mildest means for bringing it to a conclusion ; 
*»ut perhaps the Honorable the Goveruor in Council ia not aware that 
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if Lieutenant Colonel Monro was r*J«**od from srrr-it to-day, lie would 
to-morrow of bimnelf demand * trial ; and while lri» character sutler* 
from the strong imputations ngntwit it, a Court Martial would he grouted 
to hint; it wcim to bo impossible to avoid a series of Court* Martial, and 
my judgment has led me to declare that tbe Quarter Muster General 
shall lie first tried. This OHiocr endeavours to screen himself hv •taring 
that lie holds a situation uuilur Government, and jiresumcs to deny tho 
authority of the Commander-In-Chief; hut the ruse i» nlnolutely the 
reverse, as he is one of tbo principal Staff of the person at the head <>f 
the Army, and 1 deny that he cau hold any communication hut through 
the chaunel of his superior. 

I have, at tho desire of the Honorable the President iu Council, 
returned Lieutenant Coloue! Munro’s onguiul paper*.

In entering the National Service of our 
Country, a British Subject may calculate fairly on spending at least a 
considerable portion of his Military Life in the enjoyment attendant 
on a residence in hi* Native laud ; but such is the constitution of your 
service that it is necessary before u young man «ui embrace it, that he 
should have made up his mind to sacrifice for tho present every tie of 
kindred and connection, to submit to n long anil painful separation in a 
climate roost ungeniul is his constitution from all that he holds most 
dear, in tlw hope that at a future period, ho may he enabled to return to 
them crowned by tho hand* of honor and virtue, with that corojwteuce 
tii which 1» looks forward m the solace of his troubles, the just reward 
of his meritorinu* •ervier*. Deprive him of that prospect, whut is Ins 
profession hut Slavery; wliut i* his life hut a burden !! t 

t. Tin* Service did till lately realize in a great measure these expecta¬ 
tions, but tho present exhibits a melancholy reverse. The chief source* 
of emolument hitherto enjoy ed by the Army no longer exist—thus render- 
imr onr prospect* most gloomy, a* thirty or forty years most now bo 
paused in the Service, before tho rank can !«• obtained, which will entitle 
(hum to reap to a small degree the harvest of their toils: of wlint 
worth then is such iie]i:udnrur, when health, the great. *t bl e s sing to life, 
is flown, and when age prohibit* the power of enjoying it 7 

6. How few canape the ravages of war and diseases incidental to tho 
climate, experience lia* shewn ; but stfll the prospect of rerouting at no 
onliiuiry length of time our Native land in comfort, cheer* ns in tin* 
dreary path; but if this object is removed, or placed at null a distune* 
a» to be almost without oar reach, hope is destroyed and emulation 
ceases to exist.. Families of resjwctaliility will no longer consider vmir 
Service as a lilwral provision for their sons.: Vacancies must lot supplied 
by «ncb description of pcn*in« a.- oflbr, and under such circumstances 
th«> fate of an Army which at thi* moment may l>e ulaeed among tlm 
moat respectable in the World, is too obviously melancholy, to be contem¬ 
plated without, regret and alarm. 

Among the many instances of reduction to the*emolument of the 
Army, wv cannot avoid considering tho abolition of llu* Bazar aHowi^jicc 
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formerly granted to Officer* in Comimuid ui I)ivi«ion» aid Station,*, Uu. 
gethcr with the recent orders of Government jin >htl>itintr Full Hntta to 
be drawn by Officer? Commanding Snmlt Poets and Garrison*, as instances 
nr (x'culinr hardship. In no country perlwps in the World arc tin. 
dntic of hospitality more strictly and necessarily attended to, particular¬ 
ly in the general reception and entertainment of Travellers, whether they 
may be |mn*muUy acquainted or not- Government in a General Order 
under date the 1st Novonilvr 1S04 have mrst honoraldy and openly ad¬ 
mit ted this principle in the following paragraph—“Officers Commanding 
small Posts, which from their situation on principal rraidfl, necessarily 
subject them to expenses which the allowance* of their rank art* insuffi¬ 
cient to support." 

IJ. To those, from our first entering into the Service, we have been 
taught to look up a* our unalienable rights. They have enabled 0filters 
vxrmring Command* lu support their respectability iu the eyes* of the 
Natives, anil it may la* safely said have not a little contributed to 
raise the Army to it* present state of estimation, by holding forth nn 
adequate encouragement to young men of rtspeetahflity to enter vonr 
Service. 


». We am also impressed with a just muc of the degradation and 
itynry to which wi* have l*cm exposed by the mode of selecting Officers lor 
giitinrul Command. On this peculiar occasion we beg to observe that it 
is with wriinj* regret we feel the m-ceority of briuging to the notico of yarn* 
Honorable Court the frequent disregard paid to your Honorable Court** 
orders and instructions, by tho Government of Madras, jvurticularly in 
tin- instance of retaining the Officers of Hi* Majesty’s Service in the 
Command of principal Station* of which their Cwjm /arm nn part, and of 
the appointments of Paymasters to be held by Military Meu ; neither of 
which have been carried into effort, and is consequently in direct opposi- 
tion to your authority. Tho chief object of tho principle lately ussinncd 
appears to be the total exclusion of t he Officers of your Army from uny 
situation of trust, responsibility or emolument, by the transfer of such ritu- 
ation* to the Officers of Jli» Majesty’s Service. 

8. Wo are far from wishing to revive any invidious distinctions be¬ 
tween tin* two Services, and are fullv aware of die wisdom utul beve^rty of 
that rule of Government which leaven to the local authorities in India tho 
•ejection of Officer® for MiUiary Communda without restriction with res¬ 
pect to llu- Broncho# of the Army from which I he selection* un t*. be 
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mtiik : lull wlirn ;» decided prefermoo ia shewn to the Officers of {f ? i 
Majesty's Sonricc, we cannot hut express u just indignation at mens urea t*t 
dwet-rthtui to our footings as Soldim, for we cannot admit for one moment 
the superior right of His Majesty's Officer* to situations of general com¬ 
mand in the Indian Army, as such admission could alone fie grounded 
u|h«i m recognition of superior claim* and superior qualifications on their 
I»rt, and a nmnneiation on onr own of those advantages which may 
without presnmptiou lie supposed to result from ihn devotion of tho chief 
part <jf uur live* to the Service of our Country in this quarter of the 
World. 


I*. We feel partial redress in the removing of His Majesty’s Otli- 
ccrs from SultordimiU* Stall’ situations lately held bv them, and as the 
justiiEsa of uni’ll u measure so evidently apjieared to your Honorable Court 
as to bo adopted by your Government, w» rely on a further extension of 
that justness to a removal of the grievance aliove complained of by tire pre¬ 
ference -hewn to His Majestv’9 Officer* in selection to command*, so 
galling to the feeling* of your Officers and to the lessening them and your 
Service tu the estimation of the Native Soldiers, which, with the other 
circumstances combined, lias Wn already too much affected, and though 
not our province to remark on tho causes, and notwithstanding tlin unhappy 
tumult appears to have subsided, yet we perceive it » cironmaumca to 
give an additional reason for nut longer delaying the full expression of 
onr sentimeuts and feelings: for while wc deplore beyond all others tho 
melancholy event# which have occurred, and while wo dean it s duty nt 
the Inward of our lives to contribute as far a* lies within our power to 
the complete restoration of order, and to the revival of loyalty and 
attachment in tho breast* of the deluded Native Soldiery of tins Establish¬ 
ment, wo must state uur coniunwitious belief lliat every act which luu u 
tendency to alfcct the rank, tlio inllnenee and respectability of tho Officer* 
in the Honorahlo Company 1 * Service, must and ever will, in its result, 
prove hurtful to the discipline nlid nUae.hnu-nt of tho Native Anuy, aud 
consequently injurious to your Interests arul to the British Qovernmcut 
in India. 

10. Excepting in a few instance*, an Officer lias nothing now to look 
to but his bare pay, nothing remains to reward merit or to excito emu¬ 
lation. We are doomed to toil through many a painful year on an allow- 
anrv •rorcelv ajlrquate lor our subsistence, until alter a period or twenty- 
two years' actual Service in India we have the melancholy alternative of 
returning home to live in dependence and cr,mpnmtive fov-rty on tlft 
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pension of our ranks, or of ctunlmting with Age and infirmities in u 
riimr avowedly hostile to our constitution*. 

11. Did wc conceive the finance* of nur llnunrahlc M.nlw» wens 
iu fuuti a state ao to mjuiro reduction* which render u» poor indeed. but 
yfriidi cannot much enrich them, wo should cheerfully nuqniaeoo in such 
mciumrcH, but when wu find that nothing of n similar nature- » attempted 
on tlic other Establishment*, on tho contrary, that the allpwanct* of the 
Ihug&l Army an- superior to our own, wc ure convinced they cannot have 
been dictated by sound policy or just regard to vour Interests. 

12. It i* almost «n*rllium» to press njvm tin; attention of your 
llotuirttlile Court the advanced price of every European Article of 
Couwimptiau, the enhanced viilno of the common necessaries of life, tuid 
increase of wagm of ull dteeripiion of domestic* »n peculiar to this 
Presidency. It seldom happens that with the most rigid eootimnv tliu 
prevent pay and oDowoncaa moot every reasonable demand in tho diflbrent 
ranks of your Army. 

IS, Tlie ne\t eoitiddenriiuu wc liavc the honor to draw the atten¬ 
tion of your Honorable C’onrt to, i* tlie abolition of the Tent Contract 
recently hold by Officer* Commanding Native Corps, ond the consentient 
dewtnwtioti of tlw most active principle of prompt movement with tho 
Army. Persona blinded by self-interest, and unaware of the extent 
uinl magnitude of the designs they propose to embrace, Imvo presented 
•perious plans of economy to (ioveminent, which, though tlwy may 
appear fair in theory, arc morally impossible in praetioe. To elui.ulato 
these assertion* it is only necessary to compare tlie Mysore Campaign 
in 1789, at lint a very ineouflidcrablo distance from the Presidency, when 
the public appointments and stores of the Army were carried by Govern¬ 
ment : anil the memorable and eventful war* in which m have so recently 
bciti engaged with tlie Confederate Mahratlah Chicflairui, niunv hundred 
miles removed fmni our nearest frontier. Tho distress and ineonrenicnoo 
evjvrumeod on tho former occasion was found an groat that tlie Com- 
nmniler-in-Chief I General Harris) waa iwwitau-d in General Onlvra 
to call for the assistance of individuals, and even of the Sepoy* to convey 
a part of tho Public Store*. 

It. Tlie active energy and seal which pervaded the Tent Depart¬ 
ment. during our lung, protracted and desultory war with the Mnhrattiu 
not only afford* incontestable evidence of tho fidelity of Commanding 
Officer* of Corps in the execution of their stipulated engagements and 
of the attention paid by them to the health and comfort of their mrn, 
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lull forms a striking contrast to the clitHfMilties ami embarrassments 
cxperienned in a Camjmign of not *ix months' duration ami within a 
hundred and fifty miles of our own territories. 

15. The Tent Contract for Native Corps was established on the 
lttth April 1802. From that period, as will appear by the Honorable 
Sir Arthur AV«-IIe»lcy’« letter to the Most Noldc tho Governor General, 
under date '* Jatfernlmd, the 17th January 1804," many Corps employed 
in the Muhrattub Campaign had been in the Field from which some of 
them did not return till the middle of 1800. The Honorable General in 
this letter dwells strongly upon tho loss of Officers sustained individually 
in (Tump Equipage and other Field Equipments. 'Ihe same arguments to 
the situation of Officer* in general, as expressed in the Honorable Gene¬ 
ral’s better, am! in consequence of which they subsequently received six 
mo nths ' Butts as a Gratuity, equally applied to Commanding Officers : 
the latter, however, received no extra I'ompensatiou on account of the 
heavy damage sustained in tho public Camp Equipage of their Corp- 
the regulations established on tho 10th of April 1802 havtng expressly 
provided against it. It is hut reasonable to infer tliat had Commanding 
Officers then in the Field conceived that the allowance which they under¬ 
stood to be tolcmnly gnartintccJ to them in the Public Orders of Govern¬ 
ment was to lie discontinued the momeut it liceume a tenquirary ndvan- 
tage to withdraw it by the return of the Army to Quarters, they would 
lmve made a resjiect/ul application to Government to release them from 
a burden of a praienl trpmte without a proqiect of future emolument as 
an indemnification For immediate loss. 

tVe forbear recurring to every instance in which Government have 
pyjiericueed difficulties in Conducting tho Camp Equipage ot the Army. 
This happeiud more particularly in 17'.U, whnu at a moment of public 
distress, the lute Marquis Cornwallis, trusting to tlin real and ardour for the 
interest uf tlieir employers that have, we believe, eminently distinguished 
t.lu: Coast Ann J in every important crisis, entrusted temjrfimrily tho 
conducting Camp Equipage to Officers Commanding Native Corps, when 
• he found it inqiossiLlo to bo conducted by Government. On this occasion 
(a» on every other) the Officers of the Army cheerfully acquiesced in a 
manner that was productive of advantage t*> the State. 

Since*, in tlm instances above-mentioned with the hate and unbound* 
ed insinuations against the Officers Commanding Native Corps, aa 
arguments used for depriving tliv.ui i»r iho Tent Contract gunranteed to 

them in Public Orders, must evidently at the moment have Irat litem 

-__-■ -----—- m — 
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the confidence of your Government, so destructive t«» 1.1 m boasted ei«m- 
lutioi), seal and ardour of your Offioen, the service luu» (icon deeply 
wounded, they became tlie grounds nf complaint w hich »o pownffully 
nrgt the rrdrc« we solicit; tints We, the Officers of tin- Matins Array, in 
one voice humbly petition your Honorable Court to grant that We lw 
restored to and confirmed in our f.inunr privilege of pariittipntiug in the 
profit* of (hi* Bazaar Fund, and ttint the Madras Army be placed i>erraa- 
nentlv on the same allowances with that, of Bengal; and in urging this 
request we pres time wo only ask what justice demands, our service, entitle 
u* to mid wr shall ever consider u» onr just rights. 

Under the fullest conviction of that generosity of sentiment, mol 
confidence in (he wisdom of Council, which prevail in the decisions of your 
11 nnntubla Court, we cannot but regret, and feelingly lament the injury 
which the Public Service •uwtains from the Representative of the Army, 
the Cotnmuuder-in-Chief, laing deprived of the accustomed power, from hta 
exclusion from a scat iu Council; nor is it without considerahlc alarm that 
we fore**, unaided by hia Council and advice, our dearest interest* may la? 
unintentionally sacrificed and the security of the public safet y endangered 
by mconutes which from a delect in Military npcrioitc are not with due 
precision ralculuted ujion ; the ill ctfeots reuniting from the present system 
have in too many instances been manifest. Wo therefore humbly solicit 
of your Jlonorablo Court to take tlw subject into your most serious con¬ 
sideration, liegging to observe that m> look forwnnl with anxiou* 
solicitude for your favorable decision on this imjHirUmt occurrence. 

Wc avail ourselves of this opportunity to respectfully touch on the 
subject of the olT-reckonrags which were said to have been thrown into a 
general (uml under the pica that the Colonels in the Madras Kstaldish- 
munt derived greater odvnnlage from them than those of Bengal; wc should, 
wc hues to remark, Ix-m ready to allow of the justice and ujiiit v of the 
doinsion were it not that the Army of Madras are excluded From every 
advantage enjoyed by our Brother Officers in other respects on lhot 
Establishment. 

To add weight to our claims, we are not ruin enough to enumerate 
our services which without arrogance may ho allowed to he at least commen¬ 
surate with that portiou of your Army distinguished by more substantial 
marks of ynar favor and wnwidcnition. Wc ehnll forbear drawing a retro- 
ejKjet of occasions yhich called forth mi unanimous voice of approbation; 
'ti* enough, that we have accomplished wJiot the wunlom of mir Governors 
dictate, *ti» enough for us that we haw extended your dominions, and 
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mm im>d vtiur puwew, and 'Lis enough in our praise that wr have done 
our duty and are always ready to follow whew it jwinU U»* way. 

Be assniwd. Honorable Sin*, that our loyalty to your cause i* un. 
shaken, but we feel it n duty we owi to ourselves to state wlu»t wc conceive 
real grievance*, that wo may not upj)«ir tacitly to acquiesce in our own 
degradation ; and pcrouuled thut our claim* are founded ou justice, we look 
forward with confidence to the completion of our with** at no distant 
|«riod; in the mean time we await the opportunity of displaying to tba 
world {as we have done on nil former occasions) that in zeal and ardour 
for your Cnitac and the Cause of our Country, the Officer* of the Madras 
Army yield to none.

IIoxouAnu; Sir,—W e lmvo tlio honor to acknowledge the receipt of 
your two Dispatches, under dale the 3rd instant, enclosing copies of your 
mineral letters to tho Honorable tho Court of Directors on the subject of 
Lieutenant General Hay Mnedownll's late conduct, and of other docu¬ 
ments explanatory of tlui transactions which terminated in the rm-iwnro 
of publicly removing that Officer from the station »l Coinmundcr-in- 
Cliicf of the fonts on tJiu Establishment of Fort St. George. 

2. We have peruwd tlicre important documents with the utmost 
attention, and on the nmtunst reflection which the time lias admitted of, 
we have no hesitation in expressing our entire approbation of the whole of 
your proceedings, and our conviction of the indispensable necessity of the 
measures which yon adopted to vindicate the honour and authority •>! 
your Government. 

3. We consider the conduct of Lbwtouant Oeu-Tid Mocdownll in 
placing tlie Quarter Master General of the Anny iu arrest for uu act d'.ue 
in tin- strict fulfilment of his public duty to haw been in the highest 
degree reprehensible, and tlu.- impropriety of his conduct to have been 
aggravated by fail adoption of Uiat extraordinary measure after the 
Judge Advocate General’s official declaration of the illegality of thotliusw, 
by his refusal to take off the um*t after llw Officers who hud so irregu¬ 
larly and discreditably preferred the charges against Lieutenant C olonel 
Miinro luul, in conseijuimcc of the Judge Advocate General » iltchttod 
sentiment* regarding their illegality, requested the Gmimamlcr-in-Chicf 
to suspend the prosecution of them, ami we consbk-r yuur iulerpiwttloii 
for tin- release or that Officer from an arrest ho arbitrarily and illegally 
imposed fbr purposes incompatible with the oxistuuoe of L gul Govaronifinl 
in Lidia to have bceu a just and necessary exertion of yuur authority. 

4. We entirely concur in opinion with you dial the General Order 
published by Lieutenant General Macdownll, subsequently to the removal 
of the arrest, was of a nature to strike at the foundation of tin- authority 
of the Government. It appears to u» to hare been calculated and intended 
to M |oriUc ntnl place in competition the Civil and Military ]*rwo.r} to havi* 
been subversive of the prindplos of subordination; and to have hud in 
view the degradation of the Government iu the erignation of tlu- Army 
and the .Public.

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We consider the late Conitnnmler-in-Chien* public iiippaft of n Me- 
mortal framed tu ■ spirit of irregular condiinntirm among the OfTicrnt of 
the Army, and equally objectionable in form tint] in snlistnnce, fa have 
Item a violation of the tint to* attached to hr» Command, which required 
that he should employ the influence of his high station to repress mthor 
tlmti promote a pn wen ling so unwarrantable and so inconsistent with 
every established principle and obligation of flu* Military profession. 

d, finally, wo consider the whole tenor of Lieutenant General 
Munlownll's conduct t<i have been iu Ihii highi-xt degree di*ivsi»eetfnl and 
injurious to the dignity and authority of tho Government, and contrary to 
every jK»int of his duty os Commander-in-thul of tlio Forres un the 
Establishment of Fort St George, and under the exigency of this extra- 
ordinorv oml tinprecoduntod occasion, we ennnot hesitate in approving 
and confirming the decisive measure of his removal from the station of 
Commarider-in-Chief. 

fl. We have also the honor to crjrrvf* our entire appcnlmtian of 
your resolution not to transmit, tn an nutlienticnlcd form, to the Honorable 
Court oT Director* the Mi.'tiinriul presented by a jsirt of the Officers of 
the Anny of your Establishment, We deem it highly dangerous to the 
publie iutcrest to sanction, by transmitting to t.bo Authorities in England, 
menuoiaht of this description originating in a regular combination 
among the Offi(x>» of tho Army formed for the pnrpoae of remonstrating 
against Utc legal nets of the Government without any previous nppkca- 
tioit on the same subject* to their immediate smjteriom in India; in- 
dejwiidcntly of which consideration, the disrespectful tenor of the Memo¬ 
rial, which arraigns in terms of unwarrantable presumption tin' conduct 
uitd measutrs both of the Oovemment and the Honorable Court, 
constitutes an additional motive for withholding its transmission. 

7. We cannot conclude without recommending to you, in the 
strougfcit term*, to pvtsevoro in repressing, noth. dignity and temper, hut 
with measure* of firmness and energy, tlrnt spirit of insubordination to 
tint authority of Government which, we are conccmtd to observe, bus of 
bit* prevailed iu some {"jrtions of the Army uf Fort St. George*; and 
vi u assure you of our Fullest support, iu the maintenance of your just 
authority and in your endeavors to restore duo order and subordination 
throughout the Military branch of the Establishment. 

8. We propose to take a future opportunity of entering into a 
more detailed diacu*»inu of these recent transactions. But we have
